CAUCUS HAS ENDED. 


The Question Now Seems to Be, Who 
Has Gained By It? 


BUT ONE VOTE BY SENATORS. 


Opinions. Are Divided as to 
Possible Changes. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.— The Demo- 
cratic senatorial caucus on the tariff bill 
isover, and both sides are claiming to 
have made progress for the interest they 
tepresent. The outcome isin the nature 
of a victory for the Democratic members 
of the finance committee who prepared 
the biil, as it was returned to them with- 
out any instructions to make changes, 

Immediately after the adjournment of 
the caucus, Senators Gorman, Brice, Hill, 
Smith, Murphy, and one or two others 
who have been known to be very 
much opposed to the bill as it was pre- 
pared by the finance committee, held a 
consultation, and their attitude was in di- 
rect contrast with the members of the 
finance committee. 

During the three days, which ended last 
night, while the tariff bill was being con- 
sidered, but one vote was taken, and that 
buta few minutes before adjournment. 
This was on a proposition to instruct the 
finance committee to putiron ore_on the 
dutiable list, without fixing any rate 
whatever, and this was lost by a vote of 
19 to 17. 

Senator Pugh stated that he would not 
be bound by the action of the caucus and 
reserved the right to support his motion 
in the senate. Several senators at once 
declared that it would be useless to take 
any more vo-es, because if senators did 
not intend to abide by the action of the 
caucus, it put an end to the power of the 
caucus. 

Soon after this, Senator Voorhees, chair- 


man of the finance committee, moved 
that the caucus adjourn to meet atthe 
call of the chairman, with the under- 


standing that the finance committee 
should continue its work on the bill and 
report it as soon as possible 

All Will Be Heard, 

Senator Brice said last night that every 
Democratic senator between now and the 
time when the bill is reported will be 
accorded a hearing by members of the 
finance committee. 

While members of the finance commit- 
tee are generally reticent, what they and 
their friends say indicate that they feel 
that the caucus has resulted in a vindica- 
tion of the bill which taey have prepared, 


and instead of being instructed by the 
caucus they are free to present such a 
bill as they think is best suited to the 


principles of the party and the necessities 
of the revenue. 

Opinion seems to be divided as to 
whether the committee will now make any 
changes. The impression isthat some 
changes of a minor nature will be made, 
as well as some concessions granted, 
where the Democrats have been appar 
ently unjust, and where the changes will 
not necessitate other changes in the bill. 

Gorman's Argument, 

Senator Gorman made the principal 
apeech of the afternoon. It was moderate 
and conciliatory in tone, containing a 
great deal about the necessity of party 
harmony. He did not want the Demo- 
crats to go before the country divided on 
this issue, which had been one of the 
great campaign issues of the party. He 
wanted the industries of the country pro- 
tected so as not to put American labor on 
a par with that of Europe. 

Coal, iron ore, and all manufactured 
products, he thonght, should have some 
pretection, so that the party would be 
sure of holding what it has gained in the 
north. to an extension 
of the ad vilorem system, and believed 
that better r.sults would be obtained by 
specific dutics. 

The bill, as it now stood, discriminated 
in favor of New England industries 
against those of the middle states. He 
and those who represented these states 
felt that some changes should be made 
and granted to the men 
whose Democracy could not be ques- 
tioned. 

Senator Ransom of North Carolina 
spoke at some length and urged party 
harmony. 

Senator Jones of the sub-committee 
spoke in an explanatory manner of the 
bill, giving many details of the measure. 
He thought it would be very poor policy 
to change the work of the committee 
radically, and said thatif once begun 
there would be no end to it. 

Senators Morgan and Pugh spoke for 
iron ore, and Senator Berry spoke in sup- 
port of the bill as framed. 

The vote on iron ore practically put an 
end to the caucus, which adjourned at 
4:45. Efforts will be made to get the bill 
into the senate early next week. 

The Republicans look upon the result 
of the caucus as one of distinct advantage 
to them and possible disaster to the bill. 
It is thought that the strength which the 
opponents of the measure bave shown in- 
dicates that the bill will either be radi- 
cally amen‘ed in the senate or that it may 
be postponed to the first Monday in De- 
cem ber.

A HIGH ROLLER, 
Young Furnald Has a Very Bad Record 
In Many Cities. 

Boston, March 1.—Walter Guy Furnald, 
who is under arrest in San Francisco, is 
well remembered by some people at the 
Quincy House, where he worked in the 
summer of 192. From them the follow- 
ing facts were Jearned: 

Furnald isa native of Manchester, N. H. 
He is about 25 years old. His father, 
David O. Furnald, is a native of that city. 
About the first of May, 1891, young Fur- 
nald, who had been clerking in a hotel 
in Manchester, left that city, ostensibly 
to takea position in the Murray Hill 
hotél in New York, but hefore going he 
obtained permission of his father to draw 
acheck of €500on the New Hampshire 
Trust company, his father agreeing to 
furnish the money. 

After he had left Manchester, however, 
his father learned that he had eloped with 
a married woman from that city, and was 
intending to go to Eurepe. His father 
then gave the New Hampshire Trust com- 
pany orders not to honor the check, but 
it was too late. He had already passed 
the check at the Murray Hill hotel at New 
York and gone. 

In the summer of 1892 he came to Bos- 
ton and got a position, first as cashier and 
later as room clerk at the Quincy. There 
he met Mrs. Belle Mann, ‘wife of the pro- 
prietor, who became greatly enamored 
with him, and in October the couple 
eloped and went to New York. 

There the proprietor of the Murray Hill 
nabbed him for passing the worthless 
check for $500. He was arraigned Nov. 1 
for the offense, but was released, his 
father appearing, telling the story, and 
settling the bill. 

As soon as he was released on that 
offense he was arrested again for steal- 
ing $2500 worth of diamonds from Mrs. 
Kathurine Post of Chicago. He had been 
on very intimate terms with her in 
Chicago before coming to Boston. 

He is now under arrest at San Francisco, 
charged with robbery. 


Well Known In Maine, 

LIBERTY, Me., March 1.—Hon. William H. 
Hunt, ex-councillor, ex-state senator and 
trustee of the Maine insane hospital, died 
here of pneumonia, aged 74 years. He was 
born in Salem, Mass., and at the age of 14 
entered a leather store in Boston, and has 
been in the leather business ever since. 
At the age of 24 he came to Liberty and 
went into the tannery business. Heserved 
in the executive council of Governor Bod- 
well and Governor Marble; was member 
of the senate in 1889 and 1891. 


Dynamite In Pennsylvania, 

LANCASTER, Pa., March 1.—A dynamite 
bomb outrage was perpetrated late last 
night at the residence of Dr. J. E. Baker. 
The family were asleep, and the sleepers 
were almost literally shaken out of their 
beds by the force of theexplosion. The 
house was badly damaged. This is the 
third dynamite outrage iu this city within 
the past month. 


Police and Bandits Fight. 

OAXCA, Mex., March 1.—A_ bloody bat- 
tle occurred between a band of brigands 
and the police of the town of Iztlathuca. 
The bandits made an attack upon the 
town forthe purpose of pillaging. The 
police resisted, and the mayor, one of the 
police and eight bandits were killed. 
Several were wounded, 


Bank Is 850,000 Short, 

St. Louis, March 1.—At the instance of 
the directors of the St. Lenis National 
bank, a warrant was issued ‘or the arrest 
of William E. Burr, Jr., late cashier of 
that bank, on the charge of misappropria- 
tion of funds and embezzlement of funds. 
The amount of shortage is said to be 
about $50,000. 


Ryan Did the Fighting. 

Boston, March 1.—Thomas Ryan and 
Billy Kenny, both of Worcester, rival 
lightweights, met at the Charlesbank 
Athletic club last night. It was to be a 
10-round bout, but it only lasted seven, 
tyan winning. Ryan did all the fight- 
ing, Kenny falling to avoid punishment. 


Signed by the Governor, 

ALBANY, March 1.—The greater New 
York bill has been signed by the gov- 
ernor. This bill gives the people of New 
York, Brooklyn, Long Island City and 
various smaller towns to vote on the ques- 
tion as to whether they shall all be com- 
bined in one municipality.

A CURIOUS MUDDLE. 


The Czar of Russia and Other Nota- 
bles Mixed Up In It. 


INTRIGUES QUIETLY HATCHED UP 


Through the Medium of Prin- 
cess Marie d’Orleans. 


Paris, March 1.—A sensation has been 
caused by the appearance of an article in 
The Figaro, in which the Czar of Russia, 
Princess Marie d’Orleans, wife of Prince 
Waldemar of Denmark; Count de Beau- 
champ, a captain in the French army 
and military attache at Copenhagen; 
General Borius, secretary general and 
chief of the military household of Presi- 
dent Carnot, and others; play conspicuous 
roles. = 

Some idea of the gravity of the revela- 
tions may be gathered from the fact that 
Premier Casimir Perier yesterday sub- 
mitted to President Carnot, for his signa- 
ture, a decree removing Count d’Aunay, 
ex-minister to Copenhagen, from the dip- 
lomatic service, owing to his connection 
with the affair. The revelations are assu- 
ciated with the Franco-Russian alliance, 
and appear to have been the result of in- 
trigues, carried on behind the backsof the 
Dupuy ministry. 

This is not the first time that the name 
of Princess Marie d’Orleans has been con- 
nected with courtintrigues. The prin- 
cess is said to be a remarkably clever and 
attractive lady; she isa daughter of the 
Duke of Chartres, was born Jan. 13, 1865, 
and was married to Prince Waldemar, 
who is acaptain inthe Danish navy, on 
Oct. 22, 1885. Some idea of the power of 
intrigue which the princess is said to pos- 
sess may be gathered from the fact that 
ex-Minister Lourens does not scruple to 
describe her as the “conscious artificer’’ 
of Prince Bismarck’s downfall. 

“The Good Goddess.” 

The party sprouting up around Prince 
Henry of Chartres is said to consider the 
Princess Marie d’Orleans as its Bona 
Deaux (Good Goddess). The favor in 
which the princess stands with the czar is 
based both upon family relations and the 
pleasure he takes in her unconventional 
conversation aud high spirits. The crown 
of Norway has been dangled before the 
eyes of the Princess Marie d’Orleans by 
French diplomats, and Freuch men-of- 
war were at her beck and call. 

Whenever the czar was at Freidensberg 
he was much in company with his sister- 
in-law. The czar frequently accompanied 
her through the woods. Beinga thorough 
French woman and spontaneous in her 
impulses, she suggested that during the 
sojourn of Admiral Avellan and the Rus- 
sian officers in Paris last autumn the 
ezar should receive two French war ves- 
sels at Copenhagen, where he was then 
on a visit to the royal family. 

The princess communicated these facts 
to the French minister at Copenhagen, 
and the czar, in due course of time, in- 
spected the two French warships, which 
were sent to Copenhagen. 

The chief incident mentioned in connec- 
tion with the revelation is the alleged at- 
tempt to obtain, through the Princess 
Marie d’Orleans, an idea of the czar’s 
real feeling on the Franco-Russian alli- 
ance. 

A Quiet Deal. 

With this object in view, Captain Beau- 
champ is said to have approached the 
princess, telling her of the information 
which was required by President Carnot. 

The princess, according to the story, is 
said to have ‘eplied vaguely to the sug- 
gestions of Captain Beauchamp,who, sub- 
sequently, handed some written questions 
to the favorite of the czur, asking the 
princess to try and obtain answers to 
them. 

The first of these questions wasy “What 
does Russia expect of France in return 


for the friendship she is manifesting 
towards her?” 
The second question was: ‘Do you 


think the czar considers himself pledged 
towards France, at any rate, so far as the 
defensive is concerned?” 

Atthe request of the princess these 
questions were left with her for two days. 
Later Captain Beauchamp wrot® to the 
princess, saying that a reply was awaited 
at the Elysee palace. 

Cat Out of the Bag. 

Then, it seems, it occurred to the prin- 
cess that she could not allow the matter 
to proceed further without placing her- 
self in a false position toward the French 
government, and consequently she sent 
forthe French minister at Copenhagen, 
Count d’Aunay, and informed him that 
she felt bound not to leave the govern- 
ment in the dark in regard to what was 
going on. 

M. J. D. Pasteur, who was then secre- 
tary of the French legation at Copen- 
hagen, immediately communicated the 
facts tothe French government, and, it 
appears, in. accordance with instructions 
received, called again on the princess an | 
persuaded her to hind him the questions. 

The Dupuy cabinet a few days later 

came to grief, nud when the present 
ministry was formed the French minister 
to Denmuark, Couut dAuuay, went to 
Paris an? delivered the document to 
Premier Casimir-Perier, with the result 
already told. 

In conclusion, it may be nentioned that 

Captain Besuchump has been recalled 
from Copenhagen and is told to take a 
year’s leave of nbsence. 
” Count d’Aunay has been dismissed from 
the diplomatic service on suspicion that 
he was the author of the sensational pub- 
lication in The Figuro. He has written 
to the papers d -nying the authorship and 
protesting aguinst his dismissal without 
explanation, whil+ the scandal has been 
the talk of diplomats for weeks.” He de- 
tlares that be will appeal te the council 
of state

Gladstone’s Plans Are Still the Sub- 
ject of iduch Comment. 


THE QUESTION OF HOME RULE 


Would Not Be Dropped Even 
If He Did Retire. 


Lonpon, March 1.—The Daily News in 
a leading article says: ‘*Yesterday’s cabi- 
net council may perhaps clear the air of 
the rumors which are now distracting the 
publicear. It is quite certain that Mr. 
Gladstone has not resigned, and it is 
equajly certain thatif he did retire the 
home rule question would not be 
dropped. 

In another article The News says that 
Mr. Gladstone has taken no step in the 
direction of resigning, and, as bearing on 
the improbability of an early dissolution 
of parliament, it votes that a cabinet 
minister, who is not a resident of London, 
has just rented a house for the coming 
season. 

The Standard says: If Mr. Gladstone’s 
resignation is not tendered within a few 
days it will probably be deferred until 
the queen’s return from Florence. It is 
recognized that a reconstruction of the 
government on the eve of a new asso- 
ciation would cause great inconvenience, 
especially to budgetary business. 

The Times in a leading article says it is 
improbable. that Mr. Gladstone’s inter- 
view with the queen had any direzt bear- 
ing upon the crisis in the cabinet. ‘‘We 
do not pretend,” The Times says, ‘‘to be 
in the secret of the ministers, but we feel 
justified in assuming that Mr. Gladstone 
has postponed his resignation, on which, 
there is little doubt, he decided a few days 
ago. Viewing the possibility of a section 
of the Radicals opposing Lord Rosebery 
as premier, itis not unlikely that a stop- 
gap will follow Mr. Gladstone’s retire- 
ment.”’ 


Rejected by the Peers, 

LoNDoN, March 1.—The house of lords, 
by a vote of 60 to 55, refused to accept the 
house of commons’ rejection of Lord 
Salisbury’s amendment to the parish 
councils bill. On the other hand, the 
peers offered a compromise amendment.

Moraes Will Probably Be the Successor 
of President Peixoto, 


Rio DE JANEIRO, March 1.—For the mo- 
ment interest in the warfare between the 
insurgents and the government forces has 
almost disappeared, and people are con- 
centrating their attention upon the presi- 
dential election, which is taking place to- 
day. 

The Republican candidates are Prudente 
Moraes of Sao Paulo for president and 
Manoel V. Pereira of Bahia for vice presi- 
dent. <A sect#on of the Republican party 
has nominated Baes Carvalho of Para for 
vice president. 

The election of Moraes is nearly _cer- 
tain, as there is no organized opposition 
tohim. Alfonso Penna of Minas-Geraes 
was nominated, but he declined to run. 

Martial law ended at 12 o’clock last 
night. The result of the election will be 
officially declared at the meeting of con- 
gress in May next.

THE INSOMNIA RECORD. 


An Indiana Farmer Sets the Mark High and 
Puzzles the Physicians. 

Since the case of George Woodruff, 
the Rossville (Ind.) farmer, has been 
made public through newspaper ac- 
counts of his strange affliction numer- 
ous inquiries are being received from 
medical men in all parts of the country. 
Mr. Woodruff is a substantial farmer, 
well known in his and adjoining coun- 
ties. 

Some two months ago upon retiring 
as usual at night he found himself un- 
able to sleep. Woo it as he would, sleep 
would not come. The next night he 
was also unable to sleep, but felt no 
worse for his wakefulness. For two 
months he has gone with less than an 
hour’s sleep. On the third night a phy- 
sician was called, but even under the 
influence of opiates Woodruff refused to 
close his eyes. The only thing which 
conquered his ailment was a quart of 
whisky, taken in rapid doses, and that 
only produced a half hour’s sleep. Then 
his attending physician gave up the Job, 
confessing his inability to fathom the 
mysterious ailment. He had heard of 
people sleeping indefinitely, but here 
was a case of a man who couldn’t sleep 
at all, and who was apparently none 
the worse off because of it. Several 
othe? medical men took a hand at Wood- 
ruff, but each was in turn baffled. 

Woodruff complains only of a slight 
distress in his stomach, but his appetite 
is unimpaired, and he attends to his 
duties as he did previous to breaking 
the record as a man who defied ordi- 
nary rulesof nature and to whom it 
was all the same whether it was night 
or day. About three years ago he had 
a similar attack, but it lasted only a 
week, , 

Reports of his strange disease became 
current several days ago, but they were 
discredited. To satisfy all doubters 
Woodruff has made a statement of the 
truth of the reports. His physician and 
family declare that he has slept less 
than an hour in two months, and that 
all his faculties are unimpaired. His 
physician will make extensive com- 
ments on the case for several medical 
journals.—St. Louis Republic

THE QUESTION OF RESIGNATION 


Leads to a Premature Protast 
From Radicals. 


Lonpon, March 2.—Mr. Gladstone made 
his appearance in the house of commons 
at 3:30 yesterday afternoon. He was re- 
ceived with prolonged and enthusiastic 
cheers, which were repeated with even 
more enthusiasm as he rose to speak on 
the parish councils bill. He was in excel- 
lent voice and showed no signs of physical 
weakness. 

The government, he said, was of the 
opinion that the time for passing the 
parish councils bill back and forth be 
tween the two houses had ended, and had 
determined upon a decisive course. Re 
fusalto adopt the amendments of the 
house of lords means the loss of the bill. 

The other day the government was 
a bill because the house of 
lords had entirely destroyed the principle 
of it. Inthe case of the parish councils 
bill, however, the principle of extension 
of the local government remained, there- 
fore the government was willing to with- 
draw its opposition to the amendments 
of the house of lords. It was perfectly 
obvious, he said, that a collision between 
the two houses could not continue.

RIVAL LABOR UNIONS 


Engage In a Bitter Contest Over Boston 
Garment Workers. 

Boston, March 2. — The smouldering 
fire of rivalry and hostility between the 
American Federation of Labor and the 
Knights of Labor in this city has broken 
out anew and threatens to involve these 
two great labor organizations in a pro- 
tracted struggle that will extend over the 
en‘ire country. 

This time the Knights seem to be the 
aggressors. Bya bit of stratagem they 
have spoiled a settlement between the 
largest Federation unjon in the city and 
its most powerful adversary, just ata 
time when a settlement would have saved 
the union from what now threatens to be 
dissolution. 

About six months ago the United Gar- 
ment Workers’ union of the American 
Federation of Labor, composed of 1800 
garment workers, placed a boycott on the 
products of the shops of the clothing 
manufacturers of this city. The grievance 
was that the manufacturers, acting as the 
Clothing Manufacturers’ association, re- 
fused to accede to the union’s demand 
that all goods should be marked by the 
union label. 

Both sides had been anxious for a set- 
tlement, and concessions were made 
when, it is alleged, the Knights of Labor 
stepped in and succeeded in inducing the 
manufacturers, by various arguments, to 
break off relations with the Federation 
union. 

The Federation people denounce the 
action of the Knights as an unwarranted 
interference and a gross outrage. They 
say that there are not more than 60 mem- 
bere of the only garment workers’ as- 
sembly in the city, while they havea 
membership of more than 1800. The pur- 
pose of the Knights is, they claim, to 
break up their union and to force the 
clothing operators into the Knights of 
Labor. 

The officials of the Knights of Labor 
say that the boycott was unwarranted 
from the first, and that it has been the 
means of bringing hundreds of men and 
women to the verge of starvation and to 
pauperism. Wh le they do not admit 
that they propose to break up the 
union, they say that the workersin the 
craft will never be well off until they are 
Knights. 

The affair has created much excitement 
in labor circles, and is bound,;to pre 
cipitate another of the bitter strugyles 
that have so badly disorganized the ranks 
of organized labor here. 


SIXTY YEARS’ SENTENCE 


Has Been Changed toa Fine of Six Thou- 
sand In Cold Cash. 

MONTPELIER, Vt., March 2.—The state 
supreme court met yesterday and ren- 
dered a decision in the case of the state 
vs. John O'Neil of Rutland. The court 
denied O’Neil’s petition for an arrest of 
judgment and sentenced him toa fine of 
$6160 and two months in the house of cor- 
rection. 

This is the most unique case ever before 
the Vermont courts and has been on trial 
for 12 years in one form or another. 

O’Neil, a liquor dealer in Whitehall, N. 
Y., sent liquor to Rutland in jugs. He 
was arrested in 188%, convicted before Jus- 
tice Bailey in Rutland for 457 offences, 
and sentenced by Bailey to 28,836 days, or 
over 79 years, in the house of correction. 

Defendant appealed tothe county court, 
when he pleaded guilty of 307 offences, re- 
ducing the penalty to about 60 years. 

He appealed to the supreme court on 
the ground of excessive and unusual pun- 
ishment, but the decision of the lower 
court was affirmed. 

‘The case was then taken to the United 
States supreme court on the plea that 
the Vermont prohibitory law was uncon- 
stitutional. That court decided that it 
had no jurisdiction. 

Asa last resort it was taken back to 
the state supreme court on a motion to 
arrest judgment.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Jupreme Court Judges’ Keply to the 
Questions on Woman Suffrage. 
Boston, March 2.—The justices of the 
supreme court have sent an answer to the 
questions propounded by the genera) 
court relative to the constitutionality of 
giving municipal suffrage to women. A 
negative answer is returned in each case. 

The questions were: 

First—Is it constitutional in an act 
granting to women the right to vote in 
town and city elections to provide that 
such act shall take effect throughout the 
commonwealth upon its acceptance by « 
majority vote of the voters of the whole 
commonwealth? 

Second—Is it constitutional that such 
act take effect where accepted? 

Third—Is it constitutional that such act 
take effect upon its acceptance by a ma: 
jority of all voters, including women 
specially authorized to vote on this one 
question alone? 

Justices Holmes, Barker and Knowlton 
dissent.

A LAWYER OF HIGH PRINCIPLES. 


Change of Administration May 
End the Long War. 


R10 DE JANEIRO, March 2.—The elections 
took place yesterday and passed off quietly. 
They were conducted in a thoroughly 
honest manner, neither soldiers nor police 
being present at the polls. Trouble had 
been expected, but none occurred. 

Official returns have not yet been re 
ceived, but it is certain that Senhor Pra 
dente de Moraes has been elected presi 
dent and Senhor Victorino vice president. 

The elections were suspended in Para 
Desterro and Rio Grande do Sul, owing te 
the fact that the places are held by the 
insurgents. 

Senhor Moraes will assume the presi- 
dential office on Nov. 15. It is hoped 
that the result of the elections will bring 
the war to an end. 

Respected by All, 

Prudente de Moraes, who it is thought 
has been elected to succeed Peixoto as 
president, is alawyer and about 50 years 
ofage. He was kuown even during the 
empire asano ardent Republican. He is 
wealthy and lives on his large coffee 
plantation at Campenas, in the state of 
Sao Paulo. He is now president of the 
senate. 

He is conceded by every one to be a man 
of high principles. He wasa member otf 
the first congress of the republic, and it is 
claimed by his friends that he would 
have been elected president in the place 
of Fonseca had the vote been a fair one. 
He did not advocate the abolition of 
slavery, because, being very conservative, 
he did not consider the time ripe for such 
legislation.

| A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


Robbers Murder Mother and Child and 
Are Themselves Killed. 

New Brunswick, N. J., March 2.—Mrs. 
Moore Baker and her 6-months-old babe 
were murdered in their home at Franklin 
Park. The murderers were William 
Thompson and Henry Baker, both colored, 
18 and 20 yearsold. They effected an en- 
trance to the Baker homestead about 
midnight. In a front room slept Mr. 
Baker, his wife and their 6-months-old 
child. Mrs. Baker heard footsteps on the 
stairs, and when the door opened and she 
saw Thompson’s face she screamed. 

Thompson carried an ax in his hand. 
He rushed at Mrs. Baker, who had sprung 
from her bed, and sent the sharp blade 
deep into her skull. Thompson then 
jumped for the bed. The ax again de- 
scended, this time into the body of the 
baby, and it, too, was killed instantly. 

Mr. Baker wasawakened and he sprang 
for Thompson. Baker closed on the fiend, 
and a terrible struggle ensued for the pos- 
session of the axe. Thesharpaxcut the 
hands and bodies of both men, and blood 
flowed from a dozen wounds. Finally, 
Baker secured possession of the weapon 
and buried the ax in the murderer's 
brain. Thompson dropped like a log. 

The other colored man, Henry Baker, 
turned and fled too soon for Baker to 
reach him with theax. The white man, 
seizing a shotgun, rushed after the fleeing 
murderer and caught him in the rear 
yard. Both charges blazed from the bar- 
rels of the shotgun and the colored man 
fell mortally wounded. He lingered a 
few hours, when he, too, died. Mrs. 
Baker, her child and Thompson were 
killed within five minutes. 

Moore Baker is seriously but not danger- 
ously injured. There was $150 in his 
house and it is believed the negroes knew 
of this.

REFUSED A PEERAGE. 


It Is Now Definitely Known That Glad- 
stone Will Resign. 


WANTS NO SEAT IN THE CABINET 


But Will Gladly Co-operate 
With His Successors. 


LonpDoN, March 3.—Mr. Gladstone ar- 
rived at Windsor castle yesterday after- 
noon, and wasin consultation with the 
queen before dinner. During this con- 
sultation, the premier intimated to the 
queen his intention to resign, but the 
formal tender of his resignation is dc- 
ferred until after the meeting of tue privy 
council. 

In his consultation with the queen Mr. 
Gladstone explained to her majesty the 
reasons for his retirement. The queen ex- 
pressed her regrets that the country 
sbould lose his services, and offered him 
a peerage. This Mr. Gladstone declined 
toaccept. Mr. Gladstone recommended 
thet Lord Rosebery be appointed as his 
successor, 

A lciegram was sent later to Lord 
Rosebery, who is at Epsom, summoning 
him to Windsorthisevening. Itis under- 
stood that he will accept the premiership, 
but that there will be only two «ther 
changes in the cabinet. 

Henry Labouchere, in au interview, was 
asked what he would do if Lord Rose- 
bery became prime minister. In reply, 
Mr. Labouchere said that if the Conserva- 
tives moved want of confidence in such a 
government he would not support the 
government, an! he thought that at least 
20 members were f{n full sympathy with 
his view of the situation, and that if they 
were driven to extremes they would even 
oveMurn a government headed by a peer. 

It islearned upon good authority that 
Mr. Gladstone wil! not accept any posi- 
tion in the soon-to-be-orgunized adminis- 
tration. The general feeling in the 
Liberal clubs is that if Mr. Gladstone was 
to remaina member of the cxbinet it 
would hamper his successors, and take 
away their freedom of action, thongh it 
is understood that he has intimated his 
desire to give his successors counsel and 
co-operation whenever required. 

The Thundcrer’s Comment. 

The Times, in an editorial, says: Mr. 
Gladstone's retirement in some senseis a 
turning point in the history of the king- 
dom. 

The house of commons will be pro- 
foundly changed by his withdrawal irom 
public life. He bas been the watchful 
guardian of the dignity and authority of 
the bonse, even when the habit of auto- 
cratic power has rendered his imperious 
temper difficult to control. The house 
will miss his restraining influence, which 
is more than ever required now, when 
manners are degenerating and respect for 
constituted authorities is regarded by 
many as a mark of weakness. 

In a further article The Times says: It 
is unusual forthe queen to seek advice 
froma retiring premier, but, if oft of 
compliment for Mr. Gladstone’s long and 
faithful service, she should ask his 
opinion, itis likely that he would name 
Lord Rosebery as the mun best able to 
hold the cabinet and party together. The 
queen’s choice appears to lie b-tween Sir 
William Harcourt, the Earl of Kimberly 
and Lord Rosebery. All the ministers, 
with the possible exception of Sir Will- 
iam Harcourt, are willing to serve under 
Lord Rosebery. Most of them feel 
strongly that this will be the best ar- 
rangement. 

It is not certain that they would accept 
Sir William Harcourt as premier. The 
Earl of Kimberly might conciliate every- 
body. A feeling exists that if the premier 
is to be a peer, which is undesirable, but 
probably inevitable, the choice should 
fallupon Lord Rosebery. If it does, he 
will not hold the foreign portfolio, and 
John Morley will leave the Irish office for 
a more dignified position. 

Was Not Necessary. 

The Daily News, in an editorial, says: 
We deeply and earnestly deplore the fact 
that Mr. Gladstone has felt it incumbent 
upon himself to retire. Nobody is able to 
see from his outward demeanor and his 
conduct of business any necessity for it. 
The Liberals would have preferred to re- 
tain him upon whatever terms that were 
dictated by a perfectly curable maludy; 
but, of course, he must be his own judge. 
We see no ground for the statement that 
his resignation was sprung upon the party. 

Elsewhere The News says that itis 
probable that any communication Mr. 
Gladstone has to make will be by 
the letter to the chairman of his 
election committee. We understand, 
The News says, that there is no reason 
whatever, why. in the course of a few 
months, Mr. Gladstone should not en- 
tirely recover bis eyesight. 

The Standard says: It is understood 
that Mr. Gladstone will retain his seat in 
parliament. It is regarded as certain 
that the Earl of Kimberly will have the 
foreign office, while Mr. John Morley 
will succeed him as secretary for India. 
The Parnellite members regard the re 
tirement of Mr. Gladstone as a betrayal 
of the Irish cause, and are inclined to ep- 
pose any ministry of which Mr. Gladstone 
is not a member mes 

Will Join McKane. 

New YorK, March 3.—Michael S. Fay, 
an election inspector, who was convicted 
of violating the election laws, was sen- 
tenced to five years in state prison by 
Judge Barrett.

CHARLESTON, W. Va., March 3.—Gover- 
nor MacCorkle has issued orders to Major 
Banks to give Sheriff Hinman such mili- 
tary aid as he may need at Powellton. 


VISITING BOSTON. 


Mrs. Lease Gives Her Opinions on Ques- 
tiows cf the Day. 

Bostox, March 8.—Mrs. Mary E. Lease 
of Kansas arrived in Boston yesterday 
afternoon from New York. She is to lec- 
ture in New England during the next 
three weeks. Mrs. Lease consented to an 
interview when requested by a reporter, 
who was on hand to meet her. She spoke 


readily upon all subjects broached, ex- 


cept when Masonry was suggested. 

Speaking of the decision of the supreme 
court of Massachusetts against woman 
suffrage, Mrs. Lease thought it a gain for 
the cause in the east, especially whea the 
numerical division of the bench, 4 
against and 3 for, was considered. 

“The adverse decision is not discourag- 
ing,” said Mrs. Lease, “On the contrary, 
{t shows that the question is awakening 


greater intcrest than ever before. As to 


the antipathy of women already entitled 


to vote for certain public officers, nothing 


is to besuid. Universal suffrage is undeni- 
ably and forever right in principle, and is 
bound to prevail.” 

Mrs. Lease has given a great deal of at- 


tention to the problem presented by the 
army of unemployed. She says the dis- 
tress is due solely to lack of money as a 
medium of exchange. “A cramped cir- 


culation is the disease, and demonetiza- 
tion of gold is the remedy.” 

“I don’t care to say much. about 
Masonry,” replied Mrs. Lease to a query 


in that direction. “But if women are en- 


titled to suffrage, why are they not en- 
titled to all excellent things. No; I am 
not going toestablish a woman’s branch of 
the Masonic order, but, together with 
several prominent women in the land, I 
have already begun to form an order on 
lines similar, perhaps, but much broader. 
How would ‘The Maids and Matrons of 
Accepted Masonry’ sound?” she asked, as 
me tadicased that the interview was atan 
end. 


DECREES OF PEIXOTO 


Which Indicate That He Has Not Yet 
Given Up the Fight. 

RIo DE JANEIRO, March 3.—On all sides 
here people are congratulating them- 
selves that the election passed off quietly; 
but the action taken by President Peixoto 
would seem to denote that further trouble 
is brewing, and that the end of the weari- 
some revolution is not so near at hand as 
it was at first believed. 

President Peixoto issued two important 
decrees yesterday. The first of these calls 
foran increase in the strength of the 
regular army, and will therefore impose 
additional burdens upon the people and 
increase the already heavy taxation toa 
great degree. 

This increase of the strength of the reg- 
ular army issaid to be the first stepina 
movement to crush out the rebellion in 
this neighborhood and inthe south, and 
should this object be attained, it may be 
said that the additional burden which the 
people will be called upon to bear will, 
after all, be a blessing in disguise. 

The second decree iss :ed by the presi- 
dent provides that persons accused of 
treason shall be tried by military law, 
which would seem to indicate that ad- 
ditional repressive measures are neces- 
sary. Atthesame time, itis announced 
that martial law will not be proclaimed 
so long as the situation remains as tran- 
quil as it is now. 


Won by the Czar. 

New York, March 3.—The suit brought 
by the Czarof Russia against Patrick 
Ronan forthe value of the Russian war- 
ship Dimitri Donskoi’s launch, which 
was run down and sunk by one of 
Ronan’s tugsin the North river. was de 
cided in favor of the royal plaintiff. 


Students Want to Speak Ont, 

BERLIN, March 3.—Two thousand stu- 
dents met last evening to protest against 
the fact that socialism had developed an 
anti-Semitic character. Resolutions were 
passed requesting the university authori- 
ties toallowto the students free expres- 
sion of opinion. 


Albert Wallace's Sudden Death. 
WASHINGTON, March 3.—Albert Wal- 
lace, aged 80 years, one of the oldest em- 
ployes of the treasury department, 
dropped dead last night at his residence 
here. The deceased was appointed from 
New Hampshire, where he is well known.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The Turkish

WITHOUT FLINCHING. 


General Jubal Anderson Early Met 
Death Like a Warrior. 


HIS LIFE BLIGHTED BY A JILT. 


Story of His Battles In Behalf 
of the Lost Cause. 


Lynxcuprre, Va., March 3. — United 
Btates Senator John W. Daniel, at 11 
o’clock last night, im a sad voice, an- 
nounced that his old commander, Gen- 
€ral Jubal A. Early, at whose bedside he 
has been a constant watcher for some 
days, had gone to his eternal reward. 
General Early died at 10:30. He passed 
away in the presence of his family and 
physician, his kindred and several inti- 
mate friends. He met death unflinch- 
ingly, with his hand resting quietly in 
Senator Daniel’s. 

General Early’s Career. 

The part luck plays in making or mar- 
ring men’s.fortunes is illustrated in Gen- 
eral Karly’s career. More than once dur- 
ing the civil war he came very near turn- 
ing the scale at important crises in favor 
of his people, yet he emerged from the 
conflict undera cloud which remained to 
em bitter the last 39 years of his life. 


GENERAL JUBAL A. EARLY. 


Early wasa Virginian. He was born 
in Franklin county in 1816, graduated at 
West Point, served with the regulars in 
Florida, and with the Virginian volun- 
teers in Mexico, and at the first Ball Run 
led a brigade. In his second battle, Will- 
iamsburg, Va., May 5, 1862, he was se- 
verely wounded, and did not resume his 
command until the battle of Cedar Moun- 
tain, Aug. 19, 1862. He fought at sec- 
ond Bull Run and Antietam, and had the 
good fortune to commund the hne on 
Marye’s Hill which checked the Union 
advance at Fredericksburg in May, 1868. 

At Gettysburg he commanded a divi- 
sion in Ewell’s corps and led the same 
troops in the Wilderness campaign of 1864 
up tothe battle of Cold Harbor. After 
that battle he was sent to Lynchburg to 
oppose General David Hnunter’s attack 
upon that important position. After re- 
pulsing Hunter be planned an invasion of 
the border states. General Lee gave him 
full discretion in the matter, and with 
12,000 men (according to Confederate bis- 
torians) he crossed the Potomac at Shep- 
herdstown the first week in July. Grant’s 
army lay at that timein front of Peters- 
burg, fully engaged in the effort to in- 
close the place with besieging lines. 

Moved Quickly. 

So rapid were Early’s movements that 
the Washington authorities had no fore 
warning of the raid. Maryland wasina 
state of terror. The president called out 
the militia of the eastern states, and after 
considerable urging Grant sent the Sixth 
corps from Petersburg to Washington 
On July 9 Early defeated a force composed 
of the garrison of Baltimore and a di- 
vision of the Sixth corps, all under Gen- 
eral Lew Wallace, at Monocacy Junction, 
Md., and immediately marched to the 
gates of Washington. 

Meanwhile his cavalry detachments 
threatened Baltimore and destroyed the 
railways northyf that city, but the delay 
caused by those operations was fatal to 
Early’splans. It was the 12th before he 
was ready to attack the Washington de 
fenses, and then a reconnaissance showed 
him that they were garrisoned by veterans 
of the Army of the Potomac. He aban- 
doned the movement and returned to the 
Shenandoah valley. 

Sheridan soon confronted Early in the 
valley with troops from the army at 
Petersburg und defeated him in two bat- 
tles, at Opequon and Fisher’s Hill, Sept. 
19 and 20. But on Oct. 19 Early surprised 
Sheridan’s camps at Cedar Creek and 
came very near redeeming the valley 
from Union control. Sheridan saved his 
army by the memorable ride from Win- 
chester and a stirring «ppeal to his 
troops. 

Disapjointed In Love, 


At the opening of the s; g campaign 
in 1865 Genera! Custer defeated Early at 
Waynesboro, and Lee was compelled by 
public opinion to se‘ect another com 
mander for the Confecerates in the val- 
ley. 

After the war General Early practiceu 
law in Richmond ant New Orleans, and 
was associated with Beauregard in man- 
aging the Louisiana lottery. He died a 
bachelor. having had his first romantic 
love affair spo.led by the fickleness of a 
northern gir! whom he rescued from 
drowning at Whi.e Sulphur Springs dur- 
ing his cadet days. 

The lovers were engaged, and the lieu- 
tenant was anticipating a happy termina- 
tion to the romance when his hopes were 
blasted by the receipt of a newspaper con- 
taining the notice of the marriage of his 
charmer with a northern man. He pnt 
aside the uniform, with its hateful asso- 
ciations, and left the army until war’s 
alarms summoned him to the battlefields 
of Mexico. After the Mexican war he re- 
turned to civil life. 

In 1867 General Early published a me 
moir of his campaigns. He was fora 
time president of the Southern Historica 
society

A Prospectus to be Issuedina few Days— 
Course of Study Arranged. 

A special committee of the Board of In- 
struction of the new Woodward Institute, 
Rev. .Edward Norton, Rev. Edward A. 
Robinson and Rey. W. H. Baldwin, have 
prepared a prospectus of the school, which 
is now in the hands of the printers and will 
be issued next week. 

The committee desire that applications 
for admission be made as early as March 
17, to Rey. Edward Norton, the chairman. 

Provision has been made for a six years’ 
course, to be supplemented when occasion 
demands by a post-graduate course. 

The basis of each year’s work will be 
English language and literature, history 
the natural sciences, mathematics, news of 
the day, music and drawing. 

The foreign languages offered are elec- 
tive. There will be a three years’ course 
in Latin and a six years’ course in both 
French and German. 

A business course will include book 
keeping and commercial law, telegraphy 
typewriting and stenography. 

The qualifications for entrance and some 
suggestions are given in the prospectus. 


AMATEUR DRAMATICS. 


The session of the Congress Tuesday

The talk by Mr. Samuel Russell, of the 
Ruggles street church, last Sunday, was 
unusually interesting and bore good fruit. 

The interest in the gymnasium work 
continues to grow. Tbe business men’s 
class numbers about fiffeen. ‘* Hand 
Ball” is the favorite game and is exceed- 
ingly fine exercise, and furnishes no end of 
amusement. 

A good set of encyclopelias are much 
needed in the library. The young men 
frequently call for something of the kind, 
and very often at times when they cannot 
get into the public library. Who will 
make the association a present of a set ? 

Rally for workingmen Sunday afternoon 
at 3.30. Subject: ‘‘The Workingman 
and the Christ-life.’’ Speakers, Mr. Wil- 
liam Patterson and Mr. Peter W. Dackers. 
This will be the first of a series of similar 
meetings to be held this month. Several 
prominent speakers from out of town have 
been engaged. 

Mr. George A. Litchfield, president of 
the Massachusetts Benefit association gave 
an informal talk on ‘‘ Life insurance’ in 
the Y. M. C. A. rooms ‘Ihursday evening 
He told how life insurance originated, 
explained the governing principles of risks 
and the various systems. The business of 
taking risks began in 1690. 

Life insurance is a product of Christian- 
ity, the principle of “doing unto others as 
you would have others do unto you.” It 
is simply the agreement of a large number 
of people to contribute a small amount 
each to aid those dependent upon one of 
their number. 

Some of the important requirements of 
the State laws were explained, especially 
those covering the surplus and reserve 
funds, and restrictions of benefits to those 
having just claims, Mr. Litchfield said 
that it was a good thing for young men as 
soon as they commenced to earn money, to 
take life insurance, as it taught them to 
be systematic and exact in using their in- 
come, and to be ecenomical in their ex- 
penditures. He would not advise young 
men to take life insurance simply fora 
money investment. He considered the 
co-operative.banks the best institutions in 
which young men can invest their earn- 
ings. 

At the close of the talk many questions 
were asked by the young men present, 
which drew cut many interesting facts. 

Instead of an entertainment next Thurs- 
day evening, Rev. C. W. Wilder of Wollas- 
ton, will give a talk on the subject, ‘‘How 
worlds are made.”’

W. W. Mayhew to Run with Messrs 
Clark and Scollard, 


Last night one of the largest caucus ever 
held in the town of Braintree for the 
purpose of nominating town officers, took 
place at the Town Hall. There must have 
been six hundred people present and not a 
woman among them. 

Hon. F. A. Hobart, chairman of the 
town committee, called the meeting to 
order, and was afterwards unanimously 
chosen moderator, and Henry A. Monk, 
secretary. 

The cause of excitement was over a 
contest for the nomination of candidates 
for selectmen from the north and east 
parts of the town. In the former case 
there were two and in the latter there were 
three candidates. 

The Town Clerk, Samuel A. Bates, and 
Town Treasurer, Peter D. Holbrook, were 
nominated by acclamation, so also was 
Ansel O. Clark for selectman from the 
south part of the town. 

The fight began when the nomination 
of a candidate from the north part of the 
town was reached. As we have said there 
were two candidates for the nomination; 
the present incumbent, J. Franklin Bates 
and Wallace W. Mayhew. 

We ought to state here that the selectmen 
have hitherto acted as assessors, but on 
motion of E. E. Abercrombie, the asses- 
sors are to be a separate board for at 
least one year. This being understood, 
the pomination of a candidate for the 
north part of the town was proceeded with, 
by ballot and the use of the check list, 
but not before the following committee 
was appointed by the chair to sort and 
count the ballots: Daniel Potter, William 
L. Gage, George F. Hussey, Frank 
Morgan, Edwin F. Porter.

PAPA FLEUTELOT, JAISER. 


A French Millionaire Whe Begged In the 


Streets and Died In Filth. 

A miser of the story book type died 
about two weeks ago in Auxerre, France. 
Although he never had wife or children, 
he was known to all persons in the city 
as Papa Fleutelot. Hehad been a pub- 


lic figure for a generation and could be 


seen daily in storm or sunshine totter- 


ing in his rags through the streets to 


gather odd bits of coal and wood and 
cigar stumps. Papa Fleutelot died in 
his eighty-fifth year and was buried in 
the potter’s field. The French police, 
who suspect everything, still suspected 
the old man’s pretenses of poverty, de- 
spite the recent shifting of public opin- 
ion, and they searched the hut in which 
he had lived and died. Filth was ankle 
deep up stairs and knee deep in the cel- 
lar. The first search was rewarded only 
with the discovery of 400 bottles of 
Bordeaux, vintage of 1790. The second 


search, however, revealed a hole in the 


cellar wall, behind a pile of indescriba- 
ble dirt. 
dragged a chest, and in the chest they 
found the treasure. From top to bot- 
tom it was stuffed full with mortgages, 
government bonds, shares in stock com- 
panies and title deeds. 


securities were of the highest class. 
Their face value was 1,000,000 francs, 
but as many of the bonds and stocks are 
above par they can be sold for a much 
larger sum. 

For more than 11 years the old man 
had neglected to clip his coupons. He 
had let them accumulate until they rep- 
resented a market value of 140,000 
francs. 

Among the many pieces of real estate 
whose ownership was revealed by the 
contents of the chest is a large tract of 
land near Villeneuve-sur-Yonne. On 
this land there are 400 acres of fine for- 
est and several buildings of the ancient 
indestructible make. It had been more 
than 40 years since anybody at Ville- 
neuve knew who owned the estate. 
When Papa Fleutelot died in his hovel, 
but 20 centimes, or less than 5 cents, 
was his total cash capital. As was ex- 
pected, the usual number of heirs have 
appeared since the old man’s body was 
buried in the potter’s field. They affect 
to believe that still more treasure is 
concealed in his hut, and they are tak- 
ing it down piece by piece in the hope 
of enriching themselvyes.—Paris Ex- 
change. 


A LONG CHASE. 


A Detective Followed a Man Seven Thou- 
sand Miles For Stealing 85. 

Seven thousand miles for a prisoner 
was the record made by Postoffice In- 
spector G. H. Waterbury, and his story 
told in United States Marshal Haskell’s 
office rivaled in interest the tales of 
some of the great French detectives. 
The national government never forgives 
acrime, no matter what the circum- 
stances, and cold blooded justice is al- 
ways demanded. In Haskell’s private 
office was seated W. Y. Dressler. a 
young man belonging to one of the best 
and wealthiest families in Hanoverton, 
O. Last summer Dressler was traveling 
with T. R. Howard of Kansas City and 
George Hartson in New Mexico, and 
Howard confided to his friend that his 
mother was to send him a money order 
for $5. They were in Albuquerque at 
the time, and Dressler got the letter, 
opened it, forged Howard’s name and 
stole the money. 

The postoffice authorities were noti- 
fied, and on Oct. 13 Dressler fled from 
Albuquerque with Waterbury, one of 
the shrewdest detectives in the secret 
service, on his trail. 

‘*T chased him to Los Angeles,’’ said 
Waterbury, ‘‘and there I lost him, buat 
I got trace of him in Santiago, where he 
led a merry life. {reached San Fran- 
cisco nearly as soon as he did, but he 
was away like a deer, and I entered 
Yuma just as he was leaving. From 
there 1 followed him to Tucson, but he 
dodged me, and I next found his tracks 
in El Paso, Tex. From there he jumped 
to Texarkana and then disappeared to- 
ward Ohio. I communicated with Mar- 
shal Haskell. He detailed a man, and 
together we journeyed to Dressler’s 
home, arresting the young man in his 
father’s house.’’ Dressler will be taken 
to Denver for trial.—Cleveland Leader. 


Curiosity of Easter Day This Year. 

Easter day falls on Lady day this 
year for the first time in the history of 
the United States. The last time these 
two days fell together was in 1742, and 
they will not clash again until 1951. 
Lady day has somewhat lost its signifi- 
cance and importance of late years, and 
it has never been such a special day in 
this country as in some others where the 
leasing and renting system is more gen- 
eral. 

It is still, however, the first quarter 
day of the year, and although for con- 
venience rents and premiums are gen- 
erally made payable on March 381 the 
law in some states still recognizes March 
25 as quarter day. Easter has to fall 
exceptionally early to come into contact 
with Lady day, and the coincidence 
will cause inconvenience in countries 
where a legal holiday and a legal pay- 
day will be simultaneous.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 


Against the House of Lords. 

The parliamentary committee of the 
trade unions congress, Which is the cab- 
inet of the British Liberal party, has 
been holding several secret sittings in 
Londen, making preliminary arrange- 
ments for the great demonstration in 
Hyde park against the house of lords. 
The announcement of the subject will 
be publicly made as soon as the peers 
bave finally finished with the employ- 
ers’ liability bill, and the killing of 
that labor measure will be made the pre- 
text for the promised display, the di- 
mensions of which will probably exceed 
anything of the kind in recent years. 
The London trades council is prepared 
to march 250,000 men into the park, 
and there will be imposing delegations 
from the provinces.—London Cable.

BAY STATE LEGiSLATURE. 


Day Bill Postponed. 


Boston, March 3.—At the continued 
hearing before the special committee on 
the unemfloyed, Morrison IL Swift said 
that he would not be contented with a 
commission on the unemployed unless it 
was entirely indepeudent of the labor 
bureau. Edith Merrill wanted public 
schools for teaching housework, nursing, 
fine mending, cooking, etc. Edwin D. 
Mead favored a co@mission and a 
scientific examination o¥ the subject. He 
believed in colonization, and said that 
Massachusetts should take the initiative. 
He declared that there was enough work 
on our roads to keep our unemployed busy 
for 10 years tocome. He spoke in com- 
mendation of the system of public stations 
in Bavaria. Emily G. Balch also favored 
& COlm—izsion. Josephine Rand favored 
Edward Bella's pian of state farms. 
There will be hearings on Monday after- 
noon and evening in the Representatives 
chamber, which was granted by a vote of 
77 to 27. 

The house bill to abolish Fast day and 
to make the 19th of April a legal holiday 
Was postponed by the senate to next 
Wednesday. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
petition of the socialist labor party for 
free halls for the use of caucuses and con- 
ventions, and for the discussion of politi- 
cal questions; and also on the petition for 
an amendment of the election law of 1893, 
relative to the definition of a political 
party. 

After debate, all amendments were re- 
jected, and the bill for the protection of 
quail during 1894 was advanced one stage. 

The bill concerning appeals from the 
assessors of taxes in the towns of Revere 
and Winthrop was recommitted. 

The bill relative to sessions of the dis- 
trict court of southern Norfolk was re- 
jected by the house. 

The burglary insurance bill was passed 
to be enacted, but Mr. Bennett will move 
a reconsideration. 

Committee reports: Leave to withdraw 
on the petition for legislation prohibiting 
the exhibition of football games where an 
admission fee is charged. 

Leave to withdraw on petition for an 
act making cities and towns liable for 
injuries committed by police. 

Leave to withdraw on the petition for a 
change of venue in cases of persons 
charged with crime and held in jail be- 
cause of failure to give sureties. 

Leave to withdraw on the petition fora 
law to provide for the reimbursement of 
persons held in jail charged wéth crime 
when no indictment is found. 

Leave to withdraw on the petition that 
the record of names of recipients of public 
charity be periodically destroyed. 

Leave to withdraw on a petition to 
make vocal music a greater feature of 
the work of publie schools. 

Leave to withdraw on petition to pre- 
vent any person from holding more than 
one office in towns. 

A bill was introduced aimed to prevent 
persons seeking enrolment as voters from 
being ‘“‘coached” in the requirement of 
reading a portion of theconstitution. The 
bill provides that each person applying 
for registration shall draw froma boxa 
card bearing a selection of five lines from 
the constitution, which the applicant 
shall be required to read.

OUTCOME DOUBTFUL. 


Silver and the Tariff Worrying the 
Business World. 


POOR DEMAND FOR FANCY GOODS. 


The Best Feature Is the De- 
crease In Failures: 


New York, March 3—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
With no more definite information than a 
week ago, regarding the outcome of the 
financial or revenue disputes, perhaps 
more people have céme to the belief that 
the end will answer their wishes. Cer- 
tainly rather more are taking limited 
risks in business, especially in stocks. 

The fall of silver to below 60 cents here, 
and aftera slight recovery its renewed 
weakness, have an unfavorable influence 
on some markets. The announcement 
that import duties are to be imposed by 
India, if confirmed, may increase the dif- 
ficulty. The passage of the seigniorage 
bill by the house has not had time to pro- 
duce much effect, but is not financially 
reassuring. 

More works have resumed or increased 
hands or hours than have stopped or re- 
duced, but numerous reductions in wages 
continue to lesson the purchasing power 
of those at work. The demand from dis- 
tributors is almost exclusively for me- 
dium or low priced woolen and cotton 
goods; for $1.50, and not for $3 boots, and 
for shoes rather than boots. Some sales- 
men and traders find indications that 
stocks of the higher priced goods remain- 
ing on hand are much larger than usual, 
and banters judge that much of the de- 
mand for commercial loans is virtually 
for renewals to carry such unsold stocks. 

Print cloths are accumulating and 
several mills of importance have closed. 

The Wool Market. 

In all branches of the woolen manufac- 
ture the demand is yet far below the 
usual mark, but it is somewhat improved 
in worsted and dress goods, and leading 
mills have been taking wool quite largely. 

Shipments of boots and shoes fram Bos 
ton show a decrease of only 8 per cent for 
the week, which is the best for a long 
time, and there is more buying, but 
almost exclusively of medium or low 
priced goods. 

Cotton receipts for the week are still 
slightly above last year’s; the fall in sil- 
ver and the closing of some mills hinder 
arise in prices. 

The decrease in domestic trade reported 
by clearings is 40.8 per cent for the weef, 
and 25.6 outside New York, a little less 
than last week. 

Imports of merchandise still show a de- 
crease of 40 per cent, while exports of do- 
mestic products for three weeks are 5 per 
cent larger than last year. 

The most encouraging feature of the 
week’s record is the continued decrease in 
number and importance of failures.

Laconia, N. H., March 3.—Dolly Beeley, 
an adventuress, had her identity estab- 
lished yesterday by a photograph received 
by City Marshal Scott of this city from 
Brantford, Out.; also by a letter from 
Sheffield, Eng., which says she is the 
daughter of a respectable tradesman in 
that city.

Persia Worried by Silver. 

Lonpon, March 3.—A_ dispatch from 
Teheran says: The government has offi- 
ally announced that the mint will no 
longer coin silver forthe public. It also 
declares that the importation of silver is 
prohibited for the future, and that a 
month hence the customs authorities will 
treat as contraband all silver not ordered 
by the mint. 

Victims of Wild Beasts. 

Durat, Mex., March 3.—A party of 
Americans left here 15 weeks ago on a 
hunting expedition in the Sierra Madre 
mountains. They became separated, and 
three were lost. Search resulted in the 
bodies of two of them being found close 
together in a ravine. They had been 
partly devoured by wild beasts. 


Patterned After Harvard. 

New HAVEN, March 3.— The vote to 
ratify or reject the new constitution of 
Yale’s four athletic organizations was 
verylight. The total vote was 511, Of 
these 496 were in favor of adopting the 
constitution and eligibility rules. The 
new rules as to eligibility are very similar 
to those adopted at Harvard. 


A Terrible Accusation, 

New York, March 3.—Isaac Cahn, 61 
years old, a retired merchant, is charged 
by his two daughters, Rosa and Emma, 
aged 24 and 26 years, of having been for 
years guilty of brutally assaulting them 
because they refused to submit to in- 
human proposals. Cahn was held in 
$1000 bail for examination.

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A DECOY LANTERN 


Set Out by Traia Wreckers Failed te 
Accomplish Its Work. 

St. JosEPpH, Mo., March 3.—Engineer 
McKinney of the Rock Island saved his 
company a heavy loss in treasure and 
also escaped with his life by an exhibition 
of nerve last night. Passenger train No. 
18, eastbound, left the Union depot at 5:20 

.m. Three miles east of this city and 
xbout halfa mile from the place where 
the Rock Island was robbed two months 
ago, isadeep cut. As the train glided 
into the cut, ared lantern flashed across 
the track, near the middle of the cut, and 
torpedoes exploded under the wheels. 

McKinneygooked a little beyond the 
lantern and saw several men with guns, 
and it flashed through his mind that they 
were robbers. His train was nearly to a 
standstill when be realized this fact, but 
he lost no time, and seizing the throttle, 
pulled it wide open. Then he and his 
fireman jumped down into the bottom of 
the cab, and not a minute too soon, for 


when the robbers saw them move they! 


fired a volley into the engine and cab, 
but luckily hurt no one. The train 
dashed through amid a perfect shower of 
bullets, the bandits, wild with rage, firing 
into the coaches as they passed, and 
creating consternation among the passen- 
gers, who crawled under the seats and 
hid their valuables. When the train 
reached Stockbridge it was found over 
100 bullets had hit it. 


PLANS FAILED. 


Two Trains Narrowly Escaped Being 


Wrecked at Augusta, Me, 

AvGusta, Me., March 3.—A dastardly 
attempt at train wrecking was made here 
last night. The passenger train from Bos- 
ton, which arrives here at 7.15, was bowl- 
ing along at 39 miles an hour, and had 
reached a point halfa mile below the 
city, at the state house siding, when the 
locomotive struck a pile of rocks and old 
iron, which had been heaped upon the 
track. This was scattered right and left, 
and almost at the same instant a big 
cedar sleeper, which laid across the rails, 
was struck.

PLANS OF CONGRESS. 


Nothing Very Exciting In the Program 
For This Week. 


SUGAR A DISTURBING ELEMENT. 


Senators Fail to Agree Upon 
the New Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—There will be 
a lull in the house for several weeks after 
the excitement that has existed there 
since the holidays. 

It is the intention of the house man- 
agers to push the consideration of the ap- 
propriation bills to the exclusion of every- 
thing else during the coming week. Two 
duys, probably three, will be taken to 
complete the consideration of the pension 
appropriation bill. “After it is disposed 
of, the district of Columbia and consular 
and diplonmmtic bills will consume the 
halance of the week. When these are 
completed, the election cases will be taken 
upand then the house will return to the 
other appropriation bills. 

The senate has made so little progress 
toward legislation during the past two or 
three weeks that the calendar has 
changed only ina small degree, and the 
special orders, made some time, except in 
the cuse of a few speeches, are still un- 
disposed of, 

The printing bill, the Russian thistle 
bill andthe McGerraban bill all hold 
their places where they cun be called up 
in order, but they are subject to displace- 
ment if any question of more general im 
portance should be presented, even though 
informally. 

If the tariff bill should not be reported 
during the week, it is still likely to be re- 
ferred to and speeches made upon it. It 
is the subject which is uppermost in the 
minds of all senators, and is liable to ap- 
pear unexpectedly in some shape. 

There will also be more speeches on the 
Hawaiian question. Senator Caffery has 
not yet made his speech on the subject, of 
which he gave notice some time since, 
and there are also other senxtors who 
probably will wish to be heard if oppor- 
tunity offers. 

bor the rest, and if no other general 
subject should present itself, the senate 
may be expected to take up the calendar 
and dispose of as many of the minor bills 
as possible. 

Finance Committee Delayed. 

The Democratic members of the senate 
committee of finance find it necessary to 
take at least one more day to consider the 
tariff bill before presenting it to the full 
committee. 

They had been very anxious to complete 
the bill Saturday, so as to be able to lay 
it beforethe full committee today, and 
they did not relax in this purpose until 
the last moment before completing their 
work when they found it necessary to 
givesomuch time to the senators who 
wanted to be heard onjthe various sched- 
ules, but they had comparatively little 
time for consultation. 

Consequently they were unable to send 
the billto the printers, but they promise 
to complete the bill in time to have 
it printed for presentation tomorrow. 
The committee have progressed so far, 
and have heard the dissatisfied sena- 
tors so fully that they feel contident now 
of being able to carry out this program, 
although there is considerable detail 
work still to be done. 

While some of the schedules of the Lill 
have been agreed to for the time being by 
the committee, the work is not considered 
finally concluded upon any of them, and 
important changes are liable to be made 
up to the last moment before the meeting 
of the full committee. For this reason 
members of the committee decline abso 
lutely to give out any of the rates fixed. 
They also refuse to confirm any figures 
published, and while they do not say that 
the rate of 4) cents aton on iron ore and 
coal are erroneous, they assert that what- 
ever figures they may have agreed to, 
even on these articles, are still subject 
to change, and that as it is with these 
articles so it is with the entire list. 

Worried About Sugar, 

The contest between the members of 
the committee and the discontented ele- 
ment has been very sharp. Senators 
Hill, Gorman, Brice, White, Cuaffery 
and Smith, and possibly two or three 
other senators, coustitute a very compact 
organization, and they constitute an in- 
fluence which the committee is finding it 
difficult to resist. 

These senators have been in constant 
consultation. Still members of the 
committee do not believe that the op- 
position of the senators will go to the ex- 
tent of opposing the bill by their votes. 

Sugar is still, as it has been from the 
start, the most disturbing element with 
which the committee has been called 
upon to deal, and there is far greater 
trouble in fixing a rate satisfactory to the 
refiners than to the planters. 

The Republican members of the com- 
mittee have not changed their purpose of 
asking for an explanationin committee 
of the changes made, and they will insist 
upon explicit aud comprehensive state- 
ments. Senator Morrill has reiterated 
his purpose to this end within the past 
day or two, and other Republicans mem- 
bers of the senate finance committee will 
sustain him in his position. 

If the Democratic members comply, as 
t is supposed they will in a measure, it is 
probable that some time will be con- 
sumed, so that even though the bill be 
presented to the full committee tomor- 
row it cannot be definitely stated just 
when it will be reported to the senate. 
The Democratic members are pledged, 
however, to get it in at the earliest prac- 
ticable moment. 


BROTHERS DISAGREED. 


‘Election of Officers Led toa Big Rumpus 
at a Society Meeting. 

New York, March 5.—The eighth an- 
nual convention of the Independent Or- 
der of Brith Abraham, a fraternal and 
benefit association, opened yesterday. 
The morning session was wholly occupied 
with the reading of annual reports, show- 
ing the society in good condition. 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
the election of officers for the ensuing 
‘year, andso intense was the bitterness 
developed that the convention almost 
broke up in a free fight. The trouble be- 
gau after the election of Max Stern 
to the office of grand master. There 
were five candidates for the office of first 
grand master. Among them was Jonas 
Hecht, to whom the others objected. 
Hecht’s withdrawal was demanded, but 
refused. Then all the nominees but 
Hecht withdrew their names. The name 
of Hecht was voted upon, and although 
most of the 
friends declared it an election. His op- 
ponents maintained it was no election. 

Pandemonium reigned and the dele- 


gates kept yelling at the top of their 


voices. Chairs and tables were upset and 
combatants toppled over them and rolled 
together in each other’s arms on the floor. 
Men ascended the platform and lifted up 
their voices, together with the chairman, 
in aneffort to restore order, but for a 
long time it was tono purpose. Finally 


Grand Master Stern succeeded in quieting 


the delegates and declaring no election. 
Hecht then withdrew, and Emil Newman 
was chosen deputy grand master. 


BAILEY IS DEAD. 


Thousands Have Been Amused by His 
Funny Stories. 

DANBURY, Conn., 
Montgomery Bailey, the famous Danbury 
News Man and originator of American 
domestic humor, died suddenly yesterday 
morning. He had been ailing two weeks 
from pneumonia and bronchitis, but his 
illness was not considered dangerous. The 


announcement of his death has cast a 


gloom over the city, as he was its most 
popular and beloved citizen. He leaves a 
wife. He was 53 years old.

A Disease-Infected Ship, 

Boston, March 5.—At anchor in mid- 
stream, just below the quarantine station, 
isthe foreign steamer Venetian, flying 
the fatal yellow flag which denotes a con- 
tagious disease aboard. As she came to 
anchor Saturday night the quarantine 
officers rowed to her side and ascertained 
that several of her crew were suffering 
fromsmallpox. Late yesterday afternoon 
one death and several new victims were 
reported. 

Was Short-Lived, 

New Lonpon, Conn., March 5.—Eighty 
freight handlers employed on the Central 
Vermont road steamboat wharf here went 
on strike yesterday against a reduction in 
wages. They had been receiving 15 cents 
an hour week days and 25 cents on Sun- 
days. An order was given tocutto15 
cents for Sunday work. The men were 
called back in an hour on a promise that 
the old rate would be maintained. 


Had No Fire Apparatus, 

SoutH HADLEY, Mass., March 5.—The 
Congregational church here, a brick 
structure, costing $35,000, the only church 
in town, was destroyed by fire last even- 
ing. The insurance is $18,000. The fire is 
supposed to have originated from a de- 
fective flue in the chimney. Lack of any 
fire fighting apparatus made it impossi- 
ble to save any part of the building. 


A “Nobleman’s” Troubles, 

QvuEBEC, March 5.—Viscount de Ville- 
nouve, a French nobleman, was arrested 
here at the request of the French govern- 
ment onacharge of extensive forgeries, 
alleged to have been committed in France 
in 1892.

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LOSS OF THE VENUS. 


Not a Man Aboard the Rebel Trans- 
port Was Saved. 


SPLIT IN TWO LIKE CARDBOARD. 


Explosion Probably Caused by 
Shots From Shore. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, March 5.—The reports 
of the loss of the rebel transport Venus 
has been confirmed. On Friday morning 
ihe armed rebel transports Jupiter, Marte 
and Venus, which were lying off Porto 
Madama, took up positions off Porto 
Madama and opened a bombardment 
against the government batteries. The 
gunsinthe batteries responded quickly, 
and quite a lively fire was exchanged. 

Suddenly there was a terrific roar heard 
above the booming of the guns, and it 
was at once conjectured that an explosion 
had occurred. At first it was thought 
that disaster had befallen the transport 
Marte. 

Immediately after the sound of the ex- 
plosion was heard those along the shore 
sawa huge column of reddish brown 
smoke ascending and spreading out to 
wide dimensions asit arose It was seen 
as the smoke cleared away that the ex- 
plosion had-occurred on the Venus. The 
vessel had been torn in halves, and almost 
immediately afterwards the stern half of 
the wreck went to the bottom. The bow 
half was on fire and in a few minutes the 
flames were raging furiously. This por- 
tion of the Venus floated for half an hour 
and then went down. 

Not One Was Saved, 

The Venus was commanded by Captain 
Vasconcellos. He with three officers and 
29 men made up the complement of the 
vessel. Every soul on board of her was 
lost. 

Some of the crew could be seen for a 
time on the forward part of the vessel as 
it drifted helplessly burning, and efforts 
were made to rescue them, but the boats 
that were dispatched on this work were 
slow in reaching the scene of the dis- 
aster, and by the time they arrived the 
men on the wreck were forced by the fire 
into the water. 

Many theories are current as to the 
cause of the disaster. The most probable 
of these is that a shot from the shore bat- 
teries strack the Venus amidships and 
plowed its way through the hull and 
boilers. It is pretty certain that the mag- 
azine did not explode, for the smoke, as 
stated above, was of a reddish brown 
color, whereas the smoke of powder is 
gray. Atany rate, whatever the cinse 
of the explosion, its force must have been 
terrific, as the vessel was blown in halves 
as if made of cardboard. 

It has been reported that the insurgents 
on the islands of Vianna, Engho and 
Pontal had revolted against their leaders, 
and declared in favor of the government 
There is no basis of truth in these reports. 
The insurgents on the islands in question 
are enthusiastic in support of their lead- 
ers. No importance attaches to the cap- 
ture of Bage by the government forces. 
The place is of little, if any, strategic 
value. 

War About Over, 

It is generally believed that the insur 
rection here and in the south is virtually 
over. The rebels are losing at all points, 
and to an impartial observer the end of 
the long-drawn-out struggle is in sight. 
By far the most bloody battle that has 
been fought during the revolt took place 
early in the morning of Feb. 9 at Arma- 
cao mountain, when the insurgents lost 
250 men. 

As the entire rebel force here numbers 
less than 800 men, their loss on this occa- 
sion was a very serious blow to them. 
The rebels at first repulsed the govern- 
ment troops, but the discovery of a large 
supply of whisky proved fatal to the xt- 
tacking force. The rebels devoted them- 
selves to drinking the whisky, with the 
result thatin a very short time a_bat- 
talion of them were placed hors du com 
bat. 

It was while the greater number of the 
rebels were in a helplessly intoxicated 
condition that the severe loss was in- 
flicted upon them by the government 
troops. Those who were uninjured and 
had sense enough to flee took to their 
boats and soon placed themselves outside 
the range of fire. 

Short of Men. 

The rebels are very seriously crippled, 
owing to their lack of men. In addition 
to this every one of their ships has, with 
the exception of the Aquidaban, been 
shot full of holes by the government's 
forces. Their facilities for repairing the 
damages done their ships are very mea- 
ger, and consequently the vessels ure not 
at all seaworthy. 

In many of the states of the south, 
notably Sao Paulo, where the popalation 
is made upof German and Italian imoni- 
grants, the feeling iv favor of the 
ment is very strong. Volunteers are 
coming in freely from all parts of the 
state of Sao Paulo, and in the city of Sao 
Paulo the very best men ameng the 
residents have enlisted in support of the 
government.

A Simple Fire Escape. 

A simple, easily procured, inexpen- 
Rive and practical means of escape from 
upper stories may be found ina stout 
duck sack and astrong manilla rope. 
sack sbould be deep and wide 
enough to hold several persons and have 


}arope well bound around the top to 
| which the rope bail is attached. 


If no 
appliance be provided to hold a stout 
sail across the window on the inside, 
then several wraps must be taken around 
some article of furniture, wife and 
children dumped into the sack, the hus- 
band paying out the rope and letting 
them down. The sack is then drawn 
up, when the remaining occupant goes 
into the sack with the slack end of the 
rope, and paying it out lets himself 
down. Rope and sack will pass unhurt 
past considerable sheets of flame from 
windows below, and if occasionally 
treated to a strong solution of alum wa- 
ter, or even strong brine, are of difficult 
ignition. The deep sack dispels the teel- 
ing of fear in not beholding the dizzy 
height and also protects from flame in 
passing windows. Every window should 
have strong staples into which a rail 
can be inserted and which shonld 
ever ready if needed. A cool head could 
thus let down, in many cases, numerous 
loads, and for that matter there may be 
rope enough to allow all the paying ont 
and pulling up to be done by some one 
on the ground. Private instructions 
should be in every room, and each oc- 
-cupant should be made familiar with 
the working.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


Physiological Effect of Music. 

The results of numerous expe riments 
made with scientific care by a Russian 
physician to determine what, 1f any, 
are the physiological effects produced 
by music are thus summarized: An in- 
fluence on the circulation of blood is no- 
ticed, the pressure sometimes rising and 
sometimes falling, though the action of 
musical tones and pipes both on animals 
and men expresses itself for the most 
part by increased frequency of the beats 
of the heart; the variations in the cir- 
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culation consequent upon musical 
sounds coincide with changes in the 
| breathing, though they may also be ob- 

served quite independently of it; the 
variations in the blood pressure are de- 
pendent on the pitch and loudness of 
the sound and on tone color; in these 
variations of the blood pressure also the 
| peculiarities of the individuals, whether 
| men or lower animals, are plainly ap- 
| parent, and even nationality, in the case 
| of man, is claimed to exhibit some ef- 
| fect.—New York Tribune.

Soluble White Dextrin. 

A writer in The Wollen-Gewerbe 
states that an entirely white dextrin, 
perfectly soluble in water, is now pre- 
pared by diluting 4 pounds and 6hs 
ounces nitric acid of 1.4 specific gravity 
with 317 quarts water, into which 2,205 
pounds of starch are stirred. This mass 
is formed into cakes, which are at first 
dried in the air and afterward at 176 
degrees F., and the cakes are then 
ground and the powder sifted, and heat- 
ed from 212 degrees to 230 degrees F. 
for 1 or 1!5 hours. In external ap- 
pearance, this preparation cannot be 
distinguished from starch flour and is 
perfectly free from nitric acid. In the 
preparation of dextrin in the wet way 
With diluted acid, it is remarked that 
the time at which the last of the starch 
has been converted into dextrin must 
be carefully noted, as the continued in- 
fluence of the acid causes the dextrin 
to become rapidly saccharose.

ROSEBERY STEPS IN. 


He Takes the Position at the Helm Va- 
cated by Mr. Gladstone. 


PARNELLITES WANT ASSURANCES 


Of Continuance of the Present 
Home Rule Policy. 


Lonpon, March 5.—The ‘Mar of Iron” 
surrenders the privy seat for the fourth, 
and undoubtedly the last time, with the 
same grace and candor which has marked 
his actions for the past half century or 
more. 

Mr. Gladstone has retired to the ranks 
as a commoner, and yet will ever be 
known as one of the world’s greatest 
statesmen. Englishmen, regardless of 
political affiliation or belief, will acknowl- 
edge the splendid services to the country 
and humanity now brought to a close. 

The mannerin which the queen an- 
nounces the retirement of Mr. Gladstone 
to the people will prove interesting to 
Americans. It is contained in the court 
circular and is written by a court official. 
Every word of this circular is generally 
submitted to the queenin advance. The 
announcement is dated Windsor Castle, 
March 3, and begins thus: ‘*The queen, 
accompanied by her royal highness, 
Princess Beatrice, drove out yesterday af- 
ternoon.”’ 

Then follows a list of the arrivals at 
the castle, headed by the names of the 
children of the Duchess of Albany, 
Prince and Princess Henry of Batten- 
berg, the Hon. Thomas F. Bayard, 
American ambassador to the court of St. 
James, and the French ambassador, end- 
ing with the names of Mr. and Mrs. Glad- 
stone. It then goes on to enumerate all 
those who attended her majesty’s dinner 
party, wherein the names of Mr. and Mrs. 
Gladstone came last. This is followed by 
the information that the queen and 
Princess Beatrice went out this morning, 
and then comes the fact that a cabinet 
council had been held. 


LORD ROSEBERY, 
Finally, folowing the announcement 
anent the council, comes the announce- 


ment that Right Hon. W. E. Gladstone 
had an audience with the queen, and 
tendered his resignation, which was graci- 
ously accepted by her 
adds that the queen has summoned Earl 
Rosebery, K. C., secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, and offered him the post 
of prime minister, vacated by Right Hon. 
W.E. Gladstone, M. P., and that Earl 
Rosebery has accepted her majesty’s offer. 
Harcourt Remains 

Mr. Gladstone yesterday wrote a letter 
to Earl Rosebery congratulating him 
upon his succession tothe premiership. 
In his letter Mr. Gladstone promised to 
aid the new prime minister whenever his 
assistance was asked. It is understood 
that Earl Rosebery’s communication to 
Mr. Harcourt has resulted in the latter 
consenting to retain his position as chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, and to his ac- 
cepting the government leadership in the 
house of commons. 

Lord Rosebery called upon the Earl of 
Kimberley yesterday and offered to him 
the post of foreign secretary, made vacant 
by his promotion to the position of prime 
minister. The new prime minister has 
appointed Munroe Ferguson his political 
private secretary. 

Hundreds of letters and telegrams ex- 
pressing regret because of his retirement 
from office were received by Mr. Glad- 
stone, The Nationalists propose to pre- 
sent to him an address in recognition of 
the great services that he has rendered to 
the Irish cause. 

The speech from the throne proroguing 


parliament was signed by the queen 


Saturday. It is neither long nor signifi- 
cant. The speech is the last official docu- 


ment prepared by Mr. Gladstone. It 
briefly refers to the protracted and labori- 
ous character of the session. 

Prime Minister Rosebery held his first 
cabinet council at his residence yesterday 
afternoon. All the ministers were present 
except Mr. Asquith and Mr. Fowler, who, 
however, will retain the offices. The 
council wasin session for only a short 
time. Upon its conclusion, Lord Rose- 


bery sent a message to the queen, sub-|- 


mitting the names of the members of the 
new cabinet. 
Home Rule. 

The “sh Independent of Dublin, which 
isa uellite organ, will contain an 
article saying that as Mr. Gladstone has 
now retired it will be necessary that full 
and complete assurances be obtained 
from Lord Rosebery that the government's 
home rule policy shall be continued. It 
adds that only on condition that Lord 
Rosebery, in the fullest sense, adheres to 
this policy and gives guarantees that a 
home rule bill will be passed within a 
practicable period of time can the Par- 
nellites continue to support the Liberal 
government. On this point, the paper 
declares, there must be no weakness or 
hesitation. Lord Rosebery must show 
his colurs immediately. 

Interviews had with leading mem bers 
of the house of commons show that while 
a section of the Radicals continue to 
strongly resent the selection of Lord Rose- 
bery instead of Mr. Harcourt as Mr 
Gladstone’s successor, there isa large 
preponderance of Liberals who favor ac- 
cepting Lord Rosebery. 

The general feeling is one of confidence 
that Lord Rosebery will carry out the 
promises made by Mr. Gladstone. 

The Irish Natimalists state that they do 
not feelas though they had ang right to 
take part in the agitation over the leader 
ship of the Liberal party, but, strong in 
the past promises of the government and 
their own voting strength, they rely upon 
the government giving practical atten- 


tion in due course to the Irish claims.

MORE TIME WANTED. 


The Wilson Tariff Bill Must Undergo 
Still Further Tinkering. 


SOME HINTS PASS UNHEEDED. 


Debate Is Expected to Begin 


About March 19. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—Senators Jones, 
McPherson and Vest continued their 
work on the Wilson bill atthe Capitol 
until 10 o’clock last night, but did not get 
the bill in shape to suit them and stopped 
atthat hour with the intention of re- 
suming the work today. They announced 
at the conclusion of the mveting that the 
bill would not be in shape to be reported 
to the full committee today. 

The senators had the clerk of the house 
ways and means committee with them 
during the meeting last evening, and it 
is understood that they went over many 
items of the bill, making careful com- 
parisons of the changes with the house 
bill. It has been found that some of the 
amendments made do not concur with 
the main portions of the bill, and many 
corrections have been found necessary at 
the last hour. This work is consuming 
muchof the timeof the commitzee, as 
well as that which it is necessary to give 
to the fixing of rates on the disputed 
items. 

On Saturday it was understood that all 
of the controverted articles except sugar 
had been agreed toand settled, but yes- 
terday it wus asserted that there is an- 
other hitch, and a recast has been ordered 
on several of tire articles taken from the 
free list und put on the dutiable list. The 
demands of the conservative senators, the 
comuniittee asserts, are unreasouable, and 
it is not disposed to accede to them. 

Committee Won't Yield. 

The committee does not believe there 
has been any combination of the dissatis- 
fied senatorsto kiil the billin the event 
they tuil to getull that they demand. 
The Louisiana senators, the committee 
asserts, have endeavored to create this 
impression. They do not believe that the 
senators who are urging coal and iron ore 
to be put on the dutiable list would vote 
against the bill if those two articles were 
to remain on the free list. 

Holding this view, the committee is not 
disposed to yield to the demands of those 
senators who have given so much trouble. 
The comumitte- is willing to yield a little 
for hurmouy’s sake, but not beyond the 
line where the Democratic party can stand 
and maintain its tariff reform policy. 

Assistant Secretary Hamlin was before 
the committee to discuss the administra- 
tion features of the bill, which come 
within that part of the treasury work 
over which he presides. 

Its Future, 

The course of the bill in the senate will 
become a matter of interesting conjecture. 
When it is finally reported it will be sent 
to the calendar, pending the preparation 
of reports and of speeches. This will take 
at least 10 days, and according to the 
judgment of a Democratic senator, the 
bill can hardly be cailed up for the com- 
mencement of the general debate before 
Monday, the 19th instant. As soon as 
debate is begun, the majority will insist 
that the daily sessions be held from 12 to 
6 o'clock. 

“We are trying to report a bill that will 
bring to it the support of the entire 
party,”’ said Senator McPherson, “but 
whether we shall be successful remains to 
be seen. We have and are encountering 
mauy obstacles.” 


Reunited. 

St. Louis. March 6.—The two great 
bodies of Methodism metin a joint love 
feastand communion at Union M. E. 
church yesterday. All united in attest- 
ing their joy at burial of strife and dis- 
sension, symbolized by the service. The 
split in Methodism dates back to 184, 
when asouthern bishop did not see his 
way to liberate his slaves at the behest of 
the general conference.

WILL BE APPRECIATED. 


An Order ef Much Renefit to Both Ship- 
pers and Shipowners. 


WASHINGTON, March 6. — Assistant 
Secretary Hamlin has issued a circular of 
greatimportance to shipowners, extend- 
ing the “Lay order’ privilege. Hitherto 
vessels in the foreign trade arriving in 
harbors late in the afternoon have been 
compelled to wait until 9 o’clock the next 
morning, when the customs office opens 
for business, to receive their permit to un- 
load, and when arriving even as early gs 
1 o’clock on Saturday afternoon they have 
been compelled to wait until the follow- 
ing Monday morning. 

Under the new regrilation the agents or 
owners of any steamship may in advance 
of the arrival of such steamship apply to 
the collector of the port fer permission to 
unload such vessel immediately om her 
arrival Any cargo discharged under 
this application must remain upon the 
wharf until removed in conformity with 
the terms of the regui+r general order to 
be issued after the completion of the 
entry at the house, and the cargo, during 
the time it is on the wharf, is to be at the 
owner’s risk. 

The vessel owners are also required te 
execute a bond inthe sum of $100,000, to 
indemnify the ceplector for any losses and 
liabilities which may be occasioned by 
the unloading of the vessel in advance of 
issuance of the general permit. The un- 
loading is to be done in the presence of 
an inspector of customs. 


FATALLY WOUNDED. 


A Tough Character Assaults a Farmer at 
North Stonington, R. L. 

NEw Lonpon, Conn., March 6. — Eze- 
kiel C. Turner, a farmer residing in 
North Stonington, was shot and mor- 
tally wounded by Michael Me- 
Gowan, who entered Turner’s house 
and demanded a drink of cider. He was 
refused by Turner, and when he at- 
tempted to assault him Turner went into 
an adjoining room for a gun. 

After a hard tussel, the roughs managed 
to wrest the gun away from the farmer, 
and in the sight of the furmer’s wife, Mc 
Gowan pulled the trigger and delivered 
all the shot into the farmer’s abdomen. 
Turner sank to the floor with the blood 
gushing from the wounds.

Legality of Leicester, Mass., Elec- 
tions to Be Tested. 


ELECTION DAY IN MAINE CITIES. 


The Majority Still Clings to 
the Republican Party. 


Boston, March 6.—The annual meetings 
in Massachusetts towns were held yes- 
terday. Some were quiet asa lamb, while 
others resembled more the lion. 

At Dedham it was the most exciting in 
the history of the town. The great fight 
was over tle license question. Mrs. 
Anna E. Ely was a successful candidate 
for the board of overseers, being the first 
woman ever elected to such a position in 
the town. 

At Hingham the townspeople turned 
out in full force. 

The discussion at Middleboro was the 
most heated of any, and arose, as might 
have been expected, from the recent at- 
tack upon the town. Whenthe question 
of town history was brought up it called 
forth many caustic words. One iudignant 
citizen said that he hoped thatit would 
be written by one who had breathed Nav 
England air more than six months. 

There has not been such a vote cast 12- 
fore in the past 20 years in Danvers. 

A Hitch at Leicester. 

WoRCESTER, Mass., March 6.—The 
legality of the votes taken at the town 
meeting in Leicester yesterday is to be 
tested in court by John McTamany, in- 
ventor of the ballot machine, which is 
authorized by the statutes for use in town 
meetings. Ata town meeting last De- 
cember it was voted to authorize the se 
lectmen to procure the McTamany ma- 
chines for the annual meeting. 

The committee on election laws of the 
legislature came up from Boston to see 
the machines work, but were disappointed, 
as only 28 of the more than 500 votes cast 
were put in the machine. The opposition 
was led by A. E. Smith and William Bell, 
against whom McTamany threatens 
criminal proceedings for interfering with 
and intimidating voters. McTamany 
claims that the votes not east in his ma- 
chine are not legal, because the town has 
voted to use the machine and under the 
statutes is obliged to use it.

Kimberley Takes the Position Which 
Was Held by Rosebery. 


MORLEY RETAINS HIS PORTFOLIO. 


Radical Liberals Wrathy Over 
the Queen’s Action. 


LoNDON, March 6.—The Standard makes 
the following official announcement: The 
Earl of Kimberley will resume the for- 
eign portfolio; Henry Fowler, the Indian 
portfolio; and T. E. Ellis, now a lord of 
the treasury, will become patronage sec- 
retary to the treasury, succeeding Mr. 
Majoribanks, the Liberal ‘‘whip.” 

The appointment of Mr. Fowler, who is 
now president of the local government 
board, isa surprise, but it is regarded as 
a good one, as he is well informed upon 
the financial questions and difficulties of 
India. 

John Morley bas consented to retain his 
portfolio as chief secretary for Ireland, at 
the urgent request of Lord Rosebery and 
others of his colleagues. Lord Rosebery 
has called a meeting of his party to be 
held at the foreign office on Monday next. 

Upon the recommendation of Mr. Glad- 
stone, the queen has raised Stuart Rendel, 
member of parliament, to the peerage. 

Sir Reginald Earl Welby, C. G. B., per- 
manent secretary of the treasury, has, 
upon the recommendation of Mr. Glad- 
stone, been raised to the peerage. 

Sir Algernon West, upon the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Gladstone, has been ap- 
pointed a privy councillor, and Chairman 
Cowan of the Midlothian Liberal asso- 
ciation has been made a baronet. 

Finally, the queen, upon the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Gladstone, has made 
George W. Spencer Lyttleton and George 
H. Murray (Mr. Gladstone’s secretaries) 
companions of the bath. 

Plain Talk, 


At the annual meeting last evening of 
the council of the London Literal Radical 
union James Stuart, M. P., a Radicaland 
Home Ruler, proposed a resolution of re- 
gret at the resignation of Mr. Gladstone, 
and expressing congratulation to Lord 
Rosebery and Sir William Harcourt, and 
Setting forth that it was the belief of the 
union that they would faithfully en- 
deavor to carry out the Newcastle pro- 
gram, and give prompt effect to Mr. 
Giadstone’s declaration of war against 
the house of lords. 

George Howell, M. P., an advanced 
Liberal, in favor of home rule, seconded 
the resolution, but he said he did so with 
regret, because he thought with others 
that Mr. Gladstone had been hounded out 
of political life. Mr. Howell said it was 
useless to disguise matters, but the sup- 
position was that the old lady of Windsor 
and some of his own colleagues had not 
been as strong as they might have been in 
keeping the Grand Old Man at his post. 
The Liberal Radical party would suffer 
by his desertion or resignation. They 
ought to bear thatin mind when discus- 
sing the claims oi rival candidates for the 
premiership. 

Another speaker declared that the 
gueen had influenced Mr. Gladstone to 
retire, because she wanted Lord Rosebery 
to be premier before he married a princess, 
this being a reference to the rumor circu- 
lated some time ago that Lord Rosebery 
would marry a daughter of the Prince of 
Wales. 

The resolution of Mr. Stuart wus then 
adopted. 

No Thanks, 

The Chronicle calls attention to this 
incident: One of the most significant 
events of Saturday may possibly have es- 
caped public notice. On that day the 
great steward of our empire placed his 
resignation, after 60 years of service, in 
his royal mistress’ hands. That resigna- 
tio. was recorded by the queen in the 
court circular, in the formal phrase habit- 
ual to the resignation of a prime min- 
ister.

WATCH DISEASES. 


SOMETHING LIKE THOSE OF THE HU- 
MAN MECHANISM. 


A Jeweler Calls the Ailments of a Watch 
Consumption, Rheumatism and Heart 
Failure and Explains the Analysis In 
Each Case. 


“That's the twenty-third today— 
we're going to have anelectric storm,” 
remarked a down town jeweler as he 
was handed a watch having a broken 
mainspring for repair. 

‘How do you make that out?’’ in- 
quired the customer. 

‘‘Why, by the number of breker 
mainsprings, to be sure,’’ was the reply. 
“There is a regular epidemic to which 
watches are subject, much as human- 
ity is tosmallpox and cholera. It is 
produced by certain electric conditions 
of the atmosphere. The mainspring be- 
comes magnetized and more brittle, and 
a slight shock will break it. Occasion- 
ally it will snap with no apparent cause 
whatever. I have had it happen tc 
watches lying in the showcase or upor 
the rack there. You know, of course, 
that such atmospheric conditions fre- 
quently disturb telegraph and telephone 
lines and even prevent communication. 
That might be expected, as they are 
operated by electricity, but the effect 
on watches is singular. Frequently 
even a severe thunderstorm will produce 
it, but an auroral display, which seems 
to be an electrical disturbance, is sure 
to result in many broken watch springs, 
and no better term could be applied to 
the trouble than epidemic. 

‘*No, there is no reliable protection 
against it, though many things have 
been tried and many thousands of dol- 
lars have been spent. Attempts have 
been made to temper the springs by 
electricity, a sort of inoculation against 
the disease. Thena small plate or disk 
of soft iron placed within the case te 
absorb the magnetism, a disinfectant, 
so tospeak, has given some good results, 

‘Do you know.”’ he continued ina 
discursive tone, ‘‘that a watch is simi- 
lar in many ways toa human being? It 
has its diseases and decays, its epidem- 
ics, old age and finally dissolution. 
Yes, and each watch has its individual- 
ity and special characteristics, and the 
finer the watch the stronger this person- 
ality, 1f it can be so called, exactly as 
culture develops and strengthens indi- 
vidual character among mankind. 

‘*Now, in this epidemic this watch 
feels the atmospheric condition as you 
do before a thunderstorm, only more 
acutely, as does a gouty or rheumatic 
person, being specially susceptible to 
such influence, and, perhaps having an 
inherent weakness at one point in the 
mainspring that snaps, fractures a vital 
organ. ‘Heart failure’ it might be 
termed, for the mainspring of the 
watch is its heart, its driving force. 
True, we can replace the mainspring, 
which cannot be said for the human 
heart, but there is no telling how soon 
surgery will attain that result. 

‘Then there’s the hairspring of the 
watch, equivalent to its brain. It is 
affected by proximity to a strong local- 
ized electric force—for instance, the 
generator or dynamo of an electric 
plant. It becomes magnetized and stops 
—a sort of paralysis. The nonmagnetic 
watches have hairsprings made 9 a 
composition metal, tin, zinc zd other 
varieties. The soft iron, hte or disk I 
mentioned beforesies protection to the 
hairspripy as well as the mainspring by 
#Msorbing the magnetism. A few years 
since a number of railroad companies 
had these iron disks applied to the 
watches of many of their employees, 
but they are by no means a complete 
disinfectant. 

**The lever of a watch also is subject 
to electric influences, and when polar- 
ized, having a forked end, it becomes a 
regular horseshoe magnet and first re- 
tards, then stops the hairspring—a sort 
of spinal meningitis, you see. 

“The jewels and bearings are its 
joints and processes and are subject to 
sprains and dislocations as well as in- 
flammation or toomuch friction. Any 
severe shock may result in a sprain or 
even dislocation to these joints. The 
latter will stop it and probably have 
immediate attention, while the sprain 
may remain unnoticed, but will render 
its movement irregular and eventually 
cause far greater injury than an actual 
breaking of the joints. At seas on the 
approach of a storm the ship’s chro- 
nometers, of which three are usually 
carried, are ‘put to bed,’ as it is called, 
being packed in pillows to prevent in- 
jury by sudden jar from the ship’s vio- 
lent motion. A few minutes’ error in 
the time of making observations might 
throw a vessel many miles out of its 
course, 

‘Then a watch has a kind of rhen- 
matism. The oil with which its joints 
are lubricated dries and forms corun- 
dum, which irritates and cuts the pin- 
ions and bearings, creating friction or 
inflammation. 

“Dirt to a watch, like biliousness 
to humanity, is its most frequent, dis- 
agreeable and least dangerous ailment. 
It come from all sorts of things—small 
fibers from the pocket, fine dust, micro- 
scopic matter from many sources, work 
through into the case and collectively 
disturb, retarl and finally prevent mo- 
tion altogether. The system becomes 
clogged, and a thorough cleaning out is 
the only corrective. In both these lat- 
ter diseases atmospheric conditions ma- 
terially influence the patient’s condition, 
dry, dusty weather hastening the devel- 
opment and rendering the attack more 
acute. Rust or consumption is as dead- 
ly to a watch as to humanity, and after 
it reaches a certain stage is incurable. 
Once 1n the system its effects are never 
wholly eradicated, and a warm, moist 
atmosphere may at any time induce a 
return of the disease.’’—Chicago Trib- 
une.

Brookline National Bank Teller ts 


Charged With Embezzlement. 


MR. THATCHER IS UNDER ARREST. 


Matter Will Probably Be Set- 


tled Outside of Court. 


Boston, March 7.—W. Percy Thatcher, 
the teller of the Brookline National ban, 
is charged by the officials of that bank 


with the embezzlement of $3200. 


Thatcher was arrested Monday night 
about 6:30 o’clock, afterthe books of the 
institution had been examined. He was 
taken to the police station, where he re 
mained over night, and yesterday ap- 


peared before the district court. He 


pleaded not guilty, and the case was con- 


tinued. 


Thatcher has b-en in the employ of the 


Brooktine National bank for two years, 


and was previously in the employ of the 
Maverick National bank of this city up to 


the time when that institution collapsed. 


At the Maverick he was one of the con- 
fidential clerks of President Potter, and 
he was highly recomraended to the Brook- 
line bank officials. He entered that insti- 
tution as a clerk, but his knowledge of 
banks and banking affars made him an 
invaluable man, and, consequently, he 
was promoted to the position of paying 


teller. 


The patrons of the bank held the young 
man in the greatest esteem, and on every 


hand the opportunity for advancement 


opened up for him brighter prospects, but 
the temptation was too great and the 
much trustet teller becamea victim to 


the appetite for gain 
The discrepancies in Thatcher's ac- 
counts were not discovered until several 
days ago, and an expert was put to work 
upon the books. 
He Confessed, 


Thatcher had no idea as to what was 


going on until Monday afternoon, when 


he wus requested to wait until the expert 


bad completed an examination of certain 


books. He was confronted with jthe facts 


and protested his innocence, but finally 
coufessed in View of the disclosures made. 

Thatcher took his arrest very coolly, and 
refused totalk. The bsenk officials also 
were quite reticent regarding the real 


facts in the affair, but admitted that 
Whether 


there was ashortage of #3200. 
it would reach a higher figure or not they 
would not state. 

May Be Settled Up. 

This phase of the case leads many 
Brookline people to express the opinion 
that the matter will noc be prosecuted in 
the courts, the bank officials manifesting 
a disposition to fix up the matter. 
Thatcher's bond will amply compensate 
for any loss. 

There is also a desire on the part of 
Thatcher's friends to help him out of his 
difficulty, and unless the amount which 
the bank is short is increased, the end of 
the criminal proceedings will take place 
in the district court. 


CITY FATHERS AT WAR. 


Had to Be Escorted Home by a Detail 
of Police. 

LoWELL, Mass., March 7.—A sergeant 
and detail of officers were called into last 
night’s session of the common council, 
but by whose authority noone knows. 
The row was incident to a member's 
treachery, which elected George R. 
Davis, brother-in-law to Mayor Pickman, 
chief of police, as successor to the late 
Chief Howard, over James A. McQuade.

MISSING MR. OXNARD. 


Belief That He Could Be Found if Ac- 
tive Search Were Made. 
PORTLAND, Me., Mareh 7.—The  Mys- 
terious disappearance case, as published 
in Boston papers yesterday, created quite 
a flurry of excitement in this city for a 


time. Alfred L. Oxnard, the man pur- 


ported to have been foully dealt with, is 
well known here, where he was engaged 
im business for years. He figured more 
prominently in the courts while here than 
he did in church, and was constantly at 
war with his brother, John Thomas Ox- 
nard of Freeport, to whom the father left 
all of his property when he died.

IN CONGRESS, 


Senator Berry and Others Object to Be- 
ing Called “‘ Obstructionists.” 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—A somewhat 
amusing episode enlivened the senate 
proceedings inaugurated by Senator 
Berry's personal explanation. A news- 
paper had included him in a group of 
portraits of nine Democratic senators, 
whom it charged with being ‘‘obstruc- 
tionists” to the tariff bill. Mr. Berry de- 
nied that he had ever been anything but 
an earnest advocate of the bill, and on all 
occasions had urged its speedy report to 
the senate without modification. His ex- 
planation was followed by explanations 
from Senators Faulkner, Call, McLaurin 
and Morgan, which led to much amuse- 
ment in the senate chamber. 

The main interest of the day centered 
about the discussion as to the disposal of 
the Bland bill. Mr. Stewart gave notice 
that he would move to take it up this 
afternoon and make it the business before 
the senate until disposed of. Mr. Teller 
also spoke on the same subject. 

Thedebate onthe pension appropria- 
tion bill was continued tn the house, the 
feature of the day being General Sickles’ 
speech criticising the action of Commis- 
sioner Lochren. Agreement was reached 
whereby the debate on the bill will close 
at 3o0’clock this afternoon. Before the de- 
bate began the resolution for the investi- 
gation of Judge Jenkins’ writ of injunc- 
tion against the Northern Pacific railroad 
was taken up and passed.

London Truth Thus Characterizes 
Lord Rosebery’s Appointment. 


SHOULD RENOUNCE THE PEERAGE 


In Order to Fittingly Retain 
His New Position. 


Lonpon, March 7.—Henry Labouchere, 
inanarticle which appears in today’s 
Truth, says: 

The responsibility for the acceptance of 
a@ peer as prime minister rests upon the 
Radicals unless a clear statement is made 
in the queen's speech that we are to have 
a different policy in regard to the house 
of lords than Lord Rosebery is supposed 
to entertain. Some of the Radicals will 
make it clear that they will decline the 
linking of the offices of peers, and the 
right of that body to interfere must cease. 
Lord Rosebery’s public utterances with 
regard to Ireland are not all satisfactory. 

The secrecy with which Mr. Gladstone’s 
resignation and Lord Rosebery’s appoint- 
ment was managed was clever, but most 
unfair. Had the proper time been given, 
at least 100 radicals would have protested 
against a peer premier. We hare not 
only a peer premier, but a peer in a poxe. 
Ido not object toany individual peer oe 
cause he was born in the purple, and if 
Lord Rosebery is really a Radical, the 
difficulty of his being a peer may be sur- 
mounted bya bill allowing peers to re- 
nounce the privilege of the peerage in 
order that they may sit in the house of 
commons. 

Mr. Labouchere then proceeds to argue 
that the house of commons cannot remain 
theruling assem bly while the premier is in 
the house of lords. In this connection, 
he says: “We will not have real control 
over him, as we can only turn him ont by 
a hostile vote at the cost of ruining the 
party. We are also idiots to suppose that 
the electors will not perceive the utter 
absurdity of our position when we appeal 
tothe countrv, with the cry of ‘The aboli- 
tion of the lords.’ ”’ 

Mr. Labouchere concludes as follows: 
“Tam now convinced that the Radicals 
dearly love a iord. Love and subserviency 
to the titled is the weak spot in the Anglo- 
Saxon race. Weare a race of snobs, and 
are never happier than when indulging in 
au orgie of snobism.” 

The Future of Home Rule. 

Tn a speech at Yorkville lust night the 
Duke of Devonshire said that Mr. Glad- 
stone’s retirement was an event of the 
highest political importance. It was a 
satisfaction to all that he had outstayed 
his parliamentary reputation. It wus the 
abdication of a ruler and leader of men 
in the plentitude of his strength and 
power. He, however, had left his suc- 
cessors a legacy of unsettled contre- 
versies. 

Added to the Newcastle program there 
was the new task of undertaking the 
quarrel with the lords. Ifthe declaration 
of war was the broad, clear issue of the 
house of lords’ rejection of the home rule 
bill, they were willing to fight the matter 
before the country whenever the govern- 
ment pleased, but if the quarrel was 
based upon other and more recent meas- 
ures he would regard them as mere pre- 
texts. 

The Liberal-Unionists, the Duke of 
Devonshire continued, will only offer 
Lord Rosebery a fair and honest opposi- 
tion. They would uncompromisingly 
oppose home rule, but if home rule was 
shelved and the government devoted it- 
selfto useful legislation, such as the 
strengthening of the navy, the Unionists 
would bein no hurry to disturb the gov- 
ernment. 

The Liberal Unionists rejoiced that the 
government was headed by a man not 
indifferent to the interests and the great- 
ness and honor of the country. The 
house of lords, however, would not con- 
sent to the gerrymandering of the British 
constituencies under the guise of a regis- 


tration Dill. 
About Gladstone, 


The Telegraph says: Mr. Gladstone bis 
placed himself in the hands of Sir Jan 3 
Paget, the family’s surgeon, and Ocul 
Nethercliff. We regret tosay that there 
is undoubtedly a cataract furming on one 
of his eyes, with the prospect of a similar 
weakening of the other, but nothing that 
is not likely to yield to ordinary treat- 
ment. We are under the impression that 
he has by no means made his last speech 
in parliament. 

Didn't Starve to Death. 

Paris, March 7.—Inquiries were made 
at the Contixrental hotel as to circum- 
stances under vhich Miss Ida Van Etten, 
the American writer, died. Miss Van 
Etten belonged in New York. The report 
that she died of starvation was declared 
to be untrue. The cause was heart dis 
ease. 

Will Be Allowed to Leave Rio. 

Lonpon, March 7.—The announcement 
is made that the British minister at Rio 
Janeiro has obtained facilities from the 
Brazilian government which will enable 
vessels whose captains are desirous of 
leaving the harbor in order to escape the 
yellow fever to obtain ballast.

Rome, March 7.—King Humbert will 
receive Mr. Potter, ex-United States min- 
ister to Italy tomorrow, when Mr. Potter 
will present his letters of recall.

THE POPULATION of the city was under 
discussion at the City Council meeting 
Monday evening, and there seemed to be 
some doubt if the total was 20,000. The 
most reliable figures at hand are those of 
the census of 1890, which show a gain of 
4,582 or nearly 38 per cent. over 1885. In 
1885, the population was 12,145, and in 
1890 it was 16,723. A like percentage of 
increase would make it 23,031 in May, 1895. 
This the LEDGER believes to be a low es- 
timate, and would not be surprised if it 
went over 25,000 at that date. Brockton 
{doubled its population in ten years,—from 
13,608 in 1880, to 27,204 in 1890,—and 
Quincy should double in the ten years be- 
tween 1885 and 1895. The population was 
12,145 in 1885 and to double must increase 
to 24,290 in 1895. Quincy's increase is 
much faster than many anticipate. Com- 
pare the increase in voters and polls, the 
increase in births, in new houses, etc., etc., 
and see for yourself. The population to- 
day must be upward of 21,000, if not 22,- 
000 or 23,000.

Everett is without an auditor and this state 
of affairs promises to exist some time.

It is 
to report the finding to the general court, 
with such recoramendations as it sees fit.

WOMAN’S WORLD. 


MRS. RUSSELL SAGE TAKES HER 
STAND AS A WOMAN SUFFRAGIST. 


Myra Bradwell’s Career—Annuities For 
Single Women—The Chameleon Fad. 
Hon. Nellie Bass’ Wedding—“‘We Killed 
a Bear, Didn’t We, Peggy?” 


“Will you vote to have the word 
‘male’ stricken out of the United States 
constitution?’ The question was asked 
by Mrs. Russell Sage, and the writer, 
being a woman, promptly replied in the 
affirmative and immediately added her 
name to the petition, which already con- 
tained the signatures of Mrs. Sage, Mrs. 
F. F. Thompson, Miss Helen M. Gould 
and others. Thus reassured, Mrs. Sage 
continued: “I am not a pronounced 
woman's rights woman, but since such 
women as Susan B. Anthony, Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton and Julia Ward Howe 
are leading & movement with this pur- 
pose in view I shall not withhold my 
name and my purse for its support. I 
am in favor of such a movement, as is 
also Mr. Sage. 

“TI thoroughly believe in women hav- 
ing a voice in the government, especially 
when they are taxed. Taxation without 
representation will no more be imposed 
bn women today than it was years ago 
upon our ancestors when under the Eng- 
lish yoke. 

“There is a small town in the northern 
part of the state owned entirely by rich 
widows. They pay the taxes, but have 
no say in the town’s government, 

“‘Women, too, arrested for crime are 
never tried by their peers. Lizzie Bor- 
den would never have had to undergo 
the trial she did had there been women 
jurors.” 

“Do you think women would vote if 
they had the opportunity?” I queried. 

“The best women would vote the best 
way,” resumed Mrs. Sage. “Of course 
there might be the bad element, but I 
feel assured that less frand would be 
practiced and the polls made more re- 
spectable by women voting. On the 
whole, I believe women would elevate 
politics as they have everything else 
they have gone into. 

“Women are voting in Colorado, and 
if suffrage gets a footing in New York 
other states will follow.” 

This is a new venture for Mrs. Sage, 
who has been a prominent though unob- 
trusive worker in the cause of religion 
and charity for so many years back, but 
her sincerity may be judged by the in- 
terest she is taking in the movement,— 
New York Mail and Express, 


Myra Bradwell’s Career. 

Mrs. Myra Bradwell, the first woman 
to be admitted to the bar in the United 
States, passed away at her home in Chi- 
cago on Feb. 14. Mrs. Bradwell was 
well known throughout the states. She 
began the study of law in 1852, when 
she became the wife of Lawyer James 
B. Bradwell. After carrying the case 
of women in law to the supreme court 
of the United States and meeting with 
defeat she succeeded in having a law 
passed by the legislature providing that 
any person of either sex might practice 
law in any state court. 

Mrs. Bradwell studied law under her 
husband for several years. She was the 
first woman who was made a member of 
the Illinois Bar association and also of 
the Illinois Press association. The first 
weekly legal paper published in the west- 
ern states was the Chicago Legal News, 
which was established 33 years ago, with 
Mrs. Bradwell as manager and editor. 
Lawyer Bradwell retired from the bench 
in 1869 in order to assist his wife in her 
large business to which the Legal News 
company had grown, 

Mrs. Bradwell managed to find time 
in her busy life for much charitable and 
philanthropic work. During the civil 
war she was an active helper among the 
sick and wounded soldiers and did good 
work in the sanitary commission, She 
was a member of the Soldiers’ home 
board. She was untiring in her efforts 
to secure the World’s fair for Chicago. 

Mrs. Bradwell was also a member of 
the Chicago Women’s club and the Illi- 
nois Women’s Press association.—Chi- 
cago Post. 


Annuities For Single Women. 

The question of providing annuities for 
danghters, after the English and French 
manner, is being discussed in Philadel- 
phia, which city has a large contingent 
of attractive unmarried young women. 
It is asserted that these annuities can 
now be had in this country, as abroad, 
and it is pointed out that one bought and 
kept up for a terms of years, and per- 
haps increased, secures comfort and in- 
dependence to the daughter who does not 
marry. 

Considering the same topic from anoth- 
er standpoint, the Boston Home Journa! 
speaks of a society for this purpose that 
has long been in operation throughout 
Denmark and works well and profitably. 

“The general outline of the plan, it 
seems, is that a lady who does not feel 
sure that she means to be married or 
wants to be married should pay an an- 
nual premium to the central office. She 
receives a form of policy duly executed, 
and upon condition that she pays her 
annual premiums with regularity she 
will receive at the age of 40 a roand 
sum, proportionate to the extent of her 
tnvestments, and with probably certain 
bonuses.” 


The Chameleon Fad. 

It is interesting to notice how the New 
York correspondents have seized upon 
the item of the wearing of lizards by 
women for enlargement and description. 
According to them, all the society wo- 
men here in New York arein despair 
over the curtailment of their privilege to 
have an ugly little reptile crawling about 
them. As a matter of fact, not one ‘‘so- 
ciety” woman, certainly not one well 
bred woman or girl, has adopted the 
questionable craze. Actresses who af- 
fect such things, often as a matter of ad- 
vertisement, took them up, and a large 
contingent of other women, who do such 
things because some one else does, and 
who belong to no particular class, either

AN ESTATE WITHOUT HEIRS. 


A Rich South Dakota Cattleman Dies Suad- 
denly Without Making a Will. 

A Chamberlain (S. D.) special says 
that the immense herd of cattle brand- 
ed ‘J. B. 8.”’ ranging in Lyman coun- 
ty has been levied on by the tréasurer 
of that county for taxes. The owner of 
the herd was John B. Smith, who 1s re- 
ported to have died suddeuly in Minne- 
apolis while on a business trip to that 
city some weeks The Lyman 
county authorities, however, have no 
proof of his death,and thereis no record 
in the probate court of that county 
showing that his estate has ever been 
probated. Parties claiming to have held 
a mortgage on the stock, but who are 
now known to be rustlers, have been 
running the cattle out of the country 
without any process of foreclosure, and 
the county treasurer finally came to the 
conclusion that it was time for him to 
act and accordingly levied on the bal- 
ance of ths cattle for the taxes due. 
Nearly 10,000 cattle were run cut of 
the country. 

Smith left from $8,000 to $10,000 in 
life insurance besides the large herd of 
cattle in question. It is regarded as 
very peculiar that his heirs have never 
attempted to settle the accounts of the 
deceased cattleman.

SENATORS KEPT MUM 


Wouldn't Give Cut the Conclusions of 
the Finance Committee. 


$ STAND-OFF FOR THE TARIFF 


Agreed Upon at a Conference 
of Republicans. 


WASHINGTON, March 7.— The Demo- 
cratic members of the senate‘finance com- 
mittee adjourned a few minutes after 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. They had 
been holding occasional sessions during 
the day, going back and forth between 
the senate chamber and the committee 
room, and appearing at no time to be 
very busy. 

All the appearances indicated when 
they adjourned that they had concluded 
their labors, but they refused to say that 
they had, and ise Bs evasive in their 
replies to questions. Senator Voorhees 
said that he had called no meeting of the 
full committee, but none of the members 
would say positively in reply to questions 
by representatives of the press that no 
meeting would be held crthat the bill 
would not be reported at once. 

The Republicans’ Scheme. 

It develops tuat the concerted action of 
the Republican senators in their effort to 
take up the Bland seigniorage bill at this 
time, with the purpose of displacing the 
tariff bill, is the result of a conference 
held by the advisory committee of the 
Republican senatorial caucus. 

Neither the free coinage Republicans 
nor the anti-silver senators care much 
for the Bland seigniorage bill as such. Of 
course, the anti-silver Republicans would 
oppose the bill, and if they support it 
now, or appear to do so, their only motive 
is to stand off the tariff bill. The silver 
men do not consider that the passage of 
the bill would have any influence what- 
ever in behalf of silver, except to get this 
bullion out of the treasury. They will 
support it with this purpose in view, and 
with the hope of getting a free coinage 
ameridment appended to the bill, which 
they may do by getting Democratic votes 
for the amendment. 

The Silverites’ Stand. 

The silver Republicans are more or less 
divided as to the course to pursue with 
reference to the tariff. Several of them 
have said that while they would vote 
against the tariff bill, they would do 
nothing to delay its consideration. 

The majority of them, however, would 
exert themselves to the utmost in the in- 
terests of silver, and, if it becomes ap- 
parent that they can accomplish anything 
for silver, of course would enter earnestly 
into the fight. 

The Democratic members of the finance 
committee are evidently puzzled and 
annoyed at the announced determination 
of the Republicans to take up the bill. 
If Senator Stewart’s motion prevails it 
will delay the tariff bill indefinitely. 

They have not yet agreed on a policy 
with reference to this movement, but 
there is good reason to believe that 
Senator Faulkner’s objection to the 
motion yesterday was inspired by the 
Democratic members of the committee. 
His objection followed very closely ona 
conference which he held with them on 
this subject. 

Home Again. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.—It was just 
nine days to within an hour from the 
time of his departure on his trip throngh 
the North Carolina Sounds when Presi- 
dent Cleveland alighted at the door of 
the White House yesterday afternoon. 
Captain Donnell of the Violet said the 
party had excellent luck, shooting 31 
brant, 13 swan. 8 geese, 6 snipe and 2 
ducks, and that the trip throughout had 
been a very pleasant one. 


A Failure. 

WASHINGTON, March 7.— The Demo- 
cratic house cancns, last night, called to 
consider the advisability of strengthening 
the rules failed to secure a quorum, and 
the 58 Democrats adjourned without 
reaching any conclusion. It was the 
general understanding that the effort to 
strengthen the rules and compel the at- 
tendance of a quorum had come to an end 
for the present. 


Wants to Be Ke-elected, 

Concorp, N. H., March 7.—Senator 
Chandler last night published in the Con- 
cord Evening Monitor the announcement 
that as other candidates for the office of 
United States senator have begun to so- 
licit committals from Republicans who 
may become members of the uext legisla- 
ture, he is a candidate for a second full 
term. 


Cleaning Out the Kearsarge. 

CoLoy, March 7.—Two British schoon- 
ers loaded with arms and stores recovered 
from the wreck of the Kearsarge have 
left for the island of Grand Cayman. It 
is not known what disposition they will 
make of their cargo. The position of the 
Kearsarge on Roncador reef has not 
changed. 


A Lively Squabble, 

NEWPorT, R. L, March 7.— At the 
meeting of the city council last evening 
B. F. Tanner (Rep.) accused F. Y,. Lynch 
(Dem.) of using his office for political 
purposes. Mayor Fearing gave the lie to 
Tanner's statements. A violent alterca- 
tion followed, members almost coming to 
blows.

New York, March 7.—A resolution was 
presented at a special meeting of Erie 
stockholders to reissue $70,000,000 worth 
of new second mortgage bonds.

TROY’S ELECTION 
Leads to a Fracas In W 
Murdered. 

Troy, N. ¥., March 7.—The local elec- 
tion in this city was most bitter, and was 
one of the severest struggles in years. 
Hand-to-hand fights vook place all over 
the city and murder was added. This oc- 
currence took place in the third dis 
trict of ward 13. It wasat 120’clock. A 
number of strange men entered the 
polling place at that hour. One insisted 
on voting. His name was Jeremiah 
Cleary. 

Chanute vote was challenged by the Re- 
publican inspectors. A heated argument, 
which had been begun within, was con- 
tinued on the outside. A gang of excited 
men gathered about. In the midst of the 
argument clubs and revolvers were 
drawn, and a desperate encounter ensued. 
Robert Ross fell to the ground with a bul- 
let in his brain. He died almost in- 
stantly. His brother William was shot 
in the neck below the leftear, and “Bat” 
Shea received a scalp wound. Neither 
Shea nor John Koss are thought to be 
mortally wounded. 

No one seems to know just who fired 
the shot that killed Ross. Chief Detec- 
tive Markham said that as far as the 
police could learn John Bowland fired 
four shots, and they think he is the man 
who did the killing. Bowland has given 
himself up to the police. He is held on 
the charge of murder. Judge Fursman 
refused bail for him. John Ross has 
madéa statement in which he says he 
saw “Bat” Shea firing the shot that 
killed his brother. 

At midnight it was ascertained that an- 
other man was mortally wounded at 
the ward thirteen tragedy. John Mce- 
Gough, one of the alleged gang of re- 
peaters, who participated in the bloody 
riot, was found at his home suffering 
from the effects of a bullet wound in his 
abdomen. The bullet had penetrated the 
kidneys, and the physicians say he cannot 
recover. He is insensible now, but while 
conscious he states that he did not have 
arevolver and did not do any of the 
shooting. He says that he felt the bullet 
and started to go home. He fell by the 
roadside and was carried home by 
friends.

One of the Bay State's Leading Citizens 
Dies at Chicago. 

CHICAGO, March 7.—Circumstances bor- 
dering on the pathetic attended the pass- 
ing away in the Santa Fe depot yesterday 
afternoon of ex-Congressman Rufus S. 
Frost of Massachusetts. 

Within 24 hours’ ride of home, and 
with almost the list word, on his lips, 
“Take me home to die,”’ he passed away. 

A Raymond & Whitcomb excursion to 
Mexico, of which Mr. and Mrs. Frost 
should have formed a part, left Boston on 
Jan. 30. Business conditions, however, 
prevented their leaving with the party at 
that time, and they joined the excursion 
proper at Sau Antonio on Feb. 4.

VERDUROUS LAWNS AND FOLIAGE. 


hich a Man Is| An Englishman Tells About the Careful 


Gardening In His Native Land. 

Lewis Rose, a practical gardener, 
came to this country 10 years ago from 
England, where he was a farmer, and 
he trims and cuts according to English 
rules. Speaking of this country, he said: 

You Americans do not know what 
good lawns are, In England the houses 
of the gentry are surrounded by acres 
of green sward that looks just like vel- 
vet. They mow the grass with a ma- 
chine every week, and after tha mower 
comes a heavy stone®oller that rolls it 
down as flat as a piece of paper. It is 
just as smooth as tPat table cover there 
stretched over the table. The roller is 
to press down and heal any little break 
or tearin the turf made by the machine. 
If you break the turf anywhere, it 18 
just like breaking your skin. Yoo 
must fix it directly, or there will bea 
sore place on the lawn. Even if it gets 
well there will always bea scar there 
unless you mend it carefully. You 
should see the English lawns after a 
shower! The green is beautiful, and 
every blade of grass stands up straight, 
but all the little blades are of exactly 
the same length, and they look soft and 
level. The perfume of the new grass 
is delightful. They have windows gen- 
erally that come down to the floor, and 
on the walls outside the house are 
climbing rose bushes all in bloom. The 
combined odor of roses and new mown 
grass is very pleasant. 

You have to go at a lawn as if it 
were a piece of embroidery you were 
at work on. First you must have a good 
rich, decaying mold for the grass to 
live on. You cannot make grass grow 
insand. Then asthe grass comes up 
you must go over it step by step and 
dig out all the coarse grass and weeds 
and be sure to mend each place after 
digging up the roots. Then you will be- 
gin to tind patches where no grass ap- 
pears. You want to have grass seed 
bandy and sow these places with it. 

1 water my lawns twice a day—in the 
morning betore the sun gets fairly up 
and at night after it goesdown. I mow 
the grass every week. After you have 
a good lawn you must watch every 
inch of it. You have no idea how easy 
itis to let a patch here and there get 
poisoned to death. When you find any 
foreign substance on a lawn that is like- 
ly to poison the grass, you want to dig 
it up, put fresh soil and fertilizer un- 
der it and fit a new and healthy bit of 
turf in the hole you have made. Then 
keep an eye on it afterward and water 
it well. The rich, decomposed sweep- 
ings from the stable make the best fer- 
tilizer. 

In pruning trees you want to cut cff 
every long shoot and make your trees 
compact and bushy like a full blown 
rose. Even wealthy Americans let their 
trees get scrawny, and they don’t al- 
ways cut them enough to prevent decay 
in some of the branches. It is easy to 
trim trees if you understand this prin- 
ciple. And the only reason I have been 
successful with my lawns is that [have 
been willing to take pains with them 
and do a lot of hard work.—New York 
Sun. 


A Workman's Time Checker. 

An English time check has been de- 
signed for use in factories and work- 
shops for keeping a register of the time 
of the workmen. Its inventor claims 
that it is the only apparatus of the kind 
actuated and controlled by electricity. 
It contains no special clockwork and no 
complicated parts and requires no fix- 
ing. As many checks can be fitted to 
one clock as may be desired, and any 
ordinary clock can be adapted for the 
purpose. Each man is provided with 
checks, one of which he drops into the 
slot of the apparatus on entering the 
building. The checks are subsequently 
removed, and after their numbers have 
been registered placed on a board ready 
for the men to take when next leaving 
work. Any number of slots can be pro- 
vided, but as a rule two only, marked 
respectively ‘‘early’’ and ‘‘late,’’ are re- 
quired. When the time for beginning 
work has gone by, the ‘‘early’’ slot is 
closed by an electrical attachment, 
and the ‘‘late’’ slot is opened. Before 
the next spell of work commences the 
“‘late’’ slot is closed, and the ‘‘early’’ 
slot is made ready to receive the checks 
of the workmen.—Exchange,

ONE MAN WAS KILLED 


Iron Pests Saved Many Others From 
a Similar Fate. 


A BRICK FIRE WALL COLLAPSES. 


A Crash Which Startled Citi- 
zens of Stoneham, Mass. 


STONEHAM, Mass., Marck 8—The new 
Durkee building, in process of construc- 
tion on Main street, fell with a crash at 
6:10 last evening, causing the death of 
Nathan Loud, 72 years of age, and injur- 
ing several others. This building was to 
replace one partially destroyed by fire last 
fall, and was to be used for a store and 
tenements, with a hall on the upper floor. 

Mr. Lond was passing along the south 
side of Minot street at the time, and was 
caughtin the debris. He died from his 
injuries iu about two hours, witbout re 
covering consciousness. 

Willie Brooks, 12 years of age, received 
cuts and bruises, Lut was not dangerously 
injured. 

James Dugan, 25 years old, was struck 
by bricks and timbers, aud somewhat 
bruised. 

Miss Maud Burdick was cut on the 
neck and was otherwise bruised. 

An uaknown man was Knocked down by 
a falling joist, but got up withont assist- 
ance, and went into a drug store, where 
be received attention, and then went 
away 

The Structare That Collapsed 
was 209x100 fect, mainly a frame building, 
but with a brick tire wall onthe northerly 
side. It was this wall that collapsed. It 
was builtin January, and from the ap- 
pearance of the bricks after the collapse 
it is thought that the mortar must have 
frozen and lost its tenaciousness. Late in 
the afternoon a portion of the wall fell 
away, weakening the whole structure and 
causing the fall The men employed 
there quit work after the first portion fell. 

William Merrow was building the 
structure. He hired men by the day, and 
there was no contract work about the job. 
He left the building when the men did. 
The tenement in the rear of the building 
was occupied by Warren A. Robbins. He 
and his wife were warned by falling 
bricks and 

Escaped In Safety. 

Thomas A. Symmes has a bakery in the 
Sanborn building, next north ot the Dur- 
kee building. Thuis was crushed in by the 
falling wall. Mr. Symmes had left the 
bakery about two minutes before His 
apprentice was inthe shop, but escaped 
just as the falling wall crashed tbrough 
the roof 

The iron posts on the front of the build 
ing held that part of the structure just 
long enough to allow the many people 
who were passing to escape before the 
whole fell. This probably prevented a 
larger loss of life. 


The Georgetown Mystery. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., March 8 —George- 
town mystery seems nearer solution than 
atany time since the first discovery of the 
body last Thursday. The police are 
working on an entirely new clew that bids 
fair to clear up the mystery surrounding 
the death of the murdered man. The 
clew leads tothe finding of the sandy- 
baired tramp who left Topsfield alms- 
house in company with the victim Janu 
10, as bas been almost conclusively 
proven by Superintendent Chapman of 
that iustitution 


Mrs. Smith Can Fight.

He spent the 
day in convivial enjoyment, and in Ed 
Smith’s saloon, Mrs. Smith, who perhaps 
thought her husband and his friends had 
taken a drop teo much, began pelting 
them with beer glasses. McQuaid of 
Providence attempted to pacify the en 
raged woman, and she proceeded to pum- 
me! him in most approved fistic fashion. 


Shotgun Argument, 

STROTDBURG, Pa., March 8. — Armed 
with shotguns, 25 citizens of Tannerville 
marched to the camp of the colored men, 
who were brought there a year ago to aid 
in constructing the new Wilkesbarre and 
Easton railroad, and ordered them to 
leave. The colored men promised to leave 
the county if they were given money to 
pay railroad fare. 


Busy California Bandits. 

MILTON, Cal., March §8.—The Angles 
Camp stage from this place was held up 
by two masked men, a few miles from 
Elkhorn station. The treasure box was 
rifled of its contents, and the passengers 
relieved of their valuables. An extra 
stage and buggy was also stopped and the 
passengers robbed.

Thecause of death was 
given as typhoid fever, but it is alleged 
by some that it is indirectly due to the 
brutality of the Geneva police officials.

Going Outside For Fresh Air. 
WASHINGTON, March 8.—Admiral Ben- 
ham has cabled the navy department 
from Rio that he has transferred his flag 
from the New York to the San Francisco. 
The New York has been lying in Rio har- 
bor for two weeks, and it is her turn to go 
putside for fresh air. 


SISTERS AS TEACHERS. 


Pittsburg’s School Row Will Probably Go 
to the Courts. 


PittsBuR@, March 8.—It is stated on 
what is regarded as reliable authority 
that the central board of education at its 
next meeting will reject the applications 
for teachers certificates filed by the Sisters 
of Charity who have been elected by the 
Riverside school board. 

A straw vote of the central board has 
been taken, and it is said only about five 
out of 87 members favor issuing the 
certificates. In this event the legal bat- 
tle will likely be between the central 
board and Rev. Father Cosgrove of St. 
James’ church, through whose influence 
aus buns were induced to go on examina- 

ion. 

The contest will then be relieved of its 
sectarian aspect, and would be waged 
purely on legal grounds. It is argued 
thatin rejecting the applications of the 
nuns, the central baard will go on record 
as opposed to members of any religious 
order serving as public school teachers, 
ignoring entirely the question of the style 
of garment peculiar to any sect. 

This of course will lay the issue open in 
its boldest phase and would effectually 
settle the legality or illegality of nuns 
officiating in public schools. If the cen- 
tral board accepts the applications of the 
buns, State Councillor Kerr will at once 
take the matter into court. 

Large sums have already been con- 
tributed for this purpose, and it is the in- 
tention to carry the case through the 
highest courts of the land should the 
nuns show a disposition to maintain 
their positions. 

Whatever the result of the present con- 
troversy, there is a strong possibility that 
the state legislature will be called on at 
its next session to enact such laws for- 
bidding the employment of nuns in public 
schools that will be unmistakable in their 
interpretation. 


THE INDIANA’S TRIAL. 


New Ship Will Show Herself to Be 
Without a Rival. 

DELAWARE BREAKWATER, March 8. — 
The battleship Indiana, which left 
Cramps’ shipyard in Philadelphia Tues- 
day, dropped anchor off the breakwater 
late yesterday afternoon after a most suc- 
cessful preliminary trial. The ship was 
put to sea and given a hard run of four 
hours over the course usually chosen by 
the Cramps for their builders’ trials, the 
distance being 9 65-100 knots. 

Three trips were made cover thia course. 
The first, under natural dratt, was ac- 
complished at a speed of 141-10 knots. 
The second, under half forced draft, in a 
trifle less than 15 knots, and the third, 
under forced draft, at 15 35-100 knots. The 
guaranteed speed of the Indiana is 15 
knots. 

The engines, which behaved splendidly, 
reached a maximum velocity of 128 revo- 
lutions a minute, the average under 
forced draft being 122; with selected 
coal and speeded over deeper water, there 
seems to be no doub* that the big battle 
ship will average 161-2 knots an hour 
when the official trial trip is made. 

Everybody aboard is well pleased with 
the behavior of theIndiana. The steamer 
bas no rock, and there is no doubt that she 
will take her destined place as the queen 
of battleships of the world. 


The End Is Not Yet. 

New York, March 8.—Deputy Attor- 
neys General Lamb and Wernberg, who 
conducted the unsuccessful prosecution 
of K. F. Sutherland, justice of the peace 
of Gravesend, claim to have positive 
proof that the jury was bought. Thejury 
was discharged because it could not agree. 
Steps will be taken to have the guilty 
parties indicted. 


Moore Baker’s Tribulations. 

New Brunswick, N. J., March &8— 
Moore Baker, whose wife and child were 
murdered at Franklin Park, says he was 
praised the first two days, sympathized 
with the next two, andis uow criticised 
because he sold the effects of the bed 
chamber, where the tragedy occurred, to a 
museum representative. 


End of Schooner Hopkins. 

BIDDEFORD, Me., March 8.—Schooner L 
H. Hopkins isin a sinking condition in 
Biddeford pool. She came in Saturday 
leaking badly. She started out yesterday, 
but was obliged to return. She will 
probably sink. The lifesaving crew ren- 
dered assistance. 

Freight War Is Off. 

San Francisco, March 8.—The Pacific 
Mail company has evidently decided that 
its war with the North American Naviga- 
tion company is at anend, as it has issued 
a manifesto that with the departure of 
the Acapulco dates the death of low tariff 
schedules. 

Granted a Respite. 

SyRAcusE, March 8.—John D. Teller, 
counsel for Lucius R. Wilson, condemned 
to die on the chair at Auburn prison dur- 
ing next week for the murder of Detec- 
tive Harvey, has secured from Governor 
Flower a reprieve of 60 days for his client. 


Diseased Cattle Killed. 
PouGHKEEPsIE, N. Y., March 8.—Dr. 
Faust of this city, inspector for the state 
board of health, killed 15 head of the fine 
herd of Jersey cattle owned by Douglass 
Merritt of Rhinebeck. They were badly 
diseased with tuberculosis. 


No Compromise. 
WASHINGTON, March 8.—There were ru- 
mors at the courthouse of a compromise 
of the Breckinridge-Pollard case, but 
Phil Thompson, one of Mr. Breckin- 
ridge’s attorneys, said that there were no 
grounds for such talk. 


Case Won't Back Down. 

Sr. Pav, March 8.— Representatives of 
the employes of the Great Northern rail- 
way called on General Manager Case to 
confer with him about the new schedule 
of wages. Mr. Case upheld the reduction. 
The leaders will consult about the matter.

INTEREST IN IRELAND 


Alone Prevented Gladstone From Re- 
signing Some Time Ago. 


HERBERT GLADSTONE PROMOTED. 


Grand Old Man Is Suffering 
With a Severe Cold. 


Lonpon, March 8.—The follewing bul- 
letin wasissued last night by Mr. Glad- 
stone’s physicians: ‘Mr. Gladstone is 
suffering from a troublesome cough, due 
to a catarrhal inflammation of the 
throat. His temperature, however, is 
only slightly above normal and his 
ttrenath is good. He remains in bed.” 

Mr. Gladstone wasina cheerful mood 
during the day and was able to dictate 
replies to many of the letters he received 
inquiring about his condition and ex- 
pressing sympathy. 

Gladstone's Talk With McCarthy, 

The Daily News this morning describes 
Justin McCarthy’s interview with Mr. 
Gladstone on March 5. It says: Mr. 
Gladstone deprecated the idea that he 
should be presented with an address, a 
dinner or any other mark of gratification 
on the part of the Irish members. He ap- 
peared to be in happy spirits in his con- 
ference with Mr. McCarthy, and made 
varied references to the Irish question, 
with anecdote and reminiscences. 

He spoke of O'Connell, and said that he 
possessed an intellect superb and states- 
manlike. He said that although his com- 
ments on the Unionist transactions had 
been considered toostrong, he was unable 
to withdraw them. He said nothing defi- 
nite about the crisis, but he clearly in- 
dicated that he expected an unbroken line 
of policy. He would not have remained 
in office so long, but for the interest he 
took in Ireland. 

Young Gladstone Honored. 

Herbert Gardner, president of the Brit- 
ish board of agriculture, has resigned. 

As an outcome of Mr. Gardner's resig- 
nation it is announced that Herbert Glad- 
stone will take the agricultural portfolio, 
and Rieht Hon. James Bryce the post- 
office commissioner of publie works, to 
whose office Herbert Gladstone was ap- 
pointed yesterday. 

The Times says: If it is true chat 
Herbert Gladstone has been chosen to be 
Mr. Gardner’s successor as president of 
the board of agriculture there might be 
more thana ripple of indignation, con- 
sidering the fact that British husbandry 
is passing through the most painful ex- 
perience it has ever known. 

Discussing the chances for home rule, 
The Times says it believes that Lord 
Rosebery is impotent to break the Irish 
chain until he has reconstructed his party 
aud its policy in opposition. 

“A Clearing Out Sale.” 

Joseph Chamberlain, speaking at Bir- 
mingham last night, remarked that it 
was curious that the new premier had 
been conspicuous for his lukewarmness 
for home rule, while the secon’ place was 
given to Harcourt, who signalized himself 
in his advocacy of home rule by the fury of 
a new-born zeal. The government, said 
Mr. Chamberlain, appeared to be prepar- 
ing a sort of clearing ont sale. It bad a 
great deal of stock on hand which might 
very well be given away. 

The Daily News says that the Marquis 
of Bute has written a letter in which he 
suggests that Mr Gladstone be elected 
chancellor of the Welsh university as a 
mark of honor. 


ENGLAND AND PORTUGAL 


Tnvolved In a Row Over an African Tel- 
egraph Line. 

Lonpbon, March 8.—The government has 
received no news of the reported encounter 
between Portuguese and British forces in 
South Africa. It is known to the govern- 


ment that there has been trouble cou-| 


cerning she construction of Commissioner 
Rhodes’ telegraph line across a strip of 
Portuguese territory at Tete. 

The Anglo-Portuguese treaty provides 
that either government shall have the 
right to lay telegraph lines across the 
territory of the other, but Portugal 
claims that this right applies only to the 
governments and not to companies, and 
Mr. Rhodes is building thé line in behalf 
ofthe British South African company. 
Five British guuboats ure lying in the 
Zambesi. 

A London Scare. 

Lonvon, March 8.—The alleged bomb 
found in Bow street yesterday turns out 
to have been nearly harmless. The tin 
canister discovered by the police only 
contained a blank cartridge covered over 
with a quantity of sand, and having a 
fuse attached to it.

Case Would be Simple If it Was 
Only the Drink Question, 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

I have read with much interest the char- 
acteristic letter which began this subject in 
your columns, and the subsequent opinions 
by other persons in continuation or re- 
sponse thereto. The reformer is usually 
rewarded by the unreformed by their being 
to his virtues ever blind, and to his faults 
always unkind. And if Mr. Faxon finds 
that a few intellectual pellets should be 
aimed at his own hoary fore-top, he will 
possess his soul in peace in the knowledge 
that the new weapons of criticism are less 
fatal than those employed of old to kill the 
prophets. 

In this inquiry neither the originator or 


his followers have laid down any lines as to 
how to grapple in future with such serious 
times as have straitened many well-regula- 


ted homes and brought misery into more 
improvident ones. I do not blame them 
in sbirking specific treatment of this 
problem. The difficulties are realized by 
those only who try to solve them. 
If it Could be Shown 

that the drink ques‘ion plays so powerful a 
part as some men claim, the case would be 
much simplified. The drinker suffers for 
his misdoings in the doing of them. 
“Angels are bright still, though the 
brightest fell.”’ Since the issue is not the 
relative merits of the unemployed and 
their more fortunate brethren, let it suffice 
to say that mapy of the former are 
physically, mentally and morally equal to 
the latter. If the cause were intemperance, 
legislation could remove it. To say that 
the supply is in excess of the demand hits 
the mark nearer. Tnhis isa question that 
bas baffled the economist, and _ will, 
probably, until mankind is less seltish. 

The spectacle of a horde of unemployed 
crowds besieging the municipal authorities 
with the mepance of numbers, led by 

Flippant, Unscrupulous Leaders, 

is a phase of this question which deserves 
the condemnation of every honest work- 
man. Every workman, not to speak of the 
so-called leaders, ought to know that the 
municipal executive, as at present con- 
stituted, is as helpless in the emergency as 
an equal number of private citizens. 

Sooner or later the problem must be 
grappled with. It cannot be solved without 
money. That the poor are taxed beyond 
the point of equity, however well-meaning 
the legislation, is evident. They are taxed 
on all sides. They have to pay more for 
all tbe necessaries of life than the rich 
have, because they have to buy under less 
favorable conditions. It is safer to tax 
those who can pay, though they will not 
unless taxed, than try to squeeze more 
money from those who have none to spare. 
How long will 

The Rich Forget 
that the lean and hungry think too much 
and are dangerous ? 

I have not the shade of a shadow of 
sympathy with spoliation, anarchy or 
injustice, but if this problem should reach 
acrisis the wealthy have more at stake 
than the poor, and I think its solution is 
more within measurable distance by seek- 
ing relief from above than from below. 
How long it will be considered as one of 
the cardinal virtues to allow a portion of 
the American family to live—no, not to 
live, but to linger on the verge of starva- 
tion, while another portion of the same 
family has more wealth than it can by any 
ingenuity use or abuse in a lifetime, will 
depend on the ethical lenses through which 
this moral paradox may be viewed. .

A BLOT ON ADMINISTRATION 


The Removal of Postmasters—A Few 


Facts over which to Ponder. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 


A few years ago Mr. Warren W. Adams 
succeeded Mr. Samuel H. Spear as post- 
master. 

The service Mr. Spear had rendered was 
satisfactory to the business community. 
He was personally courteous, of gentle 
character, non-aggressive in his bearing; 
his political affiliations almost unknown, 
and devoted to the faithful discharge of 
his duty. 

Notwithstanding these facts, ona change 
of national administration there were not 
wanting men to sign a petition for his re- 
moval (varelessly done probably in some 
instances but equally or more effective in 
result, than the work of the most malig-’ 
nant) and Mr. Spear gave place to Mr. 
Adams, and shortly after died, 

In the whirligig of time there has come 
another change of national administra- 
tion, and again the officer who has become 
thoroughly efficient and trustworthy, gives 
place to an untried servant, and the change 
is very similar to the former one. Mr. 
Adams, it is conceded on all hands, has 
proven an almost ideal postmaster; the 
service has been perfectly satisfactory to 
the business community; they have so de- 


. 
clared in a petition for his retention in A Revised List Conveniently Arranged by Working Shoes, 


office signed by many of the leaders in the 
business enterprises of this city. Still, in 
spite of it all, he is displaced and Mr. 
Burke is substituted. 

It is well for a thoughtful community to 
ponder over these facts: Ist—That it is 
necessary to petition for the retention of 
an able public servant; 2d—that such a 
petition is disregarded and the politician 
is shown to be stronger than the whole 
business community, and bearing always in 
mind that the people, Republicans and 
Democrats or what not, alike pay the bill 
for this service, and that the office is theirs. 

I strove earnestly with others to retain 
Mr. Spear, I have done what I could to 
retain Mr. Adams, and if Mr. Burke should 
prove a valuable officer under the same 
circumstances, I should be glad to do what 
I could to retain him, With me, it is nota 
question of men, but a question of justice 
and of policy. 

I have no doubt that Mr. Burke will 
enter upon his duties with a determination 
to bring the work of the office to a still 
higher standard. I hope most cordially 
that he will havea great measure of suc- 
cess, but whether successful or not, Mr 
Adams’ removal isa blot upon the Cleve- 
land administration as the preceding 
removal was upon Harrison's, and the 
effect upon the moral sense of the com- 
munity at large of such action is very 
degrading.

Negotiations are therefore 
proceeding tosecure in . stead a visit 
from his two sons, Prit¥e Habbibulla 
and Prince Mahomed Omar, said to be 
smart young fellows, who are carefully 
educated to believe that their bread, 
butter and other blessings depend upon 
English good will. At present the 
princes are deyoted to each other, but 
they will not be Afghans if, when their 
respected father dies, they do not havea 
fierce fight for the succession. Then 
will come Russia’s opportunity, as Eng- 
land knows very well.—London Truth.

HOUSE PASSES THE PENSION BILL. 


All but One of the Amendments 


Suffered Defeat. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—An exciting 


and interesting debate was precipitated 
in thesenate by Mr. Harris’ motion for 
the second reading of the seigniorage 


bill. 


This was opposed by Mr. Sherman, who

gnd almost before any one was aware of 
what bad happened it passed its third 
reading and wason the point of passing 


the senate. Then its opponents recovered 
from their surprise and endeavored to 
prevent its passage, and on request of 
Senator Sherman it went over until to- 
day. 


In the morning hour, Mr. Morgan in- 
troduced a resolution calling on the pres- 


ident for information as to the occupancy 
of Bluefields, Nicaragua, by the British. 
This was agreed to.

Passed at Last. 

After five days of debate the pension 
appropriation bill, carrying $151,000,000, 
was passed yesterday afternoon without 
division.

Know When They Are Hungry. 

Pigeons must have the credit of pos- 
sessing some intelligence. A curious 
and very interesting sight may be seen 
each day, Sundays excepted, at one of 
the windows of the office of Henry W. 
Williams, in the Rialto building, oppo- 
site the postoffice. For the past few 
years some 30 or 40 pigeons have been 
there regularly fed at 11 o'clock. A 
bushel of cracked grain is purchased at 
a time for the purpose. The birds gath- 
er on the west side of the postoffice and 
watch for the window to open. They 
know perfectly well when that hour ar- 
rives. If there should chance to be 
any delay in opening the window, they 
will often fly over to the other windows 
of the same office and tap on the glass 
to remind the clerks who may be sitting 
there that it is time for their breakfast. 
The minute the window opens they land 
on and about the sill and push and 
crowd and stand on each other’s backs 
and sometimes fight, so eager are they 
to pick up the grain which is spread all 
about the outside. They soon become 
quite tame and readily eat out of the 
hand.—Boston Transcript. 


Pumice Stone, 

Pumice stone is a porous feldspathic 
scoria from volcanoes, The pores are 
linear and s0 fine as often to be barely 
visible except by meaus of a magnifying 
giass. Its specific gravity is 2.2 to 2.4 
—water being the unit—but by reason 
of its spongy texture pieces are often 
buoyant enough to float on water. It 
consists chiefly of silica, with some- 
times 17 per cent of lumina, 6 per cent 
of soda and 4 per cent of potash. It is 
of grayish shades of color, passing into 
yellow and brown. The chief source 
from which it is obtained for commer- 
cial purposes is Campo Bianco, one of 
the Lipari islands, where it formsa hill 
nearly 1,000 feet high. In the arts 
pumice 1s largely employed, mostly in 
a pulverized state, as a polishing mate- 
rial for ivory, wood, glass, marbles, etc. 
It is also used in lump for grinding and 
smoothing metallic surfaces, leather, 
etc., and.in the preparation of parch- 
ments, etc. Quantities of the pulver- 
ized pumice are used in making fancy 
soaps.— Brooklyn Eagle. 


West Virginia, 

West Virginia, with less than 800,- 
000 inhabitants, has but three cities 
and is essentially a rural and half set- 
tled region. In spite of her enormous 
wealth in timber and mines also, many 
of her counties number only a handful 
of people. No West Virginia county 
has 50,000 inhabitants, ps only 10 have 
more than 20,000, while 19 have less 
than 10,000 and two less than 5,000. 
In many of the mountainous counties 
the conditions of life are simple to the 
last degree, and the people are far re- 
moved from the great currents of na- 
tional life in spirit as well as in distance 
and time.—New York Sun.

Republicans Express Dissatisfaction 
With the New Tariff. 


DEMOCRATS WILL SUPPORT IT. 


Outline of Principal Changes 
In the Wilson Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 9.—The proceed- 
tings of the senate committee of finance 
talled to receive the tariff bill as amended 
by the Democratic majority of that com- 
mittee were mainly informal. Copies of 
the bill were handed to all the members, 
snd the Republicans who had not had a 
previous opporttunity.to see it glanced 
through it curiously. 

There was some discussion of the time 
for consideration of the bill by the full 
committee, the Republican members say- 
ing they would desire a reasonable period, 
ind the Democratic members expressed 
themselves as willing to grant that with- 
out cavil. Saturday next, at 10:30 a m., 
was set for the next meeting, when the 
Republicans, having had av opportunity 
to examine tbe details ef the bill, will 
probably be able tosay what time they 
will require. It is considered probable 
that they will ask for an entire week, af- 
ter the next meeting day and possibly 
more. 

The Democratic members of the com- 
mittee do not express themselves at this 
time as disposed to press for action which 
may be considered speedy. They say that 
whatever delay may occur hereafter will 
be chargeable tothe Republicans, and 
they must assume the responsibility. 

Ontcome Doubtfal. 

The senators who have given the com- 
mittee so much trouble in their demands 
for increased rates of duty have not as 
yet indicated whether they are satisfied 
with the committee’s action om the con- 
troverted points. While the sugar, coal 
aud iron ore interests have not obtained 
all they would like, they will acquiesce 
and support the bill. The New York and 
New Jersey senators, who have been most 
persistent in their demands, decline to 
state whether they are satisfied or what 
attitude they will take when the bill 
comes up for consideration in the senate. 

The Republican members of the finance 
committee intend to assail the bill in all 
of its provisions. Senator Voorhees said 
that the committee had made all the con- 
cessions to the conservatives that could 
consistently be granted, and he expected 
to get the co-operation and united support 
of every Democrat in the senate in behalf 
of the bill. 

Estimates on Revenue. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas, chairman 
of the tariff sub-committee, said, when 
asked fora statement giving an estimate 
of the probable amount of income to be 
derived from the bill, and for an explan- 
ation of other features, that an official 
statement, based upon estimates made by 
the treasury department, would be given 
out within a day or two. He was of the 
opinion that it would be shownthat the 


bill would produce revenue of about 
$470,000,000 or $489,000,000, without taking 
into account the increased amount which 


would be the result of the reductions in 
tariff rates made. 

This would be in excess of the require- 
ments of the government, which he said 
are about $448,000,000, not including the 
sum necessary for the sinking fund or 
made necessary by the recent bond issue. 
From this amount can be subtracted 
about $15,000,000, now paid on account of 
the sugar bounty, which would, if these 
estimates are correct, give a surplus of 
from $37,000,000 to $47,000,000 under the 
operations of the proposed law. 

As Viewed by Lodge and Reed, 

Senators Allison and Aldrich, Republi- 
can membersof the finance committee, 
said that they had had no opportunity to 
examine the bill so as to make any com- 
ment upon it. The Republicans, as a 
rule, decline to express any opinions for 
the same reason. 

Mr. Lodge, when asked to say how the 
tariff bill would affect the New England 
industries, replied: ‘‘The free raw ma- 
terial feature which the Democrats have 
so made much of in New England has 
been knocked out. The bill has been 
patched up where it was necessary to do 
s0 to catch votes. The bill to my mind 
could not be worse.”’ 

‘The Populist senators are also reticent, 
saying they have been more interested in 
the silver debate than in the tariff bill. 

Ex-Speaker Reed said: “The bill ts 
much worse than it was when it left the 


house, andit is much more important 
for theinterest of the country that it 
should be beaten. The poor little plea on 


which Mr. Wilson thought to justify his 
action has disappeared. Free raw ma- 
terials for New England have vanished.” 
The Chief Features 

upon which public interest centered were 
the provisions in regard to the tariff on 
sugar, iron ore, lead, wool and its man- 
ufactures, cotton manufactures and the 
internal revenue taxes on whisky and 
tobacco. 

Sugar has been placed on the dutiable 
list at from 1 cent to 1 2-5 cents per pound, 
according to polariscope test. 

Iron ore, including manganiferous iron 
ore, also the dross or residuum from 
burnt pyrites, 40 cents per ton. 

Coal istaken from the free list and 
made dutiable also at 40 cents per ton and 
coke at 15 cents. 

Lead ore, which in the Wilson bill was 
15 per cent ad valorem; lead ore and lead 
dross, 3-40f acent per pound; provided 
that silver ore and all other ores contain- 
Ing lead shall pay a duty of 3-4ofa cent 
per pound on the lead contained therein, 
according to sample and assay at the port 
of entry. 


The whisky tax is raised to $1.10 per 
gallon. The bonded period is extended 
five years, that is, from three to eight 
years. 

Cigars $5 a thousand, cigarets in paper 
61 a thousand; cigarets in tobacco 50 
cents a thousand. 

Lumber remains on the free list. 

Barley and barley pearled, patent or 
hulled, is raised from 25 to 30 per cent ad 
valorem, and barley malt from 35 to 40 
per cent. 

The income tax provision of 2 per cent 
ains in the bill, but the tax on non- 
dents is stricken out. 


Stzr1P ALMOST RUINED. 
Disastrous Results of an Attempt to 
Thaw Out Frozen Dynamite. 


Sr. Jouyn’s, N. F., March 9.—The 
steamer Walrus, one of the seal fishing 
fleet, together with a dozen of steamers, is 
lying at Pool’s island, Green’s pond, half 
aday’s run north of here, waiting for 
Saturday next, when the sealing season 
epens. Intense cold froze up the anchor- 
age, and the crews attempted to blast 
their way through the ice with dynamite. 
Edward Breet, George Toms and James 
Hurley were in the Walrus’ galley warm- 
ing the dynamite to make it ready far use, 
when it exploded, killing Breet, injuring 
Toms so that he died, and wounding 
Harley so that his recovery is doubtful. 

The ship is half ruined, her deck for- 
ward isa gaping cavity, planks, beams, 
stanchions and knees being smashed to 
atoms; bulwarks are destroyed, the fore- 
mast and booms shattered, engine room 
bulkheads and engines severely damaged 
and nearly ruined. Fragments of the 
decks were hurled far over the surround- 
ing ice, whereon were working the crews 
of the other steamers, 

The Walrus’ crew, except the three 
mentioned, were absent. She carried 200 
men at the seal fishery, and had the ex- 
plosion taken place while the crew were 
aboard it would have meant wholesale 
slaughter, as the men are crowdgi to- 
gether into an exceedingly small space. 
Breet’s body was torn to pieces and the 
limbs thrown in all directions. Toms 
was nearly disembowelled, and Hurley 
had a broken arm and serious internal in- 
juries. 


Robertson Found Guilty. 

NEw BEDFORD, Mass., March 9.—The 
jury in the Robertson murder trial, after 
being out two and one-half hours, returned 
a@ verdict of murder in the first degree. 
The prisoner took the verdict calmly. 
Counsel forthe defense expressed a de- 
sire to file exceptions. Judge Mason re- 
quested that the filing be made at an 
early date. 


Given to a Boston Firm. 
Bostoy, March 9.—The contract for 
raising the wrecked U. S. S. Kearsarge 
has been awarded to the Boston Tow 
Boat company of this city. By the agree- 
ment the company is to receive $45,000 if 
successful in delivering the ship at the 
Norfolk navy yard, and if unsuccessful is 

to be paid $10,000 for the at) .mpt. 


Making It Hét For Slavers, 

BATHURST, March 9.—The British forces 
are still meeting with a stubborn resist- 
ance in their attempt to rout the forces of 
Fodisilah, the chief of the slayers. A fly- 
ing colamn attacked Bakamar. The 
fight lasted an hour, after which the 
British had destroyed the town. 


New Trotting Association, 

San Francisco, March 9.— Trotting 
horsemen representing several associa- 
tions of the Pacific states have formally 
decided to break away from the National 
association. The result wasthe organ- 
ization of the Pacific Coast Trotting and 
Pacing association. 


The Reorganized Nicaragua, 

New York, March 9.—About 105,000 
shares out of 117,000 of Nicaragua Con- 
struction stock have been deposited under 
the reorganization plan, and assessments 
of about $220,000 have been paid in. This 
leaves the company with a working cash 
balance besides. 


Jury Disagreed. 

New York, March 9.—The jury in the 
suit brought by Lee Oushowitz against 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance company 
to recover $2000 for false arrest and im- 
prisonment, after being out all night, 
announced when court opened that they 
could not agree. 


Disrobed In Church, 

Bancor, Me., March 9.—William Dob- 
son, aged 35, startled his friends by dis- 
robing in St. John’s Catholic church on 
Tuesday. He attempted to repeat the act 
yesterday. He has been adjudged insane 
and will be taken to the insane asylum at 
Augusta.

WORK OF ANARCHISTS 


Another Bomb Outrage In One of 
Rome's Thoroughfares. 


EIGHT PERSONS WERE WOUNDED. 


Machine. Was Probably In- 
tended For Deputies. 


Rome, March 9.—A terrible explosion, 
said to be the work of anarchists, oc- 
curred here at 8 o'clock last evening on 
the Piazza di Monte Citorio, near which 
stands the chamber of deputies. 

A sitting of the chamber had just been 
concluded, and it is believed that the 
bomb orinfernal machine was exploded 
almost in front of the building. 

The explosion shattered all the win- 
dows inthe chamber of deputies as well 
as shivering all the windows of the houses 
in the nefghborhood. 

It is believed that the purpose of the 
perpetrator was to have the bomb ex- 
plode at the hour the debate in the cham- 
ber was expected to end and deputies and 
ministers would be trooping out. 

Premier Crispi had begged the indul- 
gence of the chamber to postpone his re 
ply to questions under discussion, on the 
ground that his voice had failed him, 
owing toacold. The chamber thus ad- 
journed earlier than was expected. 

Though the sitting of the chamber was 
over, afew of the deputies were still in 
the lobby when the explosion happened. 
So great were the crowds which were at- 
tracted to the spot after the explosion 
thata strong force of military, in addi- 
tion to the police, was called upon to dis- 
perse the people, who were pressing down 
all the streets leading to the square. 

The police arrested four men, and 
among those taken in custody was a 
wounded man who is believed to be the 
person who exploded the bomb. 

The pavement around the spot where 
the bomb exploded istorn up and spat- 
tered with blood. 

Eight Were Wounded. 

Eight persons were wounded by the ex- 
plosion, including one woman. Six of 
the wounded are inthe hospital. Three 
of them arein a serious condition, and 
one of them is reported to be dying. A 
man named Polidori, who was slightly 
wounded, was placed under arrest. The 
police believe him to be the man who 
threw the explosive. The public prose- 
cutor has opened an inquiry into the out- 
rage. 

President Biancheri, who was in the 
chamber of deputies at the time of the 
explosion, sent a doctor to attend the 
wounded. 

The Tribuna suggests that the explo- 
sion was intended as a warning to the 
deputies, in view of the impending dis- 
cussion on the demand for the prosecu- 
tion of the socialist deputy, De Felice, on 
a charge of inciting the revolution in 
Sicily. 

City In a Turmoil, 

The greatest excitement continues 
throughout the city, and everywhere the 
latest bomb outrage is being discussed. 
An immense throng hovers in the vicinity 
of thesquare. It is believed that the ex- 
plosive was contained in a tin box which 
had been concealed in a tall hat worn by 
the man who threw it. 

Among those injured by the explosion 
were two soldiers. One of them is badly 
hurt, and it has been necessary to ampu- 
tate one of his legs. The wounded man, 
whom the police suspect of having been the 
author of the outrage, says that an un- 
knowntman handed him asmall box as 
he was crossing the piazza. He declares 
that he is innocent of the crime. 

The people in the square ffedin great 
panic when the explosion occurred. The 
pavement near the spot where the bomb 
struck is littered with broken glass. In 
the houses in the vicinity much crockery 
and glassware were shattered. 


A Parnell Manifesto, 


Lonpon, March 9.— The Parnellites 
gave out last evening a manifesto ad- 
dressed to the Irish people. It asserts 
that there isa scheme to abandon home 
ruleand says: ‘“‘We can have no confi- 
dence in the Earl of Rosebery’s cabinet. 
Thetime has come for prompt action. 
The Irish people will not tolerate a policy 
of national snbserviency to English party 
interests. Let them organize the forces 
of their race to support the struggle for 
national government. 


Bold Insurgents, 

Rio DE JANEIRO, March 9.—As the tug 
Isabel, flying the British flag, was steam- 
ing here yesterday in the outer harbor, 
she was fired upon by the insurgent 
steamer Victoria, the shot passing 
through the Isabel's flag. The Isabel 
stopped immediately and the Victoria 
took off one of the crew of the Isabel, 
pressing him into the insurgent service, 
and ordering the tug away. The British 
authorities have taken no action as yet. 


Proviso as to American Products 

St. PETERSBURG, March 9.—The gov- 
ernment has issued a permit providing 
that no restrictions be placed upon the 
importation of foreign fruits, plants, 
vegetables, etc., coming to the interna- 
tional expositions, with the exception of 
American vines and potatoes.

Probate and Ensolvency—Southboro Water 
Basin —City of Beverly.

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HOSE THREE LOT. 


The Doble Lot Better and Cheaper Than 
the Donnelly Lot, 
Editors of the Daily Ledger : 


It seems rather Strange that the Council- 
men from the fourth ward in looking about 
for asite forthe new Hose house should 
not give the Doble lot on the corner 
of Copeland and Cross street some con- 
sideration. This is one of the best sites 
in the ward and contains something like 
16,000 feet. It has a frontage of about 150 
feet on Copeland street and about 100 on 
Cross street. There is now on the lot a 
cellar, the stones of which could be 
utilized in the new building, and as the 
back end of the lot is considerable lower 
than the front it would afford an excellent 
opportunity for a lockup and there would 
also be room enough in the basement for a 
Ward room which isa thing sadly needed 
in this ward. Parties who claim to know, 
Say that this lot can be purchased by the 
city for $3,500 which is remarkably cheap 
considering the location, 

The attention of the citizens has been 
called to this lot before, but no notice seems 
to have been taken of it by the councilmen 
for reasons’ best known to themselves, It 
is certainly a much cheaper lot than the 
Donnelly lot which is a very dear piece of 
property for the city to buy. The price 
asked for the Donnelly lot,namely $5,000,is 
an outrageous price for the city to pay for 
a Jot of land for a Hose house, especially 
when it has been understood by parties in 
a position to know that it is considerable 
more than was asked for the lot a few 
weeks ago. Evidently someone has an 
idea that there is a dollar in it for them if 
the Council votes to purchase it. 

lt would not be a bad idea for the Com- 
mittee on Fire Department and Fublic 
Building to take a ride in the electric cars 
to West Quincy, and take a look at the 
Doble lot before they make their report, 
also to inquire whoare the parties most in- 
terested in having the new Hose house lo- 
cated near the West Quincy depot. J. 


DR. EVERETT’S VOTE. 


It Was Against the Bland Bill buat 


Allowed its Passage. 

The comment of the Boston Advertiser 
on the family quarrel of the Herald and 
Dr. Everett is of interest. The Advertiser 
says: 

“The gloomy family controversy be- 
tween the congressman from the seventh 
district and his former admirer and 
apologist, the Boston Herald, still continues. 
Dr. Everett has informed the Herald, in a 
spirit of pained surprise at any reproof 
from such a direction, that he did not vote 
outright for the Biand bill, even if his vote 
did serve to pass the measure through the 
house; while the Herald, ina struggle to 
remain firm in its sound money principles 
without dealing too harshly with one of its 
chosen personal idols, has summoned 
courage enough to intimate that Dr. 
Everett is a *‘ backslider” and is a man of 
** pliant metal ’’ compared with such sturdy 
Democrats as G. F. Williams and J. F. 
Andrew. Coming from such a source the 
arraignment is about as severe as any that 
the Herald has made against an avowed 
tariff reform Democrat of this section, and 
itis little wonder that Dr. Everett feels 
that he has been misused in the house of 
his friends. 

“Dr. Everett in his own behalf pleads 
that at the outset he refused to filibuster; 
that later when Democratic pressure was 
brought to bear upon himself and a 
colleague he joined the ranks of filibusters; 
and that as the house showed some 
extreme and painful irritation, he hastily 
changed his tactics and with sume other 
Democrats voted, thus making up the 
quorum necessary to secure a passage for 
the Bland bill.

No doubt there are cases of poverty which 
cannot be traced directly to drink. but one 
thing is certain, if a majority of our 
citizens had not voted during all these 
years for no-license and had not been 
backed by Mr. Faxon’s money and con- 
tinual agitation on the subject, we would 
be no better off than many other cities 
where there has been so much suffering. 

‘* Honor to whom honor is due.’’ There 
are scores of men today who will refute the 
statement of Mr. Faxon that rum is the 
cause of all poverty, who themselves would 
no doubt be objects of charity but for Mr. 
Faxon’s work, whereas they now have 
homes of their own and possibly an account 
in the Savings bank. It is well to think of

vJUGHLIN SET FREE. 


Jurymen Say the Ex-Detective Is Not 
Guilty of Murder. 


A PATHETIC SCENE IN COURT. 


An Interesting Review of the 
Now Famous Case. 


CHICAGO, March 9.—The happiest man 
on earth at 4:85 o’clock yesterday after- 
goon was Dan Coughlin. When the clerk 
read out the words: “We, the jury, find 
the defendant, Dan Coughlin, not guilty,” 
a warm flush went over his face, which 
before had been of a deadly white. 

He half rose in his chair, and was the 
next instant pushed back by Attorney 
David, the law partner of Mr. Donahoe, 
who has stoutly defended him through- 
out the long trial. Then it was a push 
that almost swept the happy man off his 
feet. Newspaper men, old-time friends 
of the prisoner before his troubles, came 
upon him in a body and rearly wrung his 
hand off. 

“It’s all right, boys; all right,’? gasped 
Coughlin. “It’s all right, boys; I won't 
forget you. You treated me all right.” 

Then the prisoner worked his way up 
to the jury box and shook hands with as 
many of the menas he could reach, but 
the crowd was too much for him, and, 
yelling and cheering to show its delight, 
pushed him away from the box. He gave 
up the effort to greet the men who have 
given him freedom, and, in company 
with the bailiffs, started to leave the room, 
passing behind Judge Tuthill’s chair. 

Just as he was directly behind the 
judge, a cry of *‘Make way there; open 
up a passage; muke way,” was heard, and 
two stalwart bailiffs pushed through the 
crowd, and close behind them, her hat 
awry, her veil half up, and gasping with 
sobs that choked her, came Mrs. Cough- 
lin. 

An Affecting Scene. 

The latter was striding to liberty as 

though he wore seven league boots. ‘“‘Dan, 


come back here; see your wife,’’ was 
called out, and Coughlin retraced his 
steps. Just at the foot of the little flight 


of stairs leading up to the judge’s ros- 
trum he met his wife. The woman gave 
an incoherent cry, her arms went up, 
fastened themselves around her  hus- 
band’s neck, and then she gave way ut- 
terly. She only said: ‘Dan! Oh, Dan!” 
but nowhere, not even in Dan Coughlin’s 
heart was there such joy asin the bosom 
ofthe litthe woman who clasped tight 
against her husband’s heart. 

Coughlin bent his big blonde head un- 
til his mustache swept her cheek, and 
then the two rocked to and fro until the 
woman was ableto stifle her emotion, 
and then she was led away by Coughlin’s 
father, who was happy enough to dance a 
jig, but gave his entire attention to his 
hat, which he kept putting on and taking 
off with marvellous rapidity. 

Attorney Daniel Donahoe, who had 
with ex-Judge Wing defended the 
prisoner, was the recipient of a shower of 
congratulations from friends and fellow 
attorneys. “It is justas I expected,” he 
said. ‘The verdict could not have been 
otherwise. I will acknowledge that it 
Was an agreeable surprise to me, how- 
ever, to get a verdict so soon. I would 
not have been surprised if the jurors had 
remained out 18 or 20 hours.”’ 

History of the Case, 


The Coughlin trial has been one of the 
most noteworthy in the criminal annals 
of the country. Like the former Cronin 
trial, it has been replete with sensations 
and of remarkable duration. Daniel 
Coughlin, an _ ex-city detective, was 
charged with complicity in the murder of 
Dr. P. H. Cronin, a prominent Irish phy- 
sician. Cronin was well known 1n one 
faction of the Clan-na-Gael, and it was to 
members of an opposing faction that his 
murder was charged. 

Atthe former trial, Coughlin, Martin 
Burke and Patrick O'Sullivan were con- 
victed of the murder and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. The two latter died in 
prison and the present defendant secured 
anew trial. 

Dr. Cronin disappeared on the evening 
of May 4, 1880. After a protracted search 
his body, mutilated and decomposed, was 
found in acatch basin in the northern 
part of the city. In the same section of 
the city stands the little Carlson cottage, 
where the theory of the prosecution placed 
the murder. 

In the present trial, after five weeks’ 
work, the jury was impanelled on Dec. 
5 last. After the jury was completed 
several sensations were sprung in the 
shape of charges against jurymen, and 
three men who had been accepted were 
excused from service. 

About Mrs. Foy. 


One of the most important and sensa- 
tional witnesses for the prosecution was 
Mra. Andrew Foy, wife of a bricklayer. 
Mra. Foy told of being present at numer- 
ous conferences between the defendant 
and her husband, and claimed to have 
heard numerous conversations between 
them and other men, which pointed toa 
conspiracy to murder Dr. Cronin, but the 
defense introduced testimony to show that 
Mrs. Foy had written to a former attorney 
for the defense, threatening to tell a dam- 
aging story unless liberally rewarded. 
Her sanity also was called in question. 

Her story was that Martin Burke, now 
dead, and the missing Cooney, did the 
actual killing, while Iceman O'Sullivan 
piood in the yard and a_ policeman 
guarded the door. Coughlin, she said, 
errived at the Carlson cottage shortly 
after the deed was done. 

Bardeen’s Testimony. 

Frank Bardeen, an electrical engineer, 
said that about 2 o’clock on the morning 
of May 5 he heard a wagon passing the 
Edgewater plant. He turned on an elec 
tric searchlight and in the glare he saw 
a wagon in which was a large chest or 
trunk. Behind the wagon walked two 
men, heclaimed, one of whom he identi- 
fied as Coughlin. It was shown that no 


train left at the hour he left Edgewater | 


the morning after he saw the wagon, and 
that no moon wae visible on the night in 
question, although he swore positively 
that he first saw the wagon and men by 
moonlight 

Much medical testimony was introduced 
by the defense to prove that Dr. Cronin’s 
death might have resulted from disense, 
but its principal effort was directed to 
ward establishing an alibi. Three wit- 
nesses swore to having seen Coughlin dur 
ing the evening when he was supposed to 
have been engaged in the killing, and their 
testimony was unshaken. 


~.£T¥ ANNOYANCES 
On the Part of Portuguese Caused the 
Troubles on the Zambesi. 

Port Natat. March 9.—The collision 
between the Portuguese and the British on 
the Zambesi river was due to an attempt 
made by the Mozambique company to ob- 
tain pecuniary benefit from the African 
Transcontinental Telegram company, a 
British concern. Failing in this attempt, 
the Mozambique company commenced a 
series of petty annoyances, including the 
boycotting of the supply of fuel and pro- 
visions intended for the construction 
party and for the British gunboats, nota- 
bly boycotting the British gunboat Her- 
ald in another part of the Zambesi. 

The collision at Tete began with the fir- 
ing of two shots from the Portuguese 
fort asa warning. The boats loaded with 
Portuguese then crossed the river and 
tore up the telegraph poles of the con- 
struction party. Shots were exchanged, 
but no loss of life is reported. The com- 
mander of the British gunboat Mosquito 
then intimated that he would open fire if 
there was any further damage done to the 
telegraph company’s property, and re-en- 
forcements were sent for by both sides. 
Later, firing is said to have taken place 
between the gunboat and the fort, and 
further details are anxiously awaited. 


FILLS THE BILL. 
The Cramps More Than Satisfied With 
the Indiana's Performance, 

PHILADELPHIA, March 9.—The battle- 
ship Indiana returned to her dock at 
Cramps’ shipyard after the quickest and 
most successful trial trip of any vessel 
ever built by the Cramps. 

Much depended upon thistrial. The 
Indiana is the firstof Uncle Sam’s new 
battleships to be completed. She is of a 
type entirely different from anything 
now owned by the United States govern- 
ment, and is practically an experiment. 

The Cramps decided that the trial was 
so successful that she will not take the 
customary long run atsea, and this is 
why the ship got back to herdock at 
least 24 hours earlier than was expected. 

The battleships Indiana, Massachusetts 
and Oregon were designed in 1890 by 
Lewis T. Nixon, then one of the youngest 
of Uncle Sam’s force of naval construc- 
tors, the order being for a battleship sim- 
ilar to the English fleet. 


Dull Day In the House, 

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Proceedings in 
the house yesterday were dull. <A bill 
by the joint commission to investigate the 
expenditures in the executive depart- 
ments to change the methods of auditing 
the accounts of the customs division of 
the treasury department and abolishing 
the offices of commissioner and assistant 
commissioner of customs was passed after 
some debate, and the remainder of the 
day was devoted to a discussion of the 
District of Columbia appropriation bill. 
This bill was the signal for the regular 
annual assault upon the system on the 
vogue here of having the general gov- 
ernment pay half the expenses of the 
district. 


Shocking Double Tragedy. 

LoGANsPoRT, Ind., March 9.—The body 
of Philip Petrie was found on the Wabash 
railroad with the head missing. The cor- 
oner went to the Petrie home to summon 
Mrs. Petrie to testify at the inquest. The 
dead body of Mrs. Petrie was found on 
the bed in a decomposed state. Petrie 
had left a note saying his wife had been 
unfaithful. After killing his wife Petrie 
had committed suicide. 

Charged With Jury Bribing. 

Lima, O, March 9.—In connection with 
the prosecution of ex-Cashier Langan of 
the defunct Lima National bank, Pres- 
ident Farrut, ex-Sheriff Hoagland and 
Expert Accountant Eugene Hall were 
arrested for attempting to bribe the jury 
in the Langan case. It is intimated that 
the developments are but the start of 
more astonishing ones. 

A Horrible Fate, 

RUTLAND, Vt., March 9.—At the burn- 
ing of a barn at West Rutland Patrick 
Cooney was burned to death. He rushed 
intosave some animals. He was seen 
lying just inside the door moving his 
head, and his moans heard, but the heat 
was too intense to reach him. The body 
was badly burned, scarcely anything but 
bones being left.

THORNTON AND HIS BUCKETS. 


The Former Is One Hundred and the Lat- 
ter Are Seventy-five Years Old. 

Obed Thornton of Arcade, N. Y., has 
got histwosap buckets ready for use in 
the maple sugar making season of 1894, 
Says a correspondent. There would be 
nothing particularly noticeable in that 
fact, because scores of other people in 
sugar regions are getting their sap buck- 
ets ready in the same way, but these 
two buckets of Obed Thornton were 
made by him in 1819, and he has used 
them every season since.

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FIGHT ON INCOME TAX 


Will Be Bitter When the Senate Dis- 
cusses the Tariff. 


FATE OF THE BILL UNCERTAIN. 


May Possibly Be Forced Over 
to the Next Session. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—Undoubtedly 
there will be a determined effort when the 
tariff bill reaches the senate to have the 
income tax feature eliminated, and it 
looks as if the Democratic senators who 
are not satisfied with the bill would 
make this portion of it their chief point 
of attack. 

Senator Hill will lead off in the assault 
upon the income tax and he probably will 
be supported by Senators Smith, Brice, 
Murphy and a few other Democratic 
senators, as well as by a majority of the 
Republican senators. The opponents of 
thetax claim that the bill will provide 
sufficient revenue to meet the require- 
ments of the government without the 
additional amount which the levy on in 
come would give, and that because of 
tuis fact there is no longer any excuse 
for it. 

The majority, if not all the Democratic 
members of the finance committee, will 
hold out stubbornly for the tax. One of 
them has said that he believes it to be the 
most popular feature of the bill, and while 
they would expect to lose some Demo- 
eratic votes on an amendment to strike 
out this portion of the bill, they would 
get the votes of all three of the Populist 
senators and of about 10 of the Republi- 
can senators. 

Hard to Get Opinions. 

There was less disposition among sena- 
tors and especially among members of the 
finance committee to discuss the tariff 
situation than at any time within the 
past month. 

Senators Allison, Sherman and Aldrich, 
Republican members of the committee, 
expressed no opinions when they received 
the bill, but there isevery reason to be 
lieve that they will adhere to their deter- 
mination, expressed previously, to ask a 
full explanation from the Democratic 
members of the changes made in the 
tariff system by the pending measure. 
They have heretofore expressed the 
opinion that if this request should be 
granted it would be impossible te report 
the bill for three weeks after its receipt. 

The Democratic members, who by rea- 
son of their superior numbers have this 
matter largely in their own hands, have 
not indicated just what concessions they 
would make as to time. Senator Voorhees 
has not indicated what time he consid- 
ered nmple, nor Mr. Jones how far the 
committee would be willing to allow the 
Republicans to assume responsibility for 
delay. 

Some of the Republican senators ex- 
press the opinion that if the bill cannot 
be recommitted, it may be possible to de- 
lay its passage until next fall, and possi- 
bly force it over until the next session of 
congress. 

Coupled with this statement is an as- 
sertion that some of the Democratic sena- 
tors would not be unwilling to have it 
suffer this fate, but’ the Democratic sena- 
tors who are counted upon to aid in this 
work are not expressing opinions upon 
the question. 

Much Depends Upon Hill, 

Much interest is felt in Senator Hill’s 
forthcoming speech. Hesaid that he 
could not yet say when he would deliver 
{t, and repeated that he would not out- 
line his position until then. While open- 
ing the numerous telegrams this morn- 
ing, he remarked casually: “Occasionally 
you find a man who does not find the bi}, 
perfect.” 

Men whose business interests are af 
fected by the bill and who did not receive 
the consideration for which they had 
asked at the hands of the Democratic 
members of the finance committee are 
still asking for hearings. There are 
representatives of the gluss, lumber and 
wool interests here. The glass men were 
especially urgent in requesting yesterday 
that the committee should still grant an 
opportunity to present their grievances. 
Senator Voorhees told them this would 
be impossible. 

It is cousidered probable that the Re- 
publican members may present the repre- 
sentations of some of these men tothe 
committee. ae sare

LACK OF CONFIDENCE 


Though There Are Visible Signs of 
Improvement In Business. 


THE WOOL MARKET ENCOURAGED. 


A Decided Decrease In Fail- 
ures of Importance. 


New York, March 10.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says today: 
Evidences of present improvement in 
business multiply, but confidence in 
future improvement does not seem to in- 
crease. The most distinct gain is in iron 
and steel manufactures. 

Shipments of boots and shoes from the 
east are 14.8 per cent smaller than a year 
ago for the same week, and purchases are 
still mainly of medium or low priced 
goods. 

In textile manufactures and dry goods 
there are increased activity and replenish- 
ment of stocks, as are natural at this sea- 
son. But the demand thus far falls 
much short of expectations, and its char- 
acter indicates great economy in con- 
sumption. A reduction in Wamsutta 
zheetings and in Garner’s fancy prints to 
¢14cents indicates the judgment of 
ieading concerns that make this require 
more stimulation than usual. In woolens 
also, manufacturers are increasing produc- 
tion, mainly in a tentative way, or on Or- 
ders which are little more than sufficient 
so test the market. 

But the sales of wool at three chiet 
markets for the week have been 5,150,300 
pounds, against 3,598,750 pounds for the 
same week last year, and in the past five 
weeks the decrease has been only 12 per 
cent, which is a marked improvement, in 
part due to the fuct that the mills having 
any orders are buying at once what wool 
they expect to need for months to come. 

Wheat advanced 1-2 cent. 

Sales of cotton were larger, at first with 
some decline, which was afterward re- 
covered. 

Encouraging. 

The volume of domestic trade shown by 
clearings decreases for the week 17.4 per 
cent outside New York, and 34.9 per cent 
here, compared with last year. In for- 
eign trade, changes are also for the better, 
exports having been large, and for four 
weeks 14 per cent larger than last year, 
while the decrease in imports for Feb- 
ruary was 37 per cent. Thus customs 
revenue does not improve, and for the 
week has been 51 per cent less than last 
year, the decrease in internal revenue be 
ing 16 per cent. 

Money is weak, with further decrease 
in the demand for commercial loans. 

Failures are growing less important, 
and somewhat fewer also. For the week 
ending March 1 the liabilities thus far re 
ported were only $2,937,832, and for four 
weeks of Febraary $14,886,091, of which 

1,732,615 were of manufacturing and 
$27,607,127 of trading concerns. 

The number of failures during the past 
week hus been 2485 in the United States 
against 193 last year, and 60 in Canada 
against 32 last year. Scarcely a single one 
is of importance, and it is gratifying that 
the consequences of the great reverse last 
year have been so far overcome.

The Wilson Bill Suits the New England 
Tariff Reform League. 


Boston, March 10.—The New England 
Tariff Reform league held its regular 
monthly meeting last evening. The

20LD BY A SEAMAN. 


An Account of the Recent Trouble on 
the Mosquito Coast. 

SAVANNAU, March 12.—The report of 
the landing of the British at Bluefields, in 
the Mosquito reservation, was confirmed 
by the arrival of the steamer Elliot, Cap- 
tain A. Brown. The Elliot left Bluefields 
March 4. She arrived there Feb. 27, just 
one day too late to witness the arrival of 
the Nicaraguans. 

Captain Brown says the Nicaraguans 
entered Bluefields Feb. 25 and 26 
He did not know their exact numerical 
Strength, but there was an armed force of 
four or five hundred of them at Blue- 
fields when he arrived. They simply en- 
tered under arms and without any resist- 
ance on the part of the natives; they 
hoisted the Nicaraguan flag over the cus- 
tom house and over the other public 
buildings. The flags remained up during 
the time the Elliott was in port. There 
was no fighting, 

_The Mosquitoes were considerably ter- 
rified by the presence of so large an armed 
force, as they were practically without 
protection in the city. Captain Brown 
Says the name of the British warship 
there is not the Cleopatra, but the Tomas. 

The Mosquitoes, he states, fearing they 
might he attacked by the Nicaraguans, 
appealed to the Tomas for protection. On 
March 1 the Tomas sent three boatloads 
ofmen ashore. They were armed with 
carbines and cutlasses and carried with 
them two gatling guns and three field 
pieces. There was some understanding 
between the Mosquito chief and the officer 
in charge of the Tomas, the chief asking 
thatthe men be landed for the safety 
and protection of the people. 

There was no fight of any kind between 
March 1,the day the men landed, and 
March 4,the day the Elliot sailed. Cap- 
tain Brown says there was little excite- 
ment among the people 

The Mosquitoes were frightened when the 
Nicaraguans first entered, but after the 
landing of the British troops all excite- 
ment subsided, and the people seemed 
willing to rest easy and let things go on 
as they were until the trouble between 
predodians and the Nicaraguans is set- 
tled. 


TALKED TO UNEMPLOYED. 


Mrs. Lease Says Woerkmen Place Too 
Much Faith In Dudes, 

30STON, March 12.—In Mrs. Mary Ellen 
Lease, the 15,000 people who attended the 
meeting of the unemployed on the Com- 
mon, yesterday, had a speaker after their 
own hearts. Scarcely had she uttered a 
dozen sentences before she was applauded 
without stint. Every telling hit she made 
was received with warm approval, and 
when she left the improvised platform 
she was cheered to the echo. 

In her speech she scored her hearers 
severely, and said they had brought all 
their troubles on themselves by voting 
year after year for the dudes in top hats 
aud kid gloves, who had no interests in 
their welfare, »~.d that when they came to 
know the vaice of the ballot and used it 
to send men of their own kind to the leg- 
islature, then the working people would 
not be snubbed, but their appeals would 
receive immediate attention. 

She advocated woman suffrage, but 
thanked God that women had not voted 
for the past 25 years, because if they had 
the men would turn round and say that 
the present condition of affairs was owing 
to those confounded women interfering 
in politics, Shesaid that the men gener- 


ally were in favor of bloodshed when 
things came to a grave crisis, but de- 


nounced such methods and told them 
that if they would only stay at home and 
mind the babies the women would soon 
finda road out of this terrible business 
depression, 

A number of other speakers followed, 
chief among whom was Morrison IL 
Swift, who wanted Governor Greenhalge 
tocome out in a circular and state that 
there was no riot at the state house on 
Feb. 21. This was received with general 
approval by the crowd,

A DEED OF ROBBERS.

BODY THROWN INTO A DITCH. 


Two Young Fellows Suspected 
of the Crime. 


HARTFORD, March 12.—The dead body 
of Robert H. Peck, aged 24, was found 
yesterday morning in the ditch of a cross- 
road in West Hartford with a bullet hole 
near the left eye. Peck lived with his 
sister, Mrs. Frank Barber, in West Hart- 
ford. He went out from the city on the 
last car at 10:45 Saturday night and had 
traversed a half mile after leaving the car 
ton West Hartford when he was murdered. 
Two rough-looking strangers who were 
been to follow him are suspected of being 
the murderers. 

Pistol shots were heard, but being of 
frequent occurrence caused no suspicion. 
Peck’s pockets were found turned inside 
out and his vest ripped open. As it is 
known that he had $50, robbery is the as- 
signed motive.

Peck had been employe ‘ 
driver by Habenstein, a caterer, but ior 
two weeks has been laid off and lived 
with his sister. 

The suspected men boarded the car in 
the city and passed three men after leav- 
ingit. Itissaid that one of them was 
seen with Peck Saturday, but the sheriffs 
have no definite clew to work upon. 
Deputy sheriffs, policemen and hundreds 
of citizens have been scouring the country. 
Two policemen met two men answering 
the description of the suspects. Both 
men are about 20 years old and evidently 
amateur criminals. 


To Stamp Out Tuberculosis, 

New York, March 12.—An informal 
meeting of stock breeders was held here 
to take steps to call a national convention 
of stock raisers to investigate the exist- 
ence of tuberculosis among tattle in this 
state and tocall the bureau of animal 
industry at Washington to close quaran- 
tine all cattle in this state pending such 
investigation. The state board of health, 
it was claimed, has been killing a large 
number of cattle suffering from this 
disease in an effort to suppress it, but 
owing to the lack of legislative appro- 
prittion has been obliged to relax its 
efforts in that direction.

SHIP BUILDING. 


Prospects That It Will Again Become 
an Industry at Quincy Point. : 

One of the best situated ship yards in 
the state is that at Quincy Point which 
was first occupied by Mr. Thomas of Rock- 
land, Me.,in 1854. He carried on the busi- 
ness for twenty-four years, during which 
time he built nineteen fin large ships, 
making an aggregate of thirty-five thousand 
tons, the last vessel being in 1877. Of 
late years however little or no work has 
been done at the old yard, Messrs. McIn- 
tyre & Kirk have, however, recently occu- 
pied the yard and the indications are that 
the ship building industry is to be revived 
as the firm has erected a large building 
and has already commenced active work, 
although their plant is not fully completed 
as yet. When complete employment will 
be given to forty or fifty men. 

The firm have the contract to do the 
work on the cup defender Pilgrim, which 
will be altered into a private steam yacht 
for the present owner, work on which will 
be commenced this week so that she will 
be ready for the water when the season 
opens.

fUGS SENT OUT 


To Search For Steamer Briscoe, Wrecked 
Of” Cape Race. 

Sr. Jouy’s N. F., March 12.—A lifeboat 
belonging to the disabled and overdue 
steamer Briscoe, containing First Mate 
Mackey and four men, in an exhausted 
condition, reached here yesterday after- 
noon. 

They reported the Briscoe lying about 
60 miles south-southwest of Cape Race. 
They left herat midday, Friday, but after 
pulling four hours 1t was discovered that 
the compass had gone wrong. T he com- 
pass’ defect was not discovered until the 
Briscoe was again sighted. The boat was 
aggin launch«d Saturday, and from 11 
o’clock that day until their arrival at the 
signal station yesterday the men had not 
had a morse! of food to eat. ! 

They also suffered considerably during 
the night from cold and were slightly 
frostbitten. First Mate Mackey made the 
following statement concerning the Bris- 
coe’s voyage: 

“We left Hamburg Dec. 8, but were 
forced to put back to Queenstown for re- 
pairs. We left there Jan. 31 and encoun- 
tered terrific weather. The bridge was 
gone and the deckhouse, etc., destroyed 
Nothing was left standing but the two 
lower masts and the funnel. Then the 
starboard bow was stove in by the ice, but 
the compartments were still tight. She 
was full of water forward, however. 

“Our supply of coal ran out19 days 
after we left Queenstown, The steamer 
Ulunda took the Briscoe in tow March 
2, but left her the following morn 
ing, after towing her 120 miles. Then a 
repetition of our former experience sct In. 
A new danger now confronted us, The 
supply of food ran out and the crew were 
nearly reduced to starvation. 

“There were no provisions on board, 
save a little bread, a small quantity of 
flour and some peas. A small fire was 
kept in the galley to prevent the men 
from perishing from cold. The other 
fires were let go out for lack of fuel.”’ 

The tug Ingraham left here to search 
for the Briscoe as soon as the above news 
was received. Thecoust steamer Virginia 
Lake also sailed from Trepassey and will 
endeavor to find the disabled steamer. 
One of these two will probably get her 
very soon. The Briscoe carries a cargo of 
manure salt. She should have arrived at 
New York on Feb. 17. 


THURSTON’S VI EWS. 


Concerning Reports of Impending Trouble 
In the Sandwich Islands. 

WASHINGTON, March 12. — Minister 
Thurston, when seen concerning the re- 
ported startling situation on the Hawaiian 
islands, said that he had not received ad- 
vices from his government concerning the 
present state of affairs and had gained in- 
formation of them only from the newspa- 
pers. He was inclined to think the re- 
ports exaggerated, although it had been 
known for some time that the ex-queen 
was seeking recruits in British Columbia. 

Mr. Thurston believes, however, that 
the provisional government has the ad 
ministration of the government so well in 
hand that it has nothing to fear from the 
queen’s followers. The report that many 
now employed by the government would 
be in the queen’s forces at a signal from 
her, Mr. Thurston does not credit.

Beginnings of the Income Tax. 

In 1377 a ‘‘tax unheard of before” was 
imposed by parliament, which took the 
form of a poll tax, graduated chiefly ac- 
cording torank, though partly according 
to property.

Have the Right of Wa.

EXPLANATION OF MR. HERBERT 


Picked to Pieces by the Con- 
gressman From Maine. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—Representa- 
tive Boutelle of Maine last night ex- 


pressed his opinion on the reply of Secre- 
tary Herbert to Mr. Boutelle’s resolution 
asking by what authority Mr. Blount was 
placed in charge of the naval forces at 
Honolulu. Mr. Boutelle said: 

“The secretary’s letter illustrates afresh 
the confusion of ideas 1s to the limitation 
of official power that Las permeated the 
present administration. In asserting the 
president’s constitutional prerogative as 
commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy he appears to lose sight of the fact 
that such authority can be exercised only 
in accordance with law, and that the dis- 
cretionary power vested in the commander- 
in-chief can no more be delegated to an 
anthorized person than can the power of 
the president to approve bills or to vetc 
legislation. 

“The irrelevancy of the few alleged 
precedents is also as obvious as the evi- 
dently laborious ransacking of the records 
to find them. It is amusing,” said Mr. 
Boutelle, “to note that this administration 
is driven to find the only semblance of 
precedent for its action in some orders 
issued during the famous San Domingo 
episode by that secretary of the navy who 
has been the subject of Democratic 
denunciation. 

“Secretary Herbert invokes for his sup- 
port the letter of Secretary Robeson in 
1869 to Captain Balch of U. S. 5. 
Albany, directing him to receive on 
board the three envoys sent by the presi- 
dent to San Domingo, informing him that 
General Babcock would have certain 
orders from the president, and with an 
evident looseness of phraseology in- 
structed the captain to ‘conform to all his 
wishes and orders, and to convey him to 
such points as he desires to visit.’ 

Beyond a Civilian'’s Power. 

“While the wording of the letter was 
liable to a broader construction, the 
whole context and circumstances show 
that the intent was to cause the move- 
ments of the ship as a conveyance to be 
determined by the wishes of the com- 
missioners, and there was no suggestion 
of placing the armed forces of the navy 
underthe orders of a civilian for any 
military purposes, as in the Blount case. 

“Secretary Herbert’s careful omission 
of the summary of the concluding por- 
tion of Secretary Robeson’s second letter 
is very significant. In that letter t 
Lieutenant Commander Bunee of the Nan- 
tasket the secretary commends him for 
having promptly complied with the in- 
structions of General Babcock, but called 
attention to the fact that the ranking 
officer, Captain Balch, had declined to 
give his official sanction or endorsement 
upon the instructions of General Bab- 
cock. This shows that Captain Balch un- 
derstood the law, and the fact that he wag 
the rear admiral to whom Secretary Hunt 
sent orders in December, 1881, to simply 
furnish a vessel for the conveyance of the 
Trescott-Blaine mission to such points in 
Chiliand Peru as they desired to visit 
is a guarantee that he recognized ne 
military command or significance in 
these instructions. 

“And that is all that Secretary Herbert 
has been ableto find in a hundred years 
of naval administration to put forward to 
justify the usurpation of placing the ab- 
solute command of an Admiral and fleet 
in the hands of a civilian, with power te 
land troops or embark them to evacnate 
Honolulu or open fire upon it, and who 
did assume arbitrary military control of 


the navy and peremptorily order its flag 
‘hauled down.’ 
A Rap at Blount, 

“That Mr. Blount understood the dif- 
ference between the mere privileges of 
conveyance and Official courtesy involved 
in the cases now cited by Secretary Her- 
bert and the authority bestow ed upon 
him was plainly shown by his statement 
to the senate committee in rply to ques- 
tions in regard to the extent of his con- 
trol over the landing or withdrawal of 
the armed forces, when he said: ‘My im. 
pression was that if I had issued an order, 
and I took that, not from the instructions, 
but from the letter of the secretary of the 
navy, the admiral would obey.’ 

“The secretary’s letter entirely fails to 
justify an act that he must know was in 


flagrant violation of the law in open con- 
tempt of the explicit terms of the navy 
regulations and destructive of the funda- 
mental principles upon which the main- 
tenance of good order and military dis- 
cipline must depend. 

“As a lawyer he knows that even if iso- 
lated cases could be found of unwar- 
ranted assumption of power by secretaries 
called into office from civil life, their ac- 
tion would furnish no excuse for future 
violationsof the law, and it seems that 
any one who had held any commission in 
military service must understand the ab- 
solute necessity for restricted military 
and naval command within the limita- 
tions of organized responsibility.” 

Secretary Herbert’s reply, 
brought out the statement from Mr. 
Boutelle, was to the effect that he hac 
obeyed the president’s orders; that his ac 
tion was necessary to prevent a conflict of 
authority, and that it was the duty of the 
navy department to aid other branches of 
the government. He then cited anumber 
of precedents to sustain his position,

also, after the seigniorage bill is disposed 
of, on Thursday and the remaining days 
of the week, if the senate should not ad- 
journ over. There are nO announced 
speeches on the seigniorage bill. It is 
probable that there will be very little talk 
on the part of the friends of the bill, as 
they feel confident to be able to effect its 

assage, 

: Appropriation bills will continue to 
have the right of way in the house this 
week. The sundry civil bill, which will 
be the unfinished business when the 
house meets today, carries $32,306,382— 
£9,409,928 less than that of last year. It 
will probably require four days to dispose 
of this bill; the two items that will pro- 
yoke the most opposition being the ap- 
propriations for the geological and the 
coast and geodetic survey. 

After the sundry civil bill is disposed 
of, the military or consularand diplomatic 
appropriation bill will consume the bal- 
ance of the week. The members of the 
elections committee are very anxious to 
interrupt the consideration of the appro- 
priation bills with the contested elections 
cases. 

But the managers believe that the Re- 
publicans will demand a quorum of Dem- 
ocrats to unseat a Republican, and as 
many members are out of thecity, this 
might block progress in the house for a 
week, It is deemed best therefore to push 
the appropriation bills, upon which there 
is no political division brought, as rap- 
idly as possible and allow the struggle 
over partisan matters to trail along after- 
ward. 


THE QUEEN'S SPEECH. 


Main Points of the Document Submitted 
to Parliament Today. 

LoNnpon, March 12.—The queen’s speech, 
which was much briefer than usual, was 
read to parliament today. 

The queen congratulates the members 
upon the continuance of Great Britain's 
friendly relations to the powers, She 
mentions the satisfactory conclusion of 
the Behring sea arbitration as especially 
gratifying. She refers to the Anglo-Rus- 
sian negotiations concerning frontier 
in Central Asia andthe Anglo-Chinese 
negotiations regarding the borders of 
Burmah. She expresses her regret forthe 
encounter between the French and Brit- 
ish forces near Warina, northwest Africa. 
The encounter is mentioned as a ‘“‘la- 
mentable accident.” 

The speech proposes in domestic poli- 
tics the expected program, with two or 
three additions. The measures recom- 
mended are the abolition of plural voting, 
the extension of Scotch local government, 
the organization of boards of conciliation 
to settle labor troubles, the amendment 
of the factory acts, the disestablishment 
of the church in Wales, the relief of 
evicted tenants in Ireland and registra- 
tion reform. 

A Question of Veracity. 

SAN Francisco, March 12.—Attorney 
Kowalsky denies that he ever told the po- 
lice that M. B. Curtis had confessed tc 
him that he had murdered Policeman 
Grant. Chief Crowley and Detective Lees 
assert that Kowalsky did tell them of 
Curtis’ confession. As Curtis has been 
acauitted of the crime, nothing further 
could be done to him, any way. 


Watching the Anarchists, 

LonpoN, March 12.—The police made a 
raid upon the Foreigners’ club in Grafton 
street yesterday. Thirty-eight men were 
arrested.

THE OLD HARPOONER. 


A Bit of the Poetry That Has Gone Out of 
. Whaling Life. 

The gallant seaman who in all the 
books stands in the prow of a whaling 
boat waving a harpoon over his head, 
with the line snaking out into the air 
behind him, is only to be found now in 
Paternoster iow. The Greenland seas 
have not known him for more than a 
hundred years, since first the obvious 
proposition was advanced that one could 
shoot both harder and more accurately 
than one could throw.” The swivel gun, 
like a huge horse pistol, with its great 
oakum wad and 28 drams of powder, is 
a more reliable but a far less pictur- 
esque object. 

Bat to aim with such a gun is an art 
in itself, as will be seen when one con- 
siders that the rope is fastened to the 
neck of a harpoon, and that as the mis- 
sile flies the downward drag of this rope 
must seriously deflect it. So difficult is 
it to make sure of one’s aim, that it is 
the etiquette of the trade to pull the 
boat right onto the creature, the prow 
shooting up its soft, gently sloping side 
and the harpooner firing straight down 
into its broad back, into which not only 
the four foot harpoon but 10 feet of the 
rope behind it will disappear. Then, 
should the whale cast its tail in the air 
after the time honored fashion of the 
pictures, that boat would be in evil case, 
but fortunately when frightened or hurt 
it does no such thing, but curls its tail 
up underneath it, like a cowed dog, and 
sinks like a stone. Then the bows 
splash back into the water, the harpoon- 
er hugs his own soul, the crew light 
their pipes and keep their legs apart, 
while the line rans merrily down the 
middle of the boat and over the bows. 
There are two miles of it there, and a 
second boat will lie alongside to splice 
ou if the first should run short, the end 
being always kept loose for that pur- 
pose. And now occurs the one serious 
danger of whaling. The line has usu- 
ally been coiled when it was wet, and 
as it runs out it is very liable to come 
in loops, which whiz down the boat 
between the men’s legs. A man lassoed 
in one of these nooses is gone and fifty 
fathoms deep before the harpooner has 
time to say, ‘‘Where’s Jock?’’ Or if it 
be the boat itself which is caught then 
down it goes like a cork on a trout line, 
and the man who can swim with a 
whaler’s high boots on is aswimmer in- 
deed. Many a whale has had a Par- 
thian revenge in this fashion. Some 
years ago a man was whisked over with 
a bight of rope round his thigh. 
‘‘George, man, Alec’s gone!’ shrieked 
the boat steerer, heaving up his ax to 
cut the line. But the harpooner caught 
his wrist. ‘‘Na, na, mun,’’ he cried, 
‘the oil money’ll be a good thing for 
the widdie.’’? And so it was arranged 
while Alec shot on upon his terrible 
journey.—A. Conan Doyle in McClure’s 
Magazine,

Measuring Hardness. 

For determining the hardness or fria» 
bility of certain substances M. Rosiwa! 
has described to the Vienna academy a 
new method devised by him which is 
characterized by entire simplicity. The 
measurements consist in comparing the 
losses of weight sustained by the bodies 
under investigation by scratching them 
with a given weight of polishing ma- 
terial mounted on a metallic or glass 
base until the substance loses its effi- 
ciency, the polishing appliances com- 
prising dolomitic sand, emery and pure 
corundum. The diamond is assigned 
its place in the scale of hardness by 
comparing its effectiveness as a polish- 
ing agent with that of corundum, proy- 
ing 140 times as hard as the latter, and 
to these succeed topaz, 194; quartz, 175; 
adularia, 59.2; apatite, 8.0; flourspar, 
6.4; calcite, 5.6; rock salt, 2.0, and 
tale, 0.04.—New York Sun.

A Sensational Episode In the Breck- 
inridge-Pollard Case. 


ONE LAWYER PUNCHES ANOTHER. 


A Dozen Others Get Mixed Up 
Inthe Scrimmage. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—A pugilistic 
ass.ult by Congressman Breckinridge’s 
law partner, John Shelby, of Lexington, 
Ky., upon the juyior counsel for Miss 
Pollard, W. G. Johnson of Washington, 
closed the day’s proceedings yesterday of 
the breach of promise trial. 

Mr. Johnson had referred in a general 
way to the course taken by the defend- 
ant’s attorneys in regard to certain afli- 
davits as chicanery, and Mr, Shelby en- 
deavored to make reply, but as the usual 
hour for adjournment had passed, Judge 
Bradley had deferred the question until 
today. 

There is a narrow hallway connecting 
the courtroom with the main corridor, 
through which the officers pass, from a 
door beside the judge’s bench. Judge 
Bradley walked out first and was followed 
by the lawyers for both sides. As Mr. 
Johnson left the room, Mr. Shelby darted 
after him and accosted him in the hall- 
way. Mr. Johnson is broad-shouldered, 
black-mustached, cool and handsome. 
Mr. Shelby is short and excitable. Said 
Mr. Shelby, facing his taller opponent: 
“You have insulted me, sir; I must have 
satisfaction, sir.’”’ ‘*Well, sir,’’ responded 
Mr. Johnson, interrogatively and calmly, 
expecting that Mr. Shelby would deunom- 
inate the sort of satisfaction he expected. 

Shelby's “Satisfaction.” 

Thereupon Mr. Shelby’s right fist ehot 
outward and upward, grazing Mr. John- 
son’s left cheek and drawing a slight 
blush. Ashe threwup his arm inthe 
defensive, the dignified form of his profes- 
sional partner, Mr. Carlisle, was inter- 
posed between them. Quickly several 
other men became participants in the 
fray. Colonel Breckinridge and his son, 
Desha, piled themselves upon Carlisle. 

There was a moment of general melee 
engaged in by no less than a dozen, most 
of them intended peacemakers, when 
Deputy Marshal Leonard thrust the 
belligerent Kentuckian back and puta 
damper upon hostilities. Everybody 
emerged from the heat of the controversy 
uninjured, although Mr. Johnson’s cheek 
was slightly reddened and the immacu- 
late silk hat of Judge Jere Wilson had 
been sadly ruffled. 

“T call upon you, gentlemen, to witness 
that I was assaulted,’ said Mr. Johnson, 
somewhat excitedly. This was assented 
by the bystanders, and Judge Bradley 
strode upon the scene, demanding to 
know the cause of the trouble. Mr. 
Johnson, Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Wilson 
laid the case before him, stating that the 
Kentucky lawyer had made an unpro- 
voked assault upon Mr. Johnson. 

Judge Bradley was very indignant. 
“We cannot have this here, gentlemen,” 
he said sternly. “You must understand 
that we cannot have such outbreaks. I 
will ascertain who are responsible for this, 
and see to it that they are properly pun- 
ished.” 

Judge Means What He Says. 

That the judge will fulfill his promise 
tosee that the responsi®le parties are 
punished, no one who knows him enter- 
tains any doubt. He is noted for the 
strict order which he enforces in the court- 
room. Yesterday he informed one spec- 
tator in the room that the conrt was not 
the house of commons, and it was not 
customary to wear hats there. Again he 
rapped three times very sharply upon the 
desk when Colonel Breckinridge and his 
attorneys were conferring in over loud 
tones. 

The pugilistic encounter was not the 
only sensational incident of the day, for 
Miss Pollard was carried sobbing from 
the courtroom and fellina faint outside 
the door when testimony concerning the 
birth of her child in 1888 was given. Two 
faithful friends of her own sex attended 
her, and she was driven in a cab to the 
house of refuge, where she makes her 
home. 

The gossip of the city is about evenly 
divided between the courthouse affairs 
and the identity of the bevy of fashionably 
dressed young ladies who weresummarily 
excluded from the courtroom by Judge 
Bradley. 

Assault May Result In Death, 

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., March 13.—Will- 
fam H. Lee and Jerry Wilson, both 
colored, revived an old quarrel yesterday 
and went into a back yard to fight it out. 
Lee struck at Wilson with a carving 
knife. Wilson retaliated by striking Lee 
a blow with a board. Lee then dealt 
Wilson two blows on the head with his 
knife. Lee is now in jail awaiting the 
result of Wilson’s injuries, which may 
prove fatal. is ; 

Foul Play Theory Given Up. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 13.—The dis- 
appearance of E. D. Taylor seems to re- 
solve itself into a premeditated action on 
the part of Taylor, with the intention of 
giving the impression that he had been 
murdered. A reason for Taylor’s disap- 
pearance is found in the fact that he has 
recently had some trouble about his finan- 
cial matters. The police have given up 
the theory of foul play.

Gladstone’s Policy Will Be Closely 
Followed by Rosebery. 


THE LORDS HAVE DEGENERATED. 


The New Premier Clearly De- 
fines His Position. 


LonpDon, March 13.—A meeting of the 
Liberal leaders was held at the foreign 
pilice yesterday. Lord Rosebery said 
they missed the sublime figure which had 
not only euriched the ministerial bench, 
but the house of ‘commons also. It had 
been thought that he (Rosebery) ought 
to make a complete declaration of his 
policy. 

There was no need of such a declaration, 

e said, seeing that there would be no 
hange of measures, but only of men. 
The cabinet had no intention of receding 
from the policy they pursued at the last 
session. The honor of England abroad 
was safe in their hands. The Welsh 
church question would receive the earliest 
settlement, though he could not say 
whether it would receive the first place. 
It would certainly be pressed to a definite 
and successful issue. 

Regarding the group of Irish questions 
the party was bound by every tie of honor 
to continue Mr. Gladstone’s policy. It 
would be an affectation to deny that his 
(Rosebery’s) speech in the house of lords 
had raised doubts as to his position on the 
questions, but his critics must have read 
the speech in a very cursory way, if they 
Imagined that he designed to depart from 
a full acceptance of the Liberal policy. If 
there were any doubts on that point they 
ought to be set at rest by Mr. Morley’s 
decision : 

Te Remain In the Irish Office. 

With Mr. Giadstone’s declarations con- 
serning the house of lords the queen's 
present a tvisers entirely agreed. He had 
himself studied the question, and perhaps 
bad used in the house of lords even 
stronger language than Mr. Gladstone 
had made use of. What the lords had to 
anderstand was that with them the task 
of revision was delicate, and that rejection 
was dangereus. 

With the democratic suffrage the coun- 
try now enjoyed a chamber constituted 
like the hous: of lords was an anomaly. 
The upper house, he said, had degen- 
erated into an organization guided by one 
man. The government would lose sight 
of no measures that might force upon the 
attention of the country this anomaly 
and the grave perils to which the existing 
constitution of the house of lords exposed 
the nation. 

Referring to the circumstances leading 
to his acceptance of the premiership Lord 

Rosebery said it was the vreatest incon 
venience, his being in the house of lords, 
butit was no fault of his. He did not 
think it ought to be regarded as a stigma. 
He asked the party 
To Judge Him by His Deeds. 

When the party was tired of him they 
could dismiss him, but while he oceupicd 
his position no Liberal would be more 
steadfast to carry out a thorough Liberal 
policy. 

Mr. Harcourt said he was gratified to 
hear this exposition of their leader's 
policy. Still the party felt as the British 
fleet felt over the loss of Nelson, but the 
same spirit remained among them as ani- 
mated Nelson’s crew. Though they had 
suffered a great loss they would do their 
duty. 

Though the prime minister was a lord 
himself, the Liberals in the house of com- 
mons coulg be relied upon as a compact 
party in suppc®@ of his policy abroad) 
peace at home and progressive reforms, 
It was utterly untrue, he said, that he de- 
sired to drop home rule, and it was alsu 
untrue that he had abandoned the cause 
of temperance. He had dropped nothing, 
but accepted and supported the whole 
Newcastle program unreservedly. 

The members of the cabinet then dis- 
persed and joined their parliamentary 
colleagues to hear the queen's speech. 

T. P. O'Connor assured a correspondent 
last evening that the anti-Parnellites 
would not issue a manifesto, thas imply- 
ing that they were satisfied with Lord 
Rosebery’s program. 

A Tame Affair 

The opening of the new session of parlia- 
ment was a very tame affair as far as any 
manifestation of public interest was con- 
cerned, and, indeed, the lords and com- 
moners seemed to share the indifference 
in alarge degree. Very few peers were 
in attendance, and when the house of

Such public improvements as 
parks, water and sewers might with advan- 
tage to all be controlled by metropolitan 
boards, but Boston is too large now to be 
well governed in many departments. It is 
said that the feeling for annexation is 
prompted by the unequal manner in which 
the tax levy is distributed, yet the speaker 
who raised this point complaius because 
more money is raised in the business sec- 
tion or heartof Boston than is expended 
there. But the suburban cities don’t want 
any of the help of Boston proper to pay

Boston, March 13—In the senate the 
committee on liquor law reported leave 
to withdraw on several petitions relative 
to the disposition of moneys received from 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors, one of which proposed that the 
money be transferred to the treasurer of 
the commonwealth. 

Mr. Harvey moved that the senate non- 
concur with the house in the adoption of 
the order authorizing an investigation of 
the hospital for dipsomaniacs and inebri- 
ates at Foxboro. The committee on pub- 
lic charitable institutions recently in- 
Fpected the hospital, and would submit a 
reportatan early date. The discussion 
on the question was lengthy, and the 
order was finally laid on the table by a 
vote of 14 to 6. 

The bill abolishing Fast day came 
down to the house from the senate with 
the amendment providing that the law 
requiring saloons to close on Fast day 
and other holidays will apply to April 19. 

Mr. Hayes asked to have the bill laid on 
the table. Mr. Roberts thought it hardly 
fair to pass an amendment which would 
deprive alarge number of people from 
celebrating the day in the spiritin which 
it is instituted; the saloon closing law 
does not apply to July 4, Feb. 22 or Labor 
day. The motion to postpone was lost. 

After a considerable discussion Mr. 
Hayes moved to amend the bill by adding 
July 4and Feb, 22 to the holidays when 
saloons shall be closed. 

Mr. Mellen raised the point that the 
amendment was not germane to the mat- 
ter before the house, and the chair ruled 
the point well taken. 

The house finally concurred in the 
amendments. 

Leave to withdraw was reported on the 
petition for legislation for the suppres- 
sion of indecency in public performances 
This was a bill aimed to prohibit skirt 
dancing and immodest dressing on the 
stage. 

The liquor law committee reported 
leave to withdraw on a bill to amend 
chapter 220 of the acts of 1882 by striking 
out the words “on the same street.” The 
statute provides that no license for the 
sale of intoxicating liquor shail be 
granted in any building or place on the 
same street within 400 feet of any build- 
ing occupied in whole or in part by a pub- 
lic school. 

The election laws committee reported 
against a bill changing the time for close 
of registration in towns. Also against a 
bill providing for the purchase of revolv- 
ing, adjustable registers of voters for 
each polling place.

PROTECTED BY HIS DOGS. 


| flow a Famous Moonshiner So Long Evaded 
Capture by Revenue Officers. 
| The most noted mountaineer in West 
| Virginia and perhaps in Kentucky and 
| North Carolina, Jim Day, has at last 
| been captured. The government offi- 
| cers have been trying to arrest Day for 
| over 15 years, but failed on every occa- 
}sion. Day, who is a tall, muscular, 
|} ehrewd looking fellow, has been run- 
| ning illicitstills for over 15 years, Dur- 
| ing this time he had sometimes as many 
| as a dozen stills running at one time. 
The stills were located in the depths 
| of the grimitive forests or in caves in 
the mowutain sides a long distance from 
roadways and trails. The stills are al- 
ways located near some prominent 
height or at a point from which a guard 
or spy, constantly on the alert, could 
| overlook all approaches and advise bis 
| companions of the vicinity of suspi- 
cious looking strangers. Time and again 
revenue officers have attempted to way- 
lay and ambush Day. They found roads 
and trails over which it was known he 
would be forced to travel, and they 
then placed squads in ambush, but al- 
though Day had been seen cr traced 
along the road he always slipped through 
their fingers without a scratch. 

At last the secret of his success in 
evading the officers became known. 
Day bad a number of thoroughbred dogs 
which he had trained to scent out rev- 
enue officers or strangers and to notify 
him of their presence long before they 
could comein sight. When traveling 
over the routes or trails leading to and 
from any of his stills, two of Day’s 
dogs always trotted along in front sev- 
eral hundred yards, taking opposite 
sides of the road. Two would fall back 
in the rear, and one would advance like 
a scout on each side. 

In case of an ambuscade the dogs in 
front would scent the presence of the 
deputy marshals before they got within 
a hundred yards of them. They would 
return quickly to their master and in- 
form him by their actions of the pres- 
ence of the enemy. Day would then 
take to the woods to the right or left, 
with adogin advance, and pass around 
anambuscade without being seen. In 
case pursuers should come up behind, 
Day’s dogs, which bad been trailing 
along, would quickly hear or scent them 
and then would hurry forward to their 
master, who, knowing by their actions 
how close the enemy was, could easily 
evade them.—St. Louis Republic, 


HE SAVED HIS HAT. 


But In Doing So He Came Near Sliding Of 
the Niagara Ice Mountain, 

Two well known traveling passenger 
agents had an exciting time here the 
other day.

Professor Horsley’s Discovery.

's Now Aboard a Portuguese Vessel 
In Rio Harbor. 


MAKES AN OFFER TO SURRENDER 


If He and His Followers Are 
Granted Protection. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Advices re- 
teived at the state department late yes- 
terday afternoon from Minister Thomp- 
son at Rio de Janeiro indicate that the 
Brazilian rebellion is about ended. The 
dispatches from Minister Thompson con- 
tains the information that Admiral da 
Gama had gone aboardthe Portuguese 
war vessel Mindello, now in the harbor at 
Rio, and has sent to President Peixoto, by 
the Portuguese officer, an offer of sur- 
render, on condition of full protection for 
himself and his followers. 


4DMIRAL SALDANHA DA GAMA, 

Two dispatches were received by the 
state department. They were in cipher, 
and when translated read as follows: 

R10 DE JANEIRO, March 12, 1594. 
Greshain, Washington: 

Da Gama today, through the senior Portu- 
guese naval commander, offered to surrender 
to the President of Brazil providing he and 
his followers were guaranteed protection 
against punishment. THOMPSON, 

Rro pe JaNetRo, March 12, 1804. 
Gresham, Washington: 

Da Gama*has gone aboard a Portuguese 

man-of-war for asylum. THOMPSON. 

Secretary Gresham believes that this 
marks the end of the Brazilian war. 

Diplomats Surprised. 


There is considerable surprise expressed 
here by those interested in the affairs at 
Rio, that the offer of surrender should 
have been made through the Portuguese 
commander, who up to this time has not 
shown any particular disposition to take 
a hand in the conflict. 

It is not thought, however, that the 
action of the Portuguese in r ving Da 
Gama is necessarily an act of sympathy 
with the insurgents. The Portuguese > 
said to recognize a principle of inter 
tional law, now observed, by which right 
of asylum, as itis called, is granted tem- 
porarily by a neutral power to a defeated 
belligerent. 

This right of asylum is not recognizeu 
of late years by most nations, except in 
cases of half civilized peoples, and more- 
over the Brazilian insurgents have never 
been recognized by any body as bellig- 
erents. There is, therefore, some specu- 
lation as to the exact meaning of the ac- 
tion of the Portuguese commander. 

Minister Mendonca admitted that he 
had received news of the surrender, but 
was unwilling to give any information 
concerning the exact terms of Da Gama’s 
offer of surrender or discuss the probable 
action of the Brazilian government. He 
said, however, that he had no doubt that 
final settlement had been made by the 
time he was speaking or would certainly 
be made today. 

Possibly as good acomment as can be 
made consists of the following summary, 
furnished by Senor Mendonca of the 
forces engaged in the naval maneuvers in 
the harbor at Rio: 

How They Line Up. 

The rebel forces consist of the gunboat 
Liberdade, Da Gama’s flagship; cruiser 
Da Mendare, gunboat Trajano, transport 
of war Purus, armed merchantmen Jupi- 
ter, Martel, Piereisda Cunha and Adolphe 
de Barros and four torpedo boats, two of 
which are in good condition and the other 
two half disabled. The force of men on 
the rebel ships and in rebel fortresses ag- 
gregate about 700. Outside the harbor, 
“whereabouts unknown,” the rebel war- 
ships Aquidaban and Repu blica are cruis- 
ing about. 

The array of government ships, lying on 
the south side of the entrance to the bay 
under the batteries ofF ort St. J ohn, is 
somewhat more formidable. The forces 
consist of the dynamite cruiser Nictheroy, 
iron clad Bahaira, cruiser Tiradenties, 
torpedo boats Auroa, Pirating, Javelin, 
Fysen, armed torpedo boat Moxoto, five 
torpedo boats recently purchased in Ger- 
muny. Cruising outside are the cruiser 
America and Parhaniba. The loyal force 
of men aggregated about 25,000, 

Notice of the intention of the Brazilian 
fleet to begin an active attack on the in- 
surgent fleet had been given Sunday noon 
to neutral forces in the harbor. This no- 
tice was given 48 hours before the firing 
was to begin. According to this arrange- 
ment firing could not begin until Tues- 
day noon. Da Gama’s offer of surrender 
was made therefore fully 24 hours before 
an attack was to be expected. The offer 
of surrender, in fact, followed the first 
actual show of determined force on the 
part of the Brazilian government. 

Da Gama Was Scared. 

Thecircumstances which led to Admiral 
da Gama’s offer were no doubt the pre- 
parations fora decisive fight which had 
been made by President Peixoto. 


After dispatching his message, con- 
taining the terms on which he was _ will- 
ing to surrender, Admiral da Gama 


sought safety. He requested an asylum 
on board the Portuguese man-of-war 
Mindello, which is in the harbor. The 
Portuguese commander received him, and 
the rebel admiral is now on bourd that 
vessel. 

After getting on board her he modified 
his terms somewhat and asked that him- 
self and bis officers be permitted to leave 
the country, and that the lives of the 
privates be spared. 

Nothing has been heard of Admiral 
Mello with the Aquidaban an Republica 
since he successfully ran past the forts. 
Itisthought he is now in the south, 
probably off Santa Catharina or Para- 
bagua. 


IN CONGRESS. 


Either Branch. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—The_day in 
the house was devoted entirely to the 
consideration of a bill relating to the ex- 
tension of the time for allowing a street 
railroad here to change its system of 
motive power. According toan act Pp 
several years ago, the street railroads of 
the District were #quired to change their 
motive systems from horse power to either 
cable, storage battery, or underground 
electric. All but the Metropolitan road 
complied with the provisions of the law. 
That road claimed the cable was too ex- 
pensive and tried storage battery system, 
but this proved a failure. 

It was boldly charged that the General 
Electric and Westinghouse companies 
have retained all the prominent electric 
engineers in the country and would not 
spare money to prevent a practical demon- 
stration ofthe feasibility of the under- 
ground electric now in operation at 
Buda Pesth, and forashort distance on 
the outskirts of this city. To prevent 
this Mr. Walker proposed to restrict the 
motive system to be used by the Metro- 
politan road to underground electric. No 
sonclusion was reached. 

The seigniorage bill was laid before the 
senate and Mr. Vilas took up his argu- 
ment against it at the point where he left 
off on Friday. He was followed by Mr. 
Allison, who spoke in the same strain, 
and by Mr. Wolco‘t, who opposed the mo- 
tion to reconsider the vote by which the 
bill passed its third reading, not so much, 
he declared, because he was opposed to 
amendinents to it, as because he wanted 
it to serve asa lesson to those who had 
wanted to use it merely asa catspaw to 
keep the tariff bill out of the senate. 

During the morning hour Mr. Peffer’s 
motion looking for an investigation into 
the charges published in the press that 
senators were dealing in stocks on inform- 
ation gained in their official position was 
laid on the table by a yea and nay vote, 
after Senator Gorman and others had de- 
clared their opposition to noticing the 
charges alleged against senators. 


Police Want Moore. 

Boston, March 13.—Langdon W. Moore, 
who stabbed John H. Foster Sunday 
morning, is wanted by the police fully as 
much now as he ever was in his palmy 
days of criminal experience. Yesterday 
all the inspectors were requested to keep 
a lookout for the old man and bring him 
in. Thus far nobody has been able to 
find him, but the veteran ex-crook is in 
soston, according to the statement of his 
typewriter, Miss James of Hyde Park. 
Foster's condition is much improved, for 
yesterday Dr. Calderwood applied new 
bandages and Foster made a visit to 
police headquarters upon request of Chief 
Inspector Coulter. 


Fiendish Act of Colored Boys, 
CAMDEN, N. J., March 13.—Two colored 
boys, Conrad Coke and John Ellis, seized 
Charles Tinney, a white boy, aged 8 years, 
and, tying him to a stake, piled brush 
wood around him and set fire to it. The 
agonizing cries of the lad attracted the 
attention of a colored man, who rescued 
him, but not before he had been prob- 
ably fatally burned. Evenif young Tin- 
ney’s life is saved it will be necessary to 
amputate both hisarms. Coke and Ellis 
were arrested. Pure deviltry isthe only 

motive assigned for the fiendish act. 


A Hero of Libby Prison. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—One of the 
historic figures of the war was placed on 
the retired list of the army yesterday by 
operation of law on account ofage. The 
officer is Major Thomas E. Rose, Eigh- 
teenth infantry, stationed at Fort Clark, 
Tex. Major Rose enlisted in the volun- 
teer service as a private April 25, 1861. 
Iie gained special distinction by leading 
the movement for the escape of Union 
prisoners in Libby prison by means of a 
tunnel. He reached his present grade of 
major April 2, 189°. 


Socialists Won the Argument, 

Panis, March 13.—The municipal coun- 
cil had a stormy session yesterday after- 
noon. M. Fournier, socialist, denounced 
the wholesale arrests of anarchists. There 
was a violent exchange of words between 
the socialist members and the members 
ofthe right. The council passed a reso- 
lution protesting against arbitrary ar- 
rests and searches encroaching upon the 
liberty of the people.

ASTRONOMY IN ARIZONA. 


A Station Established Through the Efforts 
of Harvard College Observatory. 

An expedition to establish an ast¥o- 
nomical observation station in Arizona 
left Harvard college observatory March 
1, Perciva] Lowell having furnished 
the means therefor. The head of the 
work is William H. Pickering, brother 
of Professor Edward C. Pickering of 
Harvard. He has been for years en- 


gaged in similar work in Europe and 


has recently returned from the Arequi- 


pa expedition. It has long been desired 


to have a station in the dry air of Ari- 
zona, but funds have been lacking, and 
Mr. Lowell’s gift is most grateful. He 
is well known as a traveler in the far 
east, a writer on Korea, Japan and the 
philosophies and religions of those re- 
gions, but he is also an enthusiast in 
astronomy, has written several books 


on the science and is himself one of the | panies, 


Arizona party. 

The founding of the station will not 
change the work at Arequipa, which is 
to be almost wholly used for photo- 
graphic work, while that in Arizona will 
be visual. But much of the investiga- 
tion of the problems of the skies which 
has been carried on at the Harvard ob- 
servatory will be transferred tothe new 
station. Professor Pickering says that 
everything is tending to drive observa- 
tories away from cities. The vapors, 
the smoke and now the powerful elec- 
tric currents used fer lights and street 
cars—all are injuricus to the objects of 
the astronomer. The special reason for 
hurrying the expedition is the apposi- 
tion of Mars next summer, when that 
planet will be near the earth and far- 
ther north than when it was observed 
two years ago at Arequipa.—Spring- 
field (Mass.) Republican.

MORPHINE’S NEW ANTIDOTE, 


Dr. Moor Tells How He Made the Discov. 
ery and of His Experiments. 

Dr. Wiliiam Moor, whose discovery 
of permanganate of potassium as an an- 
tidote for morphine poisoning has made 
him famous, has written a paper upon 
the subject which has been published in 
a well known medical periodical. In 
this he treats the subject almost al- 
together, as might be expected, in a 
technical manner. He tells, however, 
of the investigations ie to his dis- 
covery in the following ®ords: 

**After some trials I found that the 
best way of administering it was to 
have it madeup in pills with cacao 
butter and talcum of kaolin, and to di- 
rect the patient to drink very slowly a 
glassful of water just one minute after 
taking the pill, for the latter begins to 
disintegrate in one minute at the tem- 
perature of the body. By using this 
method I successfully combated the ex- 
tremely disagreeable odor in a case of 
cancer of the stomach, 

“About that time I treated a well 
known actor suffering from acute pleu- 
risy. This gentleman was addicted to 
morphine, and as I had taken much in- 
terest in him I earnestly sought the best 
plan to break his habit. The idea oc- 
curred to me that perhaps permanga- 
nate of potash might decompose mor- 
phine, the latter being an organic sub- 
stance, and that by making use of a 
certain method I could eventually break 
bis habit without restricting him from 
taking his morphine. My patient, how- 
“ever, started on a professional tour just 
when I began to put my idea to a test. 
This circumstance did not prevent me 
from continuing my researches as to 
the effect of permanganate of potassium 
on morphine, and today I am permitted 
to offer to the profession what I consider 
to be the antidote ‘par excellence’ for 
morphine.”’ 

Then considering in detail the pecul- 
iar effects of the antidote when differ- 
ently administered Dr. Moor continues: 

‘Having gained the knowledge of 
these facts, it is not surprising that I 
could swallow with impunity toxic 
doses of sulphate of morphine followed 
in a few moments by a corresponding 
amount of the chemical body which 
I was justified to consider the antidote 
par excellence for morphine. Thus on 
one occasion four hours after a full din- 
ner, at a time when the stomach must 
have contained a great amount of solu- 
ble peptones and other organic matter, 
I took two grains of the sulphate of 
morphine in about half of an ounce of 
water, foll8wed in one minute by three 
grains of its antidute—for safety’s sake 
one grain more than necessary—dis- 
solved in four ounces of water. In an- 
other instance three hours after a light 
supper I took in the presence of several 
colleagues belonging to the staff of the 
West Side German clinic of this city 
three grains of the sulphate of mor- 
phine, followed in about 30 seconds by 
four grains of permanganate of potas- 
sium, both in aqueous solution. I was 
perfectly confident that the antidote pos- 
sessed such a wonderful infinity for the 
morphine that it would select it instan- 
taneously from among the contents of 
the stomach. 

“In case of poisoning by any of the 
salts of mcrphia 10 to 15 grains of the 
antidote dissolved in six or eight ounces 
of watershould be administered at once 
and repeated at intervals of 30 minutes 
three or four times, or even more often. 
Permanganate of potassium as well as 
the salts of mangancse are compara- 
tively harmless, even if given in large 
quantities.”’ 

Dr. Moor continues: ‘‘In cases of 
poisoning by the alkaloid itself or by 
tincture of opium (laudanuim), also by 
opium, it is advisable to acidulate the 
antidotal solution with diluted sul- 
phuric acid, or in the absence of this 
with some white vinegar—not red vine- 
gar—by which the insoluble morphia 
will be at once converted into the solu- 
ble sulphate of acetate. I have strong 
reason to believe that the administra- 
tion of permanganate will be of bene- 
ficial effect even after absorption of the 
morphine has taken place.”’ 


WARD 4 HOSE LOTS 


Reasons in Opposition 


TO THE SO-CALLED DOBLE LOT. 


The Willard School Lot is Also. Un- 
Suitable Because of Lowness, 


Editors of the Daily Ledger : 

Your correspondent “J” thinks it 
strange that councilmen from Ward Four 
should not have considered the Doble lot. 
In answer, I would say that the Doble lot 
has been considered, and will give reasons 
why it is not desirable as a site for a fire- 
machine, 

In the first place it is bounded by two 
streets each 33 feet wide, which is not suffi- 
cient to allow a carriage with long ladders 
to get out and turn either way withoat 
trespassing on the opposite side of the 
street or breaking the rear ends off the lad- 
ders. 

2d—There is only nine feet of land on 
the grade of the street, which is kept in 
place by the so-called cellar, which is sim- 
ply a retaining wall beyond which the land 
drops to an average of ten feet below the 
street, part of the low land being wet 
meadow. 

3i--Nine feet from the line of the street 
is the track of the Street Railway where }, 
the electric cars pass and repass many 
times each day. 

4°h—Opposite the lot is the grocery, the 
market and the cash variety stores of E. 
H. Doble & Co., in front of which stand 
not only the teams of the firm, but the 
teams of many peddlers who sell, and 
customers who buy goods of the firm. 

5th,—The price named by ‘‘ J,’’ $3,500, 
is more than will be the net cost of what 
I consider a much b+2tter lot, all things 
considered. 

The lot might be availabie were it not 
for the lack of room in front. If the build- 
ing were to be set farther back it would 
be necessary to fill the front jase so much 
to a height of nine or ten feet. 

As to the insinuation that some one 
expects to get ‘‘a dollar’’ out of the 
other lot, itis only necessary to say ‘‘to 
that which no gentleman should say, no 
gentleman need reply,’’ but when a man 
makes such insinuations and neglects to 
put his name to them, he puts me ip mind 
of people who skulk in dark and throw 
stones through other people’s windows. 

As to the school house lot, in addition 
to the objection of the School Board which 
ought to have great weight, there is the 
impossibility of having a basement, which 
is needed for the heating apparatus and 
when the council will appropriate funds 
for two or three cells for the use of the 
police when they make arrests late at 
night, and to commit the prisoner to the 
lockup are obliged to leave the ward un- 
guarded for an hour or two and, perhaps, 
return bringiog help and make other ar- 
rests the same night. Such a case has 
occurred. The cells could not be had ina 
basement on this lot without raising the 
grade to sucha height as to make it too 
hard to back the apparatus into the build- 
ing. The floor of the Willard school is 
fulhseven feet above the grade of Copeland 
street, and the bottom of the school cellar 
isso near the water that large puddles of 
water are frequently seen there in wet 
times.

Ages of Stone and of Bronze, 

The transition from the stone age to 
the bronze age can be read in the dis- 
closures of the lake dwellers of Switzer- 
land. This wonderful people lived 
through the stone age and for long ages 
continued on until they lapped over 
into the bronze age. Some of their set- 
tlements disclose only stone implements, 
while others of a later date show the 
bronze chisel, the bronze winged hatch- 
et, the bronze knife, the hexagonal ham- 
mer, the tanged knife of ornamental de- 
sign, the socket knife and the bronze 
sickle. They show also the bronze fish- 
hook, barbed and in exact similitude of 
our present device. The ornamental 
hatpin as now used, together with other 
articles of utility and ornamentation, 
is plentiful. The stone mold for cast- 
ing the copper or bronze hatchet is of 
exceedingly ancient date, but probably 
the use of sand was far more common, 
and hence we have less traces of that 
method. —Hard ware,

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LONG WAR 1S ENDED. 


The Government Vessels Fire Parting | 


Shots at Insurgents. 


ENEMY’S GUNS REMAINED SILENT. 


The Surrender of the Rebels 
Was Unconditional. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, March 14.— At 12 
o'clock yesterday the bar fortress opened 
fireupon Fort Villegaignon. In a short 
time the government forces at Fort Arma- 
cao and Fort Gragoata joined in the 
bombardment. The fire was not returned 
by the insurgents. The bombardment 
was continued until 3 o’clock, when it 
ceased. 

Castello, San Bento, Saude, Curvello 
and all the city batteries then opened a 
furious fight upon Fort Villegaignon and 
the insurgent warship Tamandare. The 
fire was also directed upon the insurgent 
works at Cobras island and at other 
places. The forces at Enchadas lowered 
the hospital flag and hoisted theinsurgent 
ensign. 3 

The garrison at Governor’s island also 
took part in the attack on Fort Ville- 
gaignon, which was badly hammered by 
the government guns. The works on 
Cobras island took fire, but the flames 
were soon extinguished. 

The firing of the batteries lasted for an 
hour. No great damage wasdone. The 
insurgents did not fire a shot, husbanding 
their ammunition. 

Entering the Harbor. 

At 4 o’clock the government fleet ap- 
peared off the harbor, the torpedo boat 
Aurora leading. The other vessels in the 
fleet were the Nictheroy, America, Itaipu, 
Bahia, Tiradentes and Parayhaba and 
two steamers and five torpedo boats. Im- 
mediately upon the appearance of the 
squadron the rebels hauled down the white 
ensign from one of the ships which was 
lying near Enchadas and hoisted a signal 
which was answered from ashore. 

A launch containing an officer then 
went from one insurgent ship to another 
and each vessel lowered the white flag. 
Two torpedo boats from the government 
fleet outside then enterred the bay. One 
of them went to Fort Villegaignon and it 
was shortly followed by the launch from 
the rebel ship. 

A few minutes later the white ensign 
came down from the fort, and at 5:45 
o’clock the government vessels came up 
the bay, being a welcome sight to the 
anxious people on shore. 

The war is practically over and the 
cause of the insurgents is a lost one. 
There is much rejoicing in this city at the 
culmination of the struggle which has 
continued so many months, with no ob- 
ject seemingly but to hamper business 
and destroy property. 

Unconditional Surrender. 

The rebel forces have surrendered un- 
conditionally, almost without firing a 
shot. The officers of the insurgent fleet 
have taken refuge on board French and 
Portuguese warships. One French vessel 
bas put to sea with many of the rebel 
officers on board. It is said that Admiral 
da Gama is on board the British warship 
Sirius. 

When the fact became known that 
Da Gama had offered to capitulate, the 
government fleet entered the harbor 
quietly. Asthe vessels made their way 
up the bay. they were saluted by the 
various government batteries, The great- 
est excitement prevails inthe city. The 
streets are crowded and everywhere can 
be heard the cry of ‘Viva Peixoto.” 

Rio Is Happy. 

For the last two days the streets have 
been packed with people, and all the 
available trucks and handcarts have been 
busy carrying household and 
personal effects out of thecity. The tram 
cars have been jammed until yesterday 
afternoon, when it was learned that the 
struggle was over. This was most joyful 
news tothe people, who fully expected 
that a battle was at hand. 

There bas been much suffering in the 
city. All business houses have been 
closed, andit has been very difficult to 
get good food. The whole available po- 
lice force has been on duty constantly, 
but there has been little disturbance. 
Almost the whole population is gathered 
in the center of the city. Probably 100,000 
persons have left the city. 

Railroad transportation to the suburbs 
is free. The government is feeding the 
poor. Great crowds collected on the hills 
with the expectation of witnessing a bat- 
tle between the two forces. 

The insurgent warship Aguidaban is 
not in this harbor. Admiral de Mello 
was false to the emperor and to President 
Fonseca and President Peixoto, he now 
proves false to Admiral daGama. Where 
he and his vessel are is not known.

France Asks For Damages. 

CHICAGO, March 14.—Dr. Peabody, act- 
ing director general of the exhibition, has 
returned to Secretary of State Gresham 
the formal demand of the French govern- 
ment for $70,000 on behalf of the French 
exhibitors whose goods were damaged 
by the fire in the Manufacturers’ building, 
Dr. Peabody concedes the justice of the 
claim. 


To Be Further Considered. 

New BEpForp, Mass., March 14.—A 
general meeting of the Weavers’ union 
was held here last night at the city hall 
to consider the Waumsutta mills troubles. 
After four hours’ talk it was decided to 
call ashop meeting of the operatives this 
week, when the question of the threatened 
pirike will be further debated.

IN CONGRESS. 


House Spends a Day 
propriation of Money. 


WeasHinctoy, March 14.—The house be- 
gan the consideration of the bill making 
appropriations for the sundry eivil ex- 
penses of the government and fair prog- 
ress was made.

STARVING CAB HORSES. 


In Considering Ap- | Owing to the Hard Times They Have Had 


to Go Without Working Rations. 

No enthusiastic mass meetings or 
charity balls or dry goods sales have 
been held for the thousands of unem- 
ployed, crippled and half starved horses 
throughout the city. But their suffer- 
ings have been none the less severe be- 
gause there is no powerful relief asso- 
ciation to aid them. They cannot beg 
or steal, sleepin the city hall or eat 
soup ata free kitchen, and when they 
drop down in their tracks from hunger 
and cold the agent for the rendering 
company comes and hauls them away at 
the expense of the taxpayers. Last 
month the number so disposed of reached 
into the thousands. It was more than 
25 per cent larger than at any corre- 
sponding period during the last decade. 

Hard times came on, and the hun- 
dreds of expressmen, cabmen, peddlers 
and junk dealers were among the first to 
suffer. Their*wages were curtailed, 
and they found it difficult to find enough 
food for their wives and children, to 
say nothing of paying rent and feeding 
their horses. If they sold out their 
‘“stands’’ on the corners where they had 
been stationed for years, every visible 
means of support would vanish, and 
their families would be compelled to de- 
pend on charity.

ELECTRICITY’S NEW TRIUMPH. 


4 Practical Experience In Telegraphing 
and Telephoning Without Wires. 

Genuine progress is being made to- 
ward the next great electrical trinmph 
—telegraphing and telephoning without 
wires. The latest results of English ex- 
periments were described in a lecture 
before the Society of Arts on Thursday 
by W. H. Preece. A copper wire a half 
mile long was hung on poles on the coast 
near Cardiff, the earth completing the 
circuit. Six hundred yards away an- 
other wire 600 yards long and parallel 
with the original line was buried in the 
sand at the low water mark. More than 
three miles off on Flat Holme island 
another wire, also 600 yards and par- 
allel, was laid down. An alternating 
carrent, controlled by a Morse key, was 
sent through the first wire. The signals 
were reproduced in the wire on the is- 
land and read by a pair of telephones. 
Messages were easily sent. Similar ex- 
periments at 515 miles were partly suc- 
cessful. The human voice was easily 
transmitted by the same means 114 
miles. 

Preece’s critics contend that the re- 
sults were due to conduction throngh 
the earth. He maintains that the re- 
sults were due to electromagnetic in- 
duction of the rapidly alternating cur- 
rent in the primary circuit, throwing 
the surrounding ether into oscillations, 
and the energy was radiated in electric 
waves. These waves, he says, spread 
out like waves of light, and if they fall 
on conductors properly placed and sym- 
pathetically prepared are reconverted 
into an alternate current in the second- 
ary circuit. Enthusiasts on the subject 
argue that we are fast getting on the 
track of the secret which, when secured, 
will enable us to communicate with 
other planets.—New York Sun’s Lon- 
don Letter. 


The Cost of Electricity. 

The past 15 years have not witnessed 
expected progress in the cheapening of 
electricity. The reason is that inven- 
tion has not as yet enabled more thana 
small percentage of the energy of coal 
to be turned to electricity. 

A limit seems to have been fixed as to 
its cost when produced by coal, and any 
extensive introduction of it as a motive 
power in the near future seems to de- 
pend upon the atilization of water pow- 
er. There is a wide field for its produc- 
tion by this means. There are hundreds 
of waterfalls now running to waste over 
the country that can and probablywwill 
be utilized in the production of elec- 
tricity if the Niagara falls tunnel isa 
financial and commercial success.— 
Philadelphia Press, 


Polish Persecutions. 

Great indignation is felt among the 
sculptors and art dealers of Warsaw 
over a recent rescript of the police of 
that city. The guardians of the peace, 
in obedience to orders from St. Peters- 
burg, visited all the stores and studios 
and destroyed all the busts of the Pol- 
ish heroes, Thaddeus Kosciusko and 
Josef Powniatowski, which they could 
find.

Another thing must be re- 
membered and that is that the apparatus is 
substantially the same as it was in 1582, 
twelve years ago, ‘The fire risk is about 
double what it was then and I do not 
believe anybody thought that there was a 


a surplus of apparatus at thattime. With 
one steam fire engine, and that a third 
class, and twelve years old at that, it does 


not appear to your Chief Engineer that 
there is sufficient fire protection in the way 
of steam fire engines.”’

"THE WONDERS OF ATOMS, 


Even the Smailest Speck Visible Contains 
" Millions of Particles, 

There are but few persons outside of 
the ranks of the biological students that 
have any idea of what is meant by the 
expression *‘an atom of matter.’’ When 
the microscope is applied to the exami- 
nation of living tissue, whether that 
tissue be of animal or vegetable life, it 
is soon observed that all living things 
are made up of minute bodies called 

organisms.’’ Experts in the various 
branches of biological research will also 
tell you that no essential difference can 
be distinguished between those cells 
which go to make up the sum total of 
animal life and those which give the 
vegetable its existence. These life cells, 
although wonders within themselves, 
are made up of minute particles called 
“‘atoms,’’ which are so small that they 
must ever remain invisible to the ha- 
man eye. Some critical reader will say, 
“Tf this last remark be true, how can 
it be proved that such infinitesimal par- 
ticles as your so called ‘atoms’ exist?” 
To this query the reply would be tifit it 
is only when au untold number of these 
atoms unite themselves so as to form a 
single body, like the grains in a pop- 
corn ball, that they become at all visi- 
ble and then only by the best appliances 
that optical sgience has been able to 
furnish. 

This being the case, it is not an exag- 
geration to say that every little piece of 
matter which we are able to see is built 
up of millions upon millions of these 


atoms which are so small that no mind | 
can comprehend their minuteness, even 


when taken in aggregations of thou- 
sands. There are, of course, 
ferent kinds of atoms, 
carbon, bydrogen, oxygen, etc., each of 
which 1s believed to have its own par- 
ticular size and weight. Then, too, 
they probably differ in shape as well as 
size. According to the specialists in

ALLEGED VIOLATION OF TRUST. 


Proposition to Begin a Suit to 
Collect Over $40,000,000, 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—One of the 
most important propositions yet sub- 
mitted to congress was presented to the 
house, when it assembled today, by Repre- 
sentative Boatner of Louisiana, a leading 
member of the committee on judiciary. 

The proposition, as Representative Boat- 
ner has drafted, recites with explicit de 
tail numerous defaults of the Union 
Pacific railroad and contiguous lines to 
meet the debt due the United States. It 
charges the present directors of the road, 
aud those in past boards of directors, 
witha violation of their trust, an im- 
proper absorption of outside lines and the 
voting of dividends contrary to law and 
against the interests of the United States. 

In conclusion directs, in the form of a 
joint resolution, that the president shall 
appoint special counsel to institute suit 
againstthe present and past directors, 
their heirs and legal representatives, to 
collect $35,000,000 and interest due theg 
United States. With interest the amount 
of litigation would exceed $40,000,000. It 
would be the largest lawsuit ever insti- 
tuted in this country, if not the largest in 
any country. 

Recommends $100,000 for Counsel. 

By the terms of the resolution, the de- 
partment of justice would be relieved 
from further action in the Union Pacific 
cases, and the suit would be prosecuted 
by special counsel as a special case. The 
joint resolution places $100,000 at the dis- 
posal of the president for the employment 
of counsel]. It is provided that the conn- 
sel shall not be in any way connected in 
present or past service with the Union 
Pacific road or with any of the directors.

Test Vote Shows That the Seigniorage 
Bill Will Probably Pass. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—Chairman 


making wonderful progress with the sun- 
dry civil bill. Forty pages of the bill 
were disposed of yesterday, making in all 
83 in two days, and only leaving 16 pages 
more, exclusive of two paragraphs, those 
relating to the coast and geodetic surveys 
and the Missouri river commission, which 
were passed over temporarily.

Mr. Manderson moved then to commit 
the bill to the finance committee, and this 
motion was also defeated, by a vote of 27 
to 44. 

The other portion of the agreement— 
that all further debate should be under 
the five-minute rule—was abrogated, and 
Mr. George concluded his speech in favor 
of the bill. He was followed by Mr. 
Carey, who opposed the bill. 


A GRAVE CRISIS. 


Pernellites Appeal to Friends For Con- 
sultation and Guidance, 

LonpoN, March 15. — The following 
manifesto, signed by John E. Redmond, 
Timothy Harrington and Joseph E. 
Kennedy, has been issued: 

“Fellow countrymen: The solemn 
words of warning which we regently ad- 
dressed to you have been justified more 
speedily than we anticipated. The pre- 
mier’s first oflicial declaration proves the 
correctness of our judgmentin cautioning 
you to place no blind confidence in him 
or his cabinet. 

“The position of our country is rendered 
still more perilous by the slavish silence 
of the majority of the Irish representa- 
tives, and their action in parliament to- 
day in first voting closure.of our criticism 
of the government policy, and then giving 
their votes directly in support of the Irish 
administration and its policy of eviction, 
house burning, prosecutions and jury 
packing. 

“No crisis so grave has arisen in the 
history of Lreland since the death of our 
late chief. We feel it to be our first duty 
to appeal to you for consultation and 
guidance. With this in view, we shall 
summon a national convention to be held 
in Dublin, on April 3, toorganize without 
delay. We draw no narrow distinction 
which would exclude men who recognize 
the national danger and are willing to 
share in an endeavor to avert it.”

A TRUE FISH STORY. 


tt Is a Connecticut Product and Relates to 
a Lost Bracelet and an Eel. 

Savilian Beebe of this place made a 
big haul with his eel spear a few days 
ago. Last July among the people who 
kojourned at Essex was a wealthy Cin- 
cinnati family. A young lady mem ber 
of this family went out boat riding one 
evening, and during the trip she lost a 
valuable bracelet from her arm.

He took 
the eel down from the nail on the side 
of the house, where he had hung it the 
night before. It was frozen as stiff as a 
marline spike, but he took it out into the 
woodshed, and in less than a minate he 
had its hide off. 
| He then ran his knife into the eel’s 
throat and shoved it toward its tail. 
When about half way down, the point of 
the knife struck something that refused 
to be cutin two. He slashed into the 
eel’s middle. To his astonishment, a 
long metal chain, as bright as if new, 
lay lengthwise of the stomach. 

He showed the chain to his wife. 
Mrs. Beebe took the thing and exam- 
ined it. On the heel of the clasp the 
name of the young woman who lost the 
bracelet last summer was engraved.

PEACEABLE SNAKE INDIANS. 


Young Chief Delivers an Eloquent Address 
Replete With Love For the Whites. 

A delegation of Snake Indians visited 
the red men of the Umatilla reservation 
recently. When they started for home, 
Young Chief, delivered the following 
eloquent farewell address to his visitors: 

**We part tonight. Not as before, for 
once hate was between us. Now there 
is love. Once war; now peace. Once 
weswung the tomahawk and aimed the 
deadly rifle at each other’s hearts. Now 
the pipe of peace we smoke to show that 
the past is passed and buried. In other 
ways it is different. There was a time 
when some of us lay in ambush against 
the whites. But we have all put aside 
the implements of war and cultivate the 
‘arts of peace. Our fathers swore eter- 
nal vengeance on the palefaces. This 
was because of the tradition handed us 
by them of an invasion of trappers and 
traders who valued not the Indian’s life. 
They went to the sea and found their 
friends at Astoria by the great water 
and left some to mourn their Indian 
dead. But we live side by side with 
him now, and from the rising to the 
setting sun we know no foe for whom 
we would put on the warpaint and 
ride forth to return with scalps hang- 
ing at our belts. Our ponies no more 
carry us to bloody attack. Weown the 
great father at Washington as our great 
chief. Him we obey. The past is for- 
gotten. Major Jim, go to your people 
and say Young Chief sends them peace 
and good will,’’—Portland Oregonian.

King Oscar Sends Rewards to Two Gallant

Should Be Joined. 


HE REVIEWS THE TARIFF BILL 


And Claims That Democrats 
| Want to Punish Hawaiians. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—In an inter- 
view Senator Lodge says: 
me very extraordinary that so little at- 
tention has been paid by the newspapers 
to the Hawaiian clauses in the senate 
edition of the Wilson bill. By those 
clauses the reciprocity treaty is abrogated. 
This puts a duty back on sugar and | 
rice, the principal products of Hawaii, 
which have been built up by free admis- 
sion to our market of these great indus- 
tries, of much benefit. both to us and the | 
islands. By abrogating the treaty we} 
destroy those industries. 

“Without any encouragement by treaty | 
from us, the people of Hawaii have also 
developed a large industry and profitable 
trade in raising bananas and pineapples, 
which have both always hitherto been on 
the free list. The senate amendments 
puta heavy duty on bananas and pine- 


“It seems to | 
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apples, thus breaking down, so far asis 
possible, these other two industries. | 
Pearl River Harbor. 


“But this is not all. When we ex-/ 
tended the Hawaiian treaty the clauses 
which gave usthe Pearl river harbor for 
navaland military purposes were added. 
At the time of this extension of the treaty 
Mr. Carter, the Hawaiian minister, made 
the point to Mr. Bayard in a note, ifI} 
am not mistaken, that the Pearl river} 
clauses were coterminous with the rest of 
the treaty. Tothis Mr. Bayard assented, 
and an extended treaty with these new | 
clauses was ratified with that under-| 
standing. 

“Therefore the senate amendment ab- 
rogating the treaty not only abrogates | 
the reciprocity with the islands, but de- | 
stroys the Pearl river clauses, and also 
the clauses that provide that during the | 
continuance of the treaty no grants of | 
any harbor shall be made to any other | 
power, nor any reciprocity agreement en- | 
tered into with any country but the 
United States. 

“The purpose of the Hawaiian amend- 
| ment to the Wilson bill is apparently to 
| punish the people of the Hawaiian Isl- | 
ands for having desired to become a part | 
of the United States. Thatis, the senate | 
tariff propuses, so far as possible, to ruin | 
the material prosperity of these islands, 
which ought to be, and will one day be-| 
come, part of the United States. 

Where England Comes In. 


“There is a still worse side to this plan | 
of revenge tpon the people of Hawai. 
The abrogation of the treaty will not} 
merely deprive us of valuable privileges, 
but will force the islands into the arms of | 
England. Quite recently the Canadian 
minister of commerce, on his way home 
from a cable convention in Australia, 
| stopped at Honolulu. He then told the 
Hawaiian government that if we abro-| 
gated our reciprocity treaty with them, 
Canada would be glad to renew it. 

“The Canadiau market is, of course, far 
from being so valuable as ours, and the 
people of Hawaii have no desire to con- 
nect themselves with Canada. Butif we 
strike down their prosperity by abro- 
gating our treaty for mere self-preserva- 
tion, they will do the next best thing and 
come to an agreement with Canada. 

“Canada, of course, means Eng'and, and | 
thus by means of the extraordinary 
amendments to the Wilson bill we are 
throwing away the islands and driving} 
them intothearmsof England. This is 
something which I don’t believe the 
American people would tolerate and |

Attend the Woodward Institute. 


As a number of parents of children who 
were not born in Quincy have made ip- 
quiries as to whether their children could 
attend the Woodward institute, the direc- 
tors wish us to state that the enforcement 
of Section I of Dr. Woodward's will is 
mandatory and not optional, and that none 
but native born girls can enter.

this institute, which I wish to be as perfect 
and well constructed as any other in the 
state.”

HOSE LOT WARD 4. 


A Public Hearing Given at Ci 
Hall Last hight 


BY THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


Arguments For and Against Each of 
the Sites Suggested, 


The Committee on Finance gave a hear- 
ing Thursday evening, at City Hall, on the 
location of the new Hose house in Ward 
Four. 

Councilman Shackley was the first 
speaker and he favored the Donnelly lot. 
He had figured that there was about 15,000 
square feet of land. At 30 cents per foot 
and $500 for the building would make the 
cost $5,000. 

The city if it widened Hall place would 
have to take enough to come to $1,000, 
and the building could be sold for $500 
which would bring the price down to 
$3500. 

The lot was the best location as several 
streets met there and the other lots men- 
tioned were all too low. 

John D. Sullivan favored the school 
house lot. He was a citizen and taxpayer 
and did not believe in paying $5000 for a 
lot when the city owned land. Besides the 
$5000 we lose the taxes on it. The boys at 
the Willard school did not go into the 
triangle to play. 

Mr. Shackley asked if land was filled 
would the boys not go there. He had 
some glass to set which the boys had 
broken playing ball. 

Mr. Sullivan, replying, said of the glass 
that was broken, the one on the north 
west side was bya ball but that on the 
east side, by a stone. 

Ex-Councilman Donahoe was opposed to 
the school lot. He bad yet to find anyone 
who found fault with the Donelly lot 
except as regards economy. A hose house 
would obstruct what beauty there was to 
the building. If a slight improvement 
was made on the east side it was the place 
for the children to play. 

Ex-Councilman Fallon thought with the 
new parks there was plenty of place for 
the boys to play ball. You can find wet 
places on the top of Wollaston hill, He 
had taken a level of the school lot from 
the drain on Miller street which ran 
through the school yard and found the 
bottom of the drain was 6 feet below the 
lot and by running the drain through that 
part the lot could be made dry. It was the 
most central location and at the junction 
of several streets. Copeland street near the 
Donnelly lot was narrow and it was almost 
impossible for two teams to pass. He had 
heard the lot could have been bought 
recently for $3500. Twenty cents a foot 
was a fair price for the land. 

Mr. Shackley said Mr. Gill had informed 
him that the lot was never offered for 
$3,500. 

John Cashman favored the Donnelly lot. 
It was on high ground and better fitted for 
it. If you have the Willard lot you will 
bave to set your building up 6 or 8 feet and 
you can not back into it, 

Councilman Lamb said the drain was 
filled up as there was not fall enough vo it, 

Mr. Fallon replied that the culverts were 
open and that dirt and sticks went into the 
pipe which stopped it up. 

Ex-Chief Engineer 


Ripley was invited to give his opinion and 
said if he had not thought the Willard lot 
a good one he should not have recommend- 
ed it. He did not see why so much filling 
was necessary. The ground was 4 feet 
higher than Miller street and the cellar 
could be raised 4 feet more. It was not 
entirely necessary to have the heating 
apparatus inthe cellar. If located on the 
Donnelly lot, there were but three boxes on 
the northwest the apparatus respond to 
and ten going the other way, as that piece 
of apparatus responds to nearly all the 
boxes in Ward Three, or did when he was 
in charge and if anything the apparatus 
should be located nearer Common street. 
If at the Donnelly lot there would be more 
danger to the school children, taking it at 
its worst time when the school was let out, 
for if that box was toward the centre the 
apparatus would meet the children going 
toward the depot and also overtake those 
going the other way, while if located on 
the Willard lot it would only pass through 
one part of them. In Boston in some 
places there was a school house near the 
engine houses and no child was ever in- 
jured. 

Councilman Shackley thought it hard to 
move the apparatus out of the district when 
ithad been there for 50 years and said 
they had better move it down to the centre. 

This concluded the hearing, and as the 
matter looks now it is hard telling where 
the new house will be located.

the house should be due, as alleged, to) ¥ 51) too often tind someone 


log-rolling processes. 

It is asserted that votes were given to 
the measure by representatives who in 
return expect to receive assistance in 
securing normal schools in their districts. 

Inasmueh as nearly every part of the 
state is seeking one of these institutions, 
it follows that this should be a very fruit- 
ful field for trade making. There will be 
oue attempt to defeat this bill on the en- 
grossing stage, but there is not much rea- 
son to believe it will succeed. In the sen- 
ate, however, the result may be different. 

The Fast day bill has been engrossed, 
but another attempt is making to defeat 
iton the enactment stage by Mr. Hayes, 
who raises these points of order: 

1. The bill is unconstitutional because 
it is in conflict with article 2 of the bill of 
rights of the constitution of Massachu- 
setts, prohibiting the legislature from in- 
terfering with the religious observances 
of the citizens of the commonwealth. 

2. It is further unconstitutional be- 
cause it seeks to abridge the governor's 
prerogative by depriving him of the 
power to create a Fast day. 

3. The bill is out of order because there 
is no day set apart by legislation asa day 
of fasting, and hence the legislature can- 
not abolish any such day. 

Mr. Hayes desired to have his points re- 
ferred to the committee on constitutional 
amendments in order tosecure an opinion 
from the supreme court. The speaker re- 
peated that it wag not in his province to 
rule upon constitutional points. Then 
Mr. Hayes moved to strike out the enact- 
ing clause. Lost, 56 to 138. The biil was 
then passed to be enacted. Mr. Hayes 
gave notice of a motion to reconsider. 

The committee on the state house had a 
very long meeting. There are two re- 
ports current as to what was done at the 
meeting. One is that the committee 
stood 7 to 4 in favor of tearing down the 
state house and the other is that the vote 
wasito5. There will be another meet- 
ing. 

The committee on liquor law has ruled 
6 to Sagainst striking out the license lim- 
itation clause in the liquor law and mak- 
ing the minimum fee for first class. 


Death of Ricardo Trumbull. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Mail advices 
from Chilireport the death in Talcahuano 
of Ricardo L. Trumbull. He was 34 years 
old and was considered one of the bright- 
est politicians in Chili. Mr. Trumbull 
was an active spirit in the party which es 
tablished a provisional government in 
Iquique. He was sent to this country in 
1801 for the purpose of purchasing arms 
and ammunition, and fitted out with 
arms and ammunition thé Itata, which 
the United States seized for breach of our 
neutrality laws. 


Leigh Will Support Her. 

LonpvoN, March 16.—In the case of Sir 
Henry B. Meredyth, in which the latter 
charged his wife with committing adul- 
tery with a rich American, Richard C. 
Leigh, Chief Justice June granted a decree 
nisi with costs. The petitioner first 
claimed 10,000 pounds damages, with the 
object of securing proper provision for his 
wife, but having learned that Leigh had 
made proper provision for the support of 
Mrs. Meredyth, Sir Henry withdrew his 
claim for damages. 


The Breckinridge-Pollard Scandal, 

WASHINGTON, March 16,—In the Pollard- 
3reckinridge trial yesterday the most 
significant point in the testimony was 
that Miss Pollard had been a schoolgirl 
in short dresses when her intimacy with 
the congressman began. It seemed that 
Miss Po lar |’s most intimate friends had 
never suspected the double life she was 
lewiing,:nd thet she hid passed as an 
fucelligent and high-mind -d girl. 

Terribly Burned. 

NEWPonrtT, R. I., March 16.—The torpedo 
station launch Wave blew out one of 
her port boiler tubes, and the escaping 
steam scalded three men. J. J. McCool 
was the least burned of the ‘hree. 
Maurice Harney and aman named Rob- 
inson were badly burned on the body, 
legs and arms, the skin hanging from 
their hands and arms like dried rags.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—A general or- 
der issued by the secretary of the navy 
consolidates the naval training station, 
naval war college and torpedo school on 
Coaster’s island and the naval torpedo 
station on Government island, Newport 
harbor.

The exact spot of the birthplace of 
these seals is not known, but when the y 
were youngsters they were found on one 
of the islands off Coxshaven in Germany.

There is a famous 
seal fisherman in Germany named 
Worthman, and when Captain Weston, 
who had been on many sealing and 
whaling expeditions in the North sea,

A NOVEL RACING MATCH. 


Tobogganing Down a Run on Rocking 
Horses to Decide a Wager. 

There is no knowing what an Eng- 
lishman will not do to decide a bet. 
Men have jumped across dining tables, 
monnted upon untractable steeds—yea, 
; and even kissed their own mothers-in- 

law—in order ty settle a wager. In fine, 
jit ought to be an established maxim 
| among us by this time that, given a cer-

One of those incidents which goa

The start was fixed for 12 o’clock, 
and shortly before that hour the shouts 
of the spectators announced that the 
horses were off. Unlike the custom in 
toboggan races, both started at the same

WASHINGTON, March 16.—The last day 
of the debate on the Bland seigniorage 
bill attracted a large crowd to the senate 
and the galleries were well filled. The 
first part of the day was taken up by the 
speeches of Senators Carey, Palmer, Du- 
bois, Mitchell of Oregon and Pettigrew. 

At 2 o0’clock Senator Harris asked that 
the bill be put upon its final passage in ac 
cordance with the agreement arrived at 
several days ago. The yeas and nays 
being demanded, the bill was passed by a 
vote of 44 to 31. 

The passage of the bill was greeted by 
applause from the galleries, which drew 
forth a reprimand from the presiding 
officer (Mr. Vilas). 

The senate then took up and passed 
with minor amendments the joint resolu- 
tion providing for the adjustment of cer- 
tain claims of the United States against 
the state of Tennessee and counter claims 
of the state of Tennessee against the 
United States. 

Strong Opposition, 

The president and Secretary Carlisle 
were in hopes that the Democratic sena- 
tors who profess to be friendly to the ad- 
ministration would allow the seigniorage 
bill to be committed to the finance com- 
mittee in order that it might be amended. 

The bill, in the judgment of Secretary 
Carlisle, is badly constructed and in some 
respects meaningless. The first section, 
the secretary says, requires him to coin 
the bullion in the treasury. It not 
say what kind of coin. He could, under 
its provisions, coin the whole amount in 
the treasury in 10 or 25 cent The 
friends of the measure, however, he says, 
are determined to pass it, let the conse- 
quences be what they may. 

What course the president will pursue 
when the bill reaches him the secretary 
is not at liberty to say. The inference is 
very clear, from what has leaked out here 
and there, that the president will never 
sign the bill. He may, as in the ci 
similar piece of legislation, during his 
former administration, allow it to become 
law. 

The approval of legislation of this 
character at this time would, in the 
judgment of many leading financiers, be 
very injurious to the credit of the govern- 
ment. If the president should finally de- 
termine tointerpose a veto it would be 
mainly on this ground.

| Other Business Transacted by Republix 
cans of Rhode Island. 

PnrovipENcr, March 16.—The Republi 
can state convention was called to order 
by Hunter C. White, chairman of the 
state central committee, who presented 
Charles W. Lippitt as temporary chair- 
man. Eugene F. Warner, secretary of 
the state central committee, was made 
temporary secretary.

Professor 
Williams renominated D. Russell Brown 
for governor in alengthy speech eulogiz- 
ing him and the position he had main- 
tained in the controversy which had 
existed during the past year and denounc- 
ing the Democrats for their stand in the 
matter. He was made the unanimous 
nominee of the convention. 

George P. Carpenter nominated for 
lieutenant governor Edwin R. Allen of 
Hopkinton, and he was made the nominee 
Charles A. Wilson nominated for secre- 
tary of state Charles P. Bennett of Provi- 
dence, and there wasno opposition. Gov- 
ernor Brown at this point appeared and 
made a speech of acceptance of the nomi- 
nation. 

For attorney general, Ellery H. Wilson 
nominated Edward C. Dubois of East 
Providence, and W. W. Blodgett named 
Willard B. Tanner of Pawtucket. Both 
men were seconded and endorsed by sev- 
eral in brief speeches. The vote resulted 
in the nomination of Mr. Dubois by a 
large majority, the vote standing 177 to 39,

BOMB IN A 


Man Who Intended It For Others Be- 
came a Victim Himself, 

Paris, March 16.—By the explosion of a 
bomb in the Church of the Madeleine, at 
2:30 o’vlock yesterday afternoon, one man 
was killed and several injured. The sin- 
gle death resulting from the bomb-throw- 
ing was that of the man who threw it. 

The Madeleine, or Magdalene, has a 
large congregation, and is especially well 
attended during the devotion of the 
Lenten season. It is generally believed 
that it was the intention of the miscreant 
to throw the bomb into the midst of the 
worshippers who were gathered. 

Many persons were prostrated by the 
shock of the detonation, followed by the 
crashihg of the glass in the windows, and 
shrieks of women and the horrified shouts 
of men attracted an immense crowd of 
people from a distance aronnd. 

A newspaper seller named Pauvel, who 
has been living with an anarchist, and 
who has of late haunted Passage Ribet, 
is one of the men suspected of complicity 
in the outrage. He was arrested at the 
oilice of a chemist, where he was having 
a wound on his leg dressed. He explained 
that he received the injury while climb- 
ing over the rail to escape from the 
Church of the Madeleine after the explo- 
sion occurred. The other prisoner is a 
valet named Roquet. 

The police searched the lodgings of 
Pauvel’s mother, and seized a large 
amount of correspondence and anarchistic 
documents, 

The Church of the Madeleine, the scene 
of the explosion, began to be built in 1764. 
In 1806 Napoleon decreed its completion 
fora Temple of Glory. Louis XVIII pro- 
posed converting it into an expiatory 
chapel to Louis XVI and XVII and 
Marie Antoinnette. It was completed in 
1842 at a cost of nearly $3,000,000. 


The Supreme Judicial Circuits. 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—One of the 
consequences following upon the comple- 
tion of a full bench of supreme court 
judges will be reassignment of some of 
the judicial circuits. Justice White will 
probably have the Louisiana circuit. Jus- 
tice Gray and the chief justice will proba- 
bly retain their present circuits. It is as 
yet undecided who will take the New 
York circuit, which probably involves 
more labor and responsibility than any 
other. 


A Boom In Business, 


HArrrorpD, March 16.—The woolen mill 
industry in the state is picking up rapidly 
and all the looms will be running in two 
weeks.

DENVER, March 17.—Notwithstanding 
all the warlike preparations, the con- 
troversy between Governor Waite and 
the old police board will be settled peace- 
ully and that by the supreme court. The 
governor considered a proposition sub- 
mitted to him by Attorneys Steves, Hart- 
zell, Rogers and Ward toask the supreme 
court to decide who are the legal police 
commissioners.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE, 


Old Colony Lease Declared to Be Legal. 
A Matter Interesting to Bicyclists. 


Boston, March 17.—A long opinion was 
received from the attorney general in re 
ply to the request of the legislature in re- 
gard tothe legality of the lease of the 
Old Colony to the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad. He decides that 
the lease is legal. 

The committee on cities has reported a | 
billto regulate the use of bicycles on 
public ways. The bill provides, in section 
1, that whoever without a permit, pro- 
vided forin the bill, rides a bicycle or 
tricycle ata rate of speed exceeding 10 
miles an hour, er rides on a sidewalk, or 
rides a machine without a bell or gong, 
or fails tosound the bell or gong when- | 
ever necessary to give reasonable warn- 
ing of his approach, shall be punished by 
a fine not exceeding $20 for each 
offence, and shall be further liable for 
all damages occasioned to any person by 
such unlawful act. Section 2 defines the 
meaning of the word ‘‘sidewalk’”’ as used 
in the bill, as intended to ceyer any side- 
walk laid out as such by a city or_ town, 
and any walkina village which is re 
served by custom for the use of pedes- 
trians or specially prepared for their use. 
It is not to include footpaths on portions | 
of public ways lying outside of the} 
thickly settled parts of cities and towns, | 
which are worn only by travel and are| 
not improved by such cities or towns or 
by abutters. 

Section 3 provides for the issuing of 
special permits by town and city author- 
ities, to persons to ride machines during 
a specified time, upon specified portions | 
of the public ways at any rate of speed. 
City and town authorities are also allowed 
to permit the use of velocipedes by chil- 
dren on sidewalks. By section 4, pro- 
ceedings for the enforcement of the penal- 
ties imposed by the act are to be insti- 
tuted within 60 days from the time the 
offence is committed.

number of liquor licences shall not ex- 
ceed one to every 500 inhabitants in cities, 
and one to every 1000 inhabitants in towns; 
against a bill to restrict the number of | 
liquor licenses in Boston to one for every | 
1000 inhabitants; against a bill abolish- | 
ing the limitation of licenses for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors; against a bill re- 
moving the limitation on the number of | 
licenses granted in cities, and fixing fees 
for licenses; the committee reported leave 
to withdraw on numerons petitions of 
mayors of cities for the removal of the re- 
striction on the number of liquor licenses 
to be granted. 

The committee on education, Senator | 
Green and Mr. Tolman dissenting, reported 
a bill appropriating not exceeding $100,000 
for a state normal school at North Adams, | 
the town to pay $25,000 of the sum appro- 
priated. 

The committee on manufactures re- 
ported leave to withdraw on the petition 
that no arbitrary charge 1» made for the 
use of electric light meters; also on a peti- | 
tion for the appointment of inspectors of 
electric meters; also on the petition for | 
lower rates for gas.

Our Country’s Position Out- 
lined by Mr. Edmunds. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—Ex-Senator 
Edmunds of Vermont, whois the author 
ofthe amendment to the Hawaii recip- 
rocity treaty by which the United States 
acquired Pear! river harbor asa coal sta-

tion, gave an interview on the rights of 
the United States tothat station. He 
said: 

“Tam sorry to see that Senator Lodge 
appears from newspaper reports to be 
under the impression that the grant of 
Pear! river harbor by the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment to the United States was limited 
Only to seven years, during which 
Hawaiian sugar, etc., were to be intro- 
duced into the United States duty free. 
And I am surprised at what is reported to 
be the contention of President Dole to the 
same effect. 

“T regret that proceedings of the senate 
in considering and ratifying the last con- 
vention with Hawaii have not been made 
public, but without violating any duty of 
confidence, I can say that the convention 
was agreed upon between Frelinghuysen 
and Carter, the Hawaiian minister, on 
Dec. 6, 1884, and soon afterwards sent to 
the senate for consideration. 

An Explanatory Clause, 

“The senate did not advise the ratifica- 
tion until Jan. 20, 1887. Evidently there 
was difficulty in the senate in respect of 
allowing further introduction of free 
sugar, and that at last, for some reason 
which Iam not at liberty to state the de 
tail of, the senate agreed to ratify with 
one most important additional clause, 
which appears as article 2 of the conven- 
tion as published in the statutes. That 
article is in these words: 

His majesty, King of the Hawaiian Islands, 
grants to the government of the United States 
the exclusive rights to enter the harbor of 
| Pearl river in the island or Oahu, and to es- 
tablish and maintain there a coaling and re- 
pair station for the use of vessels of the United 
States, and to that end the United States may 
improve the entrance to said harbor and do 
all other things needful for the purpose afore- 
said. 

“It will be seen thatit was a positive 
and unlimited grant in presenti from one 
political community having perpetual ex- 
istence to another, and therefore neces- 
sarily both in its literal and general sense 
a perpetual right, which became then and 
forever the absolute and exclusive prop- 
erty of the United States. 

Substantial Argument, 

“Tt is certain, therefore, thatthe United 

States have and will continue to have 


hope will never occur) the absolute and 
exclusive dominion of Pearl harbor for 
the purpose named inthe article I have 
mentioned. 

“Whether the United States will be 
guilty of a moral wrong in imposing 
duties on Hawaiian sugar, etc., before the 
expiration of the convention on the proper 
notice of 12 months after next November, 
is quitea different matter, and to which, 
of course, there can be only one answer. 

“But that now and hereafter, whatever 
else may happen, the United States are 
the lawful masters of the key of the 
Pacific fs a fact which all nations inter- 
ested should perfectly understand, for 
Pearl river harbor in the possession ot 
our government for the purposes named 
gives us the mastery.” 

“Does the remission of duties on sugars 
from other countries in any way invali- 
date the Hawaiian treaty?’ was asked. 

“No; it does not; at least Hawaii has no 
right tocomplain of anything, either in 
imposing or taking off duties on the 
products of other countries.”’

Tue Mayor's budget of appropriations, 
to be submitted to the City Council next 
Monday evening, is awaited with consider- 
able interest. An economical administra- 
tion with low taxes was the watchword 
during the municipal campaign, and Mayor 
Hodges told the citizens in his inaugural 
address that ‘* we must banish utterly from 
all consideration anything that remotely 
approaches to a luxury.” 

The appropriations for current city ex- 
penses have been kept at about $160,000 
for the past two years. The law limits the 
amount this yearat $197,753.94 according 
to the Mayor’s inaugural, but it will not do 
to increase the appropriations anywhere 
near this limit; in fact, if there is any in- 
crease over $160,000 there will be an in- 
crease in the tax rate, for the city must 
provide this year fora payment of $24,000 
on the water debt, and probably an assess- 
ment of $5,000 or. more for the Blue Hills 
reservation. An increased tax rate seems 
inevitable even if there is some reduction 
in the $160,000 for current expenses.

None ef the Members of Hose 4 In 
1893 Now in the Company. 

The official axe of the fire department 
has fallen at Quincy Point, and Capt. Bur- 
“ell and all but one of the present 
company who were members under Chief 
Ripley have been removed. The letters of 
dismissal were received Friday. 

When the fire department reorganized in 
February four or five of the old company 
were retained and Capt. Burrell, one of 
the number, was reelected foreman. 

The only man of the old company left is 
Frank House, the others with the exception 
of Capt. Burrell received a letter reading as 
follows: 

Dear Sir: As you are not satisfied 
with the new men I have appointed in the 
company and you are making it disagree- 
able I will have to discharge you as being 
a member of the Q. F. D., to take effect at 
once, Yours respectfully, 

P. J. WILLIAMS, 
Chief Eng. Q. F. D. 

The letter of Capt. Burrell, it is said by 
those who saw it, holds him responsible 
for the articles taken from the engine 
house. 

A member of the deposed company in 
conversation with a LEDGER representa- 
tive this noon said the whole trouble is 
because the o!d and new men do not 
associate. 

When the old company was in existence 
it took its own money and furnished the 
house, and while the members belonged to 
the department Chief Ripley allowed them 
to keep it in the hose house. 

When their year was out they expected 
to be dropped and therefore moved the fur- 
niture to a room hired for that purpose. 

The new company was organized and 
half of the old men were retained, but in- 
stead of passing their evenings at the hose 
house they spent their leisure time in the 
club house which their money had helped 
to purchase. ‘This evidently did not please 
the new members who did not relish being 
left out in the cold, and the result has 
been that the discharge came, and as you 
will see by the letter the only reason is be- 
cause they did not associate with the new 
men. 

The city did not own one article which 
was removed, even the record book being 
purchased by the clerk out of his own 
pocket. 

Capt. Burrell when seen, admitted having 
received a letter of dismissal but declined 
making it public at present. 

An attempt was made to get an inter- 
view with Chief Williams this noon but he 
could not be reached.

of the present day, which are made possible 
by firm foundations. The stone itself 
must be of sound material, without flaw or 
visible weakness. It must be the hardest 
quality of stone obtainable. 

The composition of granite is quartz, 
feldspar and mica. Man must play a chief 
corner stone if he desires to be truly suc- 
cessful. He must lay a good foundation. 
The boy is laying his foundation in school 
and in his first work. His chief corner 
stone must be an “Ideal.” If he has an 
ideal it will make his work easy, but he 
must be in earnest, take time, be faithful 
and never shirk. 

There are four corner stones on which 
every youpg man must build who would 
make the most of life, and each of these 
corner stones contain three elements. 

First,—Reliability, which consists of 
(1) having one’s word as good as bis bond, 
(2) a purpose clear and sure, (3) not freaky. 

Secoud,—Honesty, which includes (1) not 
warping facts, (2) ready to work for results, 
(8) prompt at engagements. 

Third,—Persistency which is shown (1) 
by studying difficulties, (2) removing them 
understandingly, (3) replacing them by 
knowledge. 

Fourth,—Common sense, manifested (!) 
by patience in the study of man, (2) re- 
flection about men, (3) application with 
men. 

A young man who would succeed must 
be fixed in his principles, but not in 
method and way. He must be able to 
adjust himself to circumstances. This 
means progress and success, If his founda- 
tion is right he may adjust his business to 
his needs just as abuilding is remodeled if 
the foundation is sound. A man who has 
these four corner stones multiplies himself. 

He is able to remove prejudices, has 
the power to adjust himself to cireum- 
stances, can take on and carry responsi- 
bilities. He become va)uable to others,and 
this value they will pay for in cash, respect 
and power. It is like a healthy body, 
where action is a pleasure. These en- 
ables the iife structure to grow to its limit. 
The corner stone eventually becomes the 
building, for it is cemented to the other 
parts, and all parts are in right relations 
to it. 

There is but one business in life, one 
structure to build, one successful result to 
be desired, that is good character. True 
character can only be obtained by building 
on the Ch; 3tian corner stone, ‘‘For other 
foundation can no man lay than that ‘s 
laid, which is Christ Jesus.” 

Such corner stones, laid on such a foun- 
dation and bound together will bring sure 
success. Mr. King gave many incidents 
and reminicences which made bis talk 
unusually interesting and instructive.

Business Has Taken a Fresh 7 
petus All Along the Line. 


SOUTHERN MILLS ARE BOOMING. 


Indications of Early Spring 
Trade In the Provinces. 


New York, March 17.—Bradstreet’s 
today says: The unusual prolongation of 
mild spring-like weather during the early 
portion of March has greatly stimulated 
consumptive demand in almost all staple 
lines. Corroboration of this is found in 
almost unanimous reports of increased 
sales from six of the larger distributing 
points in the New England and middle 
states, where general trade has heretofore | 
been reported barely steady. 

More sales in general lines are reported 
from Boston, with special activity in lum- 
ber and building materials. 

Providence manvfacturers of cotton 
yarns report an improvement in the de 
mand, and woolen mills in northern 
Rhode Island are starting up on heavy- 
weight clothes. 

Philadelphia merchants report an im- 
proving outlook for dealings with the 
west and south and gains in sales of 
shoes. Increased distribution of woolens 
has been at a sacrifice in price. 

At Pittsburg, Chicago and other iron 
centers, competition has further reduced 
prices for shaped as well as raw iron and 
steel. 

The most striking evidence of improve- 
ment south is from Augusta, where 
all millsare running on full time, and 
the demand for cotton goods has in- 
creased, although improved crop pros- 
pects in Texas, tributary to Dallas, to- 
gether with increased immigration, have 
stimulated sales as compared with Febru- 
ary, and prices of real estate. 

The stimulated demand for wholesale 
dry goods results in an oversale of ging- 
hams, and prices are 1-4 cent higher, al- 
though it has taken concessions on some 
cotton goods to move them. 

The Cereal Crops, 

If to the government report of 114,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat in farmers’ hand 
may be added 117,000,000 bushels of wheat 
out of farmers’ hands, the resulting 231,- 
000,000 bushels will supply food and seed 
for four months to come, a reserve on 
July 1, next, of 40,000,000 bushels, and, if 
required, 16,000,000 bushels a month for 
export, which is more than will be de- 
manded. 

Exports of wheat, flour, including both 
coasts of the United Statesand Canada 
this week, equal 3,258,000 bushels, against 
2,851,000 bushels last week, 2,88,000 bush- 
els in the week a year ago, 3,818,000 bush- 
els in the week in 1892, and as compared 
with 2,733,000 bushels in the week in 1891. 

Trade at Montreal is quiet and is ex- 
pected to remain so until after navigation 
opens a few weeks hence. Jobbers report 
demand for groceries and shoes most 
active. 

Halifax advices are that 
spring trade is indicated. At Toronto 
the business situation is featureless. The 
volume of bank clearings at Hamilton, 
Halifax, Montreal and Toronto is $17,649,- 
000 this week, a fraction of 1 per cent less 
than in the week beforeand 11 per cent 
less than in the corresponding week a 
year ago. 

Exports of produce are 40 per cent above 
and imports 38 per cent below last year’s 
for the month thus far. 

The Failures. 

Failures for the first week of March 
were few,with liabilities thus far reported 
of only 22,025,338, of which $816,284 were 
of manufacturing and $1,161,270 of trad- 
ing concerns. Owing to large deferred 
statements, received too late for use last 
week, the aggregate of liabilities for 
February has been raised to $17,895,670. 
The number of failures this week is 264 in 
the United States against 190 last year, 
and 55 in Canada against 30 last year. 

The absence of important embarrass- 
ments is still most encouraging.

OXFORD WINS. 


Cambridge Boys Were Outrowed In the 


Lonpox, March 17.—The greatest event 
in the English aquatic world—the race 
between the Oxford and Cambridge boat 
clubs—took place today in the presence of 
a great crowd of people that lined both 
banks of the river Thames from Putney 
bridge to the “Ship” at Mortlake, the 
points at which the race begun and 
ended. 

Oxford won the toss and chose the Sur- 
rey side of the river. 

At 9:12 the pistol was fired for the start, 
and the both crews started well together. 
Eight minutes later the Cambridge crew 
was pulling 42 strokes to the minute and 
the Oxfords 40. 

Off the soap works Oxford was ia the 
lead. When the lead mills were reached 
Dxford had opened a gap of a length be- 
tween themselves and the Cambridge 
crew. 

At 9:25 Oxford still maintained the lead 
ofalength and was gradually forging 
ahead. The crew pulled a magnificent 
and telling stroke, and it was evident 
that they were far superior to the Cam- 
bridge crew. Slowly but surely they 
forged ahead of their opponents, and 
when Hammersmith bridge was reached 
it was plainly evident that the Oxford 
crew would win. 

The Oxford crew passed Throneycroft’s 
four lengths in the lead, but here they 
eased off their stroke a little, and when 
the Devonshire meadows were reached 
they were only three lengths ahead. 

Barnes’ bridge was passed at 9:29, and 
when the Oxfords passed under it they 
were again four lengths in front. 

The finish line at Mortlake was crossed 
by the Oxfords at 9:33. The unofficial 
time was 21 minutes. Cambridge did not 
gain on the Oxfords after Barnes’ bridge 
was passed. . 


MELLO’S MOVEMENTS. 


The Revolutionists Said to Be Organiz- 
ing Land Forces, 

R10 DE JANEIRO, March 17.—President 
Peixoto insists on the surrender of Ad- 
miral da Gama and the other rebel 
officers who have taken refuge on board 
Portuguese vessels. The president de- 
clares that they will be tried by the ordi- 
nary tribunals. 

The Portuguese admiral has refused to 
give up the officers who have sought 
refuge on board the Portuguese ships; but 
he has promised to refer the matter to the 
Portuguese government and to act in ac- 
cordance with the instructions which he 
may receive from Lishon. 

The Portugnese steamer Ceidade Porto 
attempted to leave Rio de Janeiro with 
the insurgents on board; but she was 
stopped by Fort Santa Cruz, the officer in 
command of that post threatening to fire 
upon her if she did not put back. 

Advices received from Rio Grande do 
Sul say that Admiral de Mello is ac- 
tively engaged in organizing land forces. 
It is reported that De Mello has ordered 
the Aquidaban to attack some of the 
northern ports of Brazil. The rebel war- 
ship Republica is said to be repairing 
damages and recoaling at Parangua. The 
torpedo boats under the command of Ad- 
miral de Mello are said to have assembled 
at the entrance of Santos. 


GREED FOR GOLD 


Was the Primary Cause of the Slaughter 
of the Wilson Party. 


Cape Town, March 17.—It has been as- 
certained that King Lobengula sent three 
messengers to the patrol sent out by 
Major Forbes, on Dec. 3, with a present 
of 1000 pounds sterling and a verbal 
message asking the patrol to stop, as_he, 
the king, would surrender. 

The king’s messengers assert that they 
handed the gold to two men belonging te 
the imperial police, who formed a part of 
the rear guard. Suspicion has fallen upon 
two troopers named Wilson and Daniels, 
who have been arrested. 

Commissioner Jameson will endeavor 
to obtain further information from the 
natives in regard to this transaction as 
the men who stole the 1000 pounds in 
gold were morally guilty of the murders 
of the Wilson party and of King Loben- 
gula. 


Gathering Evidence Against Shea. 

Troy, N. Y., March 17.—At the inquest 
in the election murder the brother of the 
murdered man testified: “I saw Shea 
shoot twice at my brother, the first shot 
was appareatly directed at the body, as 
Robert was a tall man. When my brother 
fell, Shea came up and lowered the re 
volver and fired into the head.” Several 
Saad testified to seeing Shea shoot 
Ross. 


Sutherland Is Missing. 

New YORK, March 17. — Kenneth F 
Sutherland was called for sentence in the 
supreme court yesterday. Sutherland did 
not respond. The explanation given by 
his counsel was that Sutherland was 
drunk. The impression is general that 
he will not return and face a year in jail, 
$500 fine and trial on three other indict- 
ments. 

Industrial Army's Threat. 

Los ANGELEs, March 17.—The indus- 
trial army has received fresh accessions. 
Acting Commander Gould asked the city 
council for free transportation for the 
army over the Santa Fe. The answer 
will bea refusal, and then the leaders 
say they will seize the railroad and oper- 
ate it themselves. 

Cronin Found Guilty. 

HARTFORD, March 17.—John Cronin was 
convicted of murder in the first degree in 
killing Albert J. Skinner of South Wind- 
sor, Oct. 6, 1893. The jury was out three 
hours. Cronin shot Skinner at his break- 
fast table. He will be sentenced next 
week. 

Manderson Was Absent. 

WASHINGTON, March 17.—The meeting 
of the printing committee to pursue the 
investigation of the alleged irregularities 
in the contract for printing The Patent 
Office Gazette was postponed, owing to 
the absence of Senator Manderson.

WaAsHINGTON, March 17.—Two distinct 
sensations were furnished yesterday iu 
the Poltard-Breckinridge breach of prom- 
ise trial. The foremost was the appear- 
ance of the plaintiff on the stand asa 
witness on her own behalf, but the one of 
greatest interest to legal circles was the 
corroboration of the rumor which has 
been for several days afloat that Colonel 
Breckinridge was secretly married tc 
Mrs. Louise Wing in New York last 
April, three months before the public 
ceremony in Cincinnati. 

When Breckinridge was shown the dis- 
patch from New York he refused to admit 
its truth or to contradict it. His counsel 
and law partner, Colonel Shelby, how- 
ever, confirmed the report,as did At- 
torney Stoll.

BRIEF REVIEW OF FOUR CASES 


Involving Fine Technicalities 
and Alleged Bulldozing. 


W£AsHINSTON, March 19.—As soon as the 
sundry civil appropriation bill is disposed 
of, which will probably be tonight, the 
house will take up the four contested 
election cases which are pending, the 
O’Neill-Joy case case from the Eleventh 
Missouri district, the Williams-Settle 
case from the Fifth North Carolina, the 
English Hilborn case from the Third Cali- 
fornia, and the Whately-Cobb case from 
the Fifth Alabama. 

The O'Neill-Joy and Euglish-Hilborn 
cases, which were both decided against the 
sitting members (Reps.) by strict party 
votes in the committee on elections, are 
the most important and will require the 
major portion of thetime. In both the 
cases the result of the election in Novem- 
ber, 1892, was exceedingly close. There 
were two counts in the O'Neill-Joy elec- 
tion, the recount giving Joy (Rep.) 67 plu- 
rality. O'Neill being beaten on the face 
of the returns, has instituted the contest 
on the ground that the Missouri election 
law had not been complied with, it having 
been shown that some of the Joy ballots 
had not been numbered and initialed as 
required by that law. 

The case before the committee hinged 
upon the determination of the question 
asto whether the Missouri election law 
in this particular should be regarded as 
mandatory or simply directory. The 
members of the comr ee wavered for 
some time, but finally decided by a strict 
party vote that the law was mandatory 
and that its tech ies bad not been 
observed. This decision gave the seat to 
O'Neill (Dem

A TEXAS CYCLONE 
Wrecks a House and Kills Five Negroes. 
Many Others Injured. 

Lone View, Tex., March 19.—A cyclone 
swept over this place early yesterday 
morning, accompanied by hailstones of 
immense size. The greatest fury was six 
miles east of here, where it struck the 
home of John Cain, lately occupied by a 
large family of negroes. The house was 
fn an ancient grove of oaks, 20 in number. 
Every one of them was uprooted and they 
were piled up in terrible confusion with 
dead fowls, dogs and cows and five dead 
and eight badly injured negroes. 

Half a mile south, the house of Mr. 
Davis, a white man, was completely de- 
molisbed, but with the exception of a few 
painful bruises, all escaped. John Kuf- 
fet’s wagon near by was blown away and 
much of it has not been found yet. The 
granary of Nick MHardis, two miles 
east, was unroofed. The house of Sallie 
Jones, colored, was wrecked and her + 
year-old daughter Lorilla was perhaps 
fatally wounded by hailstones. 

A passenger train passed just as the 
cyclone swept by, narrowly escaping it. 
All previous accounts of immense stones 
and wind dwindle to insignificance in 
comparison with tbis storm. 

Many of the blocks of the ice are from 
15 to 18 ounces in weight, and others were 
found after a warm rain and warm 
weather, larger than a gooseegg. Fowls 
roosting in the trees were killed by the 
hundreds. Full particulars will doubt- 
less swell the casualties.

Ledger Representatives Made a Tour 
on Saturday of 


THE QUINCY GRANITE YARDS. 


Most of the Firms Putting on More 
Men and the Prospects Brighter. 


There is no doubt but what the granite 
business in this city is improving. For 
nearly a year there has been little or noth- 
ing doing in this line, but it has now taken 
a turn for the better and the prespects are 
good for the coming season. 

To be sure the stone yards are not run- 
ning at their full capacity, but many are 
putting on men, which means considerable, 
for if every firm put on five or six men 
there would be but few idle who look to 
this business for a livelihood. 

Business of course is not as good as usu- 
al at this time of the year but most of the 
firms report that they are receiving some 
new orders while there are many who are 
daily calling at the retail yards looking 
about with a view of purchasing. 

At South Quincy where a large part of 
the cutting is done, the yards all present 
an appearance of activity and while some 
of the firms say business is very dull, others 
say they canuot complain much and they 
feel encouraged at the turn business has 
taken this month. 

McGrath Bros. report they have many 
people calling to look at monuments. 
They have put on two new men this week 
and it looks as if business would be good 
this spring. 

Milne & Chalmers also put on four men 
last week. The firm said they could not 
complain and the prospect was good. 

Swingle & Falconer said business was 
a little dull and orders were coming in 

rather slow for this time of the year. 
| They have put on six more men this week. 

McGilvary & Jones reported business 
quiet but they kept moving.

CHIEF WILLIAMS EXPLAINS. 


Must Have Harmony to be Efficient—-The 
Records Missing. 

Chief Engineer Williams has his innings 
in the Hose 4 episode and in an interview 
with a representative of the Journal says: 

‘There are several reasons why the men 
were discharged. After I was appointed 
to my present position by Mayor Hod ges I 
reorganized several of the companies, and 
among them was Hose 4. Capt. Burrell 
was retained as Captain of the company. 
Shortly after this I was taken sick, and 
when I was able to be aroand again I paid 
a visit to Hose 4’s house. 

‘* When I entered the building I was sur- 
prised to find all the furniture gone, in- 
cluding the company’s records. The rules 
of the fire department hold me responsible 
for all city property used by the members 
of the fire department, and when the 
records were removed I should have been 
so notified by Capt. Burrell. The members 
claim to have bought the record book with 
their own money, but I have the City So- 
licitor’s opinion that since the book was 
used by employes of the city and for the 
interests of the city, it is city property. 

‘The rules say, furthermore, that the 
records Of any company shall be open at 
any time to the inspection of the Chief 
Engineer. The records were taken from 
the house, and though District Engineer 
Mahoney and myself have asked for them, 
they have not yet been returned. Then 
again the old members could not agree 
with the members I appointed, which 
made things disagreeable generaily. 

“Ths citizens of Quincy pay taxes to 
have sufficient fire protection, and if I am 
here but four months I shall endeavor to 
give them the best service possible, but 
in order to have efficient fire companies we 
must have harmony and good feeling 
among the men.

Then Brady placed the pistol to his head 
and blew out his brains. Brady was 45 
years old aud his wife was about the same 
age. They were once well to do. Since 
their domestic trouble Brady has been out 
of work much of the time. He was prob- 
ably deranged.

An,Austrian woman 
named Marie Hermann, who is well 
known tothe police asa night prowler, 
recently rented a small room in a house 
in Grafton street. 

On Thursday night last, she, in com- 
pany with an elderly man, was seen to 
enter the room. Subsequently loud quar- 
reling was heard in the room by other 
tenants in the house, but as wordy wars 
were of frequent occurrence no attention 
was paid to this disturbance. 

A Roommate’s Suspicion. 


A woman named Hutchins, who lodged 
with the Hermann woman, on Friday 
found blood stains on a sink, and spoke to 
the Hermann woman about them. The 
latter passed the matter off lightly, but 
on Saturday she changed her lodgings, 
taking better apartments in Marylebone 
street. She took with her a heavy trunk, 
which she asked should be carefully han- 
dled. 

In the meantime the suspicions of the 
Hutchins woman were aroused, owing to 
the bloodstains she had found on the 
sink. In addition, it became noised about 
the house that the man wbo had gone to 
the Hermann woman's room had not been 
seen leave it. The Hutchins woman fol- 
lowed the Hermann woman when she 
moved, and after learning her new ad- 
dress, informed the police that she sus- 
pected that foul play had been done. 

Officers were sent to the house in Mary- 
lebone street, where the woman had 
taken up her residence, and a search was 
made of the apartments occupied by her. 
The trunk which the woman had been 
so careful about was in theroom, The 
police forced it open and found in it the 
body of the missing man. His head had 
been battered, evidently with some blunt 
instrument. The body presented a fright- 
ful appearance and the clothing in which 
it was attired was drenched with blood. 

The Hermann woman was at once 
taken into custody on a charge of willful 
murder. The body has been recognized 
as that of a well-to-do ex-jobmaster named 
Stefens. He was 76 years old. 

It is believed that the Hermann woman 
had an accomplice in committing the 
murder, as Stevens was a muscular man. 
It may be, however, that he was killed 
while asleep. The prisoner was 43 years 
old. She is ugly, almost to repulsive- 
ness.

| BENZINE AND ASPHALT. 


Deadly Fumes Almost Caused the Deaths 
of Three Men. 


ATTLEBORO, Mass., March 19.—In the 
iJarge tower on Capron’s hill yesterday 
George Wilcox, Patrick Scully and 
Charles Scott, riggers connected with the 
firm of C. T. Berry & Co. of Dover, N. H., 
narrowly escaped suffocation from the 
fumes of asphalt and benzine. 
The men were engaged in painting the 
{interior of the tank, and were on a raft 
110 feet from the top and 15 feet from the 
manhole at the bottom. The ingredients 
which were used in the preparation with 
which theinterior was coated were of & 
poisonous nature, 

At an early hour the riggers began their 
work, and had but a short space to paint 
before the completion of the job. A raft, 
upon which the men stood, was built at 
the top of the standpipe, and by letting 
the water escape, the men were lowered 
tothe place where the work was to be 
done. 

When the water was but 15 feet deep, 
the outlet was closed and the men began 
mixing paint. At noon, while the men 
were hurrying to finish their labor, Wil- 
cox became semi-unconscious almost in- 
stantly, and Scully and Scott felt a pe- 
culiar sensation overtaking them. 

Scott, with much presence of mind, 

called to the watch at the top of the tank. 
By this time all three men were more or 
less overcome. They could not be rescued 
from the top of thé well, so the outlet was 
opened again and all the water in the 
tank was allowed to run to waste. 
“he manhole at the base of the tank 
was removed, and through this opening 
the partially unconscious men were 
dragged into the fresh air and taken to 
the hotel for treatment. 

Wilcox was in the most serious condi- 
tion, but he will probably recover. He is 
just recovering from a fall of 70 feet from 
a church steeple at South Hadley Falls. 
“The cause of yesterday’s disaster was 
due to the prevailing high winds that 
swept across the top of the tank and acted 
as a suction to draw out the fresh air, so 
the fumes of asphalt and benzine filled 
the reservoir. 


RESOURCES IN RESERVE. 


Breckinridge’s Counsel Evidently Expect 
Their Client to Win. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The legal com- 
plications and moral side issues of the 
Breckinridge case, which are gradually 
coming to light as the trial progresses, in- 
crease the public interest here in Wash- 
ington, where the Kentucky orator is best 
known, and make it the most sensational 
scandal ever reviewed in the criminal 
courts here. 

The mystery of the defense will be 
solved in a few days, however, for it is the 
present inten®on to place Colonel Breck- 
inridge onthe witness stand as the first 
witness in his own behalf. It is evident 
that his attorneys place their principal 
reliance upon the story which he will tell, 
and from their sanguine state of mind to- 
day, itseems probable that they must 
have im reserve resources which have not 
been made known. 

That Colonel Breckinridge’s recital will 
be a long one was foretold by one of his 
attorneys yesterday, when he said that 
the defendant would doubtless be on the 
witness stand three days. This attorney 
prophesied that the trial will continue 
for (wo weeks or more. He said that the 
cross-examination of Miss Pollard would 
consume two days more; that Colonel 
Breckinridge would be on the stand thr e 
days; that two days would bao cupied in 
reading depositions for the d iense and 


three days in closing ora.ory for the 
ears of the jury. 


From this statement, itappears that the 
defense expects to probe into the circum- 
stances surrounding Miss Pollard’s life in 
much greater detail than was indicated | 
by the commencement of the cross-exami- 
nation by Mr. Butterworth.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE, 


Committee on Public Health Votes 


Against the Cigaret Bill 

Boston, March 23.—The committee on 
pudlic health voted, 5 to4, against the bill 
to prohibit the manufacture and sale of 
cigarets. 

These reports came into the house: 
Ought not to pass on the bill recor- 
mitted to the committee giving Boston 
firemen one day off in seven; ought not to 
pass ona bill giving firemen in all cities 
one day in seven; bill providing that reg- 
istration in cities shall close 20 days be- 
fore election and in towns on the Wednes- 
day before election; leave to withdraw on 
the petition tnat steam railroads charge 
a uniform rate of fare in the limits of the 
city of Boston. 

The anti-treating bill of Mr. Day was 
the first in the orders of the day, and that 
gentleman, in speaking for the bill, said 
that he had supposed when he introduced 
the bill that it was the first of its kind 
ever introduced in this or any other state, 
but he had been informed that Governor 
Winthrop had drafted a bill which was 
passed by the general court in 1839. The 
bill was passed to a third reading by this 
vote: Yeas, 83; nays, 38. 

Mr. Searles introduced on leave a bill 
to prevent the mutilation of horses by 
docking. 

The committee on education unani- 
mously reported a resolve appropriating 
$100,000 annually f-om the state treasury 
tothe Massachusetts school fund until 
the fund amounts to $5,000,000. 

The following resolve was introduced in 
the senate and is of interest as recalling 
memories of the failure of the Maverick 
bank: That there be allowed to the 
treasurer and receiver general of the com- 
monwealth, chargeable to ordinary reve- 
nue of the current year, the sum of 
$107.75, it being the amount of loss on a 
deposit of the funds of the commonwealth 
in the Maverick National bank in the 
year 150.

Brazilian Revolution. 


VICE CONSUL LEWIS SCORED. 


Declared to Be Unfit to Rep- 
resent Our Country. 


New York, March 20.—The following 
letter has been received from a corre- 
spondent at Rio de Janeiro, dated Feb. 14: 
When an unsophisticated young person 
first attends an opera and sees a gang of 
conspirators openly discussing their plot 
on the street corners, or hears a tribe of 
robbers singing at the top of their voices, 
he thinks the whole thing nonsense. But 
if the aforesaid young man could spend a 
few weeks watching a Brazilian revolu- 
tion he might come to think the opera 
real life after all. 

Two instances in point have recently 
occurred here. The first was in connec- 
tion with a proposed uprising in the city, 
in favor of the rebels, in which a number 
of citizens and a few officers of the Na- 
tional Guard were involved. The details 
of the plot were worked out on a Friday 
night. The citizens were to go on Mon- 
day morning to San Conceicaro and Sande 
Hills garrisoned by the government. 

The officers there, inthe plot, were to 
admit them and then join them with as 
many of their soldiers as they could per- 
suade todoso. The other soldiers were 
to be overpowered or killed. The rebel 
fleet at the first shot or at a given signal 
was to hurry in and land its men to help 
the plotters. 

Their total force would be small, not 
over a thousand men; but it would occupy 
astrong position and would probably be 
rapidly increased by volunteers from the 
city. So farthe plot was strictly busi- 
ness. But now the comic opera element 
comes in. 

Over-Exuberant, 

Nearly every conspirator went about 
town telling all his friends—on the streets, 
in the horsecars, anywhere—that the next 
day Peixoto was to be humbled and the 
revolution was to be successful. The 
British, who are very intimate with the 
rebels, were, of course, notified, and the 
two principal banks went so far as to post 
notices informing their clerks that they 
need not come to business on Monday if 
there was heavy firing. Of course, in less 
than an hour, every one in the commer- 
cial quarter knew that something was 
going to happenon Sunday and Monday. 
And, of course, the government knew it 
tov.

It would, how- 
ever, be contrary to all precedent for the 
victim to overhear the murderer and spoil 
the denouement. So in Brazil. 

It seemed somehow unfair for the gov- 
ernment to discover the plot before the 
rebels were ready and consequently pre- 
vent the fun. Nothing was done or said 
on Sunday to obstruct the success of the 
uprising. It was only on Sunday eveaing 
when the rebel fleet anchored close to the 
city that any action was taken. The sus- 
pected regiments were then moved anda 
number of arrests of officers and citizens 
were made. It is said that 15 officers 
were shot. If so, it was done secretly. 

Thies Needs Investigation, 

John T. Lewis is the vice consul general 
at Rio de Janeiro, and at present he is 
acting consul general. His uncle, Will- 
iam T. Townes, is the consul general, but 
he is now on leave of absence. It is 
affirmed by Aniericans that Mr. Lewis 
has swollen under the influence of his 
official position. To say that Vice Consul 
Lewis is an untrained product does not, 
in the view of resident Americans, fully 
mark the measure of his unfitness for a 
responsible position. 

When those of his own land in difficulty 
have applied to him for official direction 
or assistance his attitude and utterances 
have been arrogant to the point of insult, 
if not of abuse. He pays absolutely no 
heed to the complaints of his countrymen 
other than to affront them, and they are 
forced to the United States naval officials 
for redress. 

It has been fortunate that soablea man 
as Admiral Benham has had practically 
complete charge of American interests 
here. Vice Consul Lewis has sworn at dis- 
tressed sailors who have appealed to him, 
and in various ways is brutal and dis- 
gusting. Americans declare that natur- 
ally and by lack of acquired attainments, 
Vice Consul Lewis is wholly unfitted for 
the position which he is presumed to oc- 
cupy but does not fill, and that he should 
be instantly recalled to private life, 
where he will no longer bring humilia- 
tion and suffering to his fellow-country- 
men. 


Trolley Lines For Hartford. 

HARTFORD, March 20.—The common 
council passed the resolutions empower- 
ing the two street railway companies to 
build and eguip trolley lines. The Hart- 
ford company, which heretofore refused 
to pay a 2 per cent tax, accepted the city’s 
terms, whieh the Hartford and West 
Hartford company did some weeks ago.

Wasurinetoy, March 20.—The house did 
not complete the consideration of the 


sundry civil appropriation bill yesterday, 


but Chairman Sayers, by the exercise of 


masterly diplomacy, succeeded in effect- 


ing an arrangement which will bring it to 


a final vote before adjournment today. 

Most of the day was spent in a discus- 
sion of the item appropriating $750,000 for 
the Missouri river. This item led toa 
general canvass of the merits of continu- 
ing the contract system begun in 1890 and 
the work of the river commissions. The 
amendments looking to a diversion of 
portions of the appropriations for the 
emergency work at Atchison and 
strengthening the revetments above Sioux 
City were defeated. 

The remainder of the afternoon was de- 
voted to the discussion of two proposl- 
tions, one requiring the disbursing officers 
of soldiers’ homes to give bond to the gov- 
ernment and providing for the auditing 
of their accounts by the treasury deparft- 
ment, and the other requiring the board 
of managers to make annual reports of 
the condition of the homes to the secre- 
tary of war for transmission to congress. 

General Black opposed the change on 
the ground that it would interfere with 
the plenary powers of the board of man- 
agers. He madea point of order against 
it, which Mr. Lester, in the chair, inti- 
mated he would sustain. 

There was no important business 
transacted in the senate, the day being 
consumed in the consideration of bills on 
the calendar. Most of them were meas- 
ures of small importance. 


GROSS INHUMANITY. 


Charges Against Elmira Keformatory 


Officials Are Sustained, 


ALBANY, March 20.—The state board of 
charity handed in its report on the Elmira 
reformatory investigation and it is against 
the board of managers. After detailing 
at length the findings in the evidence, the 
investigating committee concludes: 

“That the charges and allegations 
against General Superintendent Brock- 
way of ‘cruel, brutal, excessive, degrad- 
ing and unusual punishment of the in- 
mates’ are proven and most amply sus- 
tained by the evidence, and that he is 
guilty of the same; that the general 
superintendent in punishing convicts by 
blows across the face by the paddle and 
the handle thereof, not because of any 
offense committed by them, but because 
they happen to turn their heads often for 
the purpose of pleading for mercy, is 
guilty of needless cruelty and gross inhu- 
munity; that the general superintendent 
permitted and encouraged officers and 
keepers to strike, kick, beat and other- 
wise practice brutality upon the inmates 
whenin his presence in the bathroom, 
and that, therefore, said officers and keep- 
ers were encouraged to exercise brutality 
upon the inmates elsewhere and when 
not in his presence. 

“We therefore find the general superin- 
tendent guilty of the charge of ‘permitting, 
countenancing and encouraging brutality 
on the part of the officers and keepers;’ 
that corporal punishment as practiced 
in the reformatory should be prohibited 
by law; that the general medical super- 
vision of the reformatory is inad equate.” 


Great Hritain Won't Interfere. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.—The president 
transmitted to congress the answer of 
Secretary Gresham to the resolution 
offered in the senate calling for informa- 
tion relative to the recent British occupa- 
tion of Bluefields. Secretary Gresham 
states that an explicit declaration has 
been reccived from the British govern- 
ment that nothing in the way ofa pro- 
tectorate over the Mosquito Indians is de- 
sired or intended by the British govern- 
meat. 


The End of It. 

PITTSBURG, March 20.—The application 
for an injunction filed by the Junior 
Order of American Mechanics against the 
employment of nuns as teachers in public 
schools hus been withdrawn, the plain- 
tiffs stating that as the defendants have 
abandoned their illegal course in the 
matter an injunction is no longer neces- 
sary.

Through Mud and Mire

Beodry Civil Bill Will Soon Be papers ss Fa Roads Cost No More? 


e rural population may now ex- 
Bee with the Duke of Gloster, “Now 
is the winter of our discontent,” and 
may addon its own account that the 
spring prospect offers no hope that the 
clonds will be lifted. But with the re- 
turn of summer and consequent drying 
up and temporary hardening of the high- 
ways the farmer forgets the lesson he 
has been taught and thinks no more of 
mud and impassable roads and wrecked 
wagons and broken down horses. He is 
like the man who couldn’t mend the 
roof of his cabin when it was raining 
and wouldn’t when the sun shone be- 
cause it didn’t leak. 

To a disinterested observer the atti- 
tude of the average farmer toward the 
movement for better roads is inexplica- 
ble. Year after year he goes on in the 
same old rut, ruining his temper and in- 
curring needless expense in wagons and 
horses simply because he won’t stop to 
think. Experience has proved that 
enough money is annually expended in 
useless tinkering by ignorant roadmas- 
ters to keep the roads of the country in 
passable if not first classcondition. In- 
stead of passively submitting to _exist- 
ing conditions the farmers should com- 
bine with a view of having the time and 
money now wasted judiciously and in- 
telligently expended. 

The roadmaster, as we know him, is 
usually wholly incompetent. His knowi- 
edge of road building and repairing has 
been acquired by working out his taxes 
probably, and his prime object isto fin- 
ish the work assigned to him with the 
least outlay of labor consistent with 
drawing his salary. His method of pro- 
cedure consists in dumping washings 
from the roadside into the middle of the 
highway—which is the very material 
most injurious to the road—there to re- 
main in stifling dust or sticky mud until 
kindly rains have again swept it to the 
ditch, if there be one, or it has been 
transported to other scenes in the lungs 
and clothing of passing travelers. Ihave 
in mind just such a road and an equally 
capable roadmaster. In a townon Long 
Island a stretch of the sandy roads of 
that region had, through the action of 
the rain, been rendered hard and smooth, 
with a corresponding clogging of the so 
called ditch. Instead of clearing the 
ditches and carting away the powdery 
earth, which had produced a luxuriant 
growth of grass and weeds, he plowed it 
up and dumped it, weeds and all, into 
the middle of the road, wholly destroy- 
ing what had grown of itself to be a fair- 
ly good highway. 

What is necessary is to employ a man 
who has had experience in scientific road- 
making. Such a one can do much to- 
ward making perfect roads and keeping 
them in repair at little more expense to 
the community than the incompetent tax 
worker 

Farmers, stop and think! Get together 
and take steps to get some return for 
money *xpended. Hire a competent man 
to supervise road construction and re- 
pairing, and soon you will rejoicein high-

WITHOUT A TA COUNTRY 


Louis Kossuth, the ae Patriot, 
Dies In Exile. 


LAST MOMENTS WERE PAINFUL. 


A Persistent Follower of What 
He Believed His Duty. 


TURIN, March 21.—Louis Kossuth died 
at 10.55 o’clock last night. 

Kossuth’s end was extremely painful. 
He showed signs of consciousness until 
the last. He expired in the arms of his 
son, and died pressing the hand of the 
Hungarian deputy, Karolyi. The mem- 
bers of his family and a few of bis inti- 
mate friends stood around the bedside of 
the expiring patriot. 

Although Louis Kossnuth’s name and 
his deeds are mainly a memory with the 
present generation, his death caused uni- 
versal sorrow. Once the dictator of Hun- 
[Pend with his dream of national inde 


pendence on the verge of realization, the 
old man died in exile and poverty—liter- 
ally aman without a country—for Kos- 
suth would never bow the knee to the house 
of Hapsburg and refused all inducements 
to return to his native land. 

With thousands ready and even anxious 
to ease the burdens of his later years, he 
preserved a spirit of sturdy independence 
to the last. His pen earned him a bare 
subsistence, and his declining years were 
smoothed by the devotion of a favorite 
| sister. The fire of his patriotism was 
never quenched, but it burned dull and 
cheerlessly amid the desolation of age 
aad penury.

LOUIS KOSSUTH. 

Lajos (Louis) Kossuth 


was born at 
Monok, Hungary, April 27, 1806. His 
parents were poor, but of noble rank. He 
was educated at the Protestant college of 
Sarospatak, where he qualified himself 
forthe practice of law. In 1830 he became 
agent for the Countess Szepary, a position 
which gave him a seat in the comital as- 
sembly. Two years later, when the peo- 
ple of Hungary were groaning under the 
restrictions on their rights and privileges, 
his active political career began in the 
diet of Presburg. 


Fearless Discussion of Liberal Ideas, 


As in other countries, about this critical 
period, the authorities were opposed to 
the publication of debates or legislative 
proceedings. Knowing the power of the 
press in the cause of reform, Kossuth 
founded a paper in which speeches were 
published and governmental affairs fear- 
lessly discussed. The authorities took 
alarm and tried in vain to stop the spread 
of liberal ideas. Kossuth was threatened 
and his paper suppressed, but he found 
means to keep the people informed of na- 
tional! affairs, and in 1837 he was impris- 
oned for the publication of a lithographed 
newspaper. 

His imprisonment, which lasted about 
two years, increased his popularity, and 
when he was released he continued his 
work for Hungarian freedom. Year by 
year, despite numerous attempts at co- 
ercion, Kossuth’s influence spread. He 
was the recognized leader of the opposi- 
tion in the diet, striving for the complete 
emancipation of the peasants, the eleva- 
tion of the citizen class and the freedom 
of the press. 

In 1848 the French revolution, the great 
stimulus of radical doctrines, spurred 
Kossuth on to broader objects. He de 
manded independent government for his 
country and constitutional government 
in the hereditary territories of Austria. It 
was his burning eloquence more than 
apything else that started the revolution 
and insurrection in Vienna. The ministry 
was dissolved in September, 1548, and 
Kossuth was placed at the head of the 
committee of national defense, Events 
followed thick and fast after this. Meas- 
ures for pushing the war against Austria 
were prosecuted with great energy. 

At Debreczin in April, 1849, the inde- 
pendence of Hungary was declared and 
Kossuth made provisional governor. Then 
came difficulties and dissensions in the 
ranks of the patriots. Russia threw her- 
self intothe Austrian cause, and to end 
the jealousy of Gorgei, his political rival 
in the great struggle, Kossuth resigned 
the dictatorship. The patriots were de- 
feated in August, 1549, and Kossuth fled 
into Turkey, where he was held a prisoner. 

His Visit to the United States. 


Despite the pressure of Russia and Aus- 
tria the sultan refused to surrender the 
patriot, who through the interver ntion of 
England and the United States was al- 

lowed to leave Turkey. “In December, 
| 1851, accompanied by his wife, he was 
conveyed to the United States as the na- 
tion’s guest by the warship Mississippi, 
which bad been dispatched for that pur- 
pose. What followed is well known Kas 


BULL Was received everywhere with great 
enthusiasm. His eloquence was regarded 
ts marvelous, but the coup d’etat of Na- 
poleon III struck a fatal blow to his agita- 
tion, andin spite of popular sympathy 
with the great exile his mission fel! flat. 

Kossuth returned to Europe in July, 
1852, and joined hands with Mazzini and 
Ledro-Rollin. He delivered lectures in 
Great Britain and became as popular 
there as he was in the United States. In 
1859 he proposed a plan of attack on Aus- | 
tria to Louis Napoleon, but the peace of | 
Villafranca prevented its consummation. 
The Hungarian legation was dissolved, 
and Kossuth returned to England bit- 
terly disappointed. He removed to Turin 
(where he died) in 1862. During the war 
of 1866 he tried again to rouse the Hun- 
garians, but failed. His hopes fled with 
this failure, and he remained in exile, 
preparing his memoirs, studying scientific 
subjects and writing occasional articles 
for magazines. 

Kossuth always entertained a warm af- 
fection for the United States, which af.- 
forded him asylum and substantial en- 
couragement in time of need.- At this | 
humble home in Turin he was always 
glad to receive Americans. 

It was in a mood of mournful forebod-| 
ing that the venerable patriot passed the | 
last years of his life. As he expressed | 
himself on one occasion: “I am alone 

with my memories, alone with my bitter 
experiences. Whenon the brink of the 
grave a man makes up his account the 
balance is always on the wrong side. I 
have asked myself whether life was worth 
living. Only one comfort remains to me 
—I have persistently followed duty.’

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL 


Is Finally Passed by the House 
Without Division. 


TARIFF BILL IN THE SENATE. 


Some of the Changes Made by 
the Finance Committee. 


W£ASHINGTON, March 21.—The sundry 
eivil appropriation bill was passed by the 
house without division. The bill as 
passed carries $217,000 more than it did as 
reported from the committee on appropria- 
tions. The four appropriation bills passed 
by the house (District of Columbia, pen- 
sion, fortification and sundry civil) carry 
a net reduction of $24,334,958, as compared 
with the same bills for the current fiscal 
year. 

After the disposal of the sundry civil 
bill the O’Neill-Joy contested election 
case was called up, but the Republicans 
raised the question of consideration 
against it and then declined to vote. 
Their purpose is to force the Democrats to 
produce their own quorum to unseat Re- 
publican members. The rollcall showed 
but 154 Democratic members present, 
although it is claimed that there are 173 
in the city. 

As many members desired to witness 
the test of the 13-inch gun at the Indian 
Head proving grounds, and as the 
chances of securing a quorum were slight, 
a resolution was adopted revoking leaves 
of absence and the house adjourned over 
until Thursday. 

. The Tariff. 

The tariff bill was fairly launched on 
its way tothe senate. Mr. Voorhees re- 
ported it to the senate and gave notice 
that on April 2 he would move to take it 
up for consideration. The rest of the 
day was taken up by Senator George in a 
discussion of the legal aspects of the 
Hawaiian question, defending the action 
of the president. There was but little in- 
terest manifested in the proceedings. 

The duty on collars and cuffs is in- 
creased from 45 per cent to 55 per cent ad 
valorem. 

The only additions to the free list are 
horn strips and tips and cocoanuts. 

All sugars testing not above 80 degrees, 
lcent: from 80 to 90 degrees, 1-ll0ofa 
cent for each degree; from 90 to 98, 2-109 
ofacent foreach degree; all sugars test- 
ing above 98, or above No. 16 Dutch 
standard in color, 1-8 of a cent a pound in 
addition to the duty on sugar testing 
above 98 degrees. 

Whisky, iron ore, coal, lead ore and 
opium are unchanged. 

Section 105, which provided that the 
president shall notify the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment of the intention of this govern- 
ment to abrogate the treaty of 1875, has 
been stricken out. 

Reciprocity. 

The clause of the section repealing that 
part of the McKinley act providing for 
reciprocal treaties has been amended to 
read as follows: That sections 3, 15 and 16 
are hereby repealed, and all agreements 
or arrangements made or proclaimed be- 
tween the United States and foreign gov- 
ernments under the provisions of said sec- 
tions are hereby abrogated, of which the 
president shall give such notice to the au- 
thorities of said foreign governments as 
may be required by the terms of such 
agreements or arrangements. 

The most important change in the ad- 
ministrative features of the bill is the 
action of the committee in striking out 
the words “highest duty,” as found in the 
house bill and regulating the rates of 
duty on all goods coming in under the 
similitude clause and substituting there- 
forthe words “lowest duty.” This was 
the subject of a large argument in full 
committee, in which Secretary Carlisle 
endorsed the provisions of the house bill 
The committee therefore has made the 
change, and all goods unenumerated or 
coming in under the similitude clause 
will pay the highest instead of the lowest 
rates of duty. 

The iron schedule is twisted about con- 
siderably and the duty on tin plate is 
further reduced. 


Of Socialistic Tendencies, 

Boston, March 21. — Four thousand 
workingmen attended a rally in Faneuil 
hall last night to hear labor leaders dis- 
cuss the problem of the unemployed. 
The socialistic element was apparent. 
Politics, the governor, the mayor, non- 
union men and capitalists formed the 
line attacked. The speeches urged or- 
ganization as the best remedy to meet the 
needs of the unemployed. The names of 
Governor Greenhalge and other prominent 
men were hissed. 


A Deadlock,

for city treasurer to succeed Austin K. 
Chadwick, resigned, without a choice.

RHODY’s DEMOCRATS 


Unanimously Renominate Their Entire 
State Ticket. 


PRovIDENCE, March 21.—The Democratie 
state convention was remarkable for the 
presence of most of the leaders and promi- 


nent men of the party. Temporary Chair- 
man Augustus S. Miller said the state 
was ina crisis and was not living under 
the constitution, but he hoped the wrong 
would soon be righted. He denounced the 
McKinley bill and the evils which he 
alleged had followed it, the Sherman sil- 
ver bill and its results and the A. P. A. 
movement. He also referred at length to 
the alleged steal of the state by the Re 
publicans. 

The roll of the convention was then 
made up, and the temporary organization 
was made permanent. 

A committee on platform was ap- 
pointed, and then the convention pro- 
ceeded to nominate the state ticket. The 
old ticket was named entire by R. B. Com- 
stock, as follows: 

Governor, David S. Baker of North 
Kingstown. 

Lieutenant governor, Dalton E. Young 
of Newport. 

Secretary of state, John J. Heffernan of 
Woonsocket. 

Attorney general, Clarence A. Aldrich 
of Providence. 

General treasurer, John G. Perry of 
South Kingstown. 

They were seconded by Hugh J. Carroll 
and were separately and unanimously 
made the nominees of the convention. 


AMERICA’S SECURITY 


Due to Her Naval Policy Adopted a 
Century Ago. 

LonpoN, March 21.—In the discussion 
in the house of commons of the navy esti- 
mates, Mr. Cremer suggested that Eng- 
land take the initiative in proposing tothe 
other powers a reduction of armaments. 

Mr. Harcourt said that he sympathized 
with Mr. Cremer, but to make such pro- 
posals would not advance the object that 
the government had at heart, namely, to 
diminish the great curse of militarism in 
Europe. The navy, he added, was defen- 
sive and not agwressive like armies. The 
supremacy of the British navy was the 
greatest element in the preservation of 
peace, as it enabled Great Britain tc 
stand aloof from European combinations. 

Mr. Harcourt declared that he regarded 
the American policy established by Wash- 
ington more than a century ago as a 
great example to be followed by all civil- 
ized countries. It was a policy of peace 
and of abstention from difficulties with 
other countries. The result of this policy 
was that the Atlantic ocean separated 
America and Europe. Great Britain in 
her superior navy will have as greata 
security from the invasion as the Atlantic 
ocean affords America.

Bland Seigniorage Bill. 


ITS AUTHOR INTENDS TO FIGHT

of the President. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—The pressure 
being brought to bear upon President 
Cleveland in regard to the action he shall 
take upon the Bland seigniorage bill is 
not confined to senators and representa- 
tives, for he isin receipt of letters and tele- 
grams from all sections of the country 
upon the subject, and contrary to the be- 
lief that seems to prevail a very large ma- 
jority of these communications urge him 
to exercise the veto power. 

Many of the most emphatic of the let- 
ters in their urgency tora vote are from 

3altimore, New Orleans, Richmond, St. 
Louis, Charleston. and other southern 
cities, and represent boards of trade and 
large business men. Similar communica- 
tions have been received from the cities 
of Chicago, Pittsburg, Allegheny City, 
Detroit, Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Rochester, N. Y., and Providence. 

The prevailing sentiments contained in 
these appeals are the expression of an ap- 
prehension that should the bill become a 
law there would result a loss of confidence 
inthe credit of the government, a fear 
that the gold woul! be drained from the 
treasury, anda feeling that the govern- 
ment would be unable to maintain the 
parity between gold and silver, thus 
placing its financial status on the same 
focting with Mexico, the South American 
republics and India. 

Where Bland Stands. 

Representative Bland of Missouri 
wishes it understood that the committee 
on coinage, weights and measures, of 
which he is chairman, has not, asa body, 
waited upon Secretary Carlisle to give 
any pledges as to the future action in case 


| the bill should became a law. 


The individual members, he says, may 
have spoken with the secretary and as- 
sured him that if the bill were signed 
there would be no further silver legisla- 
tion by this congress, but if they did this 
it was in their personal capacity and with- 
out any authority from the committee. 
Mr. Bland says that he has not seen Secre- 
tary Carlisle for some time; that he only 
saw the president for a moment the other 
day, and at that meeting simply expressed 
the hope that he woulda not veto the bill.

The vital interest in the fate of the 
seignioriage bill was clearly manifested 
yesterday in the large number of con- 
gressmen who called at the White House 
to talk tothe president on the subject. 
The president saw all of these, and is 
listening patiently to everything bearing 
upon the bill that is advanced.

BRECKINRIDGE’S DEFENSE. 


E Weakness of Human Nature Appears to 


Be the Main Point. 

WASHINGTON, March 22. — Yesterday 
was a field day for the colleagues of 
Representative Breckinridge. Congress 
had taken a recess ostensibly to sail down 
the Potomac on an excursion and witness 
the trial of some big guns at Indian Head, 
but the trial progressing in the circuit 
court had greater charms for many than 
the junket on a government gunboat. 

Gray heads and bald heads were ina 
Majority, but the spectators were disap- 
pointed by oneof the least sensational 
days of the trial, although they heard the 
defense of Colonel Breckinridge outlined 
by his law partner and attorney, Colonel 
John J. Shelby, and the last words of 
Madeline Pollard’s story. Tben they 
slumbered through the monotonous read- 
log of a long deposition. 

The defense will be partly denial and 
Fartly explanation—denial that Colonel 
Breckinridge seduced Madeline Pollard; 
that she gave birth to a child at the Nor. 
wood convent, and an explanation that 
ee trapped him into a promise to marry 

er. 

The long continued illegal relations be- 
tween the two are edmitted without ex- 
cuse or palliation, except a reference to 
the inherent weakness of human nuture, 
but the orator’s spokesman represents 
that he was often anxious to break them 
off, but was always inveigled into a con- 
tinuance by the young woman; that she 
followed him, demanded money from 
him and compelled his promises to marry 
her under threats, severe! times repeated 
and emphasized by a display of pistols. 
Moreover, it is promised to be shown that 
Miss Pollard’s early life had not been one 
of virtue before the silver-tongued orator 
crossed her path. This in substance is 
the defense, but it has many branches 
and side issues. 


POLITICS IN BRAZIL, 


President Peixoto May Eventually Be- 
come Dictator of Brazil. 

MONTEVIDEO, March 22.—Passengers ar- 
riving here on the royal mail steamer re- 
port that it is doubtful if President 
Moraes will havea majority of the votes 
for president. No elections were held in 
the states of Parana, Santa Catherina and 
tio Grande do Sul. In the states where 
elections were held, the voters were 
intimidated by the military. In Rio de 
Janeiro the majority of the votes were 
cast by the government forces and em- 
ployes. 

In Minas Geraes, Silveira, Martens re- 
ceived an overwhelming majority for 
president, while the northern states re 
port a majority for Alfonso Penna. 

The passengers predict that Moraes has 
not received a majority. Floriano 
Peixoto will accept a dictatorship. It is 
said a majority of the army is anxious to 
proclaim him for 10 years. 

A salute of 21 guns to the British flag 
was fired yesterday in Rio harbor as 
apology for the arrest of an officer of the 
Sirius. The salute is regarded with dis- 
favor, as it was believed an apology would 
have been ample reparation. This action 
has increased the dislike of the Brazil- 
jians for the English. No news has been 
received from L isbon yet. 


“Not a Bad Idea, 

OMAHA, March 22.—President Clark of 
the Union Pacific railroad has notified the 
representatives of the employes that he 
would like to have them present schedules 
of their own that they would like to have 
adopted in place of the one made up by 
the receivers.

DEMANDS OF QF IRELAND 


Must Be Granted to Clear England 
of Her Deepest Stain. 


A LETTER FROM GLADSTONE 


Deals With Affairs of the Past, 
Present and Future. 


Lonpoy, March 22.—Mr, Gladstone 
recently received an address from his con- 
stituents in Midlothian, in which he was 
requested to continue to represent that 
parliamentary borough in the house of 
commons. Replying to this address, Mr. 
Gladstone has written a letter declaring 
that his chief desire will be to follow the 
wishes of the constituents and the 
borough he represents. 

Headds: “There will naturally bea 
change in my attendance at parliament. I 
cannot yet judge how far my sight and 
hearing will disable me from performing 
parliamentary duties.” 

The letter continues: ‘Whatever the 
merits or demerits of my career, and 
certainly I have been chargeable with 
many errorsof judgment, I hope it at 
least has been governed by uprightness of 
intention and a desire to learn.’ 

Proceeding to review his public life of 
60 years, dating from Lord Derby’s reform 
act, which he describes as the political 
birth of Scotland and the beginning of a 
duty which has been solemnly recognized, 
Mr. Gladstone says that his career has 
been a history of political, economical, 
social, moral and intellectual emancipa- 
tion. He adds that in allthe numberless 
causes that had been brought forward in 
this time, Scotland has battled for the 
right. 

A New Era, 

Another period has opened, possibly of 
greater moral dangers and certainly as 
great an ordeal for those classes who are 
now becoming conscious of their power, 
and who have never heretofore been sub- 
jected to its deteriorating influences, Now 
isthetime for the true friendsof the 
country to remind the masses that they 
owe their political eleyation to broad, 
noble principles, love of liberty for all, 
without distinction of class, creed or 
country, and a resulute preference for the 
interests of the whole to an interest of 
narrower scope. 

“Tam sanguine,” Mr. Gladstone further 
says, “that Secetland will continue to 
cherish a lawful and enlightened sense of 
duty, and that undoubtedly she will be 
able to obtain without difficulty every 
satisfaction of her own special wants. 
For myself, I carry out of office the same 
political opinions I professed while in it. 

“It is indeed a satisfaction to me, 
after more than 60 years of a highly con- 
tentious life, that [can honorably be re- 
lieved from some active participation in 
political conflict, but I recognize the great 
and growing demands of these countries 
forthe satisfaction of their legislative 
wants, and I lament that the discrepancy 
of sentiment between the two houses of 
parliament has reached during the past 
year such development as to raise a ques- 
tion between the chamber, in the main 
responsible, and the chamber totally irre- 
sponsible to the nation, in such form as to 
early necessitate a conclusive judgment 
from the country. 

“I am deeply convinced that not until 
the just demands of Ireland are satisfied, 
as the house of commons tried to 
satisfy them, will the legislative wante 
of any portion of the United Kingdom be 
adequately met, nor will the empire 
attain its maximum union and power, 
nor British honor be effectually cleared 
of the deepest historic stain ever attached 
to it.” 


England and Russia and Seals, 

St. PETERSBURG, March 22. — News 
papers are publishing articles opposing a 
renewal of the Anglo-Russian convention 
forthe regulation and protection of the 
Behring sea and seal fisheries on the 
ground that while Russia binds herself to 
limit the catch on the Commander isl- 
ands, England is allowed to make un- 
limited captures while the seals are en 
route from the Japanese coasts during 
the spring migrations. 


A Fair Proposition, 

Rio DE JANEIRO, March 22.—The Port-

WEDDINGS IN WALES. 


Some Curious Marriage Customs That Still 
Exist Among the Peasantry. 

Some quaint-customs still survive 

among the peasantry of south Wales— 


at Jeast in the remote villages. One of 
the oddest is thé ‘‘bidding.’”? Whena 


young man and woman are engaged, a 
circular is printed—known as a **bid- 
ding letter’’—and distributed at market 


and outside the chapels on Sunday, so 
that all may know of the event. The 


form is always thesame and runs as fol- 
lows: 

As we intend to enter the matrimonial state, 
we are encouraged by our friends to make a 
bidding on the occasion at the young man’s fa- 
ther’s house (here follow the address and date 
of the entertainment), when and where the fa- 
vor of your good and agreeable company is 
most humbly solicited, and whatever donation 
you may be pleased to bestow on us will be 
thankfully received, warmly acknowledged 
snd cheerfully repaid whenever called for on 
t similar occasion by your obedient servants,

All being ready on the day, a party 
goes to fetch the bride to the bidding. 
She hides and has to be sought for in all 
directions, but being at last found is 
escorted in triumph. Her procession is 
met by that of the bridegroom, and they 
all repair tothe church, where the wed- 
ding ceremony takes place, after which 
all return to the groom’s house to make 
merry and to count the gifts. These are 
generally in money and vary from a 
shilling up to half a sovereign. 

Each item is carefully entered in a 
book by the ‘‘bidding clerk,’’ together 
with the donor’s name, so that it may 
be repaid when he or she marries. As 
all the money will probably not be 
called in for many years—some not at 
all, if the givers remain single—the 
young couple receive a tolerable start in 
life. Oddly enough, the bridegroom is 
expected to provide the kitchen clock 
and table, the glass cupboard and the 
kitchen dresser, also the bedstead. Each 
of the young people is supposed tob ring 
half a dozen chairs, the bride’ 8 especial 
contribution being the bedding, the 
crockery ware, the parlor table and a 
chest of drawers. Things are done me- 
thodically in that part of the world.— 
London Tit-Bits. 


Curing a Dead Man. 

“I was employed to cure a dead 
man,’’ said Dr. C. R. Gregg of St.

ANOTHER EXPLOSION. 


fad Sequel to the Recent Disaster 
at Santander. 


SEVERAL WORKINGSIEN KILLED. 


Details of the Dynamite Explo- 
sion In November Last. 


SANTANDER, March 22.—Another fatal 
accident occurred here yesterday, caused 
by an explosion of dynamite. Ever since 
the awful disaster that occurred in this 
city on the night of Nov. 3 last, when the 
Spanish steamer Cabo Machichaco was 
blown up by the explosion of part of the 
large consignment of dynamite aboard of 
her, the wrecked hull of the vessel has 
been lying at the bottom of the bay. 

It was discovered by divers, who went 
down in search of the bodies of some of 
those who were killed at that time, that 
a considerable quantity of dynamite was 
stillin she wreck. This was considered 
to be a menace to shipping, and the au- 
thorities determined to have it removed. 
While a number of men were engaged in 
the work of taking the dynamite out of 
the hulk, yesterday, the explosion oc- 
curred, aud several of the workingmen 
were killed. 

The Disaster of November. 

The loss of life occasioned by the disas- 
ter last November has never been ac- 
curately ascertained. 

It is known, Yiowever, that the list of 
the dead, missing and wounded numbered 
fully 1000. Fhe Cabo Machichaco was 
lying alongside a wharf discharging a 
part of her cargo, which consisted of gen- 


eral merchandise, including iron ore, 
flour, wine and petroleum in cases. While 
this work was going on the steamer 


caught fire and the blaze attracted large 
crowds to the water front to watch tke 
spectacle of the burning vessel. 

Officers and men from vessels lying 
near the Cabo Machichaco went to the as- 
sistance of the firemen who had 
hastily summoned. Suddenly there was 
a deafening roar, and the steamer disap- 
peared. The slaughter among the spec

tators was frightful. Houses alongthe 
water front were either completely de- 
stroyed by the shock of the ex; ion or 
else so badly damaged as not to be fit for 
occupancy. 

Vast quantities of burning oil were 
thrown far up into the city, and at one 


time it appegred as though the whole 
place would be destroyed. Fortnnately, 
however, a change in the wind prevented 
this, but not until enormous money dam- 
age had been done. 

Awful Results, 

A hundred small vessels sunk in the 
harbor, and @ number cf others, including 
the merchant steamer Alfonso XIII, 
caught fire from the rain of flaming oil 
and burned fiercely. Forty of the crew of 
the Alfonso 71: lost their lives 

Mangled and blackened corpses were 
scattered along the quay, and the scene 
was one that defied description. Among 
the dead was Don Manuel Somoza de La 
Pena, the provincial governor, and a num- 
ber of other officials. 

Just as the steamer blew up a railway 
train arrived at a station, ¢ able 
distance from the scene of the explosion. 
This train was completely wrecked, set 
fire to and most of its passengers were 
burned to death. 

The people were rendered helpless by 
the terrible calamity that had befallen 
them, and it was necessary for the goy- 
ernment to assume for a time the diree- 
tion of affairs in the city. The place has 
not yet entirely recovered from the effects 
of the disaster. 

It was learned subsequently that, 
though the Cabo Machichaco had 20 cases 
of dynamite on her manifest, had 
about 480 more cases of the explosive 
stored under her other cargo.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE, 
i 
Gist of Bills Agreed Upon by the Com- 
mittee ow the Unemployed. 

March 23.—The senate con- 
curred with the house in sending to 
the committee on expenditures the 
normal school bills, with instructions to 
report a single bill. The adverse reports 
on the petitions of various towns were 
likewise sent to that committee. 

The special committee on the unem- 
ployed has agreed upon two bills. One of 
the bills provides for the appointment of 
a board of three members to investigate 
the whole question and recommend prac- 
tical measures for the relief of the unem- 
ployed. The board is to be appointed by the 
governor and council, by whom the com- 
pensation is to be fixed, and it expires on 
the second Wednesday in March, 1895, on 
or before which date it is to make final 
report. Itis also to report on temporary 
measures to the present legislature. 

Another bill which the committee will 
sepor* gives authority to the metropolitan 
park commissioners to proceed at once 
with the construction of roads and boule- 
vards to connect the public parks in the 
several town and cities, and authorizes 
the expenditure of $500,000. 

This is a partial report, and in case the 
bill establishing a board of investigation 
is passed, all questions will be referred to 
it. Otherwise the committee will make 
several suggestions. 

Adverse reports were made to the house 
on the bill to define the liability of rail- 
road companies in cases of injuries to em- 
ployes, the object of the bill being to 
make it necessary for the companies to 
prove due care on their part in cases 
under the act proposed; also against the 
bill to prevent the offensive use of build- 
ings for advertising purposes. 

Ought not to pass, on the bill request 
ing patent medicine bottles to have on 
them a latel stating the per cent of 
alcohol in the medicine; also on the bill 
requiring caus and other receptacles used 
by milk dealers to be kept free from im- 
purities. 

Leave to withdraw on the petition of 
the town of Ashland that the city of Bos- 
ton be required to make good the loss in 
valuation of the taxable property in the 
town caused by the taking of water for 
a water supply. 

Leave to withdraw on the petition to 
abolish the grade crossing of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford railroad 
at Brownell street in Fall River. 

Leave to withdraw on the petitions of 
the following cities and towns for a state 
normal school: Cheshire, Hinsdale, Hav- 
erhill, Athol, Barre, Gardner, Winchen- 
don, Templeton and Lowell. 

On motion of Mr. Simpson the petitions 
for normal schools, on which leave to 
withdraw was reported, were all referred 
to the committee on expenditures. 

Mr. Russell introduced a bill extending 
to New London, Conn., the provisions of 
the act relating tothe immediate trans- 
portation of dutiable goods in bond.

The Dedham Transcript says: ‘* Sunday 
marked the 46th anniversary of the funeral 
of John Quincy Adams, which occurred at 
Quincy, Mass., on March 11, 1848. Few 
men who are now living and who were 
present on that memorable occasion can 
fail to recall its solemnity and stateliness. 
All the lawyers of Norfolk County were 
expected to attend the funeral and most of 
them did.~ Of all the attorneys of that 
county who had been admitted tothe bar 
before March, 1848, only two now survive 
—Samuel B. Noyes of Canton and Samuel 
Warner of Wrentham, and of all the gen- 
tlemen who were at the time members 
of Congress from Massachusetts only one 
survives, and that is the distinguished 
Robert Charles Winthrop of Brookline, 
ex speaker of the House. It will be 
recalled that Mr. Adams was a member 
of the 30th Congress from the district 
which then included Quincy, Canton, 
Dedham and other towns in Norfolk 
County. The other members from Massa- 
chusetts to the 50th Congress were Daniel 
Webster and John Davis, senators; Amos 
Abbot, George Ashmum, Joseph Grinnell, 
Artemas Hale, Charles Hudson, Daniel P. 
Palfrey Julius Rockwell and 
Robert C. Winthrop. Mr. Adams was 
struck with paralysis, while in his seat at 
the Capito], on the 2ist day of February, 


1848. He died on the 25d of that month; 
his last words were: ‘* This is the last of 
earth! Iam content!”

The reference to the Geary law in the 
treaty is to registered Chinese, and stipu- 
lates that the registered Chinese who gi 
to China shall not return unless they 
have a lawful wife, child or parent in the 
United States, have property to the value 
of $1000 or credits due to that amount. 

Senator Perkins of Celifornia was 
asked if suchatreaty as had been de 
scribed would permit Chinese to return. 
He replied that it would absolutely render 
the Geary law nugatory. At present a 
registered Chinaman cannot return. 
Under the proposed treaty the Chinaman 
who has $1000 in this country or credits 
to that amount can return.

Murderer Prendergast Was to Have! 


Been Executed Today. 
PLEA OF INSANITY IS _ RAISED. 


Case Will 
Court on Saturday. 


—— 

CHICAGO, March 23 —When the federal 
judges announced that they would not 
grant the petition for writ of habeas 
corpus in the case of Patrick Eugene 
Prendergast, the assassin’s attorneys re- 
newed their efforts by raising the question 
of their client’s sanity. The point raised 
was that Prendergast had become insane 
since the trial. So they applied to Judge 
Chetlain, and he consented to hear argu- 
ments to show that he could properly 
take up the matter. 


WMURDERES PRENDERGASS 

Judge Chetlain refused to extend the 
time for the hearifg beyond 11 o’clock 
this morning, the hour set for the execu- 
tion. The authorities at Springfield re- 
fused to reprieve Prendergast. 

It was nearly 11:30 last night before the 
attorneys concluded their opening argu- 
ments, and Judge Chetlain decided that 
he could rightfully take up the case. The 
regular court was summoned and the 
work of summoning a jury begun. Hav- 
ing heard the arguments Judge Chetlain 
announced his decision, extending the 
time of the execution of the sentence two 
weeks, to April 6, and setting the com- 
mencement of the trial of the question as 
to the prisoner’s sanity on Saturday morn- 
ing, at 10 o’clock. 

The Judge's Review. 

Said the judge: ‘‘The case as it now 
stands is as follows: The state has ap- 
peared and declared itself ready to pro- 
ceed. It has conceded to the defendant 
the right toatrial. The court required 
the defense to introduce evidence to make 
a prima facie case, raising a reasonable 
doubt as to the sanity of the prisoner. 
The question is not one of the guilt of 
the prisoner, but whether he between the 
time of the judgment of the court of the 
execution of his sentence has become in- 
sane. 

“The court has the power to empanel a 
jury and try this case. It is now nearly 
midnight and it is apparent to counsel on 
both sides that the trial could not be con- 
cluded before the time appointed for the 
execution. Shall the court be left power- 
less to prolong the time of the execution 
of the sentence from the authorities? I 
am satisfied that the court has that in- 
herent power. The question ought to be 
submitted to a jury, and investigation be 
made quietly and duly. It would be in- 
consistent vith justice to compel a trial 
at midnight. Forthe foregoing reasons 
the court will prolong the execution of 
Patrick Eugene Prendergast.” 

Mrs. Hawley Sentenced. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., March 23.—Flor- 
ence Hawley, the convicted murderess of 
Miss Mary Munson, was sentenced t 
nine years in the state prison and ordered 
to pay a fine Of $1. The prisoner was un- 
moved by the long sentence. John Haw- 
ley, her husband, is now serving a life 
sentence for the crime. 


une Ycar Added to His Term, 

Boston, March 23.—Albert A. Martin, 
astate prison convict, pleaded guilty toan 
assault and battery upon Officer Donovan 
of that institution several weeks ago.

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A CRACK ON THE NECK 


Sent Dixon to the Floor to the Delight 
| of a Large Crowd. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 23.—If the second 
round last night between George Dixon 
}and Walter Edgerton, the “Kentucky 
Rosebud,” had been allowed to continue 
for three minutes Dixon would have been 
completely knocked out. As it was it 
took 11-2 minutes to recover his senses, 
while in the meantime the 2000 persons 
who were present went wild with enthu- 
siasm. 

The “friendly” bout took place at In- 
dustrial hall, where an athletic entertain- 
ment was in progress for the aid of the 
poor of this city, Neither man attempted 
to do any slugging in the first round.

PEOPLE’S PARTY OF MAINE 


Adopt Resolutions and Nominates L. C. 
Bateman For Governor. 


AvGusTA, Me., March 23.—The state 
convention of the People’s party opened 
here with an attendance of about 100. All 
Populists present were admitted without 
credentials. A. A. Beaton of Rockland 
was elected chairman, and the following 
state committee chosen: J. E. Ash, An- 
burn; W. H. Jewett, Portland; B. H. Rid- 
ley, Jay; Henry Betts, Ellsworth; A. W.

Resolutions were adopted declaring 
that the present condition of affairs was 
owing to a lack of a proper circulating 
medium; declaring for the free coinage of 
gold and silver; government control of 
railroads, telegraph and telephone sys- 
tems; a graduated income tax and other 
legislation endorsed by the Omaha plat- 
form. 

Mr. Lennond of Thomaston fought the 
silver coining clause unsuccessfully, and 
the adoption of the plank endorsing the 
Omaha platform was to satisfy those 


who approved the sub-treasury loaning} 


scheme. 

A resolution offered by Mr. Smart of 
Swanville, “That the drunkard factories 
of the state are a nuisance, and we should 
use all honorable and legal means for 
their suppression,” was adopted.

CrieaGco, March 23.—The following tele 
gram has been sent to Governor Hogg of 
Texas by the newly organized colored 
anti-lynching league: 

“The anti-lynching league protests 
against the contemplated lynching of 16 
men at Matagorda, in your state. If you 
take no action to protect them, we will 
hold you responsible for their murder ” 

The officers of the league say that if the 
men are lynched they will make a test 
case and bring pressure to bear that will 
cause congress to appoint an investigating 
committee. The formationof the league 
by thecolored people has aroused con- 
siderable interest among the white peo- 
ple of the city. The Woman’s Christian 
Temperance union of Chicago and Presi- 
dent Gunsalus of Armour institute will 
endeavor to form a Caucasian anti-lynch- 
ing league. 

The original league was formed by the 
colored people very recently with the ob- 
ject of exerting influence looking to the 
suppression of the frequent lynching of 
colored men. A platform was adopted 
and Fred Douglass elected president.

Many provin- 
cial towns have gone into mourning as 
deeply as has the city. 

The students of this city, ardent ad- 
mirers of the great general, have deter- 
mined that the people shall pay every re- 
spect to his memory or else suffer the con- 
sequences. Crowds of them went about 
the city last night smashing windows and 
gas lamps in front of houses of which no 
mourning was displayed. The students 
invaded the theaters and drove from the 
stage, with missiles of all sorts, the actors 
taking part in the performances, and then 
the audiences. 

The same tactics were employed at the 
concert halls until all of them were 
closed. The police attempted to arrest

APPEALS FOR A VETO 


Of the Bland Seigniorage Bill by All| 


Sections of the Country. 


THE PRESIDENT HARD AT WORK 


On the Merits and Demerits 
of the Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—Probably be- 
tause it was cabinet day and therefore 
difficult to get the ear of the president, 
there were few congressmen at the White 
House yesterday. 

But they have in no degree been re- 
lieved of anxiety asto the fate of the 
seigniorage bill. The situation at the 
White House presents one strong feature 
of novelty in the fact that it appears to be 
the scene of a bloodless battle just now 
between the congressmen on the one 
hand, the large majority of whom are 
urging the signing of the seigniorage 
bill, andthe great commercial interests 


of the country on the other, for 29 out of | 


every 30 of the communications coming 
from them pray for the veto of the bill. 

These communications by mail and 
wire are not, as might be supposed, alto- 
gether of eastern origin. For instance, 
there were appeals for a veto from Cin- 
cinnati, St. Louis, San Francisco and 
Salem, Or. Virginia has also joined the 
line, as was made evident by protests 
against the bill from the cotton factories 
of Norfolk and the transportation inter- 
ests there. 

Thoughtfully Considered by Cleveland. 

A very thoughtful presentation of ob- 
jections to the bill coming from Rich- 
mond has made some impression upon 
the president. Of course it is manifestly 
impossible for the president to read him- 
self in detail all of these communications, 
but they are carefully examined by Mr. 
Thurber, and any new point or sugges- 
tion on either side of the case is brought 
to the president’s attention. 

He has up to and including next Thurs- 
day to make up his mind what to do with 
the bill, and there are indications that he 
proposes to use most of this time in 
thoughtful consideration of the matter. 
It is certain that he has committed him- 
selftono man, as respects his action on 
the bill. 

It is noticeable that some communica- 
tions received urging a veto concede that 
owing to the slow formation of popular 
opinion the result may be a temporary 
party loss at the polls, but they insist 
that in the end the sound and conservative 
course they approve will surely be re- 
warded by popular support. 

This view is strongly expressed in the 
communications from the south, which 
in cases adjure the president to follow the 
line of conduct pursued by him in making 
the tariff issue. 

The comparatively few appeals for the 
signature of the billasa rule are based 
on the plea that it will do ne harm, and is 
absolutely demanded to ensure party 
unity and the control of the house of 
representatives. 


h on His Hands. 

DENVER, March 24.—When the atten- 
tion of Governor Waite was called to the 
report that L. Houseman had gone to 
Cripple Creek to ascertain whether as- 
surances can be given of no interference 
by the authorities if Corbett and Jackson 
decide to fight there, he said: “My ad- 
vice is not to make any arrangements for 
an international fight in this state; we 
have enough fight on our hands at 
present.”’

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


The Constitutionality of the Dipsomanise 
Law—The Unemployed. 


Bostox, March 24.—In the senate the 
committee on treasury submitted a unani- 
mous report in favor of the bill requiring 
the registration of physicians. 

Ought not to pass on a bill to amend 
the city charter of Boston so that the 
mayor of said city might be empowered 
to appoint all officers and boards and 
heads of departments which are provided 
for in the statutes or ordinances. 

Ought not to pass was reported on the 
bill that every manufacturing, mining or 
quarrying, mercantile, railroad, street 
railway, canal, steamboat, telegraph and 
telephone corporation be prevented from 
paying employes in any other way than 
by public currenoy. 

An adverse report was submitted on the 
bill toprevent any person or corporation 
from enjoining, under penalty, their em- 
ployes not to affiliate themselves with 
labor organizations. Ought not to pass 
on a bill making it unlawful for persons 
to work more than six days in seven. 
Similar action was reported on a bill pro- 
viding that all employes of the common- 
wealth shall receive $2 a day. 

In the house Mr. Coakley offered an or- 
der to require the opinion of the justices 
of the supreme judicial court on the fol- 
lowing questions: 

1. Isanadjudication that a person is a 
dipsomaniac under chapter 839 of the 
acts of 1885 equivalent toa criminal ad- 


' judication? If so, is said act unconstitu- 


tional by reason of providing for a crim- 


| inal adjudication without giving a right 


to a trial by jury? 

2. Isthe term “habitual drunkard” Jas 
used in said act synonymous with the 
term ‘‘dipsomaniac,” or is dipsomaniaa 
@istinct condition from the habit of 
drunkenness within the meaning of said 
act? 

8. Isthe right of appeal provided by 
section 10 of chapter 4140f the acts of 
1889 to be exercised under the provisions 
of the law as to appeals, in criminal 
cases, from the judgment of trial justices, 
police, district and municipal courts? 

4. Dosections 10 and 13 of said chapter 
414 grant or deny the appellant the right 
of being admitted to bail? If they deny 
the right, is not so much of said act as ino- 
volves a denial of such right unconstitu- 
tional? 

The order Was laid over to Monday. 

J. E. Hayes, Mr. Wentworth and Mr. 
Kneil announced that they dissent from 
the adverse report of the committee on 
judiciary on the bill of Mr. Bliss of West 
Springfield to define the liability of rail- 
road companies to make compensation for 
injuries suffered by employes in their ser- 
vice. This bill gives a presumption of due 
care on the part of the employes, instead 
of, as vow, compelling him to prove due 
care. 

the joint special committee on the un- 
employed reported in part as follows: 

The petition presented on Feb. 20, 1894, 
requests that the general court “formu- 
late and adopt such immediate plans of 
public work as will felly relieve the 
present distress.” 

The committee does not deem it wise to 
commit the commonwealth to expensive 
projects, without regard to the general 
welfare, in order to give employment to 
labor. : 

The committee found, however, a prop- 
osition before the general committee 
looking tothe building of boulevards or 
roads connecting parks or other open 
spaces with cities and towns of the metro- 
politan park district. This work has 
been suggested by the metropolitan park 
commission in its report of 1893. 

The bills provide for the construction of 
parks and boulevards and an appropria- 
tion of $500,000; the act for appointiag a 
commision provides that the board shall 
consist of three persous whose term of 
office shall expire the second Wednesday 
of March, 1895. The members of the 
board shall receive such compensation 
and incur such expenses for carrying out 
the provisions of theact as the gov- 
ernor and council shall approve, provided 
that the whole amount expended shall 
not exceed $15,000.

POPULACE MAKE A BOLD STAND. 


A Conflict Ensues With Police 
and Soldiers.

Bupa-PestH, March 24.—Cavalry and |} 
infantry patrol the streets, but their pres- 
ence is not sufficient to preserve order. 

Shortly after darkness had set in last | 
night crowds began to gather in certain | 
cafes and other places of public resort, | 
the proprietors of which were insympathy | 
with them. Soon the crowds took to the | 
streets, where their numbers were rapidly 
augmented and began acting in a riotous 
manner in different parts of the city. 

The most serious disorder occurred at 
the Opera house. The black flag that had | 
been hoisted on that building had been | 
hauled down again after the military had 
succeeded in driving theecrowd from the | 
vicinity of the building late in the after- | 
noon, and when this news spread it ex- | 
cited the deepest indignation among the | 
populace. It was said that the flag had | 
not been hoisted out of respectfor the 
memory of Kossuth, but simply for the | 
purpose of appeasing popular fury. The 
streets close to wherethe Opera house is | 
located were filled with a dense throng, 
the members of which bitterly de-| 
nounced the government and the director ; 
of the Opera house for what was termed 
the disrespect shown to the memory of 
the greatest of martyrs. | 

For a time no overt act was committed 
and the military stationed along An-| 
drassy strasse made no attempt to dis- 
perse the crowd. Finally some men in the | 
crowd began to throw stones, while others 
hurled insulting ep®%hets at the troops | 
and the police. | 

The Mob Routed. 

At this the cavalry. and police charged 
upon them with drawnswords. The mob 
resisted, and, though driven back, stub- 
bornly defended every inch of their} 
ground. The soldiers and police had | 
their hands full, and it looked after the 
first charge as though the rioters would 
turn the tables, and unarmed as they 
were, except with stones and clubs, swoop 
through the forces attacking them. 

Again and again the crowd was 
charged, until they began to give way a| 
little in the direction of the river, keeping 
up a continual fire of stones as they fell | 
back. Many of the crowd were knocked | 
down and tramped upon by the horses of 
the cavalrymen, and seriously injured. 

The soldiers and police used their 
swords unsparingly, and many of the 
rioters were so badly wounded that it was 
necessary to remove them to the hospital. 
Several of the troops and police were 
injured more or less severely by stones 
thrown by the rioters. Hundreds of win- | 
dows were broken during the melee, and | 
considerable ether damage was done to} 
property before the mob was put to flight. 

In the meantime, rioting of a less dan 
gerous character had taken place in other 
parts of the city. At these point 
ever, the authorities had comparatively | 
little difficulty in restoring quiet. i 

Traffic Stopped. 


Order was not restored until about | 
midnight. Cordons of troops were then 
placed across the principal streets and all | 
traffic was stopped. No one was allowed | 
to pass through without explaining the | 
business they were on. 

It would not be a surprise if the rioting 
should be resumed at any moment. It 
isknown that 40 persons were injured 
during the rioting. Thirty-six menawho 
appeared to be leaders in the movement 
were arrested. 

Nearly all the thieves and other lawless | 
characters of the city were 
the skirts of the fighting er 
ing opportunities to rob houses or shops 
that were carelessly left unprotected.

The Army Starts on Their Long Tramp

ATTEMPTS MADE AT DISCIPLINE 


Meet With Very Poor Results 


From the Soldiers. 


CANTON, O., March 26.—In the face of 
asharp, cold wind that brought shivers to 
the frames of well-clad people, Coxey’s 
army marched eight miles yesterday on 
the road to Washington. There werea 
few less than 100 of them. Not to exceed 
8 dozen had overcoats or gloves. 

Several hundred persons watched their 
departure from Massillon. About 3000 
persons assembled at the temporary camp 
at Keedurban, and a host greeted the 
crusaders at Canton. 

Last night they were sleeping at camp 
Lexington, in the eastern part of Canton. 
A heavy snowstorm set in before the de- 
tails of the camp had been completed, 
and the trampers are huddled around 
roaring campfires. About two-thirds of 
the men listed made the trip. Coxey has 
buried his disappointment at the non-ap- 
pearance of the myriad he expected, and 
is exultant over the handful who reported 
for business. 

The Massillon campon the Tuscarora 
presented an odd sight yesterday morn- 
ing. No fire was permitted in the big 
tent, but there was a heap of blazing logs 
outside. Every few moments the flaps of 
the tent were parted by a soldier of the 
commonweal, who visited the fire to 
drive away the chills. 

Falstaff's Army. 

The hobos in the party became known 
just before breakfast. Some of them 
washed at the river brink and others car- 
ried water in pans and heated it over the 
fire. They burned straw and froliced 
about like atroopof boys. A bugle call 
to breakfast brought them together at 
the tent with a rush. The bil! of fare 
comprised bread, coffee and raw meat. 
The latter was affixed to the end of 
pointed sticks and roasted over the fire. 

One group of five ran away ina body 
after breakfast and boarded a passing 
freight train. Thirty of the common- 
wealers spent the night as lodgers at the 
Massillon police station. They comprised 
two entire groups, who could not be found 
when they were needed for picket duty. 

At 8 o’clock Marshal Louis Smith, 
otherwise “The Unknown,’”’ summoned 
the men to camp together, and they were 
found to number 11 groups. They were 
organized into a commune. Smith drilled 
them on the meadows for half an hour. 
He has added several formalities of mili- 
tary discipline tothe rules of the common- 
wea). Oneof them is the plan of hay- 
ing them march in files of two, and a 
more surprising innovation is the adop- 
tion of military salutes. 

Standing on Dignity. 

Aman who shouted ‘Here Browne” at 
the California reformer half way across 
the field was given 9 raking over by 
Smith. Among other things he said that 
the proper caper was to ask for Chief 
Marshal Carl Browne and salute when 
his attention was secured. 

The despised military system is being 
introduced, even though companies are 
called communes and regiments commnn- 
ities. The 11 groups consolidated are 
called the Chicago commune. Two hours 
before the time for departure the tents 
were pulled down and preparations made 
for the trip. 

Outsiders were directed to leave the 


and saddle horses were brought in from 
Coxiaua, and the soldiers had a busy time 
of it. A diversion was caused bya bulletin 
from Coxiana, announcing that a steamer 
had just passed that point laden with re- 
cruits from Canton. The steamer made

A Gang From Texas, 


SAN ANTONIO, March 26.—Tue Southern 
Pacific railroad officials have received 
word that the United States industrial 
army of several hundred men were put 
off the trains at a siding near Finley sta- 
tion on the El Paso division, and that 
trains were run through without stop- 
ping. The so-called ariny broke the lock 
on the switch and threw it open, causing 
the next east bound train to take the 
siding. 

The men climbed upon the cars and 
Conductor Martin pulled them to Finley, 
where he tied up the train, pending the 
arrival of orders from General Van 
Vleck. The order came for him to keep 
thetrain tied up. Several trains have 
arrived at Finley since, and all are tied 
up, asthe army shows no disposition to 
let any of the trains depart without them. 
Finley is an isolated station, and the 
army will starve out if they remain here 
afewdays. 

All Quiet at Nicaragua. 

CoLos, March 26.—The British cruiser 
Canada arrived here yesterday from Blue- 
fields, Nicaragua. She reports that every- 
thing was quiet there when she left. 
Great interest was manifested at Blue- 
fields as to the decision of the question 
between the United States and Great 
Britain regarding the landing of the 
British sailors and marines on Nicara- 
guanterritory,

WILL PREACH FROM A TENT 


And Against Hatred and Cor- 
ruption of Sects. 


Fatt River, Mass., March 26.—Rev. 
John Brown, known throughout this sec- 
tionas ‘‘Parson,” and one of the most 
prominent organizers of the present 
Weavers’ union, surprised his congrega- 
tion yesterday by reading the following 
letter: 

“‘My dear friends—On the first of next 
JunelI shallhave been in the ministry 
25 years. These years so quickly passed 
away. Ihave been continually in har- 
ness, have built eight churches, have 
organized over a dozen, and have helped 
to pay the debt of a good many others. I 
thank God that I have been able to do so 
much, but yetIam not satisfied. I feel 
that I have given my strength largely to 
digging wells in the desert and setting up 
candle sticks in the night, while water 
flowed not so freely from the one, nor 
light flamed go brightly from the other, 
as I could have wished. I propose, 
therefore, to change my methods im 
future. 

“I will sell my library, buy a tent, and 
with this tent I will go whereI please, 
preach when, how and what I please. It 
may be that our children,centuries hence, 
will look on these church buildings of 
ours that westruggle so hard to build 
and pay for, as we look upon the old 
cathedrals built by our fathers in past 
centuries; mére places of historical inter- 
est, but useless so faras the worship of 
our Heavenly father is concerned. That 
the Master put but very little value on 
church buildings can be seen from his 
conversation with the woman of Samaria. 

“Then too I want perfect freedom to 
emphasize the social aspects of Christian- 
ity. There are Jericho walls to be bat- 
tered down, and Jerusalem walls to be 
built up before the reign of King Jesus 
can be established. 

Phe Drink Habit 
must be done away with; the rights of 
woman in the state, as they are now in 
church, must be acknowledged; labor 
and capital must shake hands, or lock 
horns like the two steers and fight it- out 
on the edge of the precipice till either one 
or the other goes over; corruption in high 
or low places, especially in politics, must 
be swept into hell with the ‘besom of de- 
struction;’ class jealousies and sectarian 
hatreds must be annihilated, and truth, 
righteousness, brotherly love and broth- 
erly helpfulness must exist between 
masses and classes, employer and em- 
ploye hereafter, as never past. 

“Allthe legislatures, governments and 
governors in the world will amount to 
nothing. Nonew gospel, but the same 

old gospel of the Man of Nazareth is 
needed for the world’s regeneration. The 
nearer we keep tothe original methods 
for its proclamation, the better. I leave 
this congregation with the best fceling 
toward every member in it. Iam glad 
that there is no discord among us. Lam 
glad, also, that the church is paid for and 
that you have no debt resting upon you. 
fbf I am spared for active service for 25 
years more, I shall know in the mean- 
time only my Master in heaven, and his 
toiling, sorrowing creatures here on earth. 
These being my sentiments, I ask you to 
meet me next Sabbath, to appoint com- 
missioners tothe Presbytery, who shall 
join with mein requesting that the pas- 
torate be dissolved on June 1 next,” 
No Action Taken. 

No action was taken on the resignation, 
as the reading of the letter came as a sur- 
prise. The congregation will appointa 
committees to ask the presbytery to dis- 
solve the present pastorate. 

Parson Brown does not intend to dis- 
solve his connection with the Presbyterian 
church, but it has,been known for some 
time that he does not care to subject him- 
self to the restrictions that the presbytery 
wishes to place on him as a parish 
preacher. 

His career in this city has been of a 
startling character. He took charge of 
the Westminster Presbyterian church in 
1883 and shortly afterward became identi- 
fied in the practical work of conducting a 
large strike of weavers, through the im- 
portunities of two reporters. They feared 
that trouble might grow out of the condi- 
tion then existing, and he was induced to 
mount a platform at South park and to 
counsel peace to a crowd of 2000 hot- 
headed men and women. His advice pre- 
vailed, and shortly afterward he became 
the idol of the working people. 

He was elected a member of the school 
committee aud of the legislature; he as- 
pired to be the successor to Robert How- 
ard as senator. Several other things had 
combined to make him dangerous to poli- 
ticians, and he was shelved. He has been 
preaching in the Academy of Music Sun- 
day nights for some time, and it was gen- 
erally thought that his -ministerial field 
here was wide enough for any man. He 
has been an ordained preacher for nearly 
80 years. 

No Change In Glass Strike. 

New BEDFORD, Mass., March 26.—There 
is little changein the condition of affairs 
atthe Mt. Washington glass works. The 
glass cutters are determined to start a 
shop on the co-operative plan, and they 
claim to have been promised considerable 
work if they can secure ashop.

PEACE PREVAILS 
Affairs Asenming Their Wonted Quiet. 
The Government Confident, 

Rio DE JANEIRO, March 26.—Affairs 
here are rapidly resuming their normal 

pect, and aside from the damage done to 
the forts along the waterfront, by the fire 
from the insurgent warships, all traces of 
warfare have disappeared. The pas 
week has been one of general festivity 
marked by the constant firlng of salutes 
and holding of reviews. 

The usual religious processions were 
held, and the church services were very 
largely attended. For months past the 
city was filled with troops, and almost 
everything partook of a militory char- 
acter. Now the troops have gone south 
to re-enforce the government armies in the 
states where the insurgents are still op- 
posing federal authorities. The harbor 
has been deserted by all the foreign war- 
ships, and the loading and discharging of 
merchant vessels are proceedings as be- 
fore the revolt. 

The government entertains no fear of 
much further tronblein the south. The 
insurgent sympathizers claim that the 
placing of Admiral de Mello at the head 
of the provisional government will at- 
tract many persons to the rebel standard, 
but the government here believes that the 
insurgent forces will gradually melt 
nothing remains. The gov- 
men at Itarare and 
more at Sao Paulo, and these forces are 
believed to be more than sufficient to 
meet any that the insurgents can bring 
against them. 

It is reported here that the rebels are 
already retreating from the Rio Grande 
do Sul, and it is thought that by the time 
the government reenforcements arrive 
there will be no enemy for them to en- 
gage. 

At any rate, it is declared by the gov- 
ernment officials, who are in a position to 
know the exact position of affairs in the 
south, that no battle of consequence is 
likely to occur. 

The correspondents of the various 
American newspapers have left the city 
en route to their homes, or are making 
preparations for their departure, which is 
evidence that the trouble is over so far as 
Rio de Janeiro is concerned.

A TERRIBLE FATE. 


A Fall From a Balloon Results In Instan- 
taneous Death. 

CANNES, March 26.—An immense crowd 
witnessed a balloon ascent by the aeronaut 
Wilton, who is well known in America. 
No car was attached to the balloon, and 
Wilton ascended hanging to a rope. 
When 1500 feet high the balloon wa 
caught ina current of air that carried it 
rapidly seaward. It was apparent that 
Wilton could not coutrol the valve at the 
top of the balloon, which, had it been 
open, would have allowed the gas to es 
cape and the balloon to gradually descend. 

For some unexplained reason the aero- 
naut let go his hold of the rope from 
which he was dangling, and his body shot 
down into the air with frightful velocity. 
The accident occurred in full view of the 
spectators, and a number of womenin 
the crowd fainted. A number of pleas- 
ure boats hurriedly made their way to 
the place where Wilton had fallen, anid 
after a short search his body was recov- 
ered. His death must have been almost 
instantaneous.

Boston, March 24.—The case of Mil- 


lionaire William Henry King, who has |} 


been confined in the McLean asylum for 
the insane since 1870, and who is petition- 
ing the court, through his next friend, for 
liberty, was resumed yesterday in the 
United States circuit court. After some 
argument by Hon. Edward Avery for the 
petitioner and Hon. George O. Shattuck 
for the asylum, the conrt appointedjHon. 
John S. H. French of Portsmouth, N. H., 
guardian ad interim of the alleged luna- 
tic, with instructions to i@vestigate the 
allegation of both sides, and report at a 
subsequent session of the court. An ac- 
companying order from the benca gives 
the guardian the right to visit, together 
with Lawyer Avery, the petitioner at the 
asylum at any time, and restrains the offi- 
cials of the institution or their representa- 
tives from being present at the time of 
such visits. 

In answer tothe return of the offic‘als, 
the writ of habens corpus recently served 
onthem commanding them to produce 
the body of the millionaire in court, in 
which they replied that he was in a 
mental and physical state to preclude bis 
appearance, counsel for King denied 
that the petitioner was violently insane, 
orthat he was legally held under the 
statutes of Massachusetts, and denied 
the potency of the recent decisions of the 
supreme judicial court of the state in the 
matter to debar the present inquiry.

NEW COUNTERFEITS, 
The Treasury Department's Circular De- 
scribing Them In Detail 


WASHINGTON, 


March 24 The secret 
service of the treasury department has 
discovered that there are two new coun- 
terfeit government bills in circulation. 
One is the #2 treasury note and the 
other is of the $1 silver certificate. 
This is the first counterfeit ever found of 
the & treasury note. The officials send 
out the follo ving circular: 

This counterfeit is of the 
check letter “C,"’ W.S. Rosecrans, regis- 
ier; E. H. Nebeker, treasurer; portrait of 
McPherson. The note is from 1-8 to 3-16 
of an inch smaller than the genuine; th 
color of the treasury numbers and seal is 
a much darker red than that of the genu- 
ine, and the numbers ere heavier. 

In the portrait of McPherson on the 
counterfeit a blotch of black ink com- 
pletely hides the nostrils and lower part 
of the nose, and the beard dors net ex 
tend down and cover a small portion of 
the coat collur, as in the genuine; the out 
lines of the lower or fifth button in each 
of the two rows onthe coat of the 
genuine are clearly defined, while in the 
counterfeit a portion of one only can just 
be discerned

MARCH 
THE TRADE REVIEW. 


Business Increasing In Volume at Re- 
duced Profits. 


THE OUTLOOK IS DISCOURAGING. 


The Textile Industries and the 
Provision Trade. 


New York, March 24.—R. C. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: It is 
perplexing to be obliged to report that 
business grows larger in volume and at 
the same time net more profitable. Un- 
certainty does not diminish, but has 
rather increased, in the judgment of many 
commercial bodies which have urged the 
president to veto the seigniorage bill. 
Prices of commodities do not rise, but are 
on the whole about 1.5 per cent less than 
last week, though then the lowest ever 
known in this country, and are 12.9 per 
cent lower than a year ago. 

The prospect of getting constant re- 
munerative employment for works and 
hands does not change. The fact that 
orders keep onJy part of the forces at 
work, while both prices and wages tend 
downward, though spring is near at hand, 
renders present business less profitable 
and the future less promising. 

The starting of four furnaces by the 
Illinois Steel company and one other at 
Pittsburg increases the output of iron, 
andsome large sales have been made at 
the lowest prices yet reported, with indi- 
cations of continued demand for struct- 
ural work, especially at the west. 

Cotton and Wool Manufactures, 

The textile industries are answering the 
growing demand for replenishment of 
stocks with what may be called hand-to- 
mouth production, some mills getting 
orders enough to start and others which 
hare filled orders in sight stop without 
trusting to future trade. The demand for 
cotton goods is fairly large, but the re 
duttions in prices of some grades and the 
accumulation of print cloths continues. 

Sales of wool for three weeks have ex- 
ceeded last year’s 23.9 per cent, though 
transactions for March last year were 
about 40 per cent below the average. 


There is no demand for such wool as is] o’ the Hawses, 


needed in the manufacture of underwear, 
dress goods and worsted suitings, but fine 
fleeces are almost unsalable, Ohio XX 
being quoted at 22 cents, and carpet man- 
ufacturers buy sparingly. 

The Provision Market, 

Wheat, corn and pork have declined a 
little, wheat making another record, a 
shade below 40 cents at New York. West- 
ern wheat receipts are 1,598,379 bushels, 
against 2,545,709 last year, and exports 
only 1,013,200 bushels ,againstl, 205,894 last 
year, showing that even at present prices 
the grain is not largely wanted abroad. 
Corn was 1 cent stronger, with western 
receipts 2,874,695 bushels, against 1,953,- 
822 last year. 

The termination of the rebellion in 

srazil opens a new crop of coffee, which 
reported very large, but prices are as yet 
steady. 

Failures for the week ending March 15 
involved liabilities of only 22,558,818, and 
for two weeks of March only $4,835,110, of 
which $2,330,257 were of manufacturing 
and #2,446,069 of trading concerns. A 
number of railroad receiverships have 
been noticed, though none of importance. 
The failures this week number 244in the 
United States, against 217 last year, and 50 
in Canada, against 26 last year. It is 
noteworthy that Canadian failures are 
considerably increasing. 


Eckels Will Address Them. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—Hon. J. H. 
Eckels, the comptroller of the currency, 
has accepted an invitation from the offi- 
cers of the national banks of Providence 
to deliver an address on some financial 
topics, on the occasion of the 20th annual 
dinner of the Bank Clerks’ Mutual 
Benefit association of Providence, on 
April 18, next. 


Bill to Gover Seduction, 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The Pollard-

SENATE'S FORECAST. 


McGarrahan Bill Has the Right of Way 


as Unfinished Business. 


THE CONTESTED ELECTION CASES 


Will Probably Consume the 


Week In the House. 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—The preba- 


bilities are that the week in the senate 
will be given up largely to matters of 
minor importance. 


The McGarrahan bill had the right of 


way after 20’clock today. There will be 


an effort to dispose of this bill before the 
close of the week, and Senator Hans- 


brough has given notice that he will 
again call un the Russian thistle bill im- 


mediately ufter the disposal of the Mc- 


Garrahan bill. 

Senator Dolph also intends to make an 
effort to have the bill for the relief of cer- 
tain settlers on the public lands con- 
sidered. 

The fortifications appropriation bill is 
pow on the calendar and in position to be 
taken up for action at any time. Senator 
Harris may also move, in accordance with 
notice given, for a reconsideration of the 
printing bill, but it is presumed that his 
action in this matter will depend upon 
the attendance of senators who are friends 
of the bill. 

Senator Turpie has evinced a desire to 
have his resolutions concerning the an- 
nexation of Hawaii voted upon before the 
tariff billis taken up, but it is doubtful, 
in the face of Senator Dolph’s opposition, 
whether it can be done. 

The House Program. 

The house will devote the week to the 
contested election cases. 

Today is District of Columbia day, and 
itis probable that a portionof the time 
will be given to the consideration of bills 
reported from the District of Columbia 
committee, after which the appropriation 
bill will be called up and disposed of. 

Aocording te the arrangement made 
Friday, the O’Neill-Joy,contested election 
case will be called up tomorrow. Inas- 
much as the Republicans are already 
committed to a policy of filibustering of 
election cases, they will consume the en- 
tire week. 

The Republicans will demand the pres- 
ence of a Democratic quorim at every 
stage of the parliamentary proceedings. 
Every means known to parliamentary law 
will be used to prevent the seating of 
O'Neill and English, the Democratic con- 
testants fromthe Eleventh Missouri and 
Fifth California districts, respectively. 


Should the cases by a chance be dis- 


posed of before the end of the week, the 
house will resume the consideration of 
the appropriation bill. The army appropri- 
ation will be next in order. These routine 
matters will probably occupy the atten- 
tion of the house until the tariff bill re- 
turns from the senate. 


THE COMING CONTEST 


Over the Tariff Promises to Be Bitterly 
Contested. 

WASHINGTON, March 26.—Inquiry among 
Republican senators as to the policy they 
will pursue with reference to the tariff 
bill when it shall reach the senate, de- 
velops the fact that they are as yet un- 
decided as to whether they will move to 
recommit the bill upon the commence- 
ment of the debate next Monday. 

This wasthe first plan when the bill 
was received from the house, and the 
Democratic majority of the finance com- 
mittee refused to grant hearings, but there 
are indications that they have reconsid- 
ered and will not move in this direction, 
at least not at the beginning of the de- 
bate. There is no indication, however, 
that they have abated the purpose of con- 
tending for every point of advantage, 
and forcing if possible, fuli debate on 
every proposition contained in the bill. 

They expect the general debate to con- 
tinue for at least a month, and hope to 
have every schedule discussed, paragraph 
by paragraph, afterward. Some of them 
intimate that this course will delay action 
so as torender it impossible to pass upon 
the bill during the present session. 

The purpose of the Democrats is to per- 
mitthe Republicans to do the greater 
part of the talking. There will be com- 
paratively few general speeches upon the 
bill on the Democratic side of the cham- 
ber ifthe members of the finance com- 
mittee can control the matter. 

Some of the members of this committee 
announce that they will not make 
speeches upon the bill while it is being 
considered as a whole, and announce that 
their policy is not to be led into unneces- 
sary debate upon the various schedules. 
They say that they will make explicit 
statements of their reasons for the various 
changes, and then refrain from further 
discussion of them, however much they 
may be baited by the Republicans. 

After there shall have been sufficient 
time for legitimate debate they will prob- 
ably ask for continuous sessions. The 
Democratic members of the finance com- 
mittee think the bill can be disposed of by 
June 1. 


Permit Granted by Austria, 

TuRIN, March 26.—It being necessary to 
procure from the Austrian government 
permit to convey the body of Kossuth 
through Austrian territory, application 
was madeto the Austrian minister of 
foreign affairs for such a permit, and the 
authorization was at once granted. It 
has been decided that the library belong- 
ing to Kossuth shall be placed in the 
Buda Pesth museum. The prefect of 
Turin visited the Kossuth family and 
conveyed to them the personal condolence 
of King Humbert. 


Socialists In Session, 

VIENNA, March 26.—A congress of Aus- 
trian socialists was held in this city yes- 
lerday. Among the speakers were Bebel 
and Singer, the well known socialist 
members of the German reichstag, who 
dwelt upon the international character 
and the common object of the whole labor 
movement. 


Indignant Californians, 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 26.—The Demo- 
cratic general committee adopted resolu- 
tions protesting against the adoption of 
the new treaty with China, and reqnest- 
ing the congressional delegation from 
this state to prevent its ratification. 


Physician Sues For Divorce. 

Saco, Me., March 26.—Dr. Henry Reny, 
ayoung physician of this city, alleges 
that his wife attempted to poison him, 
putting argenicin his tea, and he has 
brought suit for divorce. 


DUCTRINES CONDEMNED. 


Henry George Said to Come Under the 
Ban of the Church of Rome. 

New York, March 26.—A statement 
was published here yesterday from a 
Rome correspondent that the holy office 
has condemned the doctrines of Henry 
George, and that this condemnation can- 
not but be followed by some grave conse 
quences. 

In view of the fact that Henry George 
fs expected to be a candidate for the 
mayoralty of this city, and that such & 
pronouncement would seriously affect his 
chances of success, inquiries were made 
as to the truth of the statement. 

Rev. James N. Connelly, secretary to 
Archbishop Corrigan, said: ‘Henry 
George’s doctrines were emphatically 
condemned by the holy see two years 4g0, 
and there is no necessity for any further 
condemnation of them now.” 

John D. Crimmins did not believe that 
the holy office had made any recent pro- 
nouncement. ‘The pope,” he said, 
“Sssued an encyclical two years ago in 
which he condemned Henry George’s 
theory as to state ownership of lands. 
That encyelical deals with the question 
now as well as when issued.” 

Mr. Crimmins handed the reporter a 
copy of the papal encyclical, which is 
dated May 15, 1891, and emphatically ap- 
proves of individual ownership of land. 
It is entitled “On the Conditions of 
Labor,” and discountenances the estab- 
lishment of trades unions or societies not 
based onthe principles and teachings of 
the Catholic church. 

Henry George said: “I do not believe 
there is any truth inthe statement. I 
don’t think the holy office will or can con- 
denn my doctrines.” 

In answer toa question as to whether 
the papal encyclical was not condemna- 
tory of his theories, Mr. George said: 
“The encyclical does not deal with my 
doctrine at all and, therefore cannot con- 
demn it. My doctrine is so palpably right 
that any such condemnation as that 
spoken of is utterly impossible.” 

Rev. Edward McGlynn looked on the 
statement as absurd. “I am positive,” 
added he, “that it is absolutely false. 
The inquisition has neither condemned 
George’s doctrines, nor will itdo so. Of 
that you may rest assured.” 

Itis asserted that the condemnatory 
stricture on Henry George’s doctrine has 
been forwarded from Rome. 


SURVEYORS AT WORK 


On a New Connection With the Mexican 
International. 

MoNTEREY, Mex., March 26.—A corps of 
civil engineers have been sent here from 
New York by C. P. Huntington, presi- 
dent of the Southern Pacific company, 
with instructions to run a survey of a 
route for a railroad from this city to Mon- 
clova, at Which station connection is 
made with the Mexican International, 
which is also a part of the Southern sys- 
tem. 

The Mexican International is now being 
extended to the Sierra Mojada mining 
camp from Monclova, and the proposed 
line to this city is to be built for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a direct outlet forthe rich 
silver ores of Durangoand Sierra Mojado. 
The building of the proposed road will 
give Monterey a much shorter standard 
guage route to the United States than at 
present. 

Found Dead In the Ruins, 

SHARON, Pa., March 26.—Wheatland, 
two miles south of here, was the scene 
yesterday of either a terrible accident or 
a horrible tragedy. Fire broke out in the 
residence of Willlam Laird and destroyed 
five houses. In the ruins was found the 
burned body of a man, who was subse- 
quently identified as William Laird. His 
watch and money were gone, and the au- 
thorities have strong suspicion that Laird 
was robbed, killed, and his house fired to 
conceal the crime. 


Anarchist Most Rampant. 

Boston, March 26.—The Boston anarco- 
chists held a field day here yesterday, 
with Johann Most as chief marshal. Over 
400 people, of whom 100 were women, 
crowded into a smal] hall. Mr. Most was 
greeted with tumultuous applause, and 
his rabid remarks found favor, if judged 
by the amount of applause he received. 
In his speech he commended the revolu- 
tion of i848, he endorsed the killing of the 
czar and glorified the commune of 1871. 


The Sutherland Will Case. 

LonpoN, March 26.—The trial of the 
great Sutherland will case has been fixed 
to beginon June. This is an action to 
have the high court of justice declare 
valid the will and codocil made by the 
deceased husband of the Duchess of 
Sutherland, by the terms of which she 
was to benefit to the extent of 1,000,000 
pounds sterling. The present Duke of 
Sutherland, who is the stepson of the 
plaintiff, will contest the case. 


A Desperate Man, 

HARTFORD, March 26.—Nicoli Fanob- 
lio, an Armenian, tried to commit suicide 
by cutting his throat with a pair of 
shears last evening. He is unable to 
speak English, and despondency un- 
balanced his mind. His employer nar- 
rowly escaped injury while trying to take 
the shears from Fanoblio. He cut fright- 
ful gashes on both sides of his neck. 


England's Money Market, 

Lonpon, March 26—Money during the 
past week was in short supply, though 
the demand somewhat increased. The 
loans from the Bank of England increased 
nearly 275,000 pounds sterling. Discount 
discontinued easy, and the indications for 
the future pointed to an extremely easy 
market. 

Shot Through the Heart. 

New York, March 26. —John Delmour 
was shot in the hallway of 489 East 
Seventy-ninth street, and died almost in- 
stantly. <A 38-caliber bullet had gone 
through his heart. William alial “Ball” 
Powers, a watchman along the docks, is 
suspected of the crime. 


Huret the Winner. 

Paris, March 26.—The long distance 
bicycle race was concluded yesterday. It 
was won by Huret, who covered 1748 kilo- 
meters. Linton was second, with 1745 1-2 
kilometers to his credit. The Frenchman, 
Williams, covered 1736 kilometers; Mayer, 
W728; and Ashinger, 1478. 


International Bicycle Meeting. 
NIcE, March 26.—An international bicycle 


; meeting opened here yesterday. In the 3000 
| metrerace for safeties, Gougoitz and Nico- 


deni (both of Nice) finished first and sec- 
ond, respectively; Warwick of Australia 
was third. 


Tobacco Works Seized. 
KNOXVILLE, March 26.—The Unaka to- 
Yacco works at Greenville, were seized 
and closed by revenue officials for viola- 
tion of the law. It is one of the largest 
factories in the state. 


A HEROIC CALIFORNIA WOMAN. 


She Braves Dangers Fram Train Robbers 
to Help an Injured Man. 

There were some incidents in the re- 
ceut robbery of the Southern Pacific 
railroad train near Roscoe, in Los An- 
geles county, which were not developed 
in the accounts sent from Los Angeles 
or in the stories told by passengers. One 
of the best of these incidents was the 
bravery of little Mrs. J. D. Brown of 
Bakersfield, who ventured out in the 
darkness when men refused to go and 
gave aid to the fatally injured fireman, 
who was jammed under the disabled 
engine. Mrs. Brown is the wife of a 
civil engineer who is engaged in super- 
intending large irrigation works in the 
San Joaquin valley. She had been visit- 
ing in Los Angeles, and on leaving her 
mother in the depot she said laughingly 
that she proposed to put one of her slip- 
pers in her berth, so that if the train 
was held up she could break out the 
window. An hour afterward she had 
really figured in one of the most sensa- 
tional holdups in this state. 

Mrs. Brown, when seen a few days 
ago at her home, disclaimed any special 
merit in the work that she did on the 
night of the robbery. She is a fragile 
little woman, but in her eyes is a light 
which gives some hint of her nerve. 
She didn’t want to be quoted, but she 
gave a very amusing account of the 
scenes that followed the stoppage of the 
train. It seems that the crash of the 
derailed engine and baggage car was 
followed by a fusillade of shots. 

The Pullman cars were largely filled 
with eastern tourists, with a sprinkling 
of heavy business men of San Francisco. 
The latter did not show the courage 
which has been ascribed to the far west- 
ern man. They were fully as muck 
*‘rattled’’ as the down easters, They 
indulged 1n foolish speeches, hid theiz 
valuables in all sorts of ridiculous 
places and acted like children, Only 
one man had a revolver, and he declared 
he wasn’t going out to be filled with 
lead as Detective Len Harris bad been 
at one of the train robberies two years 
before in the San Joaquin valley, An- 
other man, who afterward told a story 
of his great efforts to get out and of the 
refusal of the conductor to allow him 
to risk his life, really kept very close 
to his berth and never stuck his head 
out until the robbers were reported tc 
be gone. The frightened passengers 
could see the bandits carrying sacks of 
coin to a wagon, and then, so clear was 
the moonlight, they saw the robbers 
drive off. 

Even then no one yentured out. In 2 
moment came a thundering knock at 
the car door and a demand for admit- 
tance. Every one fancied that it was a 
part of the gang which had been detailed 
to rob the passengers, as this was the 
last Pullman on the train. Finally 
Mrs. Brown suggested that it might be 
some one who was wounded and needed 
aid. So the door was unlocked. Shé 
proved to be right. It was one of the 
brakemen, who said the fireman was 
terribly hurt, and a doctor was wanted. 
No physician was on the train, but 
none cf the men volunteered to help. 
Then Mrs. Brown rose up and said she 
knew something about dressing wounds, 
and she would willingly do what she 
could. Only one of the passengers 
showed any desire to accompany her 
out into the night, which had become 
very dark, owing to the clouding of the 
moon. 

They found the poor fireman crushed 
between the engine and tender and call- 
ing upon his friends to shoot him and 
end his misery. No one could extricate 
him, but Mrs. Brown climbed up on the 
disabled engine and gave clear direc- 
tions for applying liniment and ban- 
dages to alleviate his sufferings. She 
did everything she could to help the 
victim, who was afterward taken out of 
the wreck, only to die a few hours later. 

In the halt hour that she was on the 
wrecked engine, Mrs. Brown says, no 
one came near the place to offer help, 
except the brakemen, the conductor and 
the one passenger mentioned. The en- 
gineer at the first alarm had leaped 
from the engine and taken refuge in the 
brush, from which he did not emerge 
until a relief train arrived from Los 
Angeles with a force of heavily armed 
detectives. He could have done more 
than any one else to ease the fireman, as 
he knew the engine, but repeated calls 
for him brought no response. When 
Mrs. Brown went back to the car, she 
found the ladies in mild hysterics and 
the men still greatly agitated and fear- 
ful of an attack. She could not under- 
stand their tear any more than she could 
comprehend that she had done anything 
calling for commendation.—San Fran- 
cisco Dispatch.

The cross-examination of Mr. Bailey 
was read by young Mr. Farrel of Lexinge 
tou, who represented Miss Pollard at the 
taking of the deposition, and the ques- 
tions asked were evidently intended to 
show that Colonel Breckinridge could 
huve attended to the trial in the daytime 
and gone back to Lexington at night. Mr. 
Bailey said Colonel Breckinridge fre- 
quently came over to Versailles in a 
buggy, sometimes with his wife. 

The deponent said he knew, of his own 
knowledge, that Colonel Breckinridge 
Was at the court on the days given by him 
in connection with the Brown trial, and 
he would swear to having seen him Aug. 
5. He knew, too, that Colonel Breckin- 
ridge always stayed in Versailles until 
late at night. 

Trying to Prove an Alibi,

SENATOR COLQUITT DEAD. 


Close of the Eventful Career of One of 
Georgia's Sons, 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Senator Col- 
quitt of Georgia, who was stricken with 
paralysis for the second time abouta 
week ago,died at his residence in this 
city yesterday morning. Alfred Holt 
Colquitt was born on April 20, 1824. His 
father, Walter T. Colquitt, was a cul- 
tured man as well asa politician, and 


sent his son to Princeton college, where | 


| he graduated in 1844. Returning to his 
home in Walton county, he studied law 
and was admitted tothe bar in 1845, 


SENATOR-GOLQUITT. 
He served as u staff officer, with the 
rank of major, dnring the Mexican war. 
He was elected and served as a member of 


the Thirty-third congress, was a member 
of the Georgia legislature in 1959, and was 
a presidential elector for the state at 
large on the Breckinridge ticket in 1860. 

He took a prominént partin the seces- 
sion convention of Georgia, and when the 
state decided to withdraw from the Union 
he entered the Confederate service as cap- 
tain, and was subsequently chosen colonel 
of the Sixth Georgia infantry, served as a 
brigadier general, and was commissioned 
as a major general, 

On the close of the war he returned to 
his home and was chosen a delegate to the 
Seymour convention in 1868. In 1870 he 
was made on the same day president of 
the state Democratic convention and pres- 
| ident of the State Agricultural society, a 
place he was re-elected to for six years. 
In 1872 he was a delegate to the Baltimore 
| convention. 

In 1876 he was elected governor of 
Georgia by 80,000 majority, the largest 
majority ever received in the state, and in 
1880 was re-elected under a new constitu- 
tion for two years. In 1882, upon the ex- 
piration of his second term as governor, 
he was elected to the United States senate, 
and was re-elected in 1888, but only by the 
| narrowest margin. 


| The remains will be taken to Macon, 
for interment, and will be accompanied

gress and the family of the deceased and 
that of his colleague, Senator Gordon.

‘COXEY'S AID VEXED. 


| Congressman Stewart's Letter the 
Cause of His Annoyance. 


|THE “ARMY” IS FOR PEACE. 


Belief Prevalent That They 
Will Soon Disband.

CANTON, O., March 27.—Among some of 
the things that made Chief Marshal 
Browne mad yesterday, was a letter ad- 
dressed by Congressman Stewart to Gen- 
eral Coxey. Browne scratched his head 
for some time, and then penned the fol- 
lowing unique letter: 

“CAMP LEXINGTON, March 26. 

“The telegraph report of your letter to 
General Coxey, has been seen by the un- 
dersigned, and permit me to say that you 
have built up a straw man, and have pro- 
ceeded to demolish it—and what good 
you have done forthe cause of human 
rights. 

“Long ago my suspicions have been 
aroused by the attitude of several men; 
the rich silver mine owners. I believe 
that most of the interests of the people, 
the majority of them, has been and was 
to use the people to put up a silver throne 
instead of a golden one and so have 
feared the Greeks, even when bearing 
presents. This attitude in the Chicago 
bimetallism convention was shown 
strongly in the contest made by me to 
get the word “land” inserted in the reso- 
lution asa basis for money as well as 
gold and silver, and when it was done, by 
voice of the convention, the officers of the 
league failed to make the correction in 
giving it out officially for publication. 

Blames the People. 

“For years and years, we thoroughly 
understand, or think we understand, the 
evils that youso masterly portrayed in 
your letter, have been trying to get the 
people to rally at the pollsand wipe out, 
and we believed that they would at each 
succeeding election for years past, but 
they did not, and after the election or 
ides of November, still are in the same fix 
because of political boodlism and money 
power, so as to obtain the pools in count- 
ing us out; hence, the only resort left to 
exercise that power. 

“Other congressmen and senators be- 
sides the Democrats and Republicans, for 
some reason, don’t fully grasp the idea 
that the sovereign people have the in- 
herent right to tell their public servants 
what they want, and so we are not com- 
ing as an army and this is one of the ap- 
pellations. 

“General to Mr. Coxey, by you, is out of 
place. Wecome to bring peace and not 
war. We are now re-enforced by millions 
of unemployed and the wealth producers 
of the nation. 

“In this laudable move we stand on the 
proposition that the constitution of the 
United States is the charter of our lib- 
erty, and that guarantees us the right of 
peaceable possession and petition. It is 
simply exercising these prerogatives that 
we are Carrying out in this procession. 

Peace and Prosperity Predicted, 

“There is no one starving in our camp. 
The people, whose hearts are responsive 
to us, are loading us down with the goo 
things for our physicial welfare, as well 
as with words which inspire us with 
hope that the senate and congressmen of 
the United States will do their duty when 
we reach there, and pass these two bills of 
Brother Coxey’s, that will bring peace 
and prosperity. 

“And we trust that you, sir, will be 
found like a soldier at his post, to do your 
duty and to cast your ballot for both of 
these bills that will be the entering 
wedge of the kingdom of heaven at hand, 
and the whole people will applaud our act 
in those words of ‘Glory to God inthe 
Highest, Peace on Earth, Good Will to 
All Men.’ 

“For it will eventually bring the na- 
tional co-operation of heaven here on 
earth. CARL BROWNE.”

RECEIVING INSTRUCTIONS, 
Admiral Walker Getting Ready to As- 
sume Charge of Pacific Station. 
WASHINGTON, March 27.—Admiral John 
G. Walker, who has been assigned to the 
command of the Pacific station, has been 
detained here to receive bis instructions. 
These are now in course of preparation at 
the navy departinent, and the president, 
who himself selected Admiral Walker for 
ths important command, is taking an 
active interest in their definition. It is 
expected that the admiral will be able to 
receive these instructions in time to leave 
Washington tomorrow, and will take the 
steamer April 5 from San Francisco for 

Honolulu. 

The admiral professes to be in ignor- 
ance as yet of thescope of his instruc- 
tions, and consequently could not say 
anything asto the likelihood of the es- 
tablishment of a coaling station at Pearl 
harbor. There is an impression there 
that this matter will be left largely to 
Admiral Walker’s discretion; that it is 
not the main purpose of his detail, but 
that the president selected him for the 
post in order to have at Honolulu an offi- 
cer upon whose judgment and experience 
he could rely in case of trouble.

A NEW GAS DISCOVERY. 


A Kansas Reporter Visits Doniphan Lake 
and Backs Up a Good Story. 

The confidence of The Globe in the 
veracity of Clark Drumnond, Tip Young 
and L. H. Chamberlain having been bad- 
ly shaken by their statement that you 
could punch a hole in the ice at Doni- 
phan lake and light the natural gas 
which escaped throngh it, a reporter vis- 
ited the lake last week for the purpose of 
an investigation aud was convinced of 
the truthfulness of their statement. 

Upon arriving there a bonfire was 
found, which Frank Brenner had start- 
ed by piling some brush over a white 
spot in the ice, puncturing the ice and 
touching a match to the fume. The en- 
tire lake was covered with spots, and 
they were opened, and the gas burned 
out of them until it became work instead 
of play. The illumination was kept up 
until after dark, when the effect was 
better. It takes about a minute to burn 
the gas out of a spot as big around asa 
washtub. The smaller the hole in the 
ice, the longer it takes the gas to escape. 
The flame shoots up fully a foot and 
looks exactly like gas coming out of a 
pipe with the burner removed. The gas 
has no smell—at least the investigating 
committee detected none. 

It is claimed that itis a vegetable gas 
that is always found in newly formed 
lakes and is caused by the decomposi- 
tion of vegtiable matter. It escapes 
without attracting attention as a usual 
thing, but is imprisoned when the water 
freezes. The gas at Doniphan lake was 
discovered by a boy who fell and broke 
theice. He hada box of parlor matches 
in one of his pockets. They became ig- 
nited andlit the gas. The boy’s trousers 
were considerably disfigured.—Atchison

SHOWMEN COME TO GRIEF. 


They Are Arrested Por Packing 800 Chil- 
dren Into a Hall Built to Hold 250, 

Twoitinerant showmen—Professor Al- 
bert Nickel, an alleged magician of Phil- 
adelphia, and his manager, Clarence 
Veerlander of Pittsburg—have come to 
grief in New Castle, Pa., and are under 
arrest, charged with fraud and with cru- 
elty to children. 

They went to New Castle and advertis- 
ed to give a Punch and Judy show anda 
sleight of hand performance, the adngis- 
sion to be 5 cents each for school chil- 
dren. They hired a hall which had 250 
seats, and into this over 800 children 
were packed. So dense was the crowd 
that windows could not be opened for 
fear the children would fall out, and the 
room soon became like an odoriferous 
oven, 

Several children fainted, and 50 or more 
were crying and screaming at the top of 
their voices through fear and discom- 
fort. A panic seeming inevitable, Mayor 
Richardson was notified, and aftera score 
ormore of angry parents had invaded 
the hall and made open threats of vio- 
lence to the showmen the mayor com- 
manded the latter to close the show and 
disperse the crowd. 

By this time the children were in a 
terrible state, dripping with perspiration 
and sickened by the breath poisoned air 
of the packed room. When an attempt 
was made to get them out, several faint- 
ed, and it was fully an hour before the 
crowd was out of the hall.—Philadel- 
phia Times. 


BOMBS IN BIRMINGHAM. 


The Spirit of Destruction Makes Itself Felt 


Even In the Scrap Pile.

Internationsl Bimetallism 
Their Discussion, 

Boston, March 27.—‘‘International Bi- 
metallism” was the subject of discussion 
at the meeting of the Boston Reform 
club last night. General Francis A. 
Walker was the principal speaker. He 
upheld the bimetallic theory by three 
lines of argument: That the system is 
desirable; that it has proven to be practi- 


| cable, and that it is possible. 


“There will be panics and hard times 
under any monetary system,” said General 
Walker, “but they will be greater when 
a national monetary system is subject to 
the fluctuations of a single standard. Bi- 
metallism is economically practicable, 
and is no longera question in England 
and Europe, as itisin the United States. 

“Whenever law settles an 
force, then it affects value and not until 
then. General Walker described the bi- 
metallic system of France, which he pro- 
nounced feasible. 

“Since 1873 there have been wider fluc- 
tuations in gold than any other com- 
modity known, and international trade 
has been greatly reduced by this state of 
affairs. 

“Bimetallism gives a greater stability 
than can possibly come to either metal 
alone. There is not enongh gold pro- 
duced to supply the demand for currency 
and the artstoo. The amount produced 
is great, but much of it 
avenues of commerce. Prices have 
steadily fallen since 1873. Suffocation 
and strangulation are words none too 
strong to apply to this restriction of 


monetary supply.”

THE GREAT DESERT. 


THE AREA OF SAHARA NEARLY EQUAL 
TO THAT OF EUROPE. 


A Barrier to the Progress of Civilization 
Which Engineering Skill Is Trying to 
Overcome—The Important Point In the 
Solution of the African Problem. 


We have but to look upon the map to 
see how large a space upon the world’s 
surface this mighty desert takes to it- 
self. 
the whole of the Mediterranean. It it 
were transported across that sea, it 
would extinguish Europe, for it has 
been computed that if you leave out 
Scandinavia it would nearly cover the 
whole of it. If it were only sunk in the 
sea, the waves would roll over it, and 
it would be remembered no more for- 
ever. 

But it insists on keeping its head 
above water and above ground, crowd- 
ing out fertile portions of the earth, 
while its barrenness renders it unfit for 
human habitation. There it lies on the 
face of Africa, a huge black spot, de- 
serted by man, as it seems to be accursed 
by God. No man passes by it or will- 
ingly puts his foot thereon. Even the 
lonely caravan that skims it like a bird 
leaves no track behind it any more than 
the bird in the air or the ship on the 
sea. It passes and is gone, leaving nota 
trace of life in man or beast or bird or 
any living thing. So far as we can see, 
the desert is an utterly worthless por- 
tion of the globe. 

With such an incubus covering full 
half of northern Africa there would 
seem to be little hope of making any- 
thing ont of it, since the cause which 
renders its condition so hopeless cannot 
be removed. You cannot abolish the 
desert any more than you can abolish 
the sea. There itis, and there it will 
remain forever. Yes, but you can get 
over the sea in ships or under it by tele- 

| graphs, so that it is no longer a bar to 
the intercourse of nations. Is there any 
way of taming the desert or subduing it 
so that it shall no longer bea barrier to 
the progress of civilization? This is the 
most important question to be settled as 
bearing upon the future of Africa. 

Of course if it were left to the native 
inhabitants all things would continue 
as they were from the beginning of crea- 
tion. Nor has Europe at large any in- 
terest in it. But there is one European 
power that has an interestin it. France 
has large possessions on this side of the 
Mediterranean. Algeria and Tunis to- 
gether make a country as large as one 
of the kingdoms of Europe, which 
France has the ambition to enlarge still 
further, so as to have a great African 
| empire, as England has her Indian em- 
pire. As part of the materials for this 
she has another great dependency in 
Senegambia, on the western coast, a 
country covering 400,000 square miles. 

If this could in any way be united to 
Algeria,if the two could be consolidated, 
the new ‘‘empire’’ would at once as- 
sume vast proportions. But the desert 
blocks the way. It splits the proposed 
empire like a wedge. It cannot be re- 
moved, but is there not some way in 
which it can be converted into a key- 
stone for the mighty arch that is to span 
the continent from the Mediterranean 
to the Atlantic? That is the problem 
which has long exercised the minds of 
French statesmen, and which they in 
turn have referred to their engineers, 
who are among the best in the world, 
with what result may be briefly indi- 
| cated. 

First of all, they have shown that it 
is possible to convert portions of the 
desert into oases by the sinking of ar- 
tesian wells. A hundred and forty 
| miles south of Biskra is the oasis of 
Tuggurt, which has long supported 
thousands of Arabs, with their flocks 
and herds, but which was nearly de- 
stroyed some years since by the wells 
| becoming so choked up as to no longer 
furnish a supply of water. Vegetation 
withered until the wretched people, 
stripped of what was to them the very 
water of life and too ignorant to be able 
to renew the supply, were in despair 
and began to leave the country. 

Then the French engineers took the 
matter in hand and instead of trying to 
clear out the old wells commenced bor- 
ing the solid earth and in five weeks 
struck water to such a good purpose 
that a river rushed forth that yielded 
double the quantity furnished by the 
great well of Grenelle at Paris. To the 
Arabs it seemed a miracle, and they be- 
gan to sing and dance in the wildest 
manner to express their joy. The mir- 
acle is one that can be wrought wher- 
ever men are willing to take the labor 
or to bear the expense. Of course to ac- 
complish a large result in the way of 
pasturage or agriculture it would have 
to be repeateli on a tremendous scale. 

But for the purpose of uniting the two 
vast territories of Algeria and Senegam- 
bia the first necessity is that of direct 
communication, which can only be by a 
railroad across the desert of Sahara. Is 
this within the bounds of possibility? 
Nobody’s opinion is of any value except 
that of an engineer, and that I have 
tried to obtain. In Algiers the Amer- 
ican consul took me to see Mr. Brous- 
sais, who bas made a special study of 
the subject and taken long journeys into 
the desert to survey the field of batile. 

He did not conceal from himself the 
enormous difficulties of traveling 1,500 
miles with the want of water, the want 
of wood for railroad ties, the want of 
everything. He looked in the face the 
possi bilities of these sand storms, which 
bight bury a railroad train, as they 
have buried a thousand caravans. All 
this he had taken into consideration, 
and yet, looking all obstacles and all 
dangers in the face, he did not hesitate 
to assure me that in his judgment a rail- 
road across the desert of Sahara was 
quite within the resources of modern 
engineering. 

But were the dream already fulfilled, 
the desert crossed and the tide of travel 
in full course, the whole African prob- 
lem would not be solved. This would 
be one step toward it.—Cor. Evangelist.

AN INTERESTING DAY 


In the Pollard-Breckinridge Suit For 
Damages. 


TEXT OF THE FAMOUS LETTER. 


Judge Wilson’s Bewildering 
Cross-Examination. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—The defense 
in the Pollard-Breckinridge trial took a 
new tack yesterday and ventured out on 
the troubled sea of expert testimony. Two 
witnesses, well known in Washington— 
Dr. E. M. Schaefer, the deputy coroner of 
the District of Columbia, and E. B. Hay— 
appeared for the Kentucky congress- 
man, and their statements were directed 
to the support of the contention that the 
hand of Madeline Pollard penned the 
black bordered letter written in 1884, 
which she has most emphatically dis- 
avowed twice over on the witness stand. 

Great stress is laid by the defense upon 
the authenticity of this letter, not be- 
cause it runs counter to the testimony of 
the plaintiff that Colonel Breckinridge 
first called upon her at the Wesleyan 
academy of her own volition, but because 
they think ifshe can be proven false on 
one important detail the whole statement 
will be impeached. 

The signature to the letter also goes to 
support the opening statement of the de- 
fense ona minor detail, viz.: That Miss | 
Pollard had adopted at that time the | 
middle name of Breckinridge. This | 
letter, which has figured so conspicuously 
in the case, and which the defense will 
fight to get before the jury, is as follows: 

Madeline's Letter. 
WESLEYAN COLLEGE, July 24, 1884. 
Dear Colonel Breckinridge: 

Your letter came to me Saturday. Iam 
glad you told me it would be inconvenient to | 
come out here to the college.for if you had gone 
to ever such a little trouble to listen to what 
sometimes overburdens a schoolgirl’s mind, 
you might be inclined to be provoked with 
yourselr. A preacher's opinion of any little 
affairs of mine, woull cause premature gray 
hairs, where your opinion might clear away | 
all doubts and fears, and let me be quite free- 
hearted again. 

I think I have prepared you for a divorce 
case, but listen, it is worse than that. Ifa 
certain person should advance funds for my | 
tuition here at school for three years, under 
the promise that I marry him, at the expira- 
tion of the time, could he do anything if I 
would not marry him, but teach and refund all | 
he had advanced? I know you think, why the 
deception? Buton no other terms will he 
agree 

Whena girl wants nothing but a good edu- 
cation and means to obtain, as are denied, 
whatisshe todo but take the only chance 
she is ever likely to have. I liked your face, 
and Iam sure Lwould like you, and if at any 
future time you are in the city and would care 
to come around, remember that home faces 
are always welcome. I am very respectfully 
yours, MApDe.LINeé B, POLLARD. 

Judge Wilson’s Brilliant Work. 

For the first time yesterday the keen 
cross-examination power of Judge Jere 
Wilson, whose work has been awaited 
with interest by his fellow-lawers, was 
brought into play. 

It was first exercised on Major Moore, 
the chief of police, who was called back 
to dispute some of Miss Pollard’s state- 
ments regarding the two interviews in 
his office, during which Colonel Breckin- 
ridge repeated his promise to marry her, 
and afterward Mr. Wilsonstirred up such 
acloud of verbal dust around the expert 
testimony of Dr. Schaeffer, that the 
spectators hardly knew whether the let- 
tercame from the plaintiff to the de- 
fendant, or the reverse. ° 

Today bids fair to be the great day of 
the trial, for unless the cross-examination 
of two intervening witnesses is too long- 
drawn-out, the silver-tongued defendant 
himself will mount a rostrum «of a kind 


in which he has not figured before, and 
will begin his version of the long in- 


trigue. 


BIRMINGHAM, March 28.—The London 
correspondent of the Birmingham Post 
gaysthathe has reason to believe that 
important war office secrets have been ob- 
tained on behalf of the French govern- 
ment.

He received 166i 
votes to 823 for Alderman McGovern, the 
machine candidate. Mr. Brainard is a

New HAVEN, March 28.—The last ex 
press for New York ran into a double 
team driven by Samuel Stent, a farmer, 
near the Brantford station, yesterday, and 
killed Stent and the two horses. It is 
said that the flagman at the crossing was 
at dinner, and the accident was due to 
his absence.

THAT BOMB CASE. 


Leidlaw’s Claim For Damages For Injar- 
ies Against Russell Sage. 

New YorRK, March 28.—The question 
how much, if any, compensation William 
R. Laidlaw, Jr., shall receive for the se- 
vere injuries he sustained at the time he 
stood in front of Russell Sage and re- 
ceived the major portion of the effects of 
the dynamite exploded by the crank Nor- 
cross, in Sage’s office, came up for trial 
yesterday before Justice Petersen, in the 
supreme court. 

Laidlaw’s claim is for $50,000 damages, 
and he has for his counsel ex-Justice 
Noah Davis, Joseph H. Choate and a cou= 
ple more, ‘while ex-Judge John F. Dillon, 
Colonel E. C. James and Mr. Taggart 
were there to see that the interests of Mr. 
Sage did not suffer. 

In his opening, Mr. Davis told how Nor- 
cross had visited the office of Mr. Sage 
and demanded $1,200,000, stating that he 
had 10 pounds of dynamite in the carpet 
bag he carried, and would drop it and 
blow the building and everybody in it 
into eternity unless it was given him. 
Mr. Davis also described how Sage called 
Laidlaw into his private office. 

“Then,” Mr. Davis said, “Sage gently 
placed Laidlaw between himself and the 
lunatic, the lunatic dropped the bag, a 
terrific explosion, and sheets of flame tore 
the office to pieces.” 

In his testimony Laidlaw described the 
injuries he had received. An artery in his 


left leg was cut. The drum of his left ear! 


was blown away. Though an athlete, 


prior to the explosion, and normal in ail} 


his powers, he is deaf in his left ear, isin 
no such condition as he was before, is in- 
capable of any exertion, and is never free 
from pain. Abscesses form constantly, 
the witness said, and his nervous force is 
shattered. 

Other witnesses corroborated in part 
the testimony of Laidlaw, and the court 
adjourned until today.

By Court Martial Regarding the 
Loss of the Kearsarge, 


COMMANDER HEYERMAN’S CASE. 


The Testimony For the De- 
fense Now All In. 


WASHINGTON, March -28.—The  secre- 
tary of the navy bas ordered Lieutenant 
Lyman, who was navigating officer of the 
Kearsarge atthe time she was wrecked, 
to appear before a court martial as soon 
as that now trying Commander Heyer 
manis finished. It has been predicted 
that a trial of Lieutenant Lyman would 
follow that of Commander Heyerman, as 
the testimony of the court of investiga- 
tion clearly showed that the lieutenant 
was incharge of the vessel at the time of 
the disaster. 

Under the charges and specifications, 
the first charge is neglect of duty. Under 
this the first specification is that on Feb. 

2, 1894, Lieutenant Wyman, serving as 
| navigator of the United States flagship 
Kearsurge, while making passage from 
Port au Prince, Hayti, to Bluefields, 
Nicaragua, neglected and failed person- 
ally to take an observation for longitude 
inthe morning, and thus neglected his 
duties as navigator of the vessel. 

The second specification sets forth that 
on Feb. 21, while on the same duty, he 
failed to obtain the local deviation by the 
compass of the steamer, although the 
weather permitted, and thus neglected 
his duty. 

The third specification charges that the 
same duty was neglected on Feb. 2 

Drawing to a Close. 

BRooKLYN, March 28. — The closing 
scenes inthe trial by court martial of 
Commander Heyerman, for negligence in 
allowing the Kearsarge to be stranded on 
Roncador reef, were enacted yesterday. 
Lieutenant Commander Bowman was 
recalled by the defense. He said that his 
latitude at 8o’clock on the morning of 
Feb. 2 was the same as that of the Kear- 
sarge’s navigator. 

Commander Heyerman then took the 
stand, and was asked by Lieutenant Com- 
mander Marix if he had any reason to 
suppose or know that all the positions of 
the Kearsarge handed him on Feb. 2 by 
the Kearsarge’s navigator were not the 
results of the navigator’s own personal 
work and calculations? 

“No, sir; [have not,” replied the com- 
mander. 

Captain J. A. Adair, a sailor, who has 
lived on a ship since 1860, and cruised on 
waters around the West Indies for 14 
years, testifiod he had passed the dreaded 
reef within a mile to the eastward. An- 
other time he had passed within 20 miles. 
The currents were always variable. He 
had known easterly currents in those 
waters 

“When passing the reef within 20 miles 
to the eastward how often have you ex- 
perienced easterly currents, and at what 
rate an hour?” 

“Two out of five times, at about three 
knots an hour. We experienced all sorts 
of currents in the waters around the 
Roncador reef, and we never could de- 
pend upon them,’ said the witness. 
“There would sometimes take place the 
most unexpected reversals.” 

“What caused these sudden reversals, 
in your opinion,” asked the judge advo- 
cate. 

“Well, there’s usually a reversal when 
acalm sets in after a heavy blow,’ an- 
swered the captain. 

The testimony for the defense was con 
cluded with this witness. 


House In Session. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—At yesterday’s 
proceedings of the house Mr. Patterson 
called up the contested election case of 
O’Neill vs. Joy, from the Eleventh dis- 
trict of Missouri, in accordance with the 
notice given by him last week. Mr. Reed 
raised the question of consideration, and 
the yeas and nays were ordered without a 
preliminary division. The vote resulted: 
Yeas, 169; nays, 1. This was seven less 
than aquorum, and a callof the house 
was ordered on motion of Mr. Patterson. 


Could Not Meet Obligations, 

PHILADELPHIA, March 28.—An assign- 
ment for the benefit of creditors has been 
made by the firms of Wood, Brown & Co. 
and Haines & Co., in the process of 
liquidating the business of both concerns. 
A member of the firm of Wood, Brown & 
Co. said that the two concerns were not 
prepared to furnish any statement of their 
condition and liabilities, beyond the fact 
that they could not meet maturing obli- 
gations.

SALEM’S SCHEDSIE. 


One Way to Reduce the Tax Rate but 
Is It aGood Way. 

Salem is getting in a bad way when it 
resurig to any such method as this, re 
commended last night by the fiaance com- 
mnittee: 

Toe rate of taxation necessary to meet 
the state and county tax of Salem is about 
$2 on a thousand, whicb, added to about 
$4 50 on a thousand, the rate necessary to 
raise the amount needed for payment on 
account of the city debt, and $12 on a 
thousand, the limitof taxation permitted 
by law for other purposes, would make a 
tax rate of $18.50 per thousand, the largest 
permitted by law. In the present unfavor- 
able condition of business the committee 
believes that so high a rate of taxation is 
not expedient, and that of the money 
needed to be raised an amount suflicient to 
reduce the rate of taxation to $17 on a 
thousand, or as near that rate as practi- 
cable, should be providel by a loan for 
which the bends of the city should be is- 
sued, 

The committee recommend a ten year 
loan of $90,000 for these items, some of 
which must be current expenses: For 
construction and repair of municipal build- 
improving, grading and

fHE PROGRESS OF ONE BENEFICIAL 
TO THE OTHER. 


Co-operative Effort of Farmer and City 
Dweller Will Best Conserve the Interest 
of Both—A Word About Kickers—The 
Value of a Newspaper.

The interests of a town or city and the 
community and country surrounding 
are identical. That which benefits one 
is certain to favorably affect the other. 
Often there is an unreasoning antago- 
nism in the farming community against 
their home town. From some inexpli- 
cable reason they consider it their duty 
to oppose every movement that has for 
its object the forwarding of its interests 
and depreciate its importance in every 
conceivable manner. 

Fortunately in this community all of 
our best and most progressive farmers 
and landowners have a kindly interest in 
the town and are as enthusiastic in wish- 
ing it success and exercising their ener- 
gies to attain that end as any one who 
dwells within its limits. But the fact 
cannot be disguised that we have many 
individuals in our vicinity who display 
the same characteristics that distinguish 
those who have been the bane and curse 
of other localities.

The President Likely to Take Action 
on It Immediately. 


THE SILVERITES DISHEARTENED 


Over the Prospects of the) 
President’s Veto. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—Seven of the 
10 days allowed by the constitution fo: 
the consideration by the executive of a 
bill have passed since the seigniorage bill | 
was laid before President Cleveland, and 
still there has been no action upon the 
measure. 

It had been assumed in certain guar- 
tersthat the president had made up his} 
mind what disposition he should make of | 
the bill, and would announce his deci- 
sion to his cabinet yesterday. If he did, 
the fact cannot be learned, and indeed 
two members of the cabinet, after the} 
meeting, which was shorter than usual 
stated that they were even then ignorant 
of the president’s intention. 

Senator Ransom and Representatives 
Henderson, Tracey and Kilgore called at 
the White House before the cabinet met, 
but were unable to see the president. The 
Texas congressman is one of the hopeful 
silver men, and still believesthat the 
president will sign the bill or allow it to 
become a law without his signature. 

All talk of dissension in the cabinet 
over this bill has practically ceased, for it 
has been made clear that throughout the 
pendency of the bill at the White House 
the president has shown the greatest con- 
sideration for the opinions of his con 
stituents and advisers, and the pleasant 
cordial relations that prevail between 
them is absolute proof of lack of founda- 
tion for talk of the resignations by mem 
bers of the cabinet. 

Silverites Lose Heart. 

The silver men haveabandoued all hope 
that the president will approve the seign 
iorage bill. It is accepted on all : 


that the bill will be returned to the house 
with a message in which the objections 
of the president will be given. Such has 
been the prevailing belief from the start. 
It is looked for in the house today. The 
silver men take consolation in the belief 
that the president does not intend in his 
veto message to denounce the measure in 
strong language, but will indicate that 
certain changes might be made unde 
which he would approve the bill. 
From the talk of the president 
senators and representatives who 
called upon him in regard to the matter, 
it is believed he will rest his veto on the 
ambiguity of the measure, which was one 
of the objections raised to it in congress, 
and that he will further express his dis- 


approval of retiring the treasury notes by

AFFAIRS IN BRAZIL 
feixote Has Not Issued the Decree 
cerning Martial Law. 

Rio DE JANEIRO, March 28.—Great pains 
have been taken to learn if there was any 
basis of truth in the report cabled to the 
United States in regard to the revival by 
President Peixoto of the imperial decrees 
of 1888 and 1851, which relate to the treat 
ment to be accorded all persons, native or 
foreigners, who in any Way aided or 
abetted a revolt against the government. 

Had President Peixoto issued such a de- 
cree, the general public would have been 
fully aware of the fact, and the matter 
would certainly have caused much dis- 
cussion among the foreign residents. — No 
one here knows anything about a revival 
of the imperial decrees. 

Inquiry at the various government of- 
fices elicited the information that Presi- 


| dent Peixoto had not issued any decree 


ordering such revival. The belief was 
expressed that some correspondent had 
confounded the decree extending the 
time in which martial law would be en- 
forced, and providing for trial by 
military law of those taken in arms 
against the government, or otherwise 
illegally seeking to overthrow the federal 
authorities, with the old imperial decrees. 

It can be positively said that no decree 
has ever been iesued by President Peixoto 
ordering executions without the forms of 
trial. The martial law decree was in no 
sense a revival of the imperial decrees. 

A general southward movement of the 
government troops in the state of Sao 
Paulo is announced. It is believed that 
the rebels are retreating. An afternoon 
paper declares that General Saraiva has 
fled to Uruguay. The defeat of General 
Salgado is confirmed. 


FINAL INSTRUCTIONS. 


Great Secrecy Maintained Concerning Ad-

WASHINGTON, March 28, — Admiral 
Walker bas fin ..ly received his instruc- 
tions, and expects to leave for San Fran- 
cisco today.

WOOD PULP SILK. 


Con- | Chardomet’s Discovery Perfected and a 


Mill Started In France. PEE 

An experiment is being made a an- 
con, rene with a substitute forsilk, 
which will be watched with interest. 
The invention, that of Count de Chardo- 
met, is to convert wood pulp into soft 
silken thread, durable, luminous and 
elastic. The “silk” threads produced 
from the wood pulp were first shown at 
the last Paris exhibition, when they en- 
joyed a good deal of attention among 
those interestedin the silkindustry. But 
the process was at that time far from 
complete, and many improvements had 
to be made before the invention could be 
regarded as a commercial success. 

That point, in the opinion of Couns de 
Chardomet, has now been reached, and 
a mill has been built for the manufacture 
of goods from the new material. There 
are still some detailsin the process which 
must be improved before capitalists are 
likely to embark in the venture. Onteof 
the great difficulties, it appears, that has 
to be overcome is the snapping of the 
threads while they are being spun, owing 
to the unequal pressure which is exer- 
cised in forcing the wood pulp through 
an exceedingly small aperture, so as to 
convert it into thread. This is a defect, 
however, which the inventor is confident 
he will soon overcome. After the wood 
has been reduced to the consistency of 
pulp it is dried in an oven and then 
plunged into a mixture of sulphuric and 
nitric acids, washed in several baths of 
water and dried by alcohol. The prod- 
uct is afterward dissolved in ether and 
pure alcohol, and the result is collodion 
similar to that used in photography. 

This collodion, which is a sticky, vis- 
cous substance, is inclosed in a solid 
receptacle furnished with a filter at the 
lower end. An air pump sends com- 
pressed air into the receptacle, and by 
this pressure the collodion is forced 
through horizontally in the form of fine 
threads. As the thread is forced out it 
passes through a vessel filled with ether 
and alcohol, which solidifies the collo- 
dion and makes it elastic and as brilliant 
as silk. If the invention turns out as 
successfully as its inventor anticipates, 
it will be the beginning of a very impor- 
tant industry.—Edinburgh Scotsman,

VIEWS OF WKINLRY. 


Says the Voters Realize Their “‘Mis- 
take” of a Short Time Ago. 


HE CRITICIZES THE WILSON BILL 


And Professes to Find No 
Good Points In It. 


MINNEAPOLIS, March 29.--Upon Goy- 
ernor McKinley and party’s arrival here 
they were met by 600 cadets of the State 
university and the University Republican 
club, The party were escorted to the 
West Hotel, where 4000 people had as- 
sembled. A quartet sang ‘All Hail,’’ ex- 
pressing the sentiment, ‘McKinley 
Leads; We Follow Thee,’ after which 
the governor was introduced by President 
Goodnow. 

He directed his remarks principally to 
the students, and declared that it was to 
the young men of the country that all 
parties must look. He declared that the 
people of the country never wanted to 
vote, in all their history,-as they did now. 

The governor afterward made an ad- 
dress at the exposition building, where 
the state league of Republican clubs was 
insession. He said that nobody could 
tell what was goingto happen, and no- 
body knew what the Democratic congress 
would do. He then talked about the 
principles of protection. 

Later in the day he was driven to some 
of the public institutions, and made an 
address to the pupils of the Central high 
school. 

In the evening he made an address at 
the exposition building, which was packed 
to overflowing. 

A Talk on Politics. 

Governor Nelson presided, and aftera 
few preliminary remarks, introduced 
Governor McKinley, who was received 
with a storm of applause. The governor 
began his speech by declaring his belief 
that the people who rejected the Republi- 
can platform and candidates, presented in 
that same building in 1892, now feel most 
sensibly, and regret most deeply their 
great ‘‘mistake.”’ Continuing, he said: 

“The past year has been a hard one; 
everybody und everything had suffered 
except Republican high tariff principles 
aud the Republican party, but they ‘shine 
more brightly and gloriously than ever 
before.’ The principles proclaimed in 
1892, like all Republican doctrines, are 
unchangeable; ‘upon them the Republi- 
can party basis its claim to future 
supremacy,’ and it impatiently awaits the 
next national election.” 

“For the Democrats are demoralized; 
they have not redeemed a single party 
pledge; they have been responsible for the 
business depression in the past year, and 
through the Wilson bi_. they threaten to 
make matters still worse.” 

The governor then reviewed at some 
length the history of the tariff legislation 
in this country, paying particular atten- 
tion to the early protectionist sentiment 
in the south and the gradual growth 
there ofthe free trade idea, his special 
pnrpose appearing to be to furnish an 
opportunity for the very remarkable state- 
ment that now slavery is dead ‘‘The in- 
terests of one section of our common 
country are exactly identical with the 
interests of every other.” 

“The Wilson bill is not like any of the 
early tariff measures, but is one in which 
the changed condition of the country and 
its marvellous growth and development, 
are utterly ignored and forgotten. It is 
for the plantation, not for the farm and 
factory. 

Sharp Criticism, 

“T have looked with some degree of care 
through that bill. I find nothing but ir- 
ritation and aggravation to the great in- 
dustries of the country. No interest suf- 
fers by it more severely than agriculture, 
and labor of all kinds seems to have been 
singled out as its foremost victim. I have 
examined it carefully to find some sec- 
tion, paragragh, clause or line removing 
the great burden of tariff taxesfrom the 
shoulders of the people, about which we 
have heard so much for so many years, 
from the Democratic orators and have 
read so frequently in the Democratic 
newspapers and platforms, but I have 
been unsuccessful in finding any such 
provision. 

“Itis true that sugar, an article of 
prime necessity to every household, and 
which the law of 1890 made freeto the 
people, has been tariffed at from 1 to 1 410 
percent a pound, every cent of which 
will be paid by the consumers of the 
United States.” 

After this interesting confession that 
there is, after all, one article upon which 
the “foreign producers’? does not “‘pay 
the tax,’’ or perhaps, because of it, 
Governor McKinley made the still more 
interesting announcement that sugar is 
one of the things which ‘‘We do not our- 
selves produce,’’ although he favors a 
sugar bounty as “An encouragement to 
native industry.” 

“To my mind,” he said, ‘‘another hurt- 
ful provision of the Wilson bill, entirely 
unwarranted by experience and unjustifi- 
able of wise international policy, is that 
which repeals the reciprocity clause,” 
and he quoted figures to show how 
greatly our exports, and particularly of 
agricultural products, have increased 
under the provision of this law. 


Better Times at Hand. 

New HAVEN, March 29.—The mills and 
factories in the state are increasing their 
time schedules. The Winsted silk mill 
began running 138 hours a day yesterday, 
and the mill hands expect to work over- 
time for several weeks to come. The 
Ansonia Brass and Copper company, 
Wallace & Sons,.and the Farrell Foundry 
and Machine company, employing about 
y000 bands, are running on full time. 


TWO BAD MEN 


Give Testimony Which Is Decidedly Dis- 
creditable to Themselves. 


WASHINGTON, March 9%9.—The surprise 
of the Pollard-Breckinridge trial yester- 
day was the unexpected appearance of 
ons ef Miss Pollard’s old lovers, Rankin 
Rossell, a Kentucky schoolmaster. His 
deposition had been read in the case, but 
to make his testimony doubly sure, the 
ex-fiance was introduced in person, and 
no sooner had he taken the stand, than 
Madeline Pollard glided infor the first 
time this week. 

Most of the testimony yesterday was in 
the form of depositions, and much of it 
was of a character which can ouly be pub- 
lished in expurgated form. Those 
despositions, regarding which Judge 
Bradley had expressed his regrets that 
they could not be excluded on general 
principles, were recited, and the justifica- 
tion for the scathing comments on them 
was self-evident. Someof the language 
employed by Hiram Kaufman, a Lexing- 
ton butcher, and John Brandt, a janitor 
from the same place, would hardly be 
tolerated in a well regulated barroom. 

These gentlemen admitted in a matter- 
of-fact way their tendencies toward 
habitual drunkenness and marital infi- 
delity, and the court admitted their state- 
ments unexpurgated, as he remarked in 
conversation that the jury might judge of 
the character of the witnesses. 

Colonel Breckinridge’s private secretary 
was one witness of the day, and another 
was Colonel Hay, an expert on penman- 
ship, who was subjected to further cross- 
examination upon the principles employed 
in detecting forgeries under the sug- 
gestion of another expert, who sat at 
Attorney Wilson’s elbow. 

From the addition of this new expert 
into the case it looks as though a hard 
fight had been precipitated over the 
authenticity of that black bordered letter. 

The case of the defense will draw to a 
close, with the appearance of Colonel 
Breckinridge, whose testimony is ex- 
pected to occupy at least three days, as 
long atime as Madeline Pollard was on 
the stand. 

Then there will be rebuttal for an in- 
definite length, as Miss Pollard will take 
the stand again, and witnesses have been 
summoned from Kentucky. 

A SWEEPING CHALLENGE. 
Edgerton Will Fight Any Man In the 
World at 118 Pounds. 


New York, March 29.—The Kentucky 
Rosebud (Walter Edgerton) arrived in 
New York yesterday, with his manager 
and backer, Jimmy McHale. The boxer 
issued the following challenge: 

“Seeing that George Dixon, the feather- 
weight champion, denies that he was 
knocked out by me when we boxed in 
Philadelpbia on March 2%, I wish to state 
that he was out, for he was unconscious 
for nearly five minutes, and10 minutes 
elapsed before the third round com- 
menced. Icould have :uocked him out 
in the third round, but my backer, James 
McHale, would not allow me to do so. 

“Now to settle the question, I will fight 
George Dixon at 118 pounds for $2500 to 
$5000 a side and the featherweight cham- 
pionship of the world, and I will be ready 
to meet Dixon and his backer at The 
Police Gazette office on Wednesday, 
April 4, at lla. m., to posta deposit and 
sign articles. if O'Rourke accepts this 
challenge.” 

“Should O’Rourke not accept, I shall 
claim the featherweight championship, 
and stand ready to fight any man in the 
world at 118 pounds for $2500 to v0 a 
side and the title.”’ 


FIGHT STILL WAGES. 


New Bedford Toilers Are Called Scabs 
and Knobsticks, 

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., March 29.—The 
strike at the Wamsutta mills is growing 
more serious daily. The presence of 
police at mill gates has aroused the in- 
dignation of all operatives, and exciting 
scenes have taken place the past few days. 
When the mills closed last night a 
crowd of strikers, armed with red flags, 
bearing the words “Scab” and ‘‘Knob- 
stick,’ surrounded the gates and flaunted 
provoking signs in the faces of non-union 
men. No violence was attempted, how- 
ever, as the police were on the alert. It 
is feared that ariot may take place un- 
less the police are withdrawn. ‘The strik- 
ers have issued an appeal to the public 
for help. There are nosigus of a settle- 
ment of the difficulty. 


A Bold Robbery. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 29.—A 
through freight train on the Boston and 
Albany railroad was suddenly stopped by 
the application of the air brakes by un- 
known parties about three miles west of 
Springfield late last night. One of the 
gars had been occupied by robbers, who 
had opened several cases filled with shoes, 
and after securing sufficient booty had

Mrs, Foster Is Hopefal, 

WaAsHINGTON, March 29.—Mrs, J. Ellen 
Foster was at the Capitol yesterday, try- 
ing to arrange with the senute committee 
on finance for a hearing forthe delega- 
tion of wage-earning women, who are 
here to protest against the tariff bill. She 
expressed the belief that she would obtain 
the hearing desired before leaving Wash- 
ington. 


Victim of Cigarets, 

New HAVEN, March 29.—Dr. George F. 
Peterson, one of the best-known dentists 
in the city and a leader in New Haven so- 
ciety, was taken to the state insane re- 
treat at Middletown yesterday. He is 
suffering from insanity, and his condition 
is due to cigaret smoking.

MANY NEW RECRUITS 


Are Added to Coxey’s Army During 
Its Stay In an Ohio Town. 


THE SICK LIST GROWS LONGER. 


Food and Exposure to Cold the 
Reason Assigned. 


SALEM, O., March 29.—Salem has treated 
the Coxey commonweal most generously, 
by supplying food and shelter and re- 
truits. The quality of these contribu- 
lions of men and things was of the high- 
est. The leaders are more hopeful in 
their talk than ever. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock the army filed 
into the town, 79strong. Mayor Northrup 
provided two halls—Kauffman’s armory 
and the Federation of Labor hall—as 
sleeping quarters. Quantities ef food, 
such as coffee, bread, meat, sandwiches 
and 10 dozen boiled eggs, had been pre 


pared by a committee of citizens, and this |. 


was turned over to Marshal Browne. 
Camp Anna Diggs was a vacant lot near 
the depot, donated by a prominent man 
for the purpose. In a miserable sleet 
storm the army camped and was fed. 

Carl Browne held a crowded meeting in 
the Opera House at 7 e’clock. Sixteen 
recruits enlisted and joined immediately 
after camp was reached. Two are cooks, 
and were hailed as acquisitions. One 
walked from Ashtabula in four days, 
Another came from Connecticut and two 
from Alliance. Three men are sick under 
Dr. Kirkland’s care. The food and ex- 
posure to the cold are responsible. 

Browne was informed here that 200 
striking potters at East Liverpool would 
join thearmy. A late start was ordered, 
as the march from Alliance was trying. 
Camp Trenton, at Columbiana, is where 
Coxey expects to meet the commonweal. 

A Band For the Army. 

PITTsbURG, March 29.— The steamer 
Hudson, from Cincinnati, had on board a 
small detachment of the forces of the 
commonweal army. lt consisted of 10 
men, 17 horses and eight wagons. The 
Coxeyites, with their horses and wagons, 
were taken at Bellaire,O. They expect 
to jointhe commonweal army at East 
Palestine or Beaver Falls. 

A large military band is being organ- 
ized in ward 15. Burkeis atthe head of 
the enterprise and expects to havea com- 
plete, fully-equipped band ready to meet 
Coxey when he reaches this city. The 
band is to march out to meet Coxey’s 
army, when it will return with him to 
Pittsburg and then accompany the com- 
monweal to the capital. 

At the Washington End 

WASHINGTON, March 29.— The head- 
quarters of the Washington contingent 
of the Coxey commonweal has not thus 
fur presented any busy scene, though 
Colonel Redstone insists that most of the 
unemployed in this city are interested in 
the movement. According toa statement 
made by the local representatives, 205 
groups of recruits, ranging from five to 
15 men each, have already been or- 
ganized. Colonel Redstone complains 
that newspapers are misrepresenting the 
movement. 

Coxey Visits Chicago, 

CuHICcAGO, March 29.—Jacob S. Coxey 
reached Chicago yesterday, and spent con- 
siderable time at the stockyards. Mr. 
Coxey, it was said, came to Chicago 
mainly to look after an interest he had in 
a consignment of horses offered for sale 
at the stockyards. 

Coxey’s horses brought but $450, while 
he had expected not less than $1000, and 
with this for a cue he certainly scored 
existing conditions. He charged the hard 
times toa ‘lack of money.” This evi, 
he said, he proposed to remedy by com- 
pelling a government issue of 500,000,000. 

Coxey’s Chicago lieutenant, Albert 
Mason, claims that he will leave for the 
east Saturday with 5000 men. At present 
the 5000 is represented by a foregoing 
Bhadow, consisting of 21 men. 

A Plain Statement, 

DALLAS, March 29.— Governor Hogg 
telegraphed the following to The Times- 
Herald: “You can truthfully say that 
neither the cormorant nor the commune 
can disgrace Texas while Iam governor.

They 
stated that while they were opposed to a 
strike, they were prepared to undertake 
just such an aggressivejcourse if thesys- 
tem was continued. Superintendent 
Ward refused to accede to any of the re- 
quests, but promised to refer the matter 
to the boars of directors. 


Law May Be Changed. 

New Yorg, March 29.—The board of 
health will consider the advisability of 
having the law changed, so as to make it 
a misdemeanor to fail to file withina 
specified period all certificates of marri- 
ages performed by ministers, etc. The 
reason for this is the failure on the part 
of Dr. Paxton to file the certificate of 
marriage of Colonel Breckinridge to Mrs. 
Wing. 

A “Smoker” at the Capitol, 

WASHINGTON, March 29.—The paper in 
the waste room in the terrace of the sen- 
ate and chamber of the Capitol, caught 
fire yesterday afternoon and filled the cor- 
ridors and the senate chamber with dense 
smoke. It is supposed to have been occa- 
sioned by some one throwing a burning 
match into the massof paper. Very lit- 
tle damage was done.

Reports of the Fire and Water 
Departments. 


—_——— 


IN THE ANNUAL CITY BOOK. 


———— 


Also the Library, Academy, Woodward In- 
Siiute Liquor Offcer, Etc., Etc 


The review of the City Book of 1893 be- 
gun in yesterday’s LepGER is continued 
below. 

The Trustees of the Thomas Crane 
Public Library report 74,207 volumes to 
have been loaned in 1893, against 72,644 in 
1892. The percentage of fiction was 32.9 
against 34.4 in 1892. The largest gain was 
in periodicals loaned. During the year 290 
books were added. On the 11th of March 
685 volumes were issued being the greatest 
number in any one day since the library 
was opened. 

The use of the three funds connected 
with the library is defined. They are the 
Cotton Center Johnson fund, the Crane 
fund, and the Catalogue fund. The pur- 
pose of the trustees to make it a people's 
library rather than a library of reference 
is set forth, and also the needs of a new 
catalogue. 

The report of the Managers of Adams 
Academy speaks of the change of princi- 
pal,the boarding school, number of pupils, 
tuition, graduates, etc. 

Liquor Officer McGrath says, ‘* During 
the past year I have used my best efforts to 
suppress the sale of intoxicating liquors in 
this city,and I believe that I can again safe- 
ly say that there is less liquor sold here than 
in any other city or towa of its size in the 
state. The trade is such that the common 
mode of treatment for other crimes is not 
applicable to this business, Hard work is 
necessary, and the suppression of the liquor 
traffic requires the ever watchful eye to 
keep it in subjection. As [ remarked in 
my last report, I believe that a liberal ex- 
penditure of money in the future, to con- 
tinue the fight, is better than allowing the 
traffic to branch out, when the expense 
will be four fold to again conquer it.”’ 

A report in detail of the liquor officer 
then follows. 

Fire Departmeut. 

The report of Chief Eagineer Ripley is 
prolific in recommendations. Aside from 
repairs he advocates a new hose wagun to 
replace the one at Quincy Point, which he 
would remove to the central station; a 
chemical engine to be located in the vicinity 
of City Hall, with permanent horses and 
men; two new steamers, one at West 


ladder truck at the latter place; permanent 
horses and men generally; 1,000 feet of 
new hose; extension of water supply to 
Houghs Neck; new fire alarm boxes, and 
the dividing of number three circuit into 
two circuits; and a reduction of the 
number of engineers to three. 

The fire loss of 1893 was $34,287.50, on 
which the insurance companies paid $21,- 
412.50. In five years the loss has been 
$184,657.50, and the insurance paid, $61,- 
883.00. There were in all 64 alarms, 
Thursday being the unlucky day with 17, 
against 9 forany other day, the most alarms 
were between 3and6p.M. The date of 
appointment, resignation or discharge of 
the permanent force follows, also a list of 
fires, anda sketch of the Fireman’s Re- 
lief Association. 

The Water Department. 

The Water Commissioners say: 

_‘* The rapid growth of the city and the ad- 
ditional demand for new extensions has in- 
creased work in all branches of the depart- 
ment. The amount of cast-iron pipe laid this 
year was 35,570 feet or 6.73 miles. Numer- 
ous petitions could not be answered on 
account of lack of funds available for this 
purpose. The appropriation now at our 
disposal will enable the Board to lay con- 
siderable pipe the coming season. 51 
hydrants have been added this year and 
275 new services put in. Total number of 
service connections, 1850, of which 91 are 
supplied by meter, 13 new stand pipes for 
the use of the street department have been 
added. Reference to the tables given in 
the report of the Superintendent, will show 
details of pipe laid, hydrants and gates 
set, also the average daily amount of 
water pumped each month. The increase 
during the summer months is largely due 
to street and lawn sprinklers. More 
economy in the manner of using water for 
the above purposes would materially lessen 
the pumping expenses. But few com- 
plaints have been received bythe Board as 
to the quality of the water. In most cases 
these were probably due to the shutting off 
and turning on of the water incidental to 
the laying of new mains. 


“There has been a large increase in the 
amount received from sale of water, the 
gross receipts for the year being $36,660.41, 
The total expended for maintenance ac- 
count (exclusive of interest,) was $11,370.- 
96, which deducted, leaves a balance re- 
ceived more than expended of $25,269.45. 
This increase in the income is due largely 
to the policy adopted by the Board of ex- 
tending the mains. We estimiate the prob- 
able gross receipts for the year 1894 at $40,- 
000, and the amount required for mainte- 
nance $14,000, leaving a net income of 
about $26,000, or over 4 per cent. on the 
net cost of the plant to date. That the 
plant will be self-sustaining in the near 
future there is no question. “The schedule 
rates charged for water are the same as 
used by the Quincy Water Company and 
are higher than those of most city supplies. 
The Board propose to make a moderate 1e- 
duction in the schedule rates to take effect 
July 1, 1894.” 

The Commissioners believe more should 
be done to protect the water shed from 
pollution. 

An abridged statement of the income 
and expenditures follows.

consumption for the year was 266,264,099 
gallons, a daily average of 729,490 gallons, 
An increase of 127,556 over the daily 
average consumption of 1892. The maxi- 
mum consumption was 1,322,522 gallons, 
August 3d, and the minumum consump- 
tion was 494,822 gallons, January 6th. A 
comparison of the daily average con- 
8 mp‘ion with that of 1892 is given. T.e 
rainfall as measured at the pumping 
station was 40.55 inches, 

The maintenance account shows $3,354.- 
34 to have been spent for office expenses, 
$5,068.21 for pumping station expenses, 
$2,948 41 for reservoirs, standpipe, mains, 
hydrants, etc., with an unexpended balance 
of $769.04. The expeditures for construc- 
tion were $51,382.17. 

The analyses by months of the water is 
given in detail; also the extensions with 
size of pipe. 

The summary of statistics contains a 
great many items of interest, which cannot 
well be condensed. 

The population of the city is estimated 
at 20,000, and of the 14,000 on line of pipe, 
10,546 are supplied with water. The 
gallons consumed per day per inhabitant is 
36; per consumer, 69. The location of al) 
the hydrants is given. 

City Clerk Spear reported receipts from 
licenses and recording marriages to the 
amount of $637.70. There were 219 mar- 
riages, 375 deaths and 727 births. There 
were licensed 893 maie dogs and 75 females, 
for which $2,161 were received. 

The vote in detail at the State election 
and municipal election follows and will be 
appreciated for reference.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 
A Nine-Hour Day and Other Labor Bills 
Brought Up. 

Boston, March 29, —In the senate, ought 
not to pass was reported on bill to provide 
for labelling and marking goods, wares 
and merchandise manufactured by con- 
victs in the penal institutions; a like re- 
port as to labelling reed orrattan furni- 
ture so manufactured. 

Ought not to pass on bill to provide for 
the greater safety of railroad employes; 
leave to withdraw on petition fora repeat 
ofthe laws relating to the leasing and 
consolidation of railroads. 

Leave to withdraw on a petition for a 
normal school in Orange. 

Reference to the next general court on 
the petition for the laying out of Plum 
Island turnpike and bridge in Newbury 
and Newburyport, as a public highway. 

The labor committee reported aguinst a 
billto amend the act relative to the em- 
ployment of women and minors; against 
a bill which prohibits the employment of 
women and minors under the age of 18 
from working more than 34 hours a week 
in manufacturing establishments. 

The committe on labor reported a bill 
providing that nine hours shall constitute 
a legal day’s work inall cases of employ- 
ment, but providing that extra labor may 
be performed at extra compensation. The 
bill provides that no firm, corporation or 
manufacturing establishment, except 
street and steam railway companies and 
express companies, shall require em- 
ployes to work more than nine hours in 
one day except when necessary to make 
repairs to prevent interruption of ordinary 
running of machinery, or when a different 
apportionment of the hours of labor is 
made forthe sole purpose of makinga 
shorter day’s work for one day of the 
week, which may be done fora limited 
time. The bill also requires notices to be 
posted in all manufactories stating the 
number of hours which shall constitute a 
day’s work. 

The labor committee also reported a bill 
on the petition of J. M. Berry for a state 
loan of $3,000,000 to cities and towns of 
the commonwealth, to establish home 
building associations for the people, to 
be paid for in rent and owned by the oc- 
cupants when the rent paid equals the 
cost of the buildings, without interest. 
Not more than $10,000 shall be loaned to 
any single association. The bill author- 
izes a state loan of $500,000. 

The house passed to a third reading the 
bill relative tothe appointment of first 
and second assistant assessers in Boston. 
The bill calls for the equal distribution of 
the appointments between the two lead- 
ing political parties. 


SCOOPS EVERYTHING. 


A Railroad Deal of Decidedly High Com- 
mercial Importance, 

CINCINNATI, March 29.— Trustworthy 
news has been received here from New 
York of one of the most gigantic deals in 
the history of American railroading. It 
is nothing less than that the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton Railway company 
has bought out the Cincinnati, New Or- 
leansand Texas Pacific Railway com: 
pany. Thisis the deal that was consum 
mated in New York yesterday. 

This is the greatest north and south 
combinations ever made in the United 
States, links the Mississippi, Lake Michi- 
gan, Luke Huron, Lake Erie, the Kana- 
wha region of West Virginia on the north 
with Meridian, Shreveport, New Orleans, 
Jacksonville, Atlanta, Birmingham, 
Knoxville, and Chattanooga on the 
south. . 

This system has two focal points, the 
main one at Cincinnati, and a very im- 
portant, but minor one, at Chattanooga® 
The distances from Cincinnati the focus, 
to the main southern points ares T 
Chattanooga, 336 miles; to Meridian, 03 
miles; to New Orleans, 8236 miles; to 
Shreveport, 942 miles; to Brunswick, lId4 
miles. A glanceat the map will show 
the commercial importance of this deal. 

The Mouon being in the deal with the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, it gives 
the new system two new routes from 
Chicago to the gulf, one through Cincin- 
nati and the other through Louisville, as 
well as the Bee line from Toledo, south, 
andanewroute from St. Louis to Flor 
ida. 


Called Him Crazy Pratt. 

WeEyMoUTH, Mass., March 29. — The 
story of Frank C. Pratt’s efforts to obtain 
his discharge from the state farm at 
Bridgewater, where he is held for in- 
sanity, has attracted much attention in 
this town, where heis well known. Pratt 
was born at North Weymouth about 4( 
years ago, and has resided in town nearly 
all his life, with the exception of aterm 
which he spent in Plymouth jail, anda 
year passed in a New York penitentiary, 
and a year or so in Marshfield. His father 
was the late General B. F. Pratt, who 
died in the Taunton insane asylum 
Frank’s insanity was not of a violent 
kind, being mostly a mania for securing 
horses and carriages not Lis own.

IN HIS OWN DEFENSE 


Heyerman’s Story of the Wreck of the 
Corvette Kearsarge, 


HE KNEW DANGER EXISTED 


And Did the Best He Could to 
Avert Disaster. 


BRooKtYN, March 29.—The arguments 
of counsel and the written defense of 
Commander Heyerman of the United 
States corvette Kearsarge were presented 
yesterday to the general court-martial in 
the navy yard, before which he is on trial 
for culpable neglect of duty in the strand- 
ing of the corvette on Roncador reef, 
Lieutenant Commander Marx said that 
he had sent tothenavy department for 
the records, to see if there were any com- 
plaints against Commander Heyerman, 
but the documents had not arrived. 

Commander Heyerman, however, was 
willing to go ahead without them. He 
then presented his written defense. The 
paper was read by the accused com- 
mander’s counsel. It consists of 60 type- 
written pages, written in the first person. 
He began by saying that his having been 
accused of negligence in the accepted 
sense of the word was a complete surprise 
to him. Then he continued: “During 
the afternoon of Feb. 2 every moment of 
my time and nearly every thought in my 
mind was devoted to navigating the ship, 
and keeping her clear of the dangers I 
well knew to exist.” 

Commander Heyerman then made an 
analysis of the currents, in which he 
found the ship fortwo days previous to 
her stranding. He continued: 

“It is easy now for every one to say that 
my calculations were wrong, for things 
happened which could not be foreseen nor 
expected, and naturally what might have 
been done can now be easily suggested. 
Yet I feel sure that every member of this 
court will judge me by my acts per- 
formed before the disaster, in accordance 
with the knowledge which was at my dis- 
posal at that time.” 

The Prosecution’s Side, 

Judge Advocate Kelley then addressed 
the court, saying that the prosecution 
will not attempt to refute the claim that 
Commander Heyerman considered care- 
fully the waters he had to traverse on the 
trip from Port au Prince to Bluefields. 
But the negligence consisted in that when 
about five miles to the north and east of 
Roncador reef, Commander Heyerman 
shaped and held a course which lays 
toward a dangerous reef, surrounded by 
strong currents, well known to exist, and 
that he failed to change the course in 
time to avoid the subsequent disaster. 

Furthermore, Heyerman failed to in- 
crease the speed of the ship by the use of 
steam so that the reef could be sighted 
during daylight, and though aware of 
the difficulty of sighting the reef at night, 
he did not before darkness fell haul off 
to some safe course in clear water to the 
northward. 

After Judge Advocate Kelley had fin- 
ished, the case was declared closed, and 
the court was cleared toallow its mem- 
bers to deliberate and find their verdict, 
which will be forwarded to Washington 
for revision. It will be announced to 
Commander Heyerman later. 


Behring Sea Again. 

LONDON, March 29.—Attorney General 
Russell introduced into the house of com- 
mons today a bill providing for the 
proper enforcement of the Behring sea 
arbitration. There is no question of a 
new modus vivendi. Sir Charles Tupper 
expresses the opinion that although it 
would have been preferable to have had 
no delay in legislating the award of the 
Behring sea tribunal of arbitration, there 
isevery reason to believe that all the 
countries concerned in the seal fisheries 
will peacably conform to the award di- 
rectly it is legalized. 


An Unfortunate FalL 


PROVIDENCE, March 29.—John Dugan 
died of lockjaw at East Greenwich. 
Dugan was of anirritable temperament. 
A weeks ago some boys disturbed him by 
knocking at his door. In hurrying down 
stairs he slipped and fell tothe bottom, 
injuring the muscles of his neck. The 
physicians who attended him were unable 
to give him any relief, and lockjaw set in 
on Monday. 


Wheat Took a Big Jump. 

New York, March 20.—Wheat took a 
21-2 cent jump yesterday with a sndden- 
ness that surprised old-timetraders. The 
strength was due toa new cold wave that 
is gathering headway in the northwest, 
and which, coming down upon the un- 
protected wheat fields, gave the bears a 
bigscare. The close was firm, with a 
nervous feeling. 


Machines In Opposition. 

NEw YorRK, March “.—The Union 
league Republicans held a meeting last 
night to indorse the plan for the re 
organization of the county machine as 
prepared by 30 wealthy Republicans. 
This plan is opposed by Platt, Milholland 
and others, who are now busy organizing 
a Republican machine to their own liking. 


Czar and Kaiser May Meet. 

LonDoN, March 29.—A dispatch from 
Vienna says it is learned from the Russian 
embassy there that the czar desires to 
meet Emperor William on German terri- 
tory, to thank him for the successful issue 
of the negotiations of the Russo-German 
commercial treaty. 


Austrian Socialists’ Conclusions 


VIENNA, March 29.—At the socialist 
congress here, resolutions were adopted 
declining to accept the governor's project 
for electoral reform, and urging that 
every means, even a general strike, be 
employed to obtained universal suffrage.

Dull Day In the House. 
WASHINGTON, March 29.—For the first 
time since last Thursday, the senate held 
a session yesterday for the transaction of 
business, and a number of resolutions 
were passed, among them one authoriz- 
ing the secretary of the treasury to re- 
| eeive on deposit the money derived from 
the sale of the Cherokee bonds. 

Several important bills and resolutions 
were introduced, among them a joint 
resolution abrogating the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, and one repealing all laws grent- 
ing the secretary of the treasury authority 
to issue bonds and other interest-bear- 
ing obligations without specific authority 
from congress.

MOURNING AT TURIN. 


Great Crowd Witnessed the Departure of 
Louis Kossuth’s Body. 

TcRIN, March 29.—Shortly before 9 
o’clock last night the special train to con- 
vey the remains of Kossuth to Buda- 
Pesth came into the station, and the coffin 
containing the body was removed from the 
mortuary pavilion and placed upon the 
train. There was a great crowd about 
the station before and during the transfer, 
and all the men reverently removed their 
hats as the coffin was being placed in the 
railway carriage. 

The guard of honor, composed of Hun- 
garian students, took their places in the 
carriages, together with the members of 
Kossuth’s family and the repres-nta- 
tives of the municipalty of Buda- 
Pesth. A detachment of military was 
present, and at 9 o’clock the train started 
on its journey to the Hungarian capital. 
Three volleys were fired by them. 

The crowd quickly dispersed after the 
train left. There are so many Hungarians 
yet remaining in the city that it may be 
necessary to run special trains in order to 
convey them to Buda-Pesth, where all 
wish to be, in order to attend the funeral 
services there. 

The municipal authorities of Turin 
have decided, as a mark of respect to the 
memory of the great Hungarian, to have 
a tablet bearing a suitable inscription set 
in the front wall of the house in which 
Kossuth died. 


CONSPIRATOR MURDERED. 


Belief That It Was Ordered by the Gov- 
ernment of Corea. 

SHANGHA!, March 29.—Kimockium, the 
leader of the Corean conspiracy of 1884, 
who was subsequeutly imprisoned in 
Japan for the part he took in that affair, 
was released recently and arrived here 
yesterday. He was accompanied by a 
companion, who murdered him today. It 
is supposed that the murderer was acting 
under orders from the Corean govern- 
ment. The conspiracy, in which Ki- 
mockium took such a prominent part, re- 
sulted in the massacre of the Corean min- 
isters. The king was attacked in his pal- 
ace, but the Japanese government inter- 
vened and brought about peace. Many 
Chinese, as well as Coreans, were im- 
plicated in the plot. 


Of Bay State Stock, 

New York, March 29.—George Ticknor 
Curtis died of pneumonia at his home 
here yesterday. He was a famous writer. 
Mr. Curtis was born in Waterford, Maes., 
Nov. 18, 1812. He was admitted to the 
bar in 1836, practised law in Boston uutil 
1862, when he came to this city. He was 
the author of a number of well known 
treatise on law and a number of econom- 
ical and biographical works. Mr. Curtis 
served for three years as a member of the 
Massachusetts legislature. He preferred 
the pursuit of his profession, which he 
varied by indulging in literature and the 
study of politics from his library, to 
active political life. 


Exceptions Filed, 

New BEDFORD, Mass., March 29.—Coun- 
sel for the defense in the trial of Daniel 
M. Robertson, who was sentenced to be 
hanged for the murder of his wife, have 
filed exceptions with the clerk of the su- 
perior court. The exceptions claim that 
the weapon and mortal wound were not 
sufficiently described, together with other 
minor points. 


Aspirants Are Numerous, 

ATLANTA, March 29.—There are no new 
developments in the senatorial situation.

A NERVY COASTER. 


Down Historic Lookout Moun- 
He ines Behan: Benak 

A short, compactly built man, with @ 
heavy blond mustache, took a toboggan 
slide down Lookout mountain the other 
afternoon. He went via the incline and 
made the trip from the Point hotel tothe 
engine house, a distance of 4,500 feet, in 
$4 minutes, which is just one-third the 
time that it takesa car to descend. Fully 
100 people saw him make the lightning- 
like descent, and all were greatly ex- 
cited. 

About 4 o'clock the coaster appeared 
at the Point hotel with what appeared to 
be a block of wood about eight inches 
square under his arm. On one side of 
the block was a steel horseshoe, in the 
carve of which was a small flanged 
wheel. The other side of the block was 
slightly concave. The block was put on 
the outside rgil of the incline, the wheel 
fitting close, and the horns of the horse- 
shoe were on either side. Then the man 
put a heavy glove on his right hand, and 
sitting down on the block started down 
the~mountain without more ado. He 
held his feet crossed straight and before 
him and rested them on the iron rail. 
For a few feet the little one wheel car 
moved slowly, and then the speed in- 
creased until it and its human freight 
were going down the mountain at a rate 
that made the spectators hold their 
breath. 

When acurve was reached, the coaster 
slowed up slightly by pressing his heels 
against the rail and steadied himself by 
touching the cable with his gloved hand. 
Finally, when he reached the very heavy 
grade just above the engine house, he 
took off all brakes and came down like 
ashotoutofagun. Arriving at the bot- 
tom, he put on the “heel” brakes and 
gently came toa stop just in the depot. 
Coolly rising from his queer vehicle, he 
placed it under his arm and walked quiet- 
ly away before any of the astonished 
spectators had a chance to recover their 
breath or ask any questions.—Chattanoo- 
ga Times.

THE COLONEL'S STORY 


Of His First Meeting and Intrigue 
With Madeline Pollard. 


WAS LURED BY THE YOUNG WOMAN

untutored in the king’s English, dropped

There is a minor key of tenderness, of 
exquisite pathos, in the voice of Colonel 
Breckinridge, which has done much to 
win for him his sobriquet of the “Silver- 
tongued.”’ 

It is such a tone as one would have ex- 
pected Antony to employin rehearsing 
the virtues of dea’ Casar. It hascharmed 
thousands in the house of representa- 
tives, the hustings of Keutucky, and the 
lecture rooms of female seminaries and 
Christian societies, and it 

Comes Perfectly Natural 
to him in his customary appearances, 
only it hardly accords with such a narra- 
tive as he had to tell yesterday. 

The colonel stood in the little witness 
box, his left elbow resting on Judge 
Bradley’s desk, with his left hand a pil- 
low for his head, and his right hand 
thrust carelessly into his trousers pocket. 
He smiled occasionally as he spoke. At 
first he was evidently a little tremulous 
in his utterances, but he lost that trace of 
nervousness before he proceeded far with 
his story. 

Once he glanced down at the slender 
young woman in the first row of seats be- 
fore him, that was when he was assuring 
the court that her manner toward him 


had been perfectly respectful and very | 


deferential, but for the most part, he ad- 
dressed himself to his attorney, Major 
Butterworth, who did the questioning. 

As for Madeline Pollard, she never 
took her eyes from his face. Part of the 
time she rested her head on her hand, 
and for half an hour she vigorously 
wielded a fan

Elevated above the scene sat Judge 
Bradley, with his chair turned away from 
the defendant, his head tilted back, his 
eyes closed, and his features cast into an 
utterly bored expression.

He held that the 
young woman had lured him to her; had 
met him more than half way in their in- 
timacy, and the ground of his excuse is 
found in his words:

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


Boston Building Laws—The Use of Seals 
The Death Penalty. 

Bostos, March 30.—In the senate, the 
committee on cities reported a bill revis- 
ing the buildinglaws of the city of Bos- 
ton in conformity with a draft reported 
| by a special committee of the Boston 
Society of Architects. 

A bill to authorize officials of commis- 
sions and municipal departments to adopt 
seals, distinctive from the town or city 
seals, was defeated, the main argument 
against the measure being that some 
official in the service of the city of Boston 
desired to give added dignity to the posi- 
tion he occupies. 

Mr. Estabrook moved that committees 
having matters before them on which 
hearings have been closed, be instruced to 
report on or before April 2. Laid over. 

In the house the committee on liquor 
law reported a bill providing that sales of 
cider and native wines, by makers thereof, 
shall not be sold in quantities of less 
than 10 gallons without a special license. 

It is an open question whether the 
judiciary committee will report for or 
against the bill to abolish the death 
penalty, with the chances rather against 
the bill. But whatever the committee 
may report, Representative Kneil is pre- 
pared to make a fight for his bill, and in 
case of an adverse report, he will move to 
substitute his proposition, which is to 
substitute imprisonment for life for the 
death penalty, and to take from the gov- 
ernor the pardoning power, which is only 
to be exercised by the supreme cours 
when it finds the convict innocent.

WILL STUFF THE CARCASS, 


A Man at Far Rockaway Wins In a Strug- 
gle With a Fighting Sea Dog. 

Charles Silas of the Belmore House at 
Far Rockaway, L. I,, killed a sea dog on 
Wednesday while walking along the 
beach. Mr. Silas, taking advantage of 
the fine weather, started to walk along 
the water's edge on the inlet of the penin- 
sula. When near what is known as Hog 
island, he saw an animal somewhat re- 
sembling a seal lying asleep on the sands, 
The animal was of a yellowish white, 
with black rings on his back. 

The animal was sunning itself and was 
disturbed by the approach of Mr. Silas. 
It started toward him, showing its tusks. 
The only weapon Mr. Silas had was a 
small stick. This was snapped in two 
by the sharp fangs of the animal, and 
the sea dog, or whatever it was, attempt- 
ed to bite Mr. Silas. Mr. Silas struck 
the animal on the head with his fist and 
stunned it. Before it recovered he ob- 
tained a heavy club, and when it rushed 
at him again he struck it on the head 
and killed it. 

The animal had a long, snoutlike nose, 
with whiskers about the nostrils, The 
ears were short and rounded. The fore 
legs were short, with long, sharp claws. 
The hind legs were flipperlike. The tail 
was short, and the entire body was cov- 
ered with short, coarse hair. Mr. Silas 
secured the carcass and will have it stuff- 
ed. Several other people report having 
seen similar animals along the south 
shore.—New York Tribune. 


OCEAN TELEGRAPH. 


The Heaviest Cable In the World Is to Be 
Laid During This Year. 

This will be a great year for ocean 
telegraphy. The Anglo-American Cable 
company will lay a new Atlantic cable 
this spring, which is now making in 
England. The copper conducting wire 
of this cable will weigh 650 pounds per 
knot, while hitherto no cable has had a 
conductor weighing so much as 500 
pounds per knot. 

The Atlantic cables have conductors 
weighing 400 pounds or less per knot. 
Many short cables have cores weighing 
as little as 107 pounds. Cables 1,900 
miles long on the east coast of Africa 
have cores weighing 250 pounds to the 
knot. 

The heaviest core is that of the French 
cablefrom St. Pierre, Miquelon, to Brest. 
It is 2,242 miles long and weighs 485 
pounds per knot. The estimated cost 
for making and laying long cables is 
about $1,200 per knot. The cost of the 
proposed Pacific cable will be somewhat 
greater fecause it cannot be manufac- 
tured in the vicinity. 

The total length, exclusive of 740 knots 
already laid in Australasian waters, will 
be about 2,900 knots, making the total 
cost about $6,200,000 for cable and laying 
alone.—Philadelphia Press. 


A Steamship on Lake Titicaca. 

A triumph in engineering is reported 
from the mountains of Peru, where a 
twin screw steamer of 540 tons, 170 feet 
long and 30 feet wide has been success- 
fully launched on Lake Titicaca, the 
highest navigable waters in the world, 
more than 13,000 feet above the sea. 
This steamer, which belongs to the Pe- 
ruvian government and is to be used for 
freight and passenger traffic, was built 
on the Clyde, then taken apart in m: ‘e 
than 1,000 pieces and shipped to Molleu- 
o by sea. It was then carried to Puna 
by railway and transported over the 
mountains on the backs of lamas and 
mules and put together by a Mr. John 
Wilson, a Scotch engineer, with great 
tkill and success. .—Chicago Record.

Effect of Lord Dufferin's Speech. 

Lord Dufferin’s speech on the peace of 
Europe, in Paris, has had a remarkably 

good effect throughout Europe. In 
Trans itself the words have been re- 
ceived in excellent spirit, and public 
sentiment has quite taken the sting from 
the vulgar insults to the British embas- 
sador which, by a few days, preceded 
the address. The French government's 
bold declaration of a policy of religious 
toleration :..so has been received as a 
distinct mark of progress. Even some 
of the French Radicals show signs of 
having made the discovery that denun- 
ciation of all religion is not an evidence 
of true democracy.—Paris Letter.

below that of principal in the grammar 


annum. This latter figure has been 
attained by a certain number of teachers 
in virtue of long and faithful service 
coupled with real professional merit. A 
further advance to $600 might not 
unreasonably be considered in the future. 
We have thought it well to fix at $1,400 the 
maximum salary of grammar school 
principals; but this figure is to be secured 
only during the fifth year of service by 
means of an annual increment of $100, 
the initial salary still remaining at $1,000. 
By this means we hope to secure the con- 
tinuance in work of valuable teachers as 
well as increased advantage which pupils 
derive from prolonged personal contact 
with a good master.” 

Superintendent Lull makes an exhaustive 
report and we believe it to bea fact that the 
word ‘‘I*’ does not appear therein. The 
school property includes ten school build- 
ings of eighty-one rooms which seat 3900 
pupils. The approximate valuation of 
buildings, land and furnishings is $321,000. 
He recommends that land be purchased 
at Norfolk Downs for a school building. 

The crowded condition of the Lincoln, 
John Hancock and Willard schools is 
noted, 

A summary of teachers shows an increase 
of five during the year; a man at the High, 
two women at the Willard, and one each in 
the John Hancock and Lincoln. 

The who'e number of different pupils 
registered is 4,114; the average number 
belonging 3211 and the average attendance 
3067. 

The need is felt of one energetic truant 
officers. 

Quincy rank 137 among the 351 cities 
and towns of the State, and 16 among the 
27 of the county, in percentage of valua- 
tion appropriated for schools, In average 
attendance to whole number of children 
between 5 and 15, the standing is 301 and 
23 respectively.

Their 
reading age is just beginning, and if they 
could be controlled for a year or two, and 
be given the right taste and habit by con- 
tact with teachers who realize their re- 
sponsibilities and their opportunities, we 
should have better citizens and manlier 
men. These children will be able to 
answer easily all the demands and re- 
quirements of our Board of Registrars, 
and yet they will be more likely to be led 
than to lead, more willing to allow some- 
one else to do their thinking for them 
than to do it themselves.”’

The news was received with a mixture 
of joy and sorrow. To a large majority 
of Democrats the news was a severe blow, 
and their expressions of dissatisfaction in 
some cases were loud and emphatic. 
Republicans seemed to be greatly elated 
at the confusion and havoc created in the 
Democratic camp by the message. 

Reasons For the Veto. 


| In vetoing the bill the president re- 
views the financial conditions, and says 
that the recovery being so well under 
| Way, nothing should be done to check 
convalescence. His main objections to 
the bill are its unfortunate construction, 
and that it will not maintain parity of 
| the two metals. He says the present per- 
| plexities and embarrassments of the 
| secretary of the treasury ought not to be 
augmented by devolving upon him the 
execution of a law so uncertain and con- 
| fused. 

He is convinced that the scheme pro- 
posed by the second section of the bill is 
ill-advised and dangerous, and that its 
ultimate result would be to replace legal 
tender treasury notes by silver certifi- 
cates, which are not legal tender. 

He closes by urging the desirability of 
granting tothe secretary of the treasury 


better power than now exists to issue 
bonds to protect the gold reserve. If this 
could be done, he thinks the bullion 


seigniorage now in the treasury could be 
safely coined. 
Text of the Bland Bill. 

Section 1. The secretary of the treasury 
shall immediately cause to be coined, as fast 
as possible, the silver bullion held in the 
treasury purchased under the act of July 
1800, entitled “an actdirecting the y 
ofsiiver bullion, and the issuing of treasury 
notes thereon, and for other purposes,” to the 
amount of the seigniorage of such bullion, to 
wit: The sum of $55,156,651, and such coin and 
silver certificates issued thereon shall be used 
inthe payment of current expenditures, and 
the secretary of the treasury, may, in his dis- 
cretion, if the needs of the treasury demand 
| it, issue silver certificates in excess of said 
| coinage, provided that said excess shall not 
exceed the amount of the seigniorage, as 
herein authorized to be coined. 

Section 2. After the coinage provided for in 
the first section of this act, the remainder of 
| the silver bullion purchased in pursuance of 

said act of July 14, 1890, shall be coined into 
legal tender standard silver dollars as fast as 
possible, and the coin shall be held 
treasury for the redemption of the treasury 
notes issued in the purchase of said bullion.» 

Section 3. Asfastas the br n shall be 
coined for the redemption of said notes, the 
notes shall not be reissued, but shall be can- 
celled and destroyed, in amount equal to the 
coin held at any timein the treasury derived 
from the coinage herein provided for, and sil- 
ver certificates shall be issued on such coin, 
in the manner now provided by law, provided 
that thisact shall not be construed to change 
existing law relating to the legal tender cl 
acter or mode of redemption of the treas 
notes issued under said act of July 14, 180, 

Section 4. A sufficient sum of money is 
hereby appropriated to carry into effect the 
provisions of this act. 

Bland’'s Statement, 

Representative Bland, author of the 
Bland seigniorage bill, authorized the 
following statement, concerning the veto 
and its effect upon the future of silver: 
“The main point of the veto is that the 
president does not wish to infuse into the 
currency any more silver until he has 
more bonds and greater gold reserve. 

“He insists on the fight that has been 
in progress for the last year, on the one 
hand by those who wish to increase the 
bonded debt in the interests of national 
banks by selling bonds for gold and for 
money to pay the current expenditures of 
the government, and on the other hand 
by the representatives of the people, who 
are opposed to bond issues and in favor of 
coining the silver bullion—the assets we 
| have on band—and using this money in 
the payment of current expenses. 

“The message criticizes to some extent 
the language of the bill, but it states that

For Smuggling Opium Through Canada 
to the United States, 

New York, March 80.—The customs 
officials have in custody a man who is be- 
lieved to be one of the principlesin a big 
opium smuggling scheme, and warrants

United States by way of Canada. 

The man under arrest 
name is Samuel Tilford Rowe, and that 
he lives inthis city. A policeman no- 
ticed Rowe passing through Mott street, 
with a large package under his arm. The 
man’s actions were suspicious, and the 
policeman took him to the police station. 
There his package was opened, and was 
found to contain 40 cans of opium, which 
did not bear the government stamp, and 
had clearly been smuggled. 

He was remanded to the custody of 
special inspectors of the treasury depart- 
ment. Postal orders which were found 
in Rowe's pockets and which he was 
about to forward to people in Toronto, 
throw considerable light on the smug- 
gling scheme, it is claimed, furnishing 
the names of the parties who probably 
attended to getting the opium through 
Canada.

DENVER, March 30.—Judge Glynn has 
issued an order for aninjunction restrain- 
ing the old police board from interfering 
with the new board pending the settle- 
ment of the controversy between the two 
boards in the court, on the quo warrauto 
proceedings.

Will Be Utilized by Vessels Patrcll- 
ing the Sealing Areas. 


A SCHEME OF GREAT MAGNITUDE. 


London Standard Gives Praise 
to Ambassador Bayard. 


WASHINGTON, March 30.— When Ad- 
miral John C. Walker sails from San 
Francisco on April 5, he will carry with 
him instructions having a most important 
bearing on the Behring sea question, all 
speculation to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

Admiral Walker was not selected by 
the president for this mission on account 
of any threatening condition of affairs in 
Hawaii, for the official advices received 
from that country gave no hint of trouble 
or of arestoration to be expected in the 
near future, and Admiral Walker’s stay 
at Hodolulu will not extend over two 
months at most. 

Ofcourse, if during his Stay trouble 
should arise, he will be ina position to 
command the situation, but there is no 
such expectation, and the admiral’s mis- 
sion hasto do primarily with the seal 
question. 

The arbitration just concluded provides 
for a joint protection by the United 
States and Great Britain over the seal 
waters, and the two nations are bound to 
secure, if they can, the co-operation of 
other interested nations—Russia, Japan 
and China, and perhaps Germany. 

A Great Undertaking. 

The policing of the seal waters, which 
had previously been a temporary ex- 
pedient, was made a permanent charge 
upon the parties to the arbitration, and 
the difficulties in the execution of the 
task had been enormously increased by 


the vast extent of the protected zone, | 


fixed by the arbitration, comprising all 
of the Pacific ocean east of the 180th 
meridian and north of the 35th paralell 
and Bebring sea. 

If the effort to secure the co-operation 
of Russia and Japan and China should 
succeed, of which there is every promise, 
the zone would be still further extended, 
soastoinclude the Western Pacific to 
the shores of Asia. No such task as this 
—the policing of a vast oceau—was ever 
before undertaken, and it became neces- 
sary to devise a system by which this 
could be done effectively, economically 
and permanently, by the combined action 
of the nations interested. 

The first requisite to an effective and 
economical patrol was the establishment 
ofa permanent basis of supply. There 
will probably be three of these—San 
Francisco on the east, Yokohama on the 
west, and Pearl harbor, Hawaii, in the 
center, all on the lower boundary of the 
protected zone. 

Looking Over Pearl Harbor, 


The first two are already within reach,

HIS STORY IS LONG. 


Colonel Breckinridge Reviews Events 
of the Past Ten Years. 


'S NOW A QUESTION OF VERACITY 


Between Miss Pollard’s Wit- 
nesses and Defendant. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Chapter two of 
the story of Colonel Breckinridge was told 
yesterday. It consumed the whole ses- 
tion of the court, and still the narrative 
remains incompleted. It was a wearying 
experience for the Kentucky congressman 
to stand all day in a narrow stall, detail- 
ing step by step the history of a decade of 
his life so far as it had any bearing in his 
illicit re:ations with Madeline Pollard, 
whose movements were entangled with 
his, so often and so intricately. 

From their second meeting at the Lex- 
ington house of assignation, kept by 
Sarah Guest, in 1884, down to the late 
spring of 1893, the recital wound its way 
along a path stormy with pistols, illegiti- 
mate children, concealed meetings, clan- 
destine interviews and of secret marriage, 
more of intrigue than one would suppose 
could be contained in the life of such a 
mild-looking, elderly man as the man 
who leaned over the witness box and told 
it all in a matter-of-fact way, occasionally 
dropping into jest. 

Before him sat the woman who is will- 
ing to emulate Samson by dragging 
down herself with the temple, and she 
wasthe ouly disturbing factor in the 
scene. She persisted in becoming agi- 
tated, and once she made an outcry de- 
manding to know why the defendant 
could not tel? the truth, but Judge Brad- 
ley warned her firmly and kindly that 
she must exercise control or leave the 
room. 

A Good Talker, 

There is a wealth of detail in the 
defendant's story; he binds it about him 
with many extraneous matters, 
throws an atmosphere of high life over it, 
weavingin with his meetings with Miss 
Pollard, allusions to the many political 
events in which he has taken part, the 
schools he has addressed, the confederate 
reunions he has attended, banquets to 
which he had been called as an honored 
guest, the ladies he has taken to call on 
Mrs. Cleveland, even the dinner of the 
Reform club in New York, at which, as 
Mr. Butterworth observed, “Speaker 
Crisp did not speak.” 

The case is practically narrowed down 
to a question of veracity between the 
plaintiff and several of her supporting 
witnesses, and the defendant. Their 
stories coincide on many points, but it is 
noticeable how differently the same 
events appear, when viewed from the 
standpoints of Colonel Breckinridge and 
Miss Pollard. 

Only on a few points was he obliged <o 
take issue with the testimony of anybody 
but the plaintiff. Sometimes he and Mrs. 
Blackburn differed, and the story of 
Claude de la Roche Francis that he over- 
heard a conversation between the pair 
relating to their engagement, he said, 
could not be true, for nosuch conversa- 
tion had occurred. 

The heart of the defense, however, is 
that he had represented to Mrs. Black- 
burn that there was an engagement asa 
method of explanation of the rumors 
about the young woman, and eaabling 
her to leave town with an untarnished 
name. 

The Curious Public. 

The growth of interest in the trial was 
shown by the crowd of 700 people which 
filled the street in front of the courthouse 
at the hour of adjournment, waiting to 
getasight of the parties as they came 
out. Many well dressed women were in 
the crowd which filled the sidewaik be- 
fore the office of Attorney Carlisle, and 
who pressed forward so eagerly to stare at 
Miss Pollard, that she had difficulty in 
forcing her way through. They saw in 
Colonel Breckinridge, a man who had 
aged visibly since the beginning of his 
trial, and walkswith bowed head and 
slow step.

Bostox, March 81.—Onght not to pass 
was reported by the committee on street 
railways on the bill to provide for quar- 
terly statements by street railway corpo- 
rations.

house committee. 

The committee on public health reported 
adversely on a bill compelling cities and 
towus to establish hospitals for the treat- 
ment of infectious and contagious diseases. 

The same committee reported ought not 
to pass on a bill requiring owners of 
patent or proprietary medicines to furnish 
the state board of health with the 
formule used in the preparation of the 
same, the health authorities to analyze 
the medicines and report whether or not 
they contain anything of a poisonous 
nature. 

The joint committee on judiclary re- 
ported against a bill that no condition 
attached to a grant of land restricting the 
use which shall be made thereof shall be 
valid or binding after the expiration of 
sixty years from the date of such grant. 

The bill to incorporate the town of East 
Longmeadow was passed to a third read- 
ing without debate. 

In the house the committee on liquor 
law report inexpedient to legislate on 
tne report of the Norwegian system of 
liquor selling. 

The committee reported a bill estab- 
lishing licensing commissions in all the 
cities of the commonweath outside of 
Boston. The boards areto consist of three 
members, each to serve respectively, six, 
four and two years.

Carolina Town. 


FOUR PERSONS ARE SHOT DOWN. 


Liquor In the State Dispensary 
Destroyed by a Mob. 


Witsoy, N.C., March 81.—There has 
been a serious riot at Darlington, grow- 
ing out of an attempt to enforce the dis 
pensary law. Two citizens of Darlington 
and two of Governor Tillman’s spies, 
have been killed, anda numberof spies 
and citizens have been wounded. 

The country in the vicinity of Darfing- 
ton has been thoroughly aroused, anda 
large number of people have turned out 
to hunt down the spies. The trouble 
grew out of an attempt to search private 
houses for the liquor. The citizens pro- 
tested against this and the spies yielded 
in face of the excitement, and agreed not 
to search private premises. They also 
promised to leave Darlington, although 
the original force, 17 in number, had 
been reinforced to 37. 

They had gone tothe depot when thay 
were set upon by some tramps. Out of 
this grew this trouble, which spread rap- 
idly. The arms of one of the militia 
companies have been taken by the citi- 
zens, and a neighboring militia company 
is reported not to be in sympathy with 
the governor. The people of Charlotte, 
Sumter and Darlington agreed to support 
each other in resisting the search of pri- 
vate houses, 

Last night, in accordance with the 
agreement, armed parties of men from 
town and country assembled in each 
of the above cities, and they picketed all 
the railroad stations from which the spies 
can escape by rai!. Mounted men are 
scouring the woods for the constables, 
who are armed with Winchesters ,and 
will fight for their lives. 

Liquor Is Scarce, 

The Darlington Guards are under arms, 
endeavoring to preserve the peace, but 
trouble has outgrown their control. 
Sheriff Scarborough is powerless, and un- 
der threats of being killed by the citizens 
if he interferes, has subsided. One of the 
wounded constables is in Darlington jail, 
protected by the local military company. 
There is great excitement all over the 
state, and the inability to procure liquor 
at this critical juncture is a godsend to 
the public peace. 

In Columbia, 8. C., last night, the ex- 
citement was at fever heat, and threats 
were made against the governor and of 
burning the dispensaries. Governor Till- 
man will uphold the law, no matter at 
what cost, and will call on the country 
companies to enforce obedience, should 
the city militia continue to refuse to act. 

The constables are said to be surrounded 
in the swamp, and slaughter is expected 
at daylight. 

Constable Brennan, one of the three 
who left Darlington by the Charleston, 
Sumter and Northern railroad, is now 
here. He reports to the governor that his 
detachment was fired upon by the mob 
as the train was pulling out, and that at 
the same time the detachment was about 
to leave on the Cheraw and Darlington 
railroad, and insightof them, was sim- 
ilarly2t upon by the citizens, 

Constable Killed, 

Constable McLendon had some words 
with a Mr. Redmond about the Floyd- 
Rogers fight. Some say Redmond cursed 
McLendon and McLendon fired at Red- 
mond. Others say McLendon fired at 
Rogers, and that the bullet passed through 
Redmond’s throat instead, killing him 
instantly. Firing then became general 
and citizens hurried to the front of the 
encounter. 

It was found that the constables had 
scattered to the woods and four men were 
lying on the ground—Redmond, Frank, 
Norment and Constables Pepper and Mc- 
Lendon. Pepper was shot through the 
heart, McLendon through the stomach 
and is living but will die. Norment is 
dead. Chief of Police Dargan was shot in 
the side and several citizens were 
wounded. Mr. Norment, who was killed, 
had taken no part in the riotous proceed- 
ings in the last few days and had, gone to 
the depot on business of his own. 

Troops Disband, 

CoLuMBIA, S. C., March 31, —Three com- 
panies of state troops have disbanded un- 
der the great pressure brought to bear on 
them, rather than obey the governor’s or- 
ders to goto Darlington. The excitement 
here, in consequence of this action, is at 
fever heat. 

Dispensary Attacked, 

CHARLESTON, March 31.—A dispatch 
from Florence says that a mob entered 
the state dispensary at 2:05 this morning, 
and destroyed the entire stock of liquors. 


CRISP DECLINES. 


Will Not Relinguish the Speakership 
For a Seat In the Senate, 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Speaker Crisp, 
inatelegram to Governor Northern of 
Georgia, declining the seat in the senate 
offered him, said: “‘A very large ma- 
jority of the Democratic members of the 
house have united in a request that for 
the remainder of this congress I continue 
in the position in which they have elected 
me. Iam grateful to you for the honor 
you havedone me.

THE NEW HIGH. 


Contract Let Before Plans Were Approved 
by State Authorities. 

State Inspector Moore, in conversation 
with a LEDGER representative, states that 
there was no controversy so far as he knew 
regarding the fire escape in the new High 
schog] building. ‘The contract was let to 
Henry Mellen & Sons of Worcester by 
Mayor Fairbanks in December, 1893, before 
the plans had been filed with the State 
Inspector of Buildings as required by law. 
On Janaary 6, after the contract had been 
signed by the Mellen’s, the plans were 
filed by Architect Thayer with the State 
Inspectors and at that time Iuspector 
Moore suggested certain changes in the 
plans whereby better means for egress in a 
case of fire could be had. 

These changes Mr. Thayer agreed to, and 
on March 17 the corrected plans were fiiled 
with the Inspectors, but in the meantime 
the contractors had been pushing the work 
on the building. These corrected plats 
were not entirely satisfactory and Inspector 
Moore suggested that the d_fticulty could be 
overcome by the erection of a tower to 
contain the fire escape, which may be done 
and will add greatly to the architectural 
features of the building. Inspector Moore 
states that the whole trouble lies with the 
authorities in not filing the plans with the 
State Inspectors before the contract was let 
It 
this had been done there would have been 
no change in the plans after the contract 
had been signed, and no additional expense 
to the city. 


THE NEW BLOCK. 


Citizens Subscribing Liberally to Secure 
a Large Hall for Quincy 


Although the first public notice was given 
yesterday of the project to build a grand 
hall in this city, the subscription papers 
already bear the names of several monied 
men and it is expected that the whole 
amount will be subscribed within two 
weeks. The names of Mr. Theophilus 
King, Dr. John A. Gordon and ex-Repre- 
sentative Graham appear for ten shares or 
$1,000 each, and Senator Merrill and Mr. 
A. G. Durgin -will probably take a like 
amount. Mr, John Hall is down for $500, 
and the following for smaller amounts:— 
F. W. Tirrell, Edward Southworth, E. B. 
Souther, and M. P. Wright. 

It is proper to state that the project was 
not revived until the Hospital trustees had 
abandoned the proposed opera house on 
Coddington street. 

The need of a large hall in Quincy is 
very apparent, yet no charity is asked. 
An income is practically guaranteed which 
will net the stockholders six percent. or 
more upon their investment. 

On the first floor will be four large stores 
and a bowling alley and on the second 
floor the larger hall which will comfortably 
seat 1300, alsoa smaller hall or banquet 
room nearly as large as Faxon hall, etc., 
etc. 

Associates Hall, as the building will be

THREE LIVES LOST. 


A Serious Fire at Squantum Last 
Night. 


DWELLING HOUSE CONSUMED. 


Two Dogs Also Lose Their Lives—Box 
Not Pulled Properly. 


Quincy experienced this morning its 
most serious fire, when loss of life is con- 
sidered, the bodies of three men being 
taken from the ruins. “ 

It was the summer house of Mr, Charles 
M. Driver at Squantum, occupied most of 
the year by that gentleman, although his 
family live in Boston, where he was a large 
property owner. He had retired from 
business and his wealih was estimated at 
$1 00,000. 

Last night the house was occupied by 
Mr. Driver and two plumbers who have 
been engaged on seme repairs. 

It was about 105 when Mrs, Pike, wife 
of the foremanwyho has charge of property 
of Mrs Titus, was dwekened by a di. charge 
of guns and discovered t the house of 
Mr. Driver was in ffames. Ste and the 
others of the family went to the fire_and 
were watching it yarn when someone sitg- 
gested the ringing in of an alarm and Mrs. 
Pike pulled in Fox 68. At about the same 
time someone/pulled in box 64 located at 
Gurney’s store in Atlantic. Both of these 
struck all right on the bell at 
Atlantic but did not at the Centre. 

Some moments later a telephone message 
was sent from Gurney’s store to the cen- 
tral fire station where three blows were 
rung in which called the chief who upon 
learning the cause ordered the apparatus to 
the fire. 

The chief then rang in Box 68 from his 
own house, and this was the alarm heard 
on the Quincy bells at 2.05. 

When the department arrived, the build- 
ing had been consumed. It was a five 
mile run for the steamer, and the nearest 
piece of apparatus was nearly two miles, 

The stable on the estate was saved and 
no other buildings were in danger. 

The doomed house was well built and 
was valued at $1,800. 

The bodies of the three men were taken 
from the ruins, but early this morning had 
not been recognized. One was thought to 
be Charles Cutter but this is denied by a 
relative. The bodies are at the undertak- 
ing establishment of John Hall at Quincy. 

The bodies of the three unfortunate men 
present a horrible appearance, there being 
practically nothing but the charred trunks 
remaining, as the heads and parts of the 
legs and arms are burned off. 

A son of Mr. Driver visited the under- 
taking rooms of Mr. Hall this morning and 
feels sure of the identification of his father 
by means of a pair of eyeglasses found in 
some clothing near his body. Mr. Driver 
says his father always slept alone and he 
therefore thinks that the two men must 
have slept up-stairs together and his father 
on the lounge down-stairs. 

These two plumbers worked for John 
Killion of Roxbury, who visited the under- 
takers this morning and identified the two 
men by particles of clothing. 

One of the men was Cornelius Murphy, 
aged 46 years. He was married and lived 
at 3 Dighton street, Boston. The other 
was Timothy O'Mara, aged 22 years and 
unmarried. He lived on Northampton 
street, Boston. 

Mr. Driver was about 63 years of age and 
leaves a widow and one son who reside in 
Roxbury.

Since writing the above, it has been 
learned that Mrs. Pike did not pull Box 68. 
She was unfamiliar with the manner of 
giving an alarm and upon opening the box, 
instead of pulling down the hook, she 
moved it back and forth sidewise. 

There can hardly be any question but 
what if the box had been properly pulled 
that it would haye given the alarm, as 
Chief Williams afterward tested the box 
and rang in the recall from it and it worked 
all right then. 

Much time would have been saved had a 
telephone message been sent direct from 
the residence of Mrs. Titus, although the 
building had been so far consumed that 
it could not bave been saved. 

In addition to the three unfortunate 
men who were burned there were two dogs 
that lost their lives.

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“ €AMOAS DISTURBANCE 


Wes Not Altogether Unexpected by 
Officials at Washington. 

WASHINGTON, Merch 31.—The report of 
the recent formidable native uprising in 
Samoa, by way of Auckland yesterday, was 
the first news of the event received by the 
state department. It cannot be said, 
bowever, to have caused much surprise, 
for previous advices received from our 
consular officers at Samoa indicated the 
existence of disturbed and threatening 
conditions in the islands. 

Thedepartment has kept as well in- 
formed of affairs there asthe difficulties 
in the way of communication would per- 
mit, end it was felt that sooner or later, 
the United States would again become 
Yexed with the questions growing out of 
the obligations assumed, under what 
President Cleveland has declared to be a 
shining example of an un-American and 
entangling alliance. 

Justice Ide is a Vermont man, and up 
te this time the reports show that he has 
secured the approval and commendation 
eof the treaty powers in every move. 
Therefore it is believed that he was act- 
ing strictly within the limite of his 
powers, and for the interest ef all his 
parties in his treatment of recalcitrant 
natives, and there can be no doubt that 
he will be upheld effectively and speedily 
in his course. 

The barbarities described in the report 
of the battles are always accompaniments 
of Samoan warfare, and the best efforts 
of missionaries and civilizing influences 
heretofore have failed to abato the 
aavagery in battle of the otherwise gentle 
Samoans. 


A FALLING STANDPIPE 
Kills One Person and Injures Seven 
Others—Much Damage Done. 

Proxnia, Ills., March 81.—While work- 
men were making repairs on the stand- 
pipe at the corner of Bourland and Col- 
lege streets, the great structure gave a 
lurch, broke squarely off atthe base and 
fell tothe ground. It was 120 feet high, 
20 feet in diameter and contained 1,000,000 
gallons of water. 

When the pipe fell Frank Hogan, aged 
15, was standing near by and was in- 
stantly killed. The following were in- 
jared: Charies Littlefield, Rolla King, N. 
8. Wing, slightly; Frank Colwell, right 
leg broken and crushed; John Huber, 
bruised about the head; W. B. Morris, 
mrious injuries about head and shoulders; 
Mrs. John B. Trapp, bruised about head 
and shoulders. 

The damage to property was consider- 
able, as a number of houses were carried 
from their foundations by the rush of 
waters. Every cellar in the ueighbor- 
hood was filled with water, and in many 
instances carpets and other furniture on 
the first floors of residences were badly 
damaged, the flood taking full possession. 


SHERIFF KNEW HIM. 


Chief of a Gang of Train Robbers Must Go 
Back to Wyoming. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 31.—George 
@. Smith, 28 years old, the chieftain of a 
gang of western train robbers and a fugi- 
tive from justice in Wyoming, was ar- 
rested in this city by loca! officers, at the 
home of his grandmother. Smith has 
been here about three weeks. He was 
recognized on the street by a former Wy- 
oming deputy sheriff. 

Smith, with his three pals, was arrested 
at Green River, Wy., in February, 1891, 
by Sheriff Whitmore, charged with break- 
ing intoacaron the Union Pacific road 
and taking from it two barrels of whisky, 
which the gang afterward sold at Green 
River, All four broke jail, but the other 
three were soon recaptured. Smith con- 
feases his guilt and says the jailor’s wife 
released the gang from jail. His father, 
now aresident of Los Angeles, Cal., was 
formerly an alderman of this city. 


WILL BE SETTLED MONDAY. 


Directors of King Philip Mills Are Anx- 
ious to Resume Operations. 


Fa. RIver, Mass., March 31.—Agent 
Chase of the King Philip mills and his 
spinners are having a little argument on 
the question of wages. The mills have 
been closed and theagent has been di- 
rected to start them up.

Theagents refused to make any 
eoncessions until they had timeto con- 
sult with other mills that proposed to in- 
troduce the two-loom system. There is 
little doubt that the mill will refuse to 
abandon the new system, and if the 
weavers carry out their intentions, a 
strike will be declared. 


Strike Impending. 

MANCHESTER, N. H., March 31.—A com- 
mittee of the employes of the dyehouse of 
the Amoskeag mills, asked for the in- 
crease of wages to that paid before the 
cutdown of 10 per cent last fall, and the 
agent of the mill stated that hecould not 
eoncede their demands. It is the current 
report in this city that the men will 
strike.

PRESIDENTIAL YETO 


Has Helped to Clear Uncertainty In 
the Business World. 


A SLOW GAIN IN GENERAL TRADE 


Indicates that the Worst of 
the Depression Is Over. 


New York, March $1.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: The 
president clears away one grave uncer- 
tainty with his veto. For some days it 
has been expected, and in speculation per- 
haps fully discounted. The more confi- 
dent tone observed this week is partly due 
to the belief that no disturbance of the 
currency will be permitted, but other 
causes helped forward improvement. 
Slowly, but yet quite perceptibly, the 
force at work increases. 

The approach of spring compels thou- 
sands of dealers to replenish stocks, and 
the aggregate of orders, if smaller than 
usual at this season, is distinctly larger 
than in January or Februarv. Except in 
speculative markets prices do not recover, 
and ina few instances have gone lower, 
but the absence of sensational record- 
breaking inspires hope that the bottom 
may have been reached. Business, 
though small, is exceptionally cautious 
and safe, and its slow gain is more en- 
couraging than a frothy and flighty ex- 
pansion. 

A Rise In Wheat. 

Wheat rose briskly with reports, due 
every year about April 1, that great in- 
jury has been sustained. Later accounts 
were better and prices well, closing 2 
cents higher than last week. Western re- 
ceipts for four weeks have been only 
6,829,068 bushels, against 11,522,745 last 
year, but exports are very small. 

Corn receipts for four weeks have been 
12,773,748 bushels, against 7,995,115 last 
year,so that the tonnage of the two 
grains taken together is as large asa year 
ago. Pork products have sharply ad- 
vanced, though corn but little. 

Cotton has advanced an eighth, the 
weekly movement being more favorable 
to holders, though 200,000 bales have al- 
ready come into sight in excess of the en- 
tire crop according to some so-called 
investigations. 

Improvement In Industries. 

Industries have gained again thought 
not so much as in other weeks this month, 
but the works in operation enjoy some in- 
crease in the demand. 

Fall trade in woolens is still very small, 
but needs of belated clothiers have caused 
quite an improvement in spring goods. 
Cottons are also in better demand and 
print cloths have advanced a sixteenth. 

The shoe manufacturer is supported by 
larger orders, particularly from the south 
for women’s goods, with many small pur- 
chases for immediate delivery at the east 
and a little better demand at the west. 
Shipments from Boston, 17.6 per cent less 
than last year for the first quarter, are 
only 14.7 per cent less for March. The 
demand for leather also increased, though 
only in medium or lower qualities. 

Domestic trade continues about 30.4 per 
cent lessthana year ago. Clearings at 
New York are 34.7 per cent less and at 
uppers and 22.7 per cent less. 

Failures for the week number 238 in the 
United States against 166 last year, and 
80 in Canada, against 28 last year. 

The liabilities for three weeks of March 
thus far reported have been $10,061,991, of 
which $4,690,188 were of manufacturing 
and $4,225,082 of trading concerns. The 
returns so far indicate a smaller aggregate 
for March than for February. 


Burglars-Captured, 

Boston, March 381.—About 4:30 this 
morning, John Daly, 28 years old, of 
Fitchburg, and James Reynolds, 32 years 
old, of New Bedford, were arrested for 
breaking and entering the liquor saloon 
of Thomas L. Smith, 21 Washington 
street. Daly gave the police officer a 
long chase, and the latter shot Daly in 
the spinal column and brought him 
down. It is thought Daly will recover. 


Two Bank Embezzlers Sentenced. 
New York, March 31.—Benjamin G. 
Sanford, who misappropriated $53,000 of 
the funds of the Continental National 
bank, was sentenced tothe penitentiary 
for five years. Harry C. Witshaw, book- 
keeper of the United States National 
bank, who embezzled upward of $35,000 
of the bank’s funds, also received a sen- 

tence of five years in the penitentiary. 


Killed Five and Himself. 

DopGEVILLE, N. Y., March 81.—Fritz 
Kloetzer killed his wife and four chil- 
dren, and then committed suicide at his 
home last night. He had been outof 
work fora long time, and despondency is 
supposed to have led tothe deed. For 
weeks he had been selling his furniture, 
piece by piece, to pay for bread for his 
family. 

A Cool Theft, 

HAVERHILL, Mass., March 31.—A man 
giving the name of Chester Willey is 
locked up for stealing a trunk contain- 
ing valuable drummers’ samples.

THE BELOVED PATRIOT. 


All Classes Anxious to Pay Tribute to 
Louis Kossuth’s Memory. 


Bupa-PestH, March 81.—Kossuth’s re- 
mains arrived here last evening. Im- 
mense crowds of people stood bareheaded 
as the body of the dead patriot was borne 


to the National museum. 

Never in the history of Hungary has 
there been such a popular manifestation 
of sincere sorrow as that which has 
marked the arrival here of the body of 
Kossuth. Mourning decorations are 
everywhere displayed. Never before, not 
even atthe death of a member of the 
royal family, has there been such a genu- 
ine popular display of regret. 

The bells onthe churches throughout the 
city were tolled during the transference 
of the body from the station to the 
museum. In every way the ceremony 
was of the most solemn character. The 
coffin was placed ona catalfalque in the 
museum, and was covered with wreaths. 

Disturbances have occurred in various 
parts of Hungary, owing to the refusal of 
Catholic clergymen to toll the bells of 
their churches orto drape their edifices. 
Itis expected that on the day of the 
funeral the city will be crowded as it 
never was before. 

So determined are the Hungarians to be 
present when the last honors are paid the 
dead, that an enormous number of them, 
who are too poor to ride to Buda-Pesth, 
will walk to the city. Five thousand of 
the inhabitants of Czegled,a town 76 
kilomtres distant from here, have already 
started from their homes. They will 
walk the entire distance. 


DAY OF FIGHTING. 


Whole Time of the House Devoted to 
Filibustering and Wrangling. 


W£ASHINGTON, March 31.—Another long 
filibuster consumed the time of. the 
house yesterday, and although the pro- 
ceedings were not characterized by the 
turbulence and disorder which marked 
them Wednesday, they culminated in a 
very sharp passage-at-arms between the 
speaker and Mr. Reed, and left partisan 
feeling still at high tension when the re- 
cess was taken. For four hours Mr. 
Reed successfully filibustered against the 
approval of the journal. 

During the progress of the filibuster, 
the sppaker several times declined to en- 
tertain motions or appeals from his deci- 
sions, refusing to state the grounds upon 
which these decisions were made. He 
held that it was the chair’s privilege, as 
it was the privilege of a judge, to furnish 
the reasons for decisions or not, as he 
saw fit. 

When the president’s veto of the Bland 
bill was read, Mr. Bland gave notice that 
on Tuesday next he would move to pass 
the bill, the president’s objections not- 
withstanding. 

A single vote was had in the O’Neill- 
Joy contested election case after the long 
struggle, but although the Democrats 
had a quorum present all the afternoon, 
it mysterious! y disappeared at the critical 
juncture. Seven votes were lacking. The 
struggle will be resumed. 


WATCHING IMMIGRANTS. 
Boston's Inspector Proposes to Strictly 
Enforce the Law. 

Boston, March 31.—Chief Inspector of 
Immigration Skeflington, in enforcing the 
United States laws relating to immi- 


grants, is not meeting with the approval | 


of the steamship companies. The steam- 
ship Yarmouth, from Yarmouth, N. S., 
arrived in port last Sunday, having on 
board 130 passengers, according to the 
list, but upon investigation by the immi- 
gration officers it was found that a large 
number were on board whose names had 
not been entered. 

Before allowing any one to land, the 
steamship officials were forced to enter 56 
additional names on the passenger list. 
The Yarmouth’s officials, it is alleged, 
with a number of the delayed passengers, 
held a meeting on board the boat, and de- 
nounced the action of the immigration 
officers. Mr. Skeffington said yesterday: 

“Complaints have been made that per- 
sons under contract can enter this port 
without any fear of detection, but I will 
make this one of the special features of 
the department, and shall detain all those 
who enter this port under suspicion of 
having made a contract, either expressed 
or implied.”’ 

Sullivan Is Held, 

MANCHESTER, N. H., March 31.—The 
witnesses for the prosecution in the case 
of Jeremiah Sullivan, charged with in- 
flicting the wound upon William E. 
Willey of Rochester, on March 3, com- 
pleted their testimony yesterday after- 
noon. The judge held Sullivan for the 
supreme court in September, 


Rejection Predicted, 

BROOKLYN, March 31.—A meeting of the 
board of auditors of the town of Graves- 
end was held yesterday afternoon, for the 
purpose of auditing the accounts of John 
Y. McKane. The accounts were sub- 
mitted by George McKane, the son of 
John Y. McKane. It is understood that 
the report will be rejected. 


Albanians the Aggressors. 

CETTINGE, March 31.— Thousands of 
Albanians attacked a Montenegrin village 
on the frontier, killing four and wound- 
ing seven of the Montenegrins. Tne loss of 
the Albanians is not known. The fight- 
ing is liable to lead to further and more 
serious disturbances. 


Robbers Got Scared, 

ATTLEBORO, Mass., March 31.—Burglars 
visited North Attleboro, but failed to se- 
cure any booty. The office of W. H. Riley 
& Co. was broken into and an attempt 
made to blow open the safe. The robbers 
evidently became frightened, for all the 
tools used in drilling were left behind.

The city was illuminated 
and gaily decorated. Captain Adams 
was accompanied by a portion of his 
staff.

LonpoN, March 30.—A dispatch from 
Vienna says the president of the Pro- 
gressist party in the town of Gorashitza, 
Servia, has been shot and killed by mem- 
bers of the Radical party.
